Concurred. 
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Gentlemen of the City Council: — 

The election which placed in our hands the 
administration of the City Government during the 
present year was one of more than ordinary inter- 
est and importance. It has shown in an unmis- 
takable manner the determination of the citizens to 
prevent the establishment in our municipal affairs of 
what is known as the “spoils system,” — that is, 
appointment to office as a reward for party service. 
Such a system applied to municipal affairs has not 
even the poor excuse which is made for its applica- 
tion in national politics, inasmuch as the service for 
which the reward is given is service to a_ party 
founded wholly on national issues, and maintained 
for the furtherance of political schemes in which the 
city, in its corporate capacity, has no concern. 
Whatever is commendatory in the past management 
of our local government is largely due to the reten- 
tion of those executive officers who have shown 


themselves to be honest and capable in the perform- 
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ance of their duties. This, I believe, is fully under- 
stood and appreciated by those who desire to secure 
an efficient and economical administration of the 
government, and who, it is apparent, comprise a 
majority of the voters. ; 

In proceeding to discharge the first duty which the 
city charter devolves upon the chief executive, I 
venture to preface the customary statement in regard 
to the city business with some general considerations 
concerning the scope and purpose of the powers with 
which we have been intrusted. 

“ Municipal corporations,” says an eminent jurist, 
“are created and exist for the public advantage, and 
not for the benefit of their officers, or of particular 
individuals or classes. ‘he corporation is the arti- 
ficial body created by the law, and not the officers, 
since these are, from the lowest up to the council- 
man, or mayor, the mere ministers of the corporation. 
The statutes of the State confer upon the corporation 
all the power it possesses, prescribe all its duties, 
and impose all liabilities to which it is subject.” 

Therefore, to manage its affairs in the interests of 
a political party, or a religious sect, or a class, is an 
abuse of trust on the part of the official who does so 
as much to be condemned as the conduct: of a director 
of a railway company, or trustee of a savings’ bank, 


who selects the employés of his corporation solely 
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with a view to promote the interests of the party or 
the sect to which he happens to belong. 

That there should be differences of opinion among 
the citizens as to the best method of carrying on the 
city business is to be expected; and the frank and 
fearless expression of these differences is by no 
means to be discountenanced. But the danger to 
our municipal institutions lies in the fact that in our 
local elections we divide, not on the best way of 
carrying on the city business, but on the best way of 
carrying on our national affairs ;—not on the question 
whether we shall expend a large sum of money for 
public parks and improved sewerage, but whether we 
shall have free trade and a metallic currency. Such 
a division is manifestly absurd. It is due, of course, 
to the fact that the national party machinery furnishes 
the readiest means for making nominations and con- 
trolling the voters; but there ought to be intelligence 
enough among the members of a New England com- 
munity to enable them to discriminate between their 
relations to the State and the nation, and their re- 
lations to the corporation established simply for the 
management of their local concerns. 

The enormous debts contracted by the leading 
American cities during and since the late war 
have become a source of much anxiety, not only 


to property-holders, but to all men who are inter- 
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ested in the prosperity of Republican institutions. 
This anxiety has given rise to a variety of schemes 
for improving our local governments, some of them 
limited to special points of administration, and oth- 
ers covering an entire change of the present sys- 
tem. I will mention several which have excited 
considerable comment lately, and to which I think 
there are grave objections. One of them provides 
for a property qualification on the part of the electors 
of municipal officers, — especially of those officers 
who control the financial department. ‘This propo- 
sition is not a new one; but it has gained prominence 
lately by the report of a commission appointed by 
Governor Tilden, of New York, recommending that 
in cities of that State, having a population of over 
one hundred thousand, a board of finance should be 
elected by those who pay a tax on property valued at 
five hundred dollars and over; and those who pay a 
yearly rent, on premises within the city, of not less 
than two hundred and fifty dollars, —the board to 
have control of the annual tax levy, and the appro- 
priations for municipal purposes. A member of that 
commission, in a recently published essay on the 
administration of American cities, states the propo- 
sition in this way: The cities of antiquity, from 
which we derive our ideas of municipal government, 


were governments proper; the city represented the 
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commonwealth. The modern cities have no political 
functions; they are corporations, instituted princi- 
pally for the administration of property interests; 
therefore the property-owners and rent-payers should 
elect municipal officers — especially those who con- 
trol the financial affairs — just as the stockholders of a 
railroad elect the directors, and determine the gen- 
eral policy of the road. 

At a meeting of the American Social Science As- 
sociation, a few months since, a citizen of this State, 
of large experience and independent political views, 
submitted some observations on the relations of the 
State and municipal governments, and the reform 
of the latter. His conclusions may be summed up 
as follows: The State, which makes the criminal 
laws, the school laws, and the charity laws, should 
carry them out under a common system throughout 
its borders, by its own organizations and agencies, 
and no longer divide the duties with counties and 
municipalities; that is to say, the police, the prisons, 
the almshouses, and the schools, should be under the 
direct control of the State, leaving to the municipali- 

ties simply the care of the streets and buildings, the 
fire department, sewerage, water, gas, street rail- 
ways, and parks. As all these concern property 
alone, it would not, he says, be inconsistent with the 
American principle of universal suffrage, to limit 
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the right of voting upon these matters to the owners 
and occupants of the property. 

These are the conclusions of intelligent men who 
have given the subject considerable attention, and 
whom nobody can properly accuse of being influenced 
by any partisan or class considerations. ‘There has been 
no attempt, that I am aware of, to refute these con- 
clusions, and, as a consequence, many persons in our 
large cities are beginning to look to the adoption of 
these measures as the only safeguard against a corrupt 
and reckless expenditure of the public funds. While 
IT am fully sensible of the defects in our present sys- 
tem of municipal administration, I cannot help 
regarding with distrust any scheme for curing them 
by a radical change of the New England system 
under which we have grown up; and which, not- 
withstanding its defects, has thus far produced bet- 
ter results than any other system that has been 
tried in this country. J cannot do more at this time 
than indicate very briefly, and I fear very im- 
perfectly, the reasons I have for doubting the pro- 
priety, or the expediency, of attempting to raise the 
standard of municipal government by a limitation of 
the suffrage. | 

Such legislation would be contrary to the tradi- 
tions, the education, and the practice of our people, 
and would create a sense of personal wrong on the 
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part of those who were deprived of the full privi- 
leges of citizenship, which, in its evil effects, would 
far outweigh any good results that would follow 
the adoption of such a policy. 

It is hardly probable that a condition of things can 
arise in any city in New England where those who 
have an interest in maintaining order will be out- 
numbered by those who hope for some personal 
benefit by creating disorder; therefore, if those who 
have interests at stake will bestir themselves to pro- 
tect their interests, — and there is no safety in any 
scheme which can be devised unless they do so, — 
they can better accomplish their purpose by outvot- 
ing their opponents than by undertaking to deprive 
them of privileges which they now possess. In a 
recent argument in favor of extending household 
suffrage to the counties in England, Mr. Gladstone 
says the franchise is an educational power. The 
possession of it quickens the intelligence, and tends 
to bind the nation together. It is more important to 
have an alert, well-taught, and satisfied people than 
a theoretically good legislative machine. 

Nearly twenty-five years have passed since I gave 
this subject my thoughtful and conscientious con- 
sideration, and reached the conclusions which I 
have here expressed. My subsequent experience 
has confirmed’ me in the soundness of the position 
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which I then assumed, and to which steadily I have 
adhered. | 

For an answer to the proposition that the State 
should assume the direct control of certain depart- 
ments of the City Government, it is only necessary 
to refer to the utter failure of the plan which was 
resorted to in New York, some years ago, of having 
certain city officers appointed by the Governor or 
the Legislature. In the beginning the standard was 
improved; but it was not long before these men, who 
had been saddled upon the city by an outside power, 
became more corrupt and arbitrary than the local 
officers whom they had superseded, and the inhabi- 
tants of the city found themselves enclosed in a ring 
which they had no power to break except through 
the success of an appeal to the State. The sugges- 
tion that, by allowing the State to control the 
schools, the police, and the penal and reformatory 
institutions, we should secure greater uniformity and 
economy in their administration, might be answered 
by pointing to the dangers which are likely to 
follow from the centralization of power. If, in 
order to secure greater uniformity in our methods of 
conducting the public business, we acquiesce in the 
assumption by the State of powers which from time 
immemorial we have been permitted to exercise, and 
through the direct exercise of which we are educated

to act intelligently in the government of the State 


and the nation, will not the gain be more than 
counterbalanced by the loss? Before making a rad- 
ical change in one part of our system it would be well 
to study the probable effect upon the other parts. 


THE CITY CHARTER. 


In my address to the City Council, in 1873, I called 
attention to the fact that the growth of this city had 
created the necessity for certain changes in our 
methods of doing the city business, and suggested 
the appointment of a commission to revise the City 
Charter. The suggestion was adopted, the draft of a 
new charter was prepared, and submitted to the 
approval of the City Council. 

Though frequently discussed during the past three 
years, and though there has been substantial una- 
nimity among members of the government as to the 
necessity of changing certain parts of the present 
system, the two branches have been unable to agree 
upon the details, and, therefore, the subject comes to 
us as unfinished business. I have unofficially ex- 
pressed my approval of most of the recommenda- 
tions made by the commission. 

An attempt has been made to prejudice the work 
by referring to the changes proposed as radical and 


revolutionary; but those who used the terms were

evidently unfamiliar with the present form of govern- 
ment. With one or two exceptions, which I have 
doubted the propriety of adopting, the changes are 
strictly in conformity with those parts of the system 
now in force, which have been found best adapted to 
the requirements of a large city. In view of the 
difficulty of arriving at any satisfactory agreement 
concerning the details of a new charter, it seems ad- 
visable to give up the attempt to secure a complete re- 
vision, and confine the application for new legislation . 
to those matters which require immediate attention. 
This city is, as you are doubtless aware, governed 
partly by special laws, of which the act of mcorpora- 
tion, or charter, as it is called, is one, and partly 
by general laws, which are equally applicable to all 
the cities and towns in the Commonwealth. When 
the first charter was adopted, in 1822, it simply gave 
the City Council the powers formerly exercised by the 
inhabitants in town meeting's assembled, those powers, 
with few exceptions, being defined by general stat- 
utes. From time to time, as the population has 
increased, some of these general laws, which operated 
satisfactorily in the towns and small cities, have been 
found inadequate to the peculiar wants of a large 
city; and special laws have been passed, as the neces- 
sity for them has been demonstrated. It is evident 
that still further changes are needed in this direction. 


. 4 : 
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I invite your serious and earnest attention to the 
necessity of procuring some special enactments re- 
lating to the registration of voters, and the methods 
of conducting elections in this city. . The present 
general laws are clearly insufficient to prevent the 
perpetration of frauds, whereby the will of the people 
may be defeated. 


FINANCES. 


It. is a subject for congratulation that we enter 
upon the discharge of our duties at a time when 
business has begun to revive, after a depression of 
almost unprecedented length and severity. In a 
community like this, engaged so largely in com- 
mercial and manufacturing pursuits, and therefore 
dependent, in great measure, for its own prosperity 
upon the prosperity of other communities with which 
it has business relations, any disturbance of the 
money market, and any failure of enterprise, or lack 
of thrift on the part of others, is felt with peculiar 
force here. But while many of our merchants and 
manufacturers have been crippled in their resources, 
and while many of those who depend upon their 
daily earnings have suffered from their failure to 
obtain steady employment, it is a fact, full of promise 
for the future, that our industries are in a condition 


to respond to the first favorable symptoms of re- 
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viving trade; that the relations between the em- 
ployer and the employed have been maintained 
through trying times in a manner creditable to both; 
and that all the demands of charity, both at home 
and abroad, have met with a cheerful and generous 
response. 

The total funded debt of the city on the 3lst 
December, 1877, was $43,354,444.06. Add to this 
the loans authorized during the year, but not yet 
negotiated, amounting to $4,494,000, and we have 
a total of liabilities amounting to $47,848,444.06. 
The amount of debt paid during the year 1877 was 
- $2,3805,707.52, and the amount funded was $652,000. 
The sinking funds and bonds pledged for the pay- 
ment of the debt amount to $16,498,979.12. The 
net debt of the city, therefore, at the beginning of 
the present year amounted to $26,855,464.94. If we 
compare the funded debt at the end of 1876 with the 
funded debt at the end of 1877, there appears to be 
a decrease during the year of $1,703,707.52; but if 
we add the loans authorized by the last City Coun- 
cil, and not yet negotiated, there is an actual increase 
of $2,790,292.48. The act of the Legislature to reg- 
ulate and limit municipal indebtedness, passed in 1875, 
provided that cities and towns should not become 
indebted to an amount, — exclusive of loans for water 


supply, — exceeding in the aggregate three per centum 
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on the valuation of the taxable property therein, 
to be ascertained by the last preceding valuation 
for the assessment of taxes. But the act also pro- 
vided, that, when it took effect, any city or town 
indebted to an amount not less than two per centum 
- on its valuation might increase its indebtedness to 
the extent of an additional one per centum on its 
valuation. It appears that this city was indebted 
more than two per centum on its valuation, May Ist, 
1875, and that it was authorized to increase its 
indebtedness one per centum on that amount. 

The amount which the city may increase its in- 
debtedness under this clause is, at this date, $2,150,- 
618. Had the debt of the city been less than two 
per centum on its valuation at the time the law took 
effect, the present indebtedness would be in excess, 
to the amount of $616,926.13, of the three per 
centum to which it would have been limited. [See 
Appendix, p. 40. | 

There are a number of projects for improvement, 
some of them involving large expense, which were 
reported upon favorably by committees of the last 
City Council, and which will come before you as 
unfinished business. I have not examined them 
with sufficient care to be able to form a decided 
opinion as to the necessity or expediency of carrying 
them out. But in view of the heavy expenditures 
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to which the city is already committed, by the action 
of past City Governments, in enlarging the water 
supply, improving the sewerage, and establishing 
public parks; in view of the enormous debt which 
has been contracted, and the probable increase in 
the rate of taxation, necessary to cover the interest- - 
account, and pay the ordinary expenses for carrying 
on the government; in view of the heavy burdens 
under which most of the tax-payers are now laboring 
on account of the fall in prices and the general 
depression of business, —I deem it my duty to say 
that no new improvements, involving expense, should 
be entered upon during the present year, unless it 
is made clear that further delay would injuriously 
affect the city’s interests. Undoubtedly most of 
these projected improvements, and others that will 
be suggested to you durmg the year, would be 
desirable, if our financial burdens were not already 
so heavy; but I doubt if many of them can present a 
claim for immediate action so strong as to justify 
an addition to the present city debt; and I trust the 
clamor of interested parties in their behalf will not 
be mistaken for a public demand. 

It is proper, perhaps, that I should refer, in this 
connection, to one item of the city expenditures 
which has excited a great deal of comment for a 


number of years, and which has had a very de- 
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moralizing effect upon the members of the govern- 
ment. The practice of eating and drinking, at the 
city’s expense, has been abused to such an extent | 
that a reform is imperatively demanded. I very 
much doubt whether any checks which the City 
Council may endeavor to place upon its members 
will have a permanent effect; and I see no way of 
establishing a lasting reform except by calling in 
the aid of a legislative enactment. 

I am aware that there are certain expenses for 
refreshments and carriage-hire, necessarily incurred 
by those who are serving the city without compen- 
sation, which may properly be made a_ public 
charge; and unless it is thought advisable to com- 
pensate the Aldermen and Councilmen for their 
services, and disallow all charges for refreshments, 
I would suggest the propriety of fixing, by statute, 
the maximum amount which the City Council may 
appropriate, annually, for expenses incidental to 
the discharge of its duties, and for the entertain- 
ment of the city’s guests; the amount so appro- 
priated to be expended only under the direction 
and with the approval of the chief executive and 
the presiding officers of the two branches. 


TAXATION. 


The extent to which property has depreciated 
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during this financial crisis cannot, of course, be accu- 
rately measured; but some idea of it may be gained 
from the statement, that in the past three years the 
valuation of real and personal property in this city, 
for the purposes of taxation, has been reduced nearly 
one hundred and twelve millions of dollars, although 
in the mean time many new buildings have been 
erected. Whether there is to be a still further 
reduction depends somewhat on the permanency of 
the improvement now visible in business circles. 
No class of property has been more unfavorably 
affected during the past year than real estate, 
especially unimproved vacant land. Experience has 
shown that this class of property is the last to be 
affected by a fall in prices, and that it recovers more 
slowly than any other as prices advance. It appears 
that more than three-fourths of the entire reduction 
in the assessors’ valuation since 1873 falls on real 
estate during the past two years. This cannot be 
taken, however, as a true indication of the fall in 
prices, as the assessors held to their old valuations 
of real property after those valuations had ceased to 
represent the market price. In the city of New 
York the valuation of real estate was so low in the 
beginning of the crisis that the returns of the Com- 
missioners of ‘l'axes and Assessments show no fall- 
ing off in the total amount; on the contrary, there 
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has. been a small increase, sufficient probably to 
represent the value of the additions made by the 
erection of new buildings. But while the New 
York valuations have increased, the rate of tax- 
ation has remained nearly the same, being $28 
on a thousand in 1874, and $26.50 in 1877. In 
this city, while the valuations have been reduced, 
as I have said, nearly $112,000,000, the rate of tax- 
ation has been reduced from $15.60 on a thousand, 
in 1874, to $13.10 in 1877. It appears from re- 
turns to the Tax Commissioners of this Common- 
wealth, that, with the exception of the years 1874 and 
1877, the rate of taxation in Boston during the past 
thirteen years has fallen below the average of all the 
rest of the State. But this is more than offset, un- 
doubtedly, by the higher valuation established by our 
assessors. The abatements of taxes assessed for the 
financial year 1877-78, up to the Ist of December 
last, amounted to $75,246.56, or 7y’5 of one per cen- 
tum of the whole amount levied. It appears from 
this that the tax will be collected with as little loss 
by abatement for over-valuation and other causes as 
the taxes for the years immediately preceding. 
Under the present law, the applicants for abatement 
of taxes, who are refused by the assessors, have an 
appeal to the Street Commissioners. Many tax- 
payers complain that their interests are not suffi- 
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ciently protected by leaving such an important ques- 
tion to be finally decided by a Board connected with 
the City Government, and they propose applying to 
the Legislature during the present winter for a 
change in the law to enable them to go before a 
AULY se. OF some other independent tribunal.” ‘The 
subject is one which should receive your early 
attention. 

Much dissatisfaction is felt with the present State 
laws concerning the assessment of taxes on personal 
property; but as they affect equally the tax-payers 
throughout the Commonwealth, the changes, if any 
are needed, may safely be left to the representatives 
of the tax-payers in the General Court. 


POLICE. 


The condition of the Police Department is not 
altogether satisfactory. Under the present system 
the powers of the Mayor, the Board of Aldermen, 
and the Chief of Police are ‘not clearly defined. 
This has on some occasions led to a conflict of 
authority, which is subversive of all discipline in a 
department which depends for its efficiency on a 
high state of discipline. The organization should 
be placed on a more permanent basis. It cannot 
safely be left to the changes which are likely to fol- 
low from the annual election of those who have it 
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under control. ‘The temptation to use it for personal 
-and partisan ends is so great that special safeguards 
are needed to protect it from sudden changes of 
administration. 

The force as at present constituted consists 
of 715 men. In such a large body changes 
are constantly taking place, and the duty of ex- 
amining a host of applicants for vacancies caused 
by death, resignation, or discharge, and of  select- 
ing such as appear to be qualified for appoint- 
ment, devolves upon the Mayor. His time is 
largely occupied with petty details, which, under 
the present management, cannot be safely left to 
others; and more important duties suffer from the 
lack of time and attention which he has to bestow 
upon them. 

With the best intentions. on the part of the 
Committee on Police, the discipline of the depart- 
ment is often seriously injured by the irregular 
method in which complaints against members of 
the force are investigated. ‘There is no settled 
policy in regard to the punishment for violations 
of the rules. Some committees are disposed to 
act harshly towards the officers; others treat the 
gravest offences with a lightness which invites 
repetition. Neither the citizen who complains of 


the conduct of an officer, nor the officer against 
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whom the complaint is made, feels sure that his 
case will be examined as it ought to be. Those 
who have had the largest experience in the man- 
agement of the department are united in the opinion 
that the present system is extremely defective. 

The only objection that I have heard against the 
proposition to place it under the control of a Board 
organized in the same manner as the Boards which 
now have charge of the Health, Fire, and Water 
Departments, and which have accomplished such 
satisfactory results, is that the duties are not suf-_ 
ficient to occupy the time of three men. The 
suggestion which I have to make will, I think, 
obviate that objection. The responsibility for the 
proper execution of the law in relation to the sale 
of intoxicating liquors rests, in great measure, upon 
the -whole Police Department; and it would un- 
doubtedly promote the efficiency of that execution, 
if those who control the issuing of the licenses 
could also control the body whose duty it is to see 
that the terms of the licenses are complied with, 
and that persons doing business without a license 
are prosecuted. In that way we secure a uniform 
and responsible execution of the law. 

The issuing of licenses for other purposes, where 
the police are expected to exercise some super- 
vision over the place licensed, belongs to the Police 
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Department; and when the administration of that 
department is transferred from the Board of Alder- 
men to another body, the exercise of that duty 
would naturally go with it. There is no doubt, 
therefore, that three men would find work enough 
to occupy all their time; in the purchase of the 
supplies for the department they would be able to 
save enough to more than cover their own salaries 5 
the compensation of License Commissioners would 
be saved; the Aldermen and the Mayor would be 
relieved of duties which they are now unable to 
perform in a satisfactory manner, and the discipline 
and efficiency of the department would, in my 
opinion, be greatly increased. 


LICENSE LAW. 


' The primary purpose of a license law is not to 
secure a revenue to the government, but to re- 
strain the traffic in intoxicating drinks, and-regu- 
late it in the interests of sobriety and good order. 
How far that purpose has been recognized and 
acted upon by those who have latterly had charge 
of the execution of the law will appear from the 
statements which follow. The number of licenses 
issued from May Ae 1875, when the law went into 
effect, to May 1, 1876, was 2,372; from May 1, 1876, 
to May 1, 1877, the number was 1,412; from May 1 
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to December 31, 1877, that is, eight months, the 
number was 2,824. The returns made by the 
police of the number of liquor saloons in the 
city show that in 1874, under the _ prohibitory 
law, there were 3,090 places; in 1875 there 
were 2,411; in 1876 there were 1,971; in 1877 there 
were 2,362. ‘The enumerations for these years 
were all made in the month of December. The 
arrests for drunkenness during the same _ period 
‘have been as follows: For 1874, 11,892; for 1875, 
10,325; for 1876, 8,564; for 1877, 8,218. From 
June 21, 1875 (when the execution of the license 
law was entered upon in this city), to December 
31, 1875, the number of prosecutions made by the 
police department for violations of the law was 
1,121; for the year 1876 the number of prosecu- 
tions was 4,028; and the number of gallons of 
liquor seized, under the provisions of a supple- 
mentary act of the Legislature, passed that year, 
was 32,654, most of which was confiscated. The 
number of prosecutions for keeping and _ selling 
without a license, from January 1 to May 29, 
1877, was 803. 

On the 29th of May last the maximum num- 
ber of the police force was increased by the 
addition of 15 men, and that number was de- 
tailed to act solely under the control and direc- 
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tion of the License Commissioners. It was so 
well understood that the other members of the 
force were not to take cognizance of violations 
of the law, that from that date until the present 
time but 22 prosecutions have been made through ~ 
the Police Department, and those were of cases 
so notorious that they could not well be over- 
looked. The whole number of complaints. for 
violations of the law instituted by the commis- 
sioners between the 29th of May, 1877, and the 
4th of January, 1878, was 353; and the number 
of seizures during that period was 179. 

Of the duty and responsibility of the police 
in the execution of that law I have already 
spoken. If the law is executed in a just and 
impartial manner, and with a view to the pur- 
pose for which it is enacted, I believe it will 
produce better results, especially in the large 


cities, than any other system yet devised. 


THE HEALTH DEPARTMENT. 


Since the establishment of the Board of Health, 
in 18738, the sanitary condition of the city has 
steadily improved, and it now stands higher than 
ever before. There has been no epidemic to dis- 
turb trade or alarm the people during the last 
four years. ‘The death-rate has gradually de- 
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creased from 32.76 in a thousand in 1872 to 
23.39 in a thousand in 1876, and 20 in a thou- 
sand in 1877. 

This exhibit testifies to the fidelity with which 
the Board has performed the important duties 
intrusted to it. An encouraging feature is ob- 
served in the diminishing death-rate among small 
children during the summer months. In 1875 
the number of deaths among children five years 
of age and under during the months of June, 
July, August, and September was 1,848; in 1877, 
with a larger population, the number was_ re- 
duced to 1,365. 

Special efforts have been made during the past 
year to prevent the spread of scarlet fever, and 
those efforts have been attended with the most 
gratifying results. For the five years preceding 
1877 the average number of deaths from this 
cause was 397; for the six months ending Dec. 
ol, 1877, there were only 21 deaths. The deaths 
from small-pox, including those which occurred - 
in quarantine, have numbered only 11 in four 
years, and 5 of that number occurred last sea- 
son, when the Board of Health was without a 
hospital on the main land and the conveniences 
necessary to isolate the first cases. Two new 


hospitals for contagious diseases have been erected 
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during the past year, one at Gallop’s Island for 
fever patients, and one in West Roxbury for 
small-pox. 

The quarantine regulations have, I believe, been 
carefully administered with reference to the in- 
terests of commerce and the health of the city; 
and, with one exception, no vessel has been de- 
tained more than twenty-four hours, and then 
only for the removal of the sick and the puri- 
fying of the vessel. 

The matters which now specially claim the at- 
tention of the board are the condition of the 
sewerage and flats on the Back Bay, the Charles- 
town flats near Canal street, and the unhealthy 
deposits in the Roxbury Canal. 


WATER SUPPLY. 


The net cost of the Cochituate Water Works, 
to Jan. Ist, 1878, amounted to $16,356,282.04; and 
the net income for the year 1877 amounted to 
$54,131.52. The amount of bonds outstanding on 
account of the Mystic Water Works is $1,023,000; 
and the net income from those works for the year 
1877 amounted to $73,655.10. A detailed statement 
is appended. The expenditures for an additional 
supply of water amount, at this date, to $4,050,- 
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297.62. It is believed that the estimates of the whole 
cost, made at the beginning of last year, namely, 
$4,650,000, exclusive of water damages and of 
interest paid during construction, will not be 
exceeded. The conduit from Farm Pond in Fra- 
mingham to Chestnut Hill is practically completed; 
and the smaller conduit from Sudbury river to Farm 
Pond will be finished probably in July next. The 
foundations of the dams for the three storage basins 
are completed, aud the work on the superstructure is 
being energetically prosecuted. 

A large proportion of the claims for land damages 
have already been settled, and it is believed that 
the unsettled claims will be adjusted without great 
expense or difficulty. The claims for damages 
occasioned by the taking of the waters of the 
rivers have been considered by a commission ap- | 
pointed by the Superior Court of the Common- 
wealth, and awards, amounting in the aggregate 
to $438,500, have been made. From the de- 
cision of the commissioners, however, the Water 
Board, acting under advice of counsel, have ap- 
pealed, the estimated damages being considered 
excessive. 

The completion of the new supply works will re- 
quire another season, but the conduit is already in 


order to supplement the supply from Lake Cochit- 
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uate, and to be used in case of accident to the old 
conduit. 

Work on the Mystic Valley Sewer was begun on 
the 20th of August last. The main sewer to Win- 
chester is completed, and the Russell-brook branch 
leading to Woburn is well under way. It will prob- 
ably require about two months’ work in the spring to 
make the sewer ready for use. The estimated ex- 
pense of this work is $205,000. 


IMPROVED SEWERAGE. 


The intercepting sewerage system, for which an 
appropriation was made last summer, and on which 
work has already begun, originated in the conviction 
of our citizens that some better method was needed 
than already existed for the removal of the city’s 
sewage. ‘This conviction found expression in the 
yearly reports of the State and City Boards of 
Health (1870-1876), and in communications from 
leading physicians. In 1875 a commission of emi- 
nent engineers was appointed, who in the following 
year recommended the adoption of a plan, in its main 
features similar to what has, after the most ex- 
haustive investigation, been adopted by all large 
foreign cities similarly situated. 

The recommendation was adopted by the City 


Government, and another year was consumed in 
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examinations conducted by the City Engineer as to 
the best mode of carrying out the general plan pre- 
pared by the commission. Finally, in August, 1877, 
the City Council made an appropriation of $3,713,000 
to carry out the scheme substantially as recom- 
mended, and work was begun at once. This scheme 
involves the construction of some thirteen miles of 
intercepting sewers, a pumping-station and pumps, a 
reservoir, embankments, and a tunnel. Of the inter- 
cepting sewers a mile and a half are now under 
contract and. one-third of a mile is already com- 
pleted. 

While it is not claimed that the completion of this 
work will furnish a perfect system of sewerage 
since the ordinary drains and sewers are to some ex- 
tent defective in construction and arrangement, yet it 
seems to be the first and most important step in that 
direction, affording, as it will an outlet into which the 
existing sewers can at all times freely discharge, and 
without which it would be almost useless to attempt to 
improve them. Fears have been expressed that 
damages may be caused on the new-made lands of 
the Back Bay and elsewhere, by a lowering of the 
soil water. This subject is now being investigated 
by the engineers, and nothing will be done hastily 
or without sufficient assurance that the anticipated 


danger is groundless or can be obviated. 
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PUBLIC GROUNDS. 


By an order of the City Council passed in July 
last, the Park Commissioners were authorized to 
purchase, at a cost not exceeding 10 cents per 
square foot, about 100 acres of lands and flats 
on that portion of the Back Bay lying west of 
Parker street. The commissioners have just com- 
pleted the purchase of about 60 acres, and have 
bonded all but a few thousand feet of the remaining 
portion. The details of their action will be found in 
a report made up at the close of the year, and just 
printed. 

I am informed by the commissioners that a plan 
for the improvement of the park, with estimates 
of cost, will be submitted to the City Council as 
soon as prepared ; and I recommend that an appro- 
priation be made to enable them to proceed with 
the work. Steps should be taken without delay 
to petition the Legislature to cede to the city a 
strip of flats on Charles river, as described in the 
commissioners’ report of 1876, and known as the 
Charles-river Embankment. ‘The improvement of 
these flats for pleasure-grounds may properly be 
delayed for some years; but it is highly important 
that the city should obtain possession of them at an 


early day, for sanitary reasons, and for the purpose 
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of locating thereon the intercepting sewer. ‘The 
strip of land bordering on Charles river between 
Leverett and Cambridge streets, being a part of the 
proposed Embankment, should be secured and put in 
order for use as a breathing space for the crowded 
population of that neighborhood. 

The care of the Common and other public grounds 
of the city has been the subject of much unfavorable 
comment during the past year, and a committee 
appointed to investigate the expenditures in that | 
department suggested the propriety of placing all 
the public pleasure-grounds under the Board of 
Park Commissioners. I commend the suggestion to 


your consideration. 


PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


From the last school report it appears that the 
whole number of children in the city, between 5 
and 15 years of age, as ascertained by the school 
census in May last, was 58,034; and the average 
whole number of pupils belonging to day and even- 
ing schools of all grades, during the school year, 
ending on the 31st of August last, was 50,567. To 
instruct these pupils, there were employed 1,256 
teachers. ‘The schools supported by municipal tax- 
ation were 1 normal school, 8 high schools, 49 
grammar schools, 404 primary schools, 2 schools for

licensed minors, 1 school for deaf-mutes, 1 high 
and 16 elementary evening schools, 5 evening draw- 
ing schools, and 1 Kindergarten school. The total 
expenditures for all school purposes, during the 
financial year ending on the 30th of April last, were 
$1,816,615.49; this amount being made up of $1,211,- 
796.67 for teachers’ salaries, $467,957.52 for inciden- 
tal expenses, and $136,861.80 for school-houses and 
lots. It appears that the total amount of expendi- 
tures was $198,765.35 less than that of the preceding 
year. ‘This decrease was due in part to the consoli- 
dation of schools, and the consequent reduction of 
the number of teachers employed, but chiefly to the 
reduction in the amount expended for permanent 
improvements in school accommodations. At the 
beginning of the present school year the committee 
made a reduction in the salaries of teachers of about 
seven and a half per cent., which will effect a saving 
of about $100,000. During the past 20 or 30 years 
the city has made very liberal appropriations for 
school-houses and lots, and our school accommo- 
dations are now in the main excellent, and the 
number of seats provided is largely in excess of 
the number of pupils. It is therefore confidently 
expected that but limited appropriations for this 
purpose will be called for during the present year. 
By the reorganization of the School Board which 
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took place two years ago, and the creation at the 
same time of a new instrumentality, consisting of a 
Board of Supervisors, a radical change was made 
in the system of school administration. The new 
system is believed to be, in several important respects, 
an improvement on that which it replaced. If it has 
not accomplished all that the most sanguine advo- 
cates of the reform expected, it has at least made a 
good beginning. Some of its plans have been neces- 
sarily tentative and experimental, and probably will 
be found to need modification. Substantial im- 
provements in a great and complicated system of 
education are not easily brought about. In the man- 
agement of this business the aim should be to secure 
to every child the education best suited to his future 
vocation, without any unnecessary expenditure of 
means. ‘lhe measure of success attained in the ac- 
complishment of this object must be determined by 
the integrity and ability of the persons chosen by the 
suffrages of the people to be members of the School 
Board. | 

In May last the City Council made an appropria- 
tion of $350,000 for the erection of a building for the 
English High and Latin schools on the lot of land on 
Warren avenue and Montgomery streets, purchased 
for the purpose in 1872. ‘The foundations have been 
prepared and work on the superstructure will be 
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entered upon in the spring. ‘The appropriation is 
intended to cover only the cost of erecting the build- 
ing; and an additional sum will be Bene for fur- 
niture and apparatus. 


PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


The Public Library now comprises the largest 
collection of books in America, and is second to no 
other in importance and usefulness. During the 
past year a new branch has been established at 
Jamaica Plain, and also at the South End. The 
institution is at present without a permanent super- 
intendent, as the trustees have not yet been able to 
find a successor to Mr. Winsor, competent to fill the 
very unusual requirements of the office. 

In view of the great value of the library, and the 
expected accession of further trusts for its benefit, it 
is a question for the consideration of the City Gov- 
ernment, whether, for the purpose of placing the 
institution on a more permanent and responsible basis, 
the trustees should not be incorporated under the 
laws of the State, as the School Committee and the 
Overseers of the Poor are now incorporated, for the 
management of trust funds which have been, or 
which may be, placed under their control. If this 
were done, and the organization of the Board of 


Trustees changed so as to prevent the possibility of 
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electing a majority of new members every year, 
_ there is no doubt that the number of benefactors to 
the library would be increased. 

On one other point there is need for action when- 
ever the financial condition of the city will permit. 
Year by year the necessity for more room, especially 
in the popular department, becomes more pressing. 
This accommodation can be obtained either by build- 
ing upon the estate purchased for this object in 1872, 
or by devoting some other public building to the 
uses of the popular library and the reading-room. 
There seems to be no reasonable doubt that proper 
convenience of access to the crowds which frequent 
the lower halls of the building would result in largely 


increased usefulness. 


PUBLIC INSTITUTIONS. 


The Public Institutions of the city, including 
under that head the House of Correction, the House 
of Industry, the House of Reformation, the Lunatic 
Hospital, the Almshouses, and the receptacles for 
neglected and truant children, appear to be well 
and economically managed by the Board haying 
charge of them. Several additions have been made 
during the past year; the most important being the 
Austin Farm Home, for poor women, and the 


Marcella-street Home, for poor and neglected boys. 
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The whole number of persons remaining in the 
several institutions at the end of the year was 
2,791, an increase of 111 over the corresponding 
date of the year before. Although some of the 
departments are full, the Directors do not, I be- 
lieve, contemplate any extensive enlargement of the 
present accommodations during this year. Arrange- 
ments are being made to furnish work for all the 
able-bodied men sent to Deer Island and Rainsford 
Island, with a view to reducing the number who 
now go there for the purpose of securing an easy 
and comfortable place during the winter months. 
The Lunatic Hospital is lacking in all the modern 
conveniences for the care of the insane, and ought 
not to be maintained by the city when suitable 
accommodations have been prepared by the State. 
The new State Asylum, at Danvers, will be opened 
in the spring, and, if the purpose for which it was 
erected is carried out, the inmates of the city insti- 


tution will be transferred to it. 


OVERSEERS OF THE POOR. 


The difficult and delicate duty of furnishing 
what is known as “out-door relief” to the poor 
devolves upon the Overseers of the Poor, who exe- 
cute their trust in a manner which has elicited 


high commendation, both at home and abroad, from

those who have had a practical experience in the 
administration of similar departments. ‘The sys- 
tem which they have instituted, of visiting appli- 
cants at their lodgings, detects frauds, and at the 
same time affords an opportunity of learning the 
circumstances of those most deserving. The labor 
test which has. been applied to ‘the wandering 
applicants for food and lodging has been attended 
with success. 

The new law of settlement enacted by the Legis- 
lature in 1874 has had the effect to diminish the 
number of State paupers, and throw them on the — 
cities and town, thus adding considerably to the 
pecuniary burdens of this city. It is not expected 
by those who have charge of this department that 
there will be any large increase, during the present 
winter, in the number of those requiring assistance. 
In the latter part of 1876 a commission was ap- 
pointed, under the authority of the City Council, 
to investigate our system of caring for the poor in 
and out of the almshouses. Their report will, I 
understand, soon be snbmitted for your considera- 


tion. 


I have thus stated to you briefly, and, as I am 
aware, somewhat imperfectly, the present condition 


of the city, and have made some suggestions as 
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to changes and improvements where, in my opinion, 
the good government of the city would thereby be 
promoted. There are -other matters, equally im- 
portant, perhaps, with those I have mentioned, which 
will probably claim your attention during the year, 
and I may take occasion hereafter to communicate 


my views concerning them in a special message.

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PRELIMINARY NOTE. 


THe establishment of the town of Boston dates 
from the passage of the order of the Court of 
Assistants on the 17th September (7th, O.S.), 
1630, “that Trimountain shall be called Boston.” 
The first city government was organized on the 
Ist of May, 1822 (St. 1821, c. 110). Roxbury 
was first recognized by the Court of Assistants 
as a town on the 8th Oct., 1630. It was incor- 
porated as a city on the 12th March, 1846 (St. 1846, 
ce. 95), and annexed to Boston (i. e., act accepted 
by the qualified voters of the two cities) 9th Sept., 
1867 (St. 1867, c. 359). Dorchester was named 
by the Court of Assistants in the same order in 
which Boston was named; and it retained its 
town organization until annexed to Boston on the 
22d June, 1869 (St. 1869, c. 349). Charlestown 
was founded 4th July, 1629; incorporated as a 
city in 1847 (St. 1847, c. 29) ; annexed to Boston, 
7th Oct., 1873 (St. 1873, c. 286). West Roxbury 
was incorporated as a town on the 24th March, 
1851 (St. 1851, c. 250) ;. annexed to Boston on 
the 7th Oct., 1873 (St. 1873, c. 314). Brighton

When a question is under debate the 
chairman shall receive no motion but to adjourn, to 
lay on the table, to postpone to a day certain, to commit, 
to amend, or to postpone indefinitely ; which: several 
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motions shall have precedence in the order in which 
they stand arranged; and a motion to strike out the 
enacting clause of an ordinance shall be equivalent to 
a motion to postpone indefinitely. 

Sect. 10. The chairman shall consider a motion to 
adjourn as always in order, except on an immediate 
repetition; and that motion, and the motion to lay on 
the table or to take up from the table, shall be decided 
without debate. 

Srcr. 11. When a vote has been passed it shall 
be in order for any member to move a reconsidera- 
tion thereof, at the same meeting; or he may give 
notice to the clerk within twenty-four hours of the

Sror. 17. Any member may require the division 
of a question, when the sense will admit of it.

No motion or proposition of a subject 
different from that under consideration shall be 
admitted under color of amendment.

When a vote is doubted, the mem- 
bers for and against the question, when called on 
by the chair, shall arise, and stand till they are 
counted.

The representatives of the two branches 
of the City Council on joint committee shall not act 
by separate consultations. No meeting of any com- 
mittee shall be called upon less notice than twenty-four 
hours without the consent of all the members thereof. 
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Srecr. 7. Any joint standing or special committee 
may, unless otherwise provided, expend from the ap- 
propriation of which, by ordinance or order of the City 
Council, it has charge, an amount not exceeding two 
hundred dollars for any one object or purpose. © 


CONFERENCE COMMITTEES. 


Secor. 8. In every case of disagreement between 
the two branches of the City Council, if either branch 
shall request a conference, and appoint a committee 
of conference, and the other branch shall also appoint 
such a committee, both committees shall, at an hour 
to be agreed upon by their chairman, meet and state 
to each other, verbally or in writing, as either shall 
choose, the reasons for the action of their respective 
branches in relation to the matter in controversy, shall 
confer freely thereon, and shall report to their respect- 
ive branches. 

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES. 


Secr. 9. No report of a joint committee shall be 
received by either branch of the City Council unless 
agreed to at a meeting of such committee at a duly 
notified meeting thereof. 

Sect. 10. The report of every joint committee 
upon any subject referred to it shall, unless other- 
wise ordered by the City Council, or by the commit- 
tee, be presented to the branch in which the order of 
reference originated. And it shall be the duty of 
every joint committee to which any subject may be 
specially referred, to report thereon within four weeks, 
or to ask for further time. - : 

Sect. 11. All reports and other papers submitted 
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to the City Council shall be written in a fair hand, 
and no indorsement of any kind shall be made on 
the reports, memorials, or other papers referred to a 
committee. Every report of a committee shall be 
signed by a member belonging to the body to which 
it shall be presented, unless otherwise directed by the 
committee. | 

Stor. 12. The clerk of committees shall, at the 
request of the chairman, make copies of any papers 
to be reported by a committee. 


ORDINANCES, ORDERS, AND RESOLUTIONS. 


Secor. 13. If any ordinance, order, or resolution, 
originating in one branch, is rejected in the other, 
notice shall be given, by the clerk, to the branch in 
which the same originated. 

Seot. 14. All By-Laws passed by the City Coun- 
cil shall be termed “Ordinances,” and the enacting 
style shall be: “ Be it ordained by the Aldermen and 
Common Council of the City of Boston in City Coun- 
cil assembled.” 

No order or vote which, if passed, would have the 
effect to amend, suspend, or repeal an ordinance, 
shall be entertained in either branch of the City 
Council, unless it is in the form of an ordinance. 

Sect. 15. In all votes, when either or both 
branches of the City Council express anything by 
way of command, the form of expression shall be 
“Ordered;” and when either or both branches ex- 
press opinions, principles, facts, or purposes, the form 
shall be “ Resolved.” 
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APPROPRIATIONS AND EXPENDITURES. 


Sror. 16. In the present and every future finan- 
cial year the specific appropriation for the several 
objects enumerated in the general appropriation order 
shall be deemed and taken to be the maximum 
amount to be expended by the several committees, 
boards’ and officers having the charge thereof, for 
the entire financial year, and shall be expended with 
a proper regard. thereto. Whenever the amounts 
designated and appropriated as aforesaid have been 
expended, and an additional sum is required; or when- 
ever the estimates for the completion of any object, 
or for any purpose, exceed the appropriation specially 
made therefor; or whenever an expenditure is re- 
quired for an object, or a purpose, not contemplated 
at the time the appropriation was made; the commit- 
tee, board or officer having charge thereof shall 
furnish to the City Council a detailed statement, in 
print, of the expenditures already made, and the - 
necessity for an additional appropriation; and no 
contract shall be made, nor expenditure authorized, in 
either case, unless provision for the same shall be 
made by special transfer from some of the appropria- 
tions contained in the general appropriation bill, or 
by loan. : 

Sect. 17. When application shall be made for an 
additional appropriation, to be provided for by trans- 
fer or loan, such appropriation shall not be made 
until the application has been referred to, and reported 
upon by, the Committee on Finance. 

Srot. 18. No order authorizing the borrowing of 
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money, or the transfer of one appropriation or part 
of an appropriation to another appropriation, shall 
be passed, unless two-thirds of the whole number 
of the members of each branch of the City Council 
vote in the affirmative by vote taken by yea and nay. 
_ Sxot. 19. No presiding officer of a board, or chair- 
man ofa committee, unless duly authorized by such 
board or committee, shall approve any bill or account 
against the city. 

Secor. 20. No bills for Rereshiienta: or carriages 
furnished to any member of the City Government, 
shall be paid, unless such bills shall specify in 
detail the names of the members to whom such 
refreshments or carriages were furnished, the dates 
of furnishing the same, and shall be approved 
by the presiding officer of a board, or chairman 
of a committee, duly authorized thereto. The 
presiding officer of a board, or chairman of a 
committee, shall not approve any bill for refresh- 
ments furnished on any day other than the day of 
meeting of such board or committee, or any bill 
for refreshments which include liquors or cigars, 
or any bill for refreshments furnished to any person 
not a member of such board or committee, unless 
specially authorized to do so by vote of such board 
or committee. Such bills, when so approved, shall 
be paid from the appropriation to which they are inci- 
dent ; and the Auditor of Accounts shall not pass any 
such bill for the approval of the Committee on 
Accounts, unless it has been approved as provided in 
this or the preceding section.

PRESIDENT. 


Section 1. The President shall take the chair 
precisely at the hour to which the Council shall have 
adjourned; shall call the members to order; and, on 
the appearance of a quorum, shall proceed to busi- 
ness. 

Srot. 2. He shall preserve decorum and order; 
may speak fo points of order in preference to other 
members; and shall decide all questions of order, 
subject to an appeal to the Council.

Sror. 3. He shall declare all votes, subject to 
verification as hereinafter provided.

Sect. 4. He shall rise to address the Council, or to 
put a question, but may read sitting. 

SeotT. 5. He shall appoint all committees, unless 
their appointment is otherwise provided for by the 
Council. 

Szot. 6. In all cases he may vote. 
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Sect. 7. He may at any time call another member 
~ to the chair, but such substitution shall not continue 
beyond an adjournment. 

Sect. 8. In the absence of the President, the 
senior member present shall call the Council to order, 
and preside until a President pro tempore shall be 
chosen by ballot; and, if an election is not effected 
on a first trial, on a second and subsequent trials a 
plurality of votes shall elect. 


CLERK. 


Sect. 9. The Clerk shall keep a record of the 
votes and proceedings of the Council, and shall 
enter thereon, by their title, or otherwise, all orders 
and resolutions adopted, and all reports, petitions, 
memorials, and other papers presented; and he shall 
enter at length all accepted reports of select com- 
mittees of the Council, in a separate journal to be 
kept for the purpose, and provided with an index. 

Sect. 10. He shall note all questions of order 
raised, with the decisions made thereon, in an ap- 
pendix to the record. 

Sect. 11. He shall draw up all messages to the 
Board of Aldermen, and send them by the messen- 
ger. 

Sect. 12. He shall, when required, attend the 
meetings of committees of the Council, and make 
their records. 

Sect. 13. He shall retain possession of all papers 
in reference to which any member has given notice 
of his intention to move a reconsideration, as herein- 
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after provided, until the right of reconsideration has 
expired. |

MEMBERS. 


Szct. 14. Every member, when about to speak, 
shall rise and respectfully address the President; 
shall confine himself to the question under debate, 
and avoid personalities; and shall sit down when he 
has finished. 

. Seot. 15. No member shall speak or vote out of 
his place, without the leave of the President. 

Srot. 16. No member, having obtained the floor, 
shall speak more than fifteen minutes, without per- 
mission of the Council.

and 66. | 

Srot 17. No member shall speak more than twice 
on one question, if objection is made, without first 
obtaining leave of the Council; nor more than once 
until the other members, who have not spoken, shall 
speak, if they so desire. 

Srot. 18. In all cases, when the time of a member 
speaking is extended by vote of the Council, it shall 
be held to be extended only for an additional period 
equal to that to which the member was entitled 
before such vote. 

Szot. 19. No member shall in debate call another 
member by his name, but may allude to him by any 
intelligible and respectful designation. 

Sect. 20. When two or more members rise to 
speak at the same time, the President shall name the 
member who is entitled to the floor. 
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Sror. 21. No member shall interrupt another 
while speaking, except by rising to call to order. 

Srot. 22. No member shall be permitted to stand 
up, to the interruption of another, while any member 
is speaking; or to pass unnecessarily between the 
President and the person speaking. 

SEcT. 23. No member shall be permitted to serve 
on any committee, or vote on any question, where his 
private right, distinct from the public interest, is 
immediately concerned.

Sect. 24. When any member shall be guilty of a 
breach of either of the Rules and Orders of the 
Council, he may be required by the President, or by 
the Council, to make satisfaction therefor; and, in 
such a case, he shall not be allowed to vote nor 
speak, except once by way of excuse, till he has done 
so, unless otherwise ordered by the Council. 

Secor. 25. The members of the Council shall not 
leave their places on adjournment until the President 
has declared the Council adjourned. 

Secor. 26. The seats of the members of the Coun- 
cil shall be numbered, and shall be determined, in the 
presence of the Council, by drawing the names of 
members and the number of the seats simultaneously ; 
and each member shall be entitled for the year to the 
seat bearing the number so drawn against his name, 
and shall not change it, except by the permission of 
the President.

It shall be the duty of the City Mes- 
senger to see that no person or persons are allowed 
upon the floor of the Council Chamber or in the ante- 
rooms of the same, while the Council is in session 
and after the seats provided for spectators have been 
occupied, excepting members of the City Government 
and. reporters. 

COMMITTEES. : 

Snot. 29. Standing Committees on lections, 
Police, and Paving shall be appointed at the begin- 
ning of each municipal year, and shall consist of five 
members each. . 

Sror. 30. The members on the part of the Coun- 
cil of the Joint Standing Committee on Ordinances 
shall be a Standing Committee, to be styled the Com- 
mittee on the Judiciary, to whom all disputed ques- 
tions of law may be referred, and who shall, when 
required by the Council, obtain the opinion of the City 
Solicitor thereon, and report the same to the Council. 

Sect. 31. All special committees of the Council 
shall consist of three members, unless otherwise 
ordered. 

Sect. 32. All committees of the Council, ap-— 
pointed by the President, chosen by ballot, or consist- 
ing of one or more from each ward, shall be notified 
of their first meeting by the clerk, by the direction 
of the President ; they shall organize at their first 
meeting by the choice of a chairman, and_ shall 
report their organization to. the Council ; and mem- 
bers on the part of the Council of Joint Committees, 
chosen as aforesaid, shall choose a chairman at their 
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first meeting, and report to the Council in like 
manner. . 

Srot. 33. No meeting of any committee shall be 
called upon less notice than twenty-four hours, with- 
out the consent of all the members thereof. 

Srcot. 34. No committee shall sit during the ses- 
sions of the Council without special leave. 

Sror. 35. It shall be the duty of all Standing 
Committees to keep a record of their doings in books 
. provided by the city for that purpose. 

Sect. 36. No report of any committee shall be 
entitled to be received, unless agreed to by such 
committee at a duly notified meeting thereof. 

Sect. 37. Committees of the Council, to whom 
any matter is specially referred, shall report within 
four weeks, or ask for further time. 

Sect. 38. No member shall be obliged to serve on 
more than two committees at the same time, nor as_ 
chairman of more than one committee.

SecT. 39. When the Council shall determine to 
go into a Committee of the Whole, the President 
shall appoint the member who shall take the chair. —

Third. Unfinished Business of preceding meet- 
ings, and motions for reconsideration. 

Fourth. Communications and Reports from city 
officers. 

Fifth. Presentation of Petitions, Remonstrances, 
and Memorials. 

Sixth. Reports of Committees. 

Seventh. Motions, Orders, and Resolutions. 


Matters of the second and third class, not giving 
rise to a motion or debate, shall first be disposed of 
in the order in which they stand ; after which the 
matters that were passed over shall be considered in 
like order and disposed of. 

Szor. 42. All papers addressed to the Council 
shall be presented by the President, or by a member 
in his place ; and, unless the Council shall otherwise 
determine, they shall be read by the President, or 
such other person as he may request, and be taken 
up in the order in which they are presented. 

Sect. 43. All ordinances, orders, and resolutions 
shall have two several readings before they are finally 
passed. 

Sect. 44. No ordinance whatever, and no order 
or resolution imposing penalties, or authorizing the 
expenditure of money, — whether the same may have 
been appropriated, or not, — and _ no order or resolu- 
tion authorizing a loan, shall have more than one 
reading on the same day ; provided, however, that 
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nothing herein contained shall prevent the passage 
of an order, at any meeting of the Council, to au- 
thorize the printing of any document relating to the 
affairs of the city. 

Sor. 45. All nominations of officers who are 
required to be elected by ballot shall, after being 
reported, lie over for one week, before action is taken 
thereon. 

MOTIONS. 


Sect. 46. Every motion shall be reduced to writ- 
ing, if the President shall so direct. 

Snot. 47. The President shall, except as herein- 
after provided, propound all questions in the order in 
which they are moved, unless the subsequent motion 
shall be previous in its nature. [See Rules 48, 49, 
51, 52, 60, and 62.] 

Sect. 48. In naming sums and fixing times, the 
largest sums and longest time shall be put first. 

Sect. 49. When a question is under debate, the 
President shall receive no motion but —

To postpone indefinitely. 


These several motions shall have precedence in the 
order in which they stand arranged ; and a motion to 
strike out the enacting clause of an ordinance shall 
be equivalent to a motion to postpone indefinitely. 
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Secor. 50. When a matter has been specially as- 
signed to be taken up at a fixed hour, or at a certain 
stage of proceedings, such matter shall, at the time 
appointed, or at any time subsequent thereto, during 
the same or succeeding meetings, be in order, upon 
the call of any member, and take precedence of all 
other business. 

Szot. 51. When a motion is made to refer any 
subject, and different committees are proposed, the 
question shall be taken in the following order: — 


A standing committee of the Council. 
A special committee of the Council. 
A joint standing committee. 

A joint special committee. 


Srot. 52. A motion to adjourn shall be always in 
order, except upon an immediate repetition, and such 
motion shall be decided without debate. 

Srot. 538. On the previous question and on the 
motions to lay on the table or take from the table, a 
time not exceeding ten minutes shall be allowed for 
debate, and no member shall speak more than three 
minutes. 

On the previous question debates shall be allowed 
only to give reasons why the main question shall not 
be put. 

Sect. 54. All questions relating to priority of 
business to be acted upon shall be decided without 
debate. 

Szot. 55. No motion or proposition of a subject 
different from that under consideration shall be ad- 
mitted under color of amendment. 
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Srot. 56. Any member may require the division 
of a question, when the sense will admit of it. A 
motion to strike out and insert shall be deemed indi- 
visible; but the rejection of a motion to strike out 
shall not preclude amendment, or a motion to strike 
out and insert. 

Sect. 57. Motions and reports may be committed 
or recommitted at the pleasure of the Council. 

Srot. 58. After a motion is stated or read by the 
President, it shall be deemed to be in possession of 
the Council, and shall be disposed of by vote; but the 
mover may, if no objection is made, withdraw it at 
any time before a decision or amendment. 


PREVIOUS QUESTION. 


Sect. 59. The previous question shall be put in 
the following form: “ Shall the main question be now 
put?” and all debate upon the main question shall 


be suspended until the previous question has been - 


decided. 

Sect. 60. After the adoption of the previous ques- 
tion, the sense of the Council shall forthwith be taken 
upon amendments reported by a committee, then 
upon all pending amendments, and finally upon the 
main question. 

Snot. 61. All incidental questions of order, aris- 
ing after a motion is made for the previous question, 
shall be decided without debate, except on an appeal; 
and on such an appeal no member shall be allowed to 
speak more than once without leave of the Council. 
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APPEAL. 


Srot. 62. No appeal from the decision of the 
President shall be entertained, unless it is seconded; 
and no other business shall be in order till the ques- 
tion on the appeal has been decided. 

[Regarding appeal, after motion is made for pre- 
vious question, see Rule 61. | 


VOTING. 


Sot. 63. Every member who is present when a 
question is put, if not excluded by interest, shall give 
his vote, unless the Council for special reason shall 
excuse him. Application to be so excused on any 
question must be made before the Council is divided, 
or before the calling of the yeas and nays, and such 
application shall be accompanied by a brief statement 
of reasons, and shall be decided without debate. 

Secr. 64. If the President is unable to decide, or 
if any member rises and doubts a vote, the President 
shall cause a return of the members voting in the 
affirmative and in the negative, without further de- 
bate on the question. 

SEcT. 65. On all questions and motions whatsoever, 
whether before or after the previous question has 
been ordered, the President shall take the sense of 
the Council by yeas and nays, provided one-fifth of 
the members present shall so require. 


RECONSIDERATION. 


Srot. 66. When a vote has been passed, any 
member may move a reconsideration thereof at the 
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same meeting; or, if a member shall give notice to the 
clerk, within twenty-four hours after the adjournment 
of such meeting, of his intention so to do, he, or, in 
case he shall not withdraw his motion, any other 
member, may move a reconsideration at the next 
Weeding: at which such motion shall be in order in 
the regular course of business. Debate on motions 
to reconsider shall be limited to thirty minutes, and 
no member shall speak more than five minutes. 
| Clerk to retain papers. See Rule 13.] 

Sect. 67. When a motion for reconsideration has 
been decided, that decision shall not be reconsidered, 
and no question shall be twice reconsidered; nor shall 
any reconsideration be had upon either of the fol- 
lowing motions: — 


To adjourn, 

To lay on the table, 

T'o take from the table, or 
For the previous question. 


ELECTIONS. 


Sect. 68. All salaried officers shall be elected by 
ballot.

Seot. 70. In all elections by ballot the number of 
blanks and of ballots for ineligible persons shall be 
reported, but shall not be counted in the returns. 


CUSHING’S MANUAL. 


SeotT. 71. The rules of parliamentary practice 
comprised in Cushing’s Manual shall govern the 
Council in all cases to which they are applicable, and 
in which they are not inconsistent with these rules 
and orders, or the joint rules and orders of the City 
Council. 


SUSPENSION, AMENDMENT, AND REPEAL. 


Sror. 72. No rule or order of the Council shall be 
dispensed with, altered, or repealed, unless two-thirds 
of the members present consent thereto.

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The hours for bathing at Bath-house No. 20 are so arranged 
that men and boys are admitted from 5 to 8 A.M., 12 to 3 
P.M., and 63 to 9 P.M.; women and girls from 8} to 11 
A.M., and 34} to 6 P.M. Sundays, — for men and boys 
only, — from 5 to 9 o’elock A.M. 

All the bath-houses are closed by the Superintendents at 
10 o’clock P.M., on week days, and 94 o’clock A.M., on 
Sundays. 

Each bather provides his own towel and soap. Female 
bathers are required to furnish suitable bathing-dresses. 
Those desiring towels can obtain them of the Superintendent, 
at three cents each. 

Boys and girls under fifteen years of age are not admitted 
to the bathing-houses after 6 o’clock P.M. ; and the decision 
of the Superintendent against admission is final. 

Each Superintendent has full charge of his premises, and 
authority to withhold the facilities from all not conforming 
to these rules; and he is required to render every assistance 
to applicants for baths, who, in case of insult or deprivation 
of privileges otherwise than as provided for in these rules, 
can appeal to the Chairman of the Bathing Committee. 

No smoking, profanity, or noisy conversation is allowed 
on the premises; and any person guilty of defacing the 
dressing-rooms, fences, or tanks, by writing, marking, or cut- 
ting, will be excluded from the baths, or arrested, according 
to the nature of the offence. 

All questions of priority in bathing, or of use of dress- 
ing-rooms, must be referred to the Superintendent, whose 
decision shall be final. 

A police officer is in constant attendance at each bath- 
house for the purpose of preserving order and enforcing 
these regulations, in concurrence with the Superintendent.

The several bridges within the limits of the city, whether 
constructed over navigable streams or railroads, are under 
the control of the Board of Aldermen, and are subject im- 
mediately to the care and inspection of the City Engineer, 
who is required to examine and report annually upon their 
conditions and requirements.

The bridges over navigable streams are placed in the care 
of superintendents, who are elected annually by the City 
Council, or Board of Aldermen.

BUILDINGS. 
SURVEY AND INSPECTION. 


[Stat. 1871, c. 280; 1872, c. 260; 1872, c. 371; 1873, c. 298; 1873, c. 338; 
1876, c. 69; 1876, c. 176; 1877, c. 84; Ords. p. 137, and April 6, 1878. ] 


This department, in accordance with the laws of the Com- | 
monwealth and ordinances of the city, has the complete 
control and supervision over the following matters : — 


The erection of brick, stone, and iron buildings, under stat- 
ute provisions, throughout the entire city limits. 

The erection of wooden or frame buildings of limited 
dimensions and range, outside of the building limits, un- 
der the provisions of the city ordinance. 

Additions, alterations, and repairs upon all classes of build- 
ings, with especial reference to their compliance with the 
present requirements of the building law. 

The inspection’of unsafe buildings and structures, with full 
power to require the securing or removal of the same, 
and in cases of immediate danger, where the security of 
the public is imperilled in life and limb, authority to enter 
upon, secure,.or take down the same, as the exigencies

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of the public sifety, in the opinion of the Inspector, may 

require. 

The examination of buildings damaged by fire or accident, 
with authority to enter upon the premises and investigate 

the origin of fires. 

The inspection of buildings liable to take fire from unsafe 
flues and heating apparatus. } 

Special authority invested in the Inspector of Buildings to 
issue permits for wooden or frame sheds, for special pur- 
poses, at his discretion, upon wharves situated within the 
building limits of the city. 

The examination for approval of plans of proposed buildings 
to be occupied as churches, theatres, halls, railroad 
stations, school-houses, or for any public purpose what- 
ever. 

The examination of plans and specifications of proposed tene- 
ment-houses, public and family hotels, with reference to 
their compliance with special statute provisions regulating 
area for light and ventilation, material of construction, 
water-closets, drainage, cesspools, height of habitable 
rooms, window openings, hall-ways, construction of stair- 
ways, fire-escapes, and the height of the building as regu- 
lated by the width of the street upon which they are 
proposed to be erected. 

The enforcement of statutory provisions requiring fire-escapes 
upon certain buildings in which operatives are employed, 
in factories, mills, or manufactories, tenement-houses and 
hotels, etc. 

Authority invested in the Inspector of Buildings, under the 
act relating to means of egress from buildings occupied 
for public purposes, to regulate the entrances, door-ways, 
passage-ways, their width, construction, and number, and 
obstructions that may be placed therein, the arrangement 
of the seatings, and the use of combustible materials, dra- 
peries, scenery, properties, etc. 
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The inspection of all hoist-way and elevator openings in 
buildings, with reference to their construction in conform- 
ity with the requirements of statute law and their use. 

Compliance with the requisitions of the Board of Health. 

The setting of steam-engines and steain-boilers. — 

The building of furnaces for melting iron, glass, or other 
metals. 

The building of ovens, kilns, etc. 

The setting of heating apparatus, in all classes of buildings. 

The examination of the grade of cellar bottoms of buildings 
built upon filled land; reporting violations of the same to 
the Board of Aldermen. 

The storage of combustible material in buildings occupied in 
whole or in part as dwellings, situate within the building 
limits of the city. 

Buildings authorized by the Board of Aldermen to be used 
for stables are licensed to be occupied for this purpose 
under the direction of the Inspector of Buildings. | 

The examination of buildings, with reference to their being — 
provided with ample and sufficient means of egress, and 
their compliance with statute requirements, upon petition 
to the Board of Aldermen for license to occupy the same 
as a place of public amusement. 

Examination of private signs located in the public highways, 
upon a license being granted by the Board of Aldermen 
to maintain the same, if secured to the satisfaction of the 
Inspector of Buildings. 

Authority is also invested in the Inspector to take legal pro- 
ceedings where bay-windows, doors, steps, and porticos 
are built into or over the public highway.

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BUILDING LIMITS. 
[Ord. p. 187, and April 6, 1878. ] 


Among other restrictions imposed by the law and ordi- 


‘nances on the erection of buildings, it is provided that no 
wooden building shall be hereafter erected within the follow- 


ing limits : — 

Beginning at the intersection of the centre line of Dover 
and Albany streets, thence running eastwardly through the 
centre of Dover street to the Harbor Commissioners’ line ; 
thence around the northerly portion of the “City Proper,” 
by the said Harbor Commissioners’ line to a point on Charles 
river, opposite the centre line of West Chester park as ex- 
tended ; thence through the centre of West Chester park to its 
intersection with Boylston-street extension ; thence through 


_ the centre of Boylston-street extension to the centre of Parker 


street ; thence through the centre of Parker street or cross- 
dam to a point opposite the centre of Ruggles street ; thence 
through the centre of Ruggles street to the centre of Wash- 
ington street ; thence through the centre of Washington street 
to a point opposite the centre of Palmer street ; thence through 
the centre of Palmer and Eustis streets to the centre of 


Hampden street ; and thence through the centre of Hampden 


and Albany streets to the point of beginning. ‘The said dis- 
trict being shown by a shaded red line on a plan made by the 
City Surveyor, dated June 26, 1871, as amended, as shown 
by a shaded blue line on said plan, and deposited in the office 
of the City Surveyor.

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PUBLIC PARKS. 


The Hon. Samuet C. Coss, Mayor of the city in 1874, 
having brought to the attention of the City Council of that 
year the subject of providing at the present time a large 
park or parks for the use of the public, it was determined 
by the City Council, on Feb. 17, 1874, to refer the whole 
matter to a Special Commission, composed as follows : — 

The Mayor, ex officio, two members of the Board of Al- 
dermen, and three members of the. Common Council to be 
elected by concurrent vote, and three persons at large to be 
selected by the Mayor. ‘The Commission was constituted as 
follows : —

This Commission reported in Dec., 1874, that a park be 
established on the Back Bay lands, and be connected with a 
series of parks in the suburbs; and that authority be asked 
of the Legislature to grant the power to take such lands as 
may be necessary therefor. [See City Doc. 105, of 1874. ] 

Such power was granted by the Legislature, May 6, 1875 
(chap. 185), subject to acceptance by the people. This act 
was accepted by a vote of the citizens, June 9,1875. Yeas, 
3,706; Nays, 2,311. 

_ And in accordance with said act (1875, c. 185, ord.

The second report of the Commissioners (City Doc. No. 
42, of 1876) recommended the establishment of parks and 
park-ways in this city, comprising in the whole 1,133 acres, 
at an estimate cost of $4,962,000. 

By vote of the City Council passed July 23, 1877, the 
City Council appropriated the sum of $450,000 for the pur- 
chase of not less than 100 acres of land and flats in Back Bay, 
so called, as described in the sixth Report of the Park Com- 
missioners (Doc. 104 of 1877) ; and by another vote, passed 
Feb. 26, 1878, authority was given to said Commissioners | 
to purchase, for $16,000, 23 additional acres and such other 
parcels as would secure proper entrances to the park from 
the surrounding highways. 

On Feb. 12, 1878, an appropriation of $25,000 was made 
to meet the expense of grading said park, which work is 
now in progress. 


FERRIES. 
[Ord. p. 293.] 


By chapter 155 of the Acts of the year 1869 the City 
Council of Boston were authorized to purchase the property 
and franchise of the East Boston Ferry Company. Accord- 
ingly, after a long period of negotiation, the terms of the 
purchase were agreed upon, and, on December 17, 1869, the 
city voted to purchase the ferry property and franchise for 
the sum of $250,000; and the property was delivered to the 
city on April 1, 1870. (See City Doc. No. 115 of 1869.)' 


1 By a vote of the City Council, passed July 30, 1877, it was determined that the fer- 
ries should be run freo of all tolls on and after January 1, 1878. At the request of 
some citizens a mandamus was issued by the Sup. Jud. Court for the city to show cause 
why an injunction should not issue to prevent the execution of said order. After a 
hearing of the case the Court decided that the city had no authority to pass the order 
of July 30, 1877.

A constant watch is kept at the office, City Hall, night 

and day, by the operators. Each operator serves two alter- 

nate terms, of three hours each, as principal, and the same 
as assistant operator; so that twelve hours’ service at the 
office, out of every twenty-four, is required from each oper- 
ator. No operator is permitted to sleep during his watch, 

‘unless expressly relieved by some one else, by consent. of 

the Superintendent. 

Each operator is accountable to the ‘Superintendent for 
any mistake that may occur at the office during his hours of 
duty. | 

An accurate account is kept of the time of giving each 
alarm, and of the station from which it originates, and all 
other necessary information. 

Alarms are transmitted to the Central Office, from the 
Signal Stations or boxes, by pulling a slide in the box. | 
The police officers and one other person resident near-each 
station have keys to the boxes. 

ALARMS are sounded by striking the number of the box 
upon the Alarm Bells and upon the Gongs in the Engine 
Houses. , 

Exampxes: To announce the existence of a fire near Box 
No. 41 (Old South Church), the bells will strike four, make 
a pause of a few seconds, then strike one, thus: 4—1. 
This will be repeated at intervals of about one-half minute. 
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For a fire near Box No. 145 (South Boston Point), the 
bells will strike one, make a pause, then strike four, another 
pause, then strike five, thus: 1—4—5. 

Second Alarms are sounded by striking ten blows followed 
by box number. Third Alarms are sounded by striking 
twelve blows twice, thus: 12 — 12. 

In cases where the entire department are required, alarms 
are sounded by striking twelve blows three oe thus: 12 
—12—12. 

Return Signal. — Notice will be given on the bells and 
gongs by striking one blow four times, thus: 1— 1—1—1; 
upon which the several pieces of apparatus on their way to 

the fire will return to their quarters. 

In cases where Hook and Ladder eee only are 
wanted, signal to be given by striking ten blows once, with 
the number of the Company struck twice, thus: Hook & 
Ladder No. 1, 10—1—1. Hook & Ladder No. four, 
10—4—4. Hook & Ladder No. seven, 10 —7 —7. 

If more than one Hook & Ladder Company is wanted, the 
signal will be given thus: Hook & Ladder one and three, 
ee Pa 5 —— 93. Hook & Ladder two and four, 10 — 
2—2—4—4. Hook & Ladder five and seven, 10 —5—5 
—7—7. 

‘Alarms are usually given about a half a minute from the 
time the box is operated. 


DIRECTIONS TO BE OBSERVED IN CASE OF FIRE. 


Get the key of the nearest box to the fire. 

Open the box — pull the hook all the way down oncz, and 
let go. 

Wait one full minute for the sound of the bells. 

If you hear no sound, pull again, and the third time if 
you get no sound. 

If you fail the third time, go to the next nearest box and 
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do the same there; but do not touch any other box if the 
nearest one gives the alarm, 

After giving the alarm, remain awhile, if possible, by the 
box, so as to direct the firemen to the fire. 

No person will give alarms for the same fire (after the 
first alarm has been given), without an order from an Engi- 
neer ; and the person so ordered will be sure to go to the 
same box from which the first alarm was given, and report 
the same to the Chief Engineer. If, however, a fire breaks 
out while another is burning in a different section of the city, 
a second alarm can be given by a police officer without 
waiting for an order from an Engineer. 


CAUTION TO PERSONS HOLDING SIGNAL KEYS. 


1. Never open the box or touch the apparatus, except in 
case of fire. 

2. Never sound the alarm for fire seen at a distance. 

8. Be reasonably sure there is a fire before sounding the 
alarm. 

4. Be sure the box is locked before leaving it. 

5. Never let the key go out of your possession, except 
to some responsible person, to give an alarm of -fire, and be 
sure the key is returned. 

6. If you remove from your house or place of business 
return the key to the Fire-Alarm Office without delay.

6. Rainsford Island. Containing 11 acres, was purchased, 
together with all the hospital buildings and dwellings thereon, 
in 1871, for $40,000.

The City Hospital is situated on Harrison avenue, between 
Springfield and Concord streets, and was commenced in 
1861, and consists of three pavilions, connected with a central 
structure. ‘This Hospital is intended for the use and comfort

of poor patients, to whom medical care will be provided at 
the expense of the city; and it is also intended to provide 
accommodations and medical treatment to others who do not 
wish to be regarded as dependent on public charity, 

The Hospital was suggested many years ago by ExtsHa 
Goopnow, who, by his will, dated July 12, 1849, gave prop- 
erty to the city, valued at $25,000, for the establishment of 
a Free City Hospital in Ward Eleven or Twelve. 

Another benefactor to the Hospital was the late LAWRENCE 
NicHots, who bequeathed to the city, for the use of the Cie 
Hospital, the sum of $1,000. 

Hon. Oris Norcross has given to the city a fund of 
$2,000, to which has been added a bequest of $1,000 by the 
late Jonas Batu, the interest of which is expended annually 
in furnishing clothing to indigent patients when leaving the 
Hospital. | 

In 1874 GrEorGE Goopnow gave to the city the sum of 
$1,000, the interest of which is to be expended by the Trus- 
tees in the purchase of books and pamphlets for the use of 
the patients. 

In 1875 a bequest was received from Mary Louisa SHaw 
of $2,000, the interest of which is to be expended by the 
Trustees for the purchase of fruits and flowers for the 
patients. 

Application for admission of patients may be made at the 
Hospital on each day of the week, Sundays excepted, between 
9 and 11 o’clock A.M. 

Whenever able, the patient should apply in person. When 
not able to appear in person, application may be made by a 
friend, and the patient will be visited by some physician 
designated by the Trustees. 

Persons accidentally wounded, or otherwise disabled or 
injured, shall be received at all hours. 

On each day of the week, Sundays excepted, from 2 to 3 
o'clock P.M., friends may be permitted to visit patients ; 
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though no patient shall receive more than one visitor on the 
same day. 

No visitor shall be allowed to give any article of food or 
drink to a patient, unless by permission of the nurse; and 
any article sent to the patients shall be left with the Super-

The Trustees of the Public Library are incorporated by 
an Act of the Legislature passed April 4, 1878, and are 
authorized to receive and hold real and personal estate 
which may be given, bequeathed, or devised to said corpora- 
tion to an amount not exceeding $1,000,000. 

The Trustees are seven in number, and consist of one 
Alderman and one member of the Common Council, to be 
elected annually by the City Council, and five members at 
large, one of whom is appointed by the Mayor and confirmed 
by the City Council, annually, for the term of five years 
from the first Monday of May.

From 1841 to 1847 various preliminary movements were 
made towards a City Library. In 1843 and 1847 books 
of considerable value were received from the City of Paris, 
through ALEXANDRE VATTEMARE. 

In 1847 a Joint Committee of the City Council on a Library 
was first appointed. The Hon. Jostan Quincy, Jr., while 
Mayor, offered to give $5,000 for a Public Library, on 
condition that the citizens should add $10,000. The offer 
was not met. 

On the 12th of March, 1848, an act of the State Legisla- 
ture authorized the City of Boston to establish and maintain 
a Public Library, and it was accepted by the city April 3d. 
Meanwhile efforts to procure a union with the Atheneum 
Library had been unsuccessfully made. 

In 1849 the Hon. R. C. WintHrRop, J. D. W. WILLIAMs, 
Esq., the Hon. S. A. Extor, Dr. J. Mason Warren, Dr. 
J. B. McManon, and Ezra Weston, Esq., presented books 
for a Library. 

In 1850, August 5, the Hon. Jonn P. BicELtow, then 
Mayor, presented $1,000, which was funded, and two days 
later the Hon. Epwarp Everett presented his set of Public 
Documents and State Papers of the United States, with 
other works, numbering upwards of 1,000 vols. 
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JosHuUA BatEs, Esq., of London, whose early life was 
passed in Boston, having offered to this city the munificent 
sum of fifty thousand dollars, towards the purchase of books 
for the Public Library of the city, if the city would erect a 
suitable building for that purpose, on the 24th of February, 
1853, an order was passed by the City Council, authorizing 
the Committee on the Library, in conference with the Board 
of Trustees, to purchase a suitable site for the erection of a 
building, which should be fully adapted for the purpose of 
the Library, including Mr. Bates’s donation. Accordingly, 
said Committee purchased 23,380 feet of land on Boylston 
street, opposite the Common, upon which an edifice was 
erected, at a cost to the city, for land and building, of about 
$365,000. | 

This building was finished and delivered into the eustody 
of the City Council, and by the City Council was trans- 
mitted to the care of the Trustees of the Public Library, 
with appropriate ceremonies, on January 1, 1858. 

During 1871-2 extensive changes were made in the build- 
ing, thereby increasing its capacity by nearly one hundred 
and fifty thousand volumes. In 1874-5 an addition was 
erected in the rear, giving increased accommodations for the 
official quarters, for the Patent Room, and the bindery, with 
rooms for the Barton and Prince Libraries. At the same 
time the Bates Hall was redecorated. In 1876 an exterior 
gallery was built between the rear towers. 

Besides the above-mentioned donations in money, the sum 
of ten thousand dollars was subsequently given by Hon. 
JONATHAN PHILLips, who, by his will, bequeathed an addi- 
tional sum of twenty thousand dollars. Another sum of ten 
thousand dollars was bequeathed by the late Hon. AnBorr 
Lawrence. ‘The executors under the will of the late Mary 
P. Townsenp devoted to the library four thousand dollars 
of a sum to be appropriated at their discretion. The FranK- 
LIN Civ, at its dissolution, gave one thousand dollars. ‘The 
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late GnroreE Ticknor bequeathed four thousand dollars. 
The Hon. Henry L. Pierce, Mayor of the city in 1873, on 
retiring from the office, gave his salary for the year, jive 
thousand dollars. Miss Charlotte Harris bequeathed for the 
benefit of the Charlestown Branch ten thousand dollars. 

All these sums have been funded by the City Council, 
and the annual proceeds are expended for the purchase of 
books of permanent value, in accordance with the special 
directions of the donors. 

The sum of one thousand dollars was given by the late 
SAMUEL APPLETON, Esq., and the same amount by Mrs. 
Satiy I. K. Sneparp, for the purpose of procuring books 
for the immediate use of the public. 

Very valuable donations of books have been made by the 
late JosHua Batss (in addition to his gift of money), the 
PaTENT CoMmissiOneRS of Great Britain, the late Rev. 
THEODORE PARKER, the heirs of the Hon. NATHANIEL Bow- 
pbitcn, the late GkorcE Ticknor, the Hon. Henry L. Pierce, 
the late Bensamin P. Hunt, of Philadelphia, and others. 
J. IncersoLy Bownpitcu has made provisions for adding to 
the Bowditch Library. 

The rich antiquarian Library collected by the Rev. THomas 
Prince, during the first half of the last century, was placed, 
in 1866, in the custody of the Library, by the deacons of the 
Old South Church. 

By the munificence of Thomas G. AppLeton, Esq., of 
Boston, the very rich and valuable collection of engravings 
formerly belonging to Cardinal Tosti, of Rome, now de- 
ceased, was purchased and presented to the Public Library 
in 1869. The collection contains nearly eight thousand 
prints, six hundred of which are framed. 

The very valuable general and Shakespearian Library of 
the late Tuomas P. Barron, Esq., of New York, together 
with his engravings, autographs, etc., was purchased in 
1878, comprising about 12,000 volumes. 
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DAYS AND HOURS, ETC. 


All departments are open every secular day, except the 
five legal holidays, — February 22, Fast Day, July 4, 
Thanksgiving and Christmas, — and such other days as the 
Trustees may direct.

The Lower Mills Delivery is open three hours in the 
afternoon. 

Extent of the Collections. —The Bates Hall contains 
202,800 volumes; the Lower Hall, 38,000 volumes; the 
Newspaper Room, 3,200 volumes; the Duplicate Room, 
14,000 volumes; the East Boston Branch, 10,000 volumes ; 
the South Boston Branch, 9,000 volumes; the Roxbury 
Branch, 16,000 volumes; the Charlestown Branch, 20,000 
volumes; the Brighton Branch, 13,000 volumes; the Dor- 
chester Branch, 9,000 volumes; the Jamaica Plain Branch, 
5,000; the South End Branch, 8,000,—a total of about 
348,000 volumes, besides 150,000 pamphlets. 

The Central Reading Room has 353 different periodicals ; 
the East Boston Branch Reading Room has 35; the South 
Boston Branch has 53; the Roxbury Branch has 71; the 
Charlestown Branch has 71; the Brighton Branch has 19; 
the Dorchester Branch has 36; the Jamaica Plain Branch 
has 17; a total, including 84 duplicates, of nearly 700 peri- 
odicals. Several hundred periodicals, of a higher kind and 
less popular interest, are kept in the Bates Hall. 
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Persons admitted to use the Libraries. 


I. Inhabitants. — Any person over 14 years old may use 
_ books and periodicals in the buildings without previous regis- 
tration; but, to draw books for home use, application for a 
_ card must be made in due form to the Registration Clerks at 
the Central Library, at the Branches, or at the Lower Mills 
Delivery. 

II. Non-residents. — All can use books and periodicals in 
the buildings ; but the following can also apply to the Regis- 
tration Clerks, as above, for cards to draw books for home 
use : — Clergymen and teachers having regular professional 
occupation in the city, and members of the following insti- 
_ tutions, whose governments have guaranteed the Library 
against damage from such members: Boston Society of 
Architects; Boston Society of Civil Engineers; the Law, 
Theological, Medical, Liberal Arts, and Oratory departments 
of the Boston University ; the Medical and Dental Schools of 
Harvard University ; the Massachusetts Normal Art School ; 
the Institute of Technology ; the College of Pharmacy ; and 
the First Class of Chauncy Hall School. Also officers of 
the army and navy on this station, and the assistants in the 
offices of the City Engineer and City Surveyor. 

Il. Special Privileges. — Cards entitling the holder to 
draw more volumes, and to retain them longer than usual, 
are granted to professional authors, teachers, etc., whether 
resident or not, if the applicant in the blank provided gives 
the reasons for which it is customary to extend such privi- 
leges. Such cards are not given for general reading, but only 
Jor special studies, and last only for one year, and it is not 
expected that they will be used to draw new and popular books. 
_ Central Library books may be applied for at the several 
Branches. 
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EAST BOSTON BRANCH. 


This Branch comprises two distinct collections of books, 
one begun by the East Boston Library Association in 1852, 
and merged in the Sumner Library in 1860, and presented to 
the City of Boston, and made to form a portion of the East 
Boston Branch Library ; and the other of books taken from 
the Central Library, with additions -by purchase, so as to 
give completeness to the whole. 

This Branch Library (in the old Lyman School-house, on 
Meridian street) was opened to the public in November, 
1870, and was dedicated by appropriate services on March 22, 
ine 


SOUTH BOSTON BRANCH. 


By a vote of the Mattapan Literary Association, its Li- 
brary of* about. 1,500 volumes was made the nucleus of this — 
Branch, and to these have been added books either bought 
or withdrawn from the Central Library. In this way a 
collection of about 5,000 volumes was ready for use, 
and this Branch was opened on May Ist, 1872. The rooms 
of the Branch are in the Savings Bank Building, corner of 
Broadway and E street. 


ROXBURY BRANCH. 


Under the will of the late Caleb Fellowes, the Rev. George 
Putnam; D.D., Supply C. Thwing, Esq., William Whiting, 
Sr., and others to be joined with them, by an act of incor- 
poration, were invested with a trust, the purpose of which. 
was to establish a Library, and erect a building for it, within 
half a mile of the meeting-house of the first Religious Society 
in Roxbury, on Eliot square. As it was deemed for the inter- 
est of all concerned that the advantages of these funds should 
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be joined with such others as may accrue from the provis- 
ions made by the City Council for the benefit of the District 
of Roxbury, in the way of a Branch of the Public Library, 
the Mayor, authorized by the City Council, signed an inden- 
ture with the Trustees of the Fellowes Atheneum, by which 
that institution is united with the Branch Library. The 
agreement (to be found in the Report of the Library for 
1872) in effect gives the citizens of Roxbury a Library, the 
_ same in kind with the Bates Hall collection, though on a 
smaller scale, to be increased by the Fellowes Fund, now 
yielding about $3,000 a year, while the city maintains a pop- 
ular Library in connection therewith, to be of the character 
of the Lower Hall of the Central Library and of the other 
Branches. The building, on the corner of Millmont street and 
Lambert avenue, was completed, and the Library opened, in 
the summer of 1873. The Trustees of the Fellowes Athe- 
neum contributed $3,000 towards supplying the books with 
which it was opened. The present Trustees of the Fellowes 
Atheneum are: Charles K. Dillaway, President; Nathaniel 
J. Bradlee, Treasurer ; Samuel C. Cobb; W. C. Collar; 
Rev. Edward E. Hale; Joseph S. Ropes; John F. Osgood ; 
Rey. John G. Brooks; Henry W. Putnam, Secretary. 

The entire control of the joint collections, and the govern- 
ment of the Branch, is vested by the contract in the Trustees 
of the Public Library. 


WEST ROXBURY BRANCH. 


This Library, which has heretofore been a delivery Branch 
of the Roxbury Library, was established by the Trustees, 
Dee. 5, 1877, as an independent Branch. of the General 
Library, and the sum of $10,000 has been appropriated by 
the City Council for this purpose. This Library has excel- 
lent accommodations in Curtis Hall. 
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CHARLESTOWN BRANCH. 


The Public Library of Charlestown, which was established 
in 1862, became, on the 5th of January, 1874, through the 
annexation of that city, the Charlestown Branch of the Pub- 
lic Library of the City of Boston. It occupies the second 
story of the former City Hall in Charlestown. 


BRIGHTON BRANCH. 


The Holton Library, owned and maintained by the town 
of Brighton, and established in 1864, became on the 5th of 
January, 1874, the Brighton Branch of the Public Library 
of the City of Boston. In August, 1874, the new Library 
building, begun by the town of Brighton, was completed, 
and the Library was transferred to it the same month; and 
services of dedication took place in October. 


DORCHESTER BRANCH. 


This Branch has rooms in the new City Building at Field’s 
Corner, where it was opened in January, 1875, after dedi- 
catory services had been held earlier in the same month. A 
Delivery of the Branch has been established at the Lower 
Mills, and books are asked for and received there daily. 


SOUTH—END BRANCH. 


The Mercantile Library Asssciation having given to the 
city its valuable collection of books, now contained in their 
Club Room, at the corner of Pembroke and Tremont streets, 
a Branch for the reception and delivery of books from the 
General Library has been established in that place, for 
which accommodation the city pays said association as rent 
the sum of $1,000 per annum for a term of three years.

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POLICE DEPARTMENT. 


[Ord. p. 617.] 


The officers of this department are nominated by the 
Mayor and confirmed by the Board of Aldermen.’ 

The Chief of Police is the head of the department, and 
has precedence and control of all the officers and members, 
and of all constables and other officers when engaged in the 
service of the city, subject to the direction of the Mayor and 
the Police Committee. 

The department is employed in the prevention of crime, 
the detection of criminals, the recovery of lost or stolen 
property and missing persons, in the general execution of 
the laws of the Commonwealth, the special laws and ordi- 
nances. of the City Council, and orders of the Board of 
Aldermen. The officers are required to take notice of 
all nuisances, street defects, obstructions, and openings, 
defective street lamps and water-pipes; to give alarms and 
be present at all fires, and to have a general care for life 
and property and the preservation of the peace. The 
department, under its present organization, is governed as 
follows : —

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WARD OFFICERS. 


By Chap. 243 of the Acts of 1878, the several wards of this 
city are to be divided into voting precincts, to contain about five 
hundred legal voters each, and it will be the duty of the mayor 
and aldermen to appoint for each precinct a warden, clerk, and 
two inspectors, who must reside within their respective wards. 
These officers will serve at the State election of this year; and at 
said State election, in addition to the civil officers to be chosen, 
there will be elected in this city by the voters of each precinct a 
warden and clerk for said precinct, who shall hold office until the 
close of the next municipal year; but the inspectors will hold 
office until the first of October, 1879.

There were not less than eight several 
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ballotings by the citizens. At the eighth trial, on the twenty-first 
of February, Thomas A. Davis was elected. 

' In the mean time, from January to February 27, 1845, William 
Parker, one of the Aldermen, having been elected Chairman of the 
' Board of Aldermen, performed the duties of Mayor. 

On the sixth of October, Thomas A. Davis, being in declining 
health, resigned the office of Mayor, which resignation, however, 
was not accepted by the City Council; and on the twenty-second 
of November he died, being the first Mayor who has died in office 
since the organization of the city government in 1822. 

On the eleventh of December, Josiah Quincy, Jr., was elected 
Mayor by the City Council, for the unexpired term of 1845. Ben- 
son Leavitt, one of the Board af Aldermen, acted as Chairman of 
the Board in the interval between the death of Mr. Davis and the 
election of Mr. Quincy. 

In 1851 Benjamin Seaver, having already been elected an Alder- 
man of the city for 1852, was afterwards chosen Mayor for said 
year. At the commencement of the ensuing municipal year, 1852, 
he resigned as an Alderman, and accepted the office of Mayor. - 

The election of Mayor for 1854 was continued through three 
ballotings, from December 12, 1853, to January 9, 1854. In the 
mean time the duties of Mayor were performed by Benjamin L. 
Allen, Chairman of the Board of Aldermen. 

At the municipal election, in 1872, William Gaston was certified, 
by the returns of the officers of the several wards, to have been 
elected Mayor of the city for the next municipal term. But upon 
charges of alleged fraudulent practices in one of the wards of the 
city, a recount of all the ballots cast at said election was demanded 
and made; and it appearing therefrom that Henry L. Pierce had 
79 plurality, he was declared duly elected Mayor for the year 1873. 

In 1873 Henry L. Pierce, Mayor of the city, was elected a mem- 
ber of the 43d Congress from the Third Massachusetts District, in 
place of William Whiting, deceased. Mr. Pierce resigned his office 
as Mayor on November 29, and occupied his seat in Congress on 
December 1, 1878. 

The duties of the Mayor for the remainder of the municipal year 
were performed by Leonard R. Cutter, Chairman of the Board of 
Aldermen, who signed all official papers as ‘* Acting Mayor.”

Nathaniel P. Russell, Daniel Baxter, Joseph H. Dorr, re- 
elected; and Thomas C. Wales and Redford Webster, elected 
1825, declined. 

George Blake, reelected for 1826, declined. 

In 1828 Robert Fennelly died while in office. 

John Stevens, elected for 1832, died prior to the organization. 

James Savage, elected for 1834, declined. 

In 1845 William Parker resigned. 

In 1848 George E. Head resigned, and was afterwards chosen 
one of the Principal Assessors. 

In 1853 Lyman Perry, who had been duly elected an Alderman, 
died before his qualification. 

In 1856 Levi B. Meriam died while in office. 

In 1858 Rufus B. Bradford resigned, and was afterwards ap- 
pointed Measurer of Grain. : 

In 1859 Timothy A. Sumner resigned, on account of illness, and 
soon afterwards died. 

In 1878 Samuel C. Perkins died while in office. 

At the municipal election, in 1852, nine Aldermen had a majority 
of ballots; but in accordance with the statute, the eight who had 
the highest number of votes were declared elected. 

The Municipal Government for 1855 was the first one that was 
organized under the new or revised City Charter, which provided 
for the annual election of twelve Aldermen. 

For reports of contested seats in the Board of Aldermen, see City 
Document No. 7, for 1861, and City Document No. 16, for 1862.

William Bowes Bradford, Ward 3, elected 1822, did not qualify 
himself, declining to be sworn, there being then no provision for 
affirmation, except for Quakers. 

Lucius Manlius Sargent, Ward 6, elected for 1827, declined. 

Henry D. Gray and Isaac Harris, Ward 1; Eleazer Howard, 
Ward 2, and Joseph H. Thayer, Ward 9, elected for 1828; also, 
Holmes Hinckley, Ward 11, for 1845, declined prior to the organi- 
zation. 

Samuel Thaxter, Ward 6, elected for 1830, declined. 

William Foster, Ward 6, elected for 1831, declined. 

John Boles, Ward 3, reelected for 1838, declined. 
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The Junior of George Morey, omitted 1829. 

Asa Adams, Ward 3, took the intermediate name of Perry, 1830. 

Henry Andrews, Ward 2, elected in 1833, afterwards took the 
intermediate letter R. 

The Junior of Joshua Seaver, Ward 6, omitted 1833. 

The Junior of Henry Fowle, Ward 2, omitted 1837. 

The Junior of Francis Brinley, Ward 10, omitted 1838. 

The Junior of Ezra Lincoln, omitted 1851. 

The Junior of William B. Fowle, omitted 1865. 

Ezra Forristall, Ward 6, resigned in May, 1853, and was elected 
Superintendent of Health. 

Daniel J. Coburn, Ward 5, resigned in April, 1855, and was 
thereafter appointed Chief of Police. 

Edward F. Robinson, Ward 11, resigned in May, 1861, and was 
elected a Principal Assessor. | 

Charles J. McCarthy,Ward 7, resigned in March, 1862, and was 
appointed Paymaster of Relief Funds to Families of Soldiers in 
the United States service from Boston. 

Daniel Dowd, a member from Ward 13, died in office, September, 

1872. 

Thomas H. Doherty, of Ward 2, died in office, August, 1873. 
Hillman B. Barnes, of Ward 11, died in office, September, 1874. 
Edward J. Long, of Ward 8, died in office, November, 1875. 
Stephen G. Jones, of Ward 4, resigned in March, 1876. 
Thomas J. Fitzpatrick, of Ward 13, died in office, March, 1876. 
There have been nineteen successfully contested elections. 

The first, February 22, 1830, vacated the seat of a member from 
Ward 6, on the ground that ‘‘ closing the poll before the hour at 
which the voters were notified it would be closed, was a violation 
of the rights of the voters.” 

The second, May 7, 1835, vacated the seats of the members of 
Ward 3, who were returned as having been elected at an adjourned 
meeting, December 11, 1834, on the ground of irregular proceed- 
ing, to render the whole number of votes certain by taking the high- 
est number of votes for candidates on each opposing ticket, ad- 
journment of the meeting by the sole authority of the Warden, and 
other irregularities, at the annual election, December 8. 

The third case, March 7, 1839, vacated the seats of three mem- 
bers of Ward 12, on the ground that a number of illegal voters, 
sufficient to affect the choice, voted at the polls.

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The fourth, February 9, 1843, vacated the seats of three mem- 

bers from Ward 1, returned as elected at the adjourned meeting, 

_ December 14, on the ground that four votes for non-resident can- 
didates (after having been first thrown out by the ward officers)! 
were counted at the annual election, December 12, thereby pre- 
venting the choice of two other candidates, who, by excluding the 
said four votes, were by the decision of the Council declared 
elected, leaving one vacancy. 

The fifth, February 27, 1851, vacated the seats of two members 
from Ward 3, on the ground that they were chosen at an adjourned 
meeting which was illegally held. At the subsequent trial the 
same members were again returned to the Common Council. 

The sixth, January 20, 1853, vacated the seats of three members 
of Ward 3, on the ground that they were chosen at an adjourned 
meeting which was illegally held. 

The seventh, February 3, 1853, in accordance with the Report 
of the Committee on Elections, vacated the seats of three members 
from Ward 11, on the ground that the Mayor and Aldermen had 
no right to issue warrants for election of members of the Common 
Council, after the annual election, and before the organization of 
the government elect. But inasmuch as the elections in question 
were conducted bond fide, and no other informality was apparent, 
and as this custom of supplementary elections had been in vogue 
for twenty years, the members thus elected were by the vote of the 
Common Council declared entitled to their seats. 

The eighth, March 19, 1863, in accordance with the Report of 
the Committee on Elections, vacated the seat of a member from 
Ward 3, on the ground that at the time of his election he was not 
an inhabitant of that ward. Before a decision was reached on this 
point the member in question resigned. 

The ninth, April 9, 1863, vacated the seats of the entire delega- 
tion from Ward 10, on the ground that more votes were returned 
than there were persons who voted in that ward at the municipal 
election, — occasioned by mistake, probably, in the counting of the 
ballots, — the variation being so great as to affect the election of 
the whole delegation. At the subsequent trial the same members 
were again returned to the Common Council. 

The tenth, January 24, 1867, vacated the seat of a member from 
Ward 3, who was chosen at an adjourned meeting (held on account 
of a tie-vote at the regular meeting, Dec. 10, 1866), on the ground 


*This fact was admitted, though not stated in the report of the committee. 
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that the polls at said adjourned meeting were not kept open the 
same number of hours as were required by the original warrant. 
At a subsequent election the same member was returned to the 
Common Council. [See City Doc. No. 12, for 1867.] 

The eleventh, January 16, 1868, vacated the seat of a member 
returned for Ward 10, because by the count of the original ballots 
cast in said ward it appeared that another person was chosen. 

The twelfth, January 6, 1870, vacated the seat of a member re- 
turned from Ward 13, for the same reason as recited above. 

The thirteenth, January 5, 1871, vacated the seat of a member 
returned from Ward 15, for the same reason. 

The fourteenth, January 18, 1872, vacated the seat of a member 
returned from Ward 7, for the same reason. 

The fifteenth occurred as follows : — 

At the annual municipal election, in 1871, Frederick S. Risteen 
was declared elected as a member from Ward 10. This election 
was contested by J. Q. A. Brackett, and a recount of the original 
ballots showed that said Brackett was elected by a plurality of one 
ballot over F. S. Risteen, and said Brackett was accordingly de- 
clared, by the Common Council of 1872, to be entitled to the seat. 
Subsequently Mr. Risteen contested this decision, on the ground 
that his name was erased from a number of ballots by some one of 
the ward officers after. said ballots were deposited by the voters. 
After a protracted inquiry the Common Council sustained this 
view of the case, and Mr. Risteen was again returned to his former 
seat, and was again duly qualified on February 1, 1872. [See 
City Doc. No. 18.] 

The sixteenth, January 4, 1874, vacated the seat of a member 
returned from Ward 13, because, by the count of the original 
ballots cast in said ward, it appeared that another person was 
chosen. 

_ The seventeenth, January 14, 1875, vacated the seat of a mem- 
ber from Ward 1, because, by the count of the original ballots cast 
in said ward, it appeared that another person was elected. 

The eighteenth, January 4, 1877, vacated the seat of a member 
from Ward 20, because, by the count of the original ballots cast in 
said ward, it appeared that another person was elected. 

The nineteenth, January 10, 1878, vacated the seat of a member 
from Ward 20, because, by the count of the original ballots cast in 
that ward, it appeared that another person was chosen.

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ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


SUPERINTENDENT OF LAMPS, 


FOR THE YEAR 1877. 


Lamp DEPARTMENT, Jan. 7, 1878. 


To the City Council: — 

GENTLEMEN, — The Annual Report of this department for 
the past municipal year is herewith respectfully submitted, 
in accordance with the ordinance of the city requiring it to 
be presented on or before the 10th day of January. 

It contains a table showing in detail the expenses of the 
past municipal year, a table showing the comparative expen- 
ditures for eleven years, a table showing the number of lamps 
and comparative increase during the same period, together 
with such general information as may be of interest. 

The increase in the number of the public lamps the past 
year has been the smallest for a number of yearr, as will be 
seen by examination of the accompanying tables. 

The location of lamps on Commercial and Tenean streets, 
Blue Hill avenue, Wheatland avenue and vicinity in Dor- 
chester, Hyde Park avenue, Neponset and Jamaica streets ~ 
in West Roxbury, Madison square and Llewellyn avenue in 
Roxbury, Chelsea bridge, Columbia and Brighton streets in 
Charlestown, West Chester park and Commonwealth avenue 
in the city proper, has required a considerable outlay, but 
most of the new lamps have been widely distributed over the 
city. 

During the year a large number of old wooden posts and 
small lamp supplies have been discontinued, and iron posts 
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and new and large gas supplies put in, adding much to the 
general good condition of the department. 

There still remain standing about one hundred wooden 
posts which have been in use for a number of years, and 
which should be speedily replaced with iron. 

The replacing of the old and worn-out small gas supplies 
by new and large pipes must be continued to prevent leak- 
age and consequent danger to persons and property. 

Asa source of police protection, constantly increasing de- 
mands are made from year to year for the public lighting of 
rear passage-ways, in the older sections of the city, while the 
numerous petitions for the lighting of suburban streets re- 
quires the careful consideration of the department. 


PuBLic Parks. 


There are public lamps now located on the Common and 
squares of the city to the numberof two hundred and fifty. 

The location of these lamps has been going on gradually 
for many years under the charge of, and at a very consider- 
able expense to this department, at the request of numerous 
citizens and the Police Department, as the public safety 
seemed to demand, and it is fair to presume that with the 
laying out of the new park a greatly increased demand will 
be made for public lighting. 

The annual cost to this department of maintenance of the 
lamps now located on the Common and squares of the city 
amounts to nearly ten thousand dollars, which should prop- 
erly be charged to the department having the public parks 
in charge, as is the case in other large cities. 


CHANDELIER Posts or CLUSTER LAmMps. 


This method of lighting up of some of the important 
points of night-travel, which, like Scollay’s square, Park 
square, and Post-office square, are very broad and unsafe for 
the pedestrian, has been adopted with favorable result on 
some of the squares in the city of New York, and in many 
of the larger cities in Europe, and is worthy of serious con- 
sideration. 

When erected in the centre of a circle of eight to ten feet 
in diameter, they will not only afford the necessary light for 
the street, but the circle in which they may be placed will 
afford a safe standing-place from teams, when alighting from 
horse-cars or crossing the street. 

They may, with small expense, be made ornamental as well 
as useful in our city.

line Gas Light Company, for supplying gas for the public 
lamps of Brighton and that portion of “the tuwn of Brook- 
line annexed to Boston. 

The following is a copy of the contract made as 
above : — 5 


The memorandum of agreement, made this fifteenth day of February, 
in the year eighteen hundred and seventy-five, by and between the rape 
of Boston of the one part, and the Brookline Gas Light Company, a 
corporation duly established by law of aie Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts, of the other part, — 

Witnesseth that : — 

I. The said Brookline Gas Light Company agrees to furnish all the 
gas required for lighting the public lamps within that part of the City 
of Boston mentjoned in their charter of incorporation, on each and 
every night of the term of this contract, as hereinafter agreed, in such 
manner and between such hours as the Superintendent “of Lamps of 
said city shall direct; to put down service-pipes for public lamps in 
said district where new pipes are required, and to keep in repair the 
pipes in use in said district, and to use for such new pipes and repairs 
only wrought-iron pipes, not less than one inch in diameter, and 
wrought or malleable iron couplings and bends or elbows; such ser- 
vice-pipes to have a regular fall towards the street mains. 

And said Gas Light Company further agrees to furnish regulator 
burners for all the public lamps in said district, and to fit the same to 
said lamps, said burners to be of the pattern known as the ‘Sugg 
burner,” and to cost not over one dollar and twenty-five cents each, — 
the cost of said burners and fitting the same to be borne equally by said 
parties ; and in the months of September and October, during this con- 
tract, to remove and clean all the street burners in said district without 
interfering with the regular burning thereof, and also to furnish to the 
said city such quantity of whiskey as may be necessary to clear the 
pipes from obstructions, not to exceed, however, seventy gallons in any 
one year. 

Ii. The City of Boston agrees to pay to said Gas Light Company, 
for gas furnished as afor esaid, at the rate of three dollars per thousand 
cubic feet of actual burning, each burner consuming four feet per hour, 
free from all taxation, and ‘to make payment thereof “monthly. 

Said city also agrees to employ and pay lighters to light, clean, and 
take care of all the public lamps in said district, who shall light and 
extinguish them punctually, according to printed tables to be furnished 
by said superintendent; shall make written returns to said superin- 
tendent and said company, on Monday of each week, of the number 
of lamps lighted each night, and the time of beginning to light and 
beginning to extinguish the same, and shall keep the burners and por- 
tions of the pipe “above ground, within their respective rounds, free 
from frost and othér obstructions, and give immediate notice to said 
company and said superintendent of any obstructions below ground, and 
of any leakage of gas. Any neglect of duty by a lamplighter shall be 
considered sufficient ground for his immediate dismissal. 

Said city also agrees to repay to said Gas Light Company the actual 
reasonable expense incurred by them for the labor and materials re- 
quired for putting down service-pipes, and keeping the pipes in use in 
repair, and also to repay to said company one-half the cost of the regu- 
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lator burners and of fitting the same ; . provided the cost of said burners 
shall not exceed one dollar and twenty-five cents each, and also one- 
half of the actual reasonable expense of removing and cleaning said 
burners in September and October as aforesaid. 

III. It is further agreed that either party hereto, with the consent of 
the other party, may from time to time, at its own expense, remove and 
test any of the burners in use in the public lamps in said district, with- 
out interference with the regular burning of said lamps; and all new 
burners shall be tested before being used, ‘such tests to be made in the 
presence of some representative of each party hereto; and all burners 
which vary more than one-tenth of a foot from the designated standard 
shall be replaced by said Gas Light Company, the cost thereof to be 
borne equally by said company and said city 

IV. It is expressly agreed that the ARs of all lava-tipped perners 
shall be cleaned by the use of a suitable brush, and that no metallic 
cleaner shall be used upon them, and no lighter shall be permitted to 
open the regulator of any such burner, for any purpose whatever. 

VY. This agreement shall continue in force until the fifteenth day of 
February, A. ire eighteen hundred and seventy-six, and thereafter until 
a new agreement shall be made, or either of said parties shall notify the 


other of. its wish to terminate the same. F 


The above contract embraces the conditions and points 


now covered by the several agreements made with other 


companies since 1856, except as to prices for gas, which is 
varied from time to time, the present prices of which will be 


found below.

The public lamps are burned every night throughout the 
year, — a total of three thousand eight hundred forty-nine 
and one-half hours each. 


GAS-BURNERS. 


The burners in use are known as Tufts’ Regulators, by 
which the consumption is fixed at four feet per hour. 


GAS LANTERNS. 


All the gas lanterns made for the city are made of copper, 
and all made for the past five years have the Schmedlin & 
Driscoll patent mode of placing the names of the streets in 
them, and an arrangement for placing the numbers securely 
in the lantern, which was the invention of the superintendent 
of the department. 

This patent method of placing the street-signs appears to 
be the best in use, more especially since the adoption of the 
acid or sand-blast process of producing the signs on colored 
glass, which makes the letters durable. 

The placing of the numbers in the lanterns is being gen- 
erally extended over the city, and gives great satisfaction to 
the public, being a great convenience both by day and night. 

The advantage of this style of gas lantern for use in this 
city will be fully appreciated by the knowledge of the fact 
that nearly one-half the public lamps stand on the corners of, 
or opposite the ends of streets or places, and have the names 
of the streets and places upon them.

are paid at the rate of one and sixty-seven one hundredths 
dollars per day. 

The lamps are lighted by the use of the torch. 

The duty of these men is to light and put out the lamps 
in their charge promptly, at the time designated ; to keep the 
lanterns clean at all times, and report at this office: in writing, 
promptly, for immediate repair, every defect, either of the 
lanterns or fixtures; to keep the fixtures properly cleaned 
and oiled, the burners. in perfect order, and the pipes clear 
from water and frost. In case of gas leaks they are required 
to report immediately, in writing, both at this office and to | 
the office of the gas company; they are also required to ie 
make a statement, in writing, on each Monday morning, of 
all the duty performed the previous week. 

These men, after performing the duty, have a considerable 

portion of the time remaining, and are allowed to have other 
employment, provided it shall not in any way interfere 
with any duty which may be required of them in this de- 
partment. . 
_ This privilege is very generally used by the employés, and 
in this way the city is enabled to procure an intelligent and 
reliable class of men, at a much less cost than it could ex- 
pect to do otherwise.

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The men employed to light the oil lamps are paid at the 
rate of three cents per lamp per night. 
_ Nearly all the men who light the oil lamps use horses and 
wagons with which to perform their duties, for which the 
city pays no extra compensation. 


All men employed to light both gas and fluid lamps are 
supplied with the necessary ladders, hooks, cans, etc., etc., 
by the city. 

The men employed during the year have been generally 
prompt and faithful, and cases of discharge for neglect of 
duty have been very rare.

All repairs of the lanterns are done by the department, at 
its workshop on Albany street. 

At this shop there are four men permanently employed, 
and two who work at piece-work on the painting of 
lanterns. 

All the cost of men permanently employed, piece-work, 
repainting lanterns, painting posts and brackets, carting of 
lanterns, oil, and posts, stock used in repairing, horse- 
keeping, etc., are included in the item in the schedule 
repairing lanterns. 

In addition to the lanterns repaired as above there have 
been 2,485 lanterns painted, two coats, and 7,847 iron posts 
repainted, one coat, during the year.

Oit Lamps. 


The petroleum oil used for lighting the public lamps, 
where gas is not in use, is purchased of the refiner, at the 
lowest market rate, and has fluctuated in price from 32 to 
124 cents per gallon within the past year. 

The fonts from which it is burned are of a peculiar shape, 
adapted to the city use. These lamps give good satisfac- 
tion, where they are in use. The cost of maintenance of 
these lamps has not exceeded $17.50 each, during the past 
year, including lighting and care, oil, fonts, chimneys, cart- 
ing, wicking, etc. 


PROPERTY OF THE DEPARTMENT. 


In addition to the public lamps now located, and tools in 
the hands of the lighters, the department is possessed of 
the following property : — 

Six iron posts for stone sidewalks; nine iron posts for 
bridges, with short bases; ¢wo iron posts for Federal-street 
bridge ; ¢wo iron posts for Common; six bridge posts; one 
hundred and thirty-five iron posts as used on the public 
streets ; two hundred and forty-seven lanterns ; five hundred 
and seventy second-hand fluid lanterns; a small quantity of 
old iron, and three hundred and fifty boxes of glass.

In Common Covunciu, January 10, 1878. 


The Joint Special Committee appointed to prepare rules 
and orders for the government of the City Council during 
the present municipal year, having considered the subject, 
would respectfully recommend that the following changes be 
made in the rules and orders of the last City Council, 
namely : — 

Section 1. Increasing the number of the Committee on 
Salaries from five to eight members. 

Secor. 5. Add the following,—“ And at all meetings 
of Committees the records of the previous meeting shall be 
read, unless otherwise ordered by the Committee.” 

Seor. 6. Add the following, —“ No meeting of any Com- 
mittee shall be called upon less notice than twenty-four 
hours, without the consent of all the members thereof.” 

Sreor. 9. Amend so that it will read as follows :—“ No 
report of a Joint Committee shall be received by either 
branch of the City Council unless agreed to by such Com- 
mittee, at a duly notified meeting thereof.” 

Secor. 14. Strike out all after the word “assembled” in 
the fourth line of the pocket edition, and inserting the follow- 
ing : — 

Xe No order or vote which, if passed, would have the effect 
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to amend, suspend, or repeal an ordinance, shall be enter- 
tained in either branch of the City Council, unless it is in 
the form of an ordinance.” 

Secor. 19. Amend to read as follows: “No presiding offi- 
cer of a Board, or Chairman of a Committee, unless duly 
authorized by such Board or Committee, shall approve any 
bill or account against the city.” 

Sect. 20. Strike out the section and insert the following 
in place thereof: “ Section 20. No bills for refreshments 
or carriages furnished to any member of the City Govern- 
ment shall be paid, unless such bills shall specify, in detail, the 
names of the members to whom such refreshments or car- 
riages were furnished, the dates of furnishing the same, and 
shall be approved by the presiding officer of a Board, or the 
Chairman of a Committee, duly authorized thereto. 

The presiding officer of a Board or Chairman of a Com- 
mittee shall not approve any bil] for refreshments which in- 
cludes among its items liquors or cigars, or any bill for re- 
freshments furnished to any person not a member of such 
Board or Committee, unless specially authorized so to do by 
vote of such Board or Committee.” 

Sect. 21. Amend to read as follows:—“AIl bills for 
refreshments or carriages, including items incurred more 
than three months previous to the date of their presentation 
to the Auditor, shall go before the City Council for ap- 
proval.” 

The accompanying order covers the proposed changes, 
and your Committee would respectfully recommend its pas- 
sage.

ORGANIZATION OF COMMITTEES. 


2. The member of the Board of Aldermen first named 
on every joint Committee, of which the Mayor is not a 
member, shall be its Chairman; and in case of his resigna- 
tion or inability, the other members of the same Board in 
the order in which they are named, and after them the 
member of the Common Council first named, shall call meet- 
ings of the Committee, and act as Chairman. 
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3. The Committee on Salaries shall report to the City 
Council, in February or March, orders establishing the sala- 
ries of the several city officers for the ensuing year; and the 
report of said committee shall designate particularly the 
changes, if any, proposed in said salaries. 

4, The Committee on Legislative Matters shall, unless 
otherwise ordered, be authorized to appear before Commit- 
tees of the General Court, and represent the interests of the 
city. 

5. The Joint Standing Committees shall cause records of 
their proceedings to be kept in books provided for that pur- 
pose, and at all meetings of committees the record of the 
previous meeting shall be read, unless otherwise ordered by 
the committee. 
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6. The representatives of the two branches of the City 
Council on Joint Committee shall not act by separate con- 
sultations. No meeting of any Committee shall be called 
upon less notice than twenty-four hours, without the consent 
of all the members thereof. 

7. Any Joint Standing or Special Committee may, unless 
otherwise provided, expend from the appropriation of which, 
by ordinance or order of the City Council, it has charge, an 
amount not exceeding two hundred dollars for any one object 
or purpose. 


CONFERENCE COMMITTEES. 


8. In every case of disagreement between the two branches 
of the City Council, if either branch shall request a confer- 
ence, and appoint a Committee of Conference, and the other 
branch shall also appoint such a Committee, both Committees 
shall, at an hour to be agreed upon by their Chairman, meet 
and state to each other, verbally or in writing, as either shall 
choose, the reasons for the action of their respective branches 
in relation to the matter in controversy, shall confer freely 
thereon, and shall report to their respective branches. 


REPORTS OF CoMMITTEES. 


9. No report of a Joint Committee shall be received by 
either branch of the City Council unless agreed to by such 
committee at a duly notified meeting thereof. 

10. The report of every Joint Committee upon any sub- 
ject referred to it shall, unless otherwise ordered by the City 
Council or by the committee, be presented to the branch in 
which the order of reference originated. And it shall be the 
duty of every Joint Committee to which any subject may be 
specially referred, to report thereon within four weeks, or to 
ask for further time. 

11. All reports and other papers submitted to the City 
Council shall be written in a fair hand, and no indorsement 
of any kind shall be made on the reports,‘memorials, or other 
papers referred to a committee. Every report of a com- 
mittee shall be signed by a member belonging to the body to 
which it shall be presented, unless otherwise directed by the 
committee. 

12. The Clerk of Committees shall, at the request of the 
chairman, make copies of any papers to be reported by a 
committee. 


ORDINANCES, ORDERS, AND RESOLUTIONS. 


13. If any ordinance, order, or resolution, originating in 


* 
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one branch, is rejected in the other, notice shall be given, 
by the Clerk, to the branch in which the same originated. 

14. All By-Laws passed by the City Council, shall be 
termed “ Ordinances,” and the enacting style shall be: “Be 
it ordained by the Aldermen and Common Council of the 
City of Boston in City Council assembled.” No order or 
vote which, if passed, would have the effect to amend, suspend, 
or repeal an ordinance, shall be entertained in either branch 
of the City Council, unless it is in the form of an ordinance. 

15. In all votes, when either or both branches of the 
City Council express anything by way of command, the form 
of expression shall be “ Ordered ;’? and when either or both 
branches express opinions, principles, facts, or purposes, the 
form shall be “ Resolved.” 


APPROPRIATIONS AND EXPENDITURES. 


16. In the present and every future financial year the spe- 
cific appropriation for the several objects enumerated in the 
general appropriation order shall be deemed and taken to be 
the maximum amount to be expended by the several Com- 
mittees, Boards, and Officers having the charge thereof, for 
the entire fiscal year, and shall be expended with a proper 
regard thereto. Whenever the amounts designated and ap- 
propriated as aforesaid have been expended, and an addi- 
tional sum is required, or whenever the estimates for the 
completion of any object, or for any purpose, exceed the 
appropriation specially made therefor, or whenever an ex- 
penditure is required for an object, or a purpose, not con- 
templated at the time the appropriation was made, the com- 
mittee, board, or officer having charge thereof, shall furnish 
to the City Council a detailed statement in print of the ex-' 
penditures already made, and the necessity for an additional 
appropriation ; and no contract shall be made, nor expendi- 
ture authorized in either case, unless provision for the same 
shall be made by special transfer from some of the appro- 
priations contained in the general appropriation bill, or by 
loan. 


17. When application shall be made for an additional ap- | 


propriation, to be, provided for by transfer or loan, such 
appropriation shall not be made until the application has 
been referred to, and reported upon by, the Committee on 
Finance. 

18. No order authorizing the borrowing of money, or the 
transfer of one appropriation or part of an appropriation to 
another appropriation, shall be passed, unless two-thirds of 
the whole number of the members of each branch of the City 
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Council vote in the affirmative by vote taken by yea and 
nay. | 
19. No Presiding Officer of a Board, or Chairman of a Com- 
mittee, unless duly authorized by such Board or Committee, 
shall approve any bill or account against the city. 

20. No bills for refreshments, or carriages furnished to any 
member of the City Government, shall be paid, unless such 
bills shall specify in detail the names of the members to 
whom such refreshments or carriages were furnished, the dates 
of furnishing the same, and shall be approved by the pre- 
siding officer of a board, or chairman of a committee, duly 
authorized thereto. The presiding officer of a board, or 
chairman of a committee, shall not approve any bill for 
refreshments furnished on any day other than the day of 
meeting of such board or committee, or any bill for refresh- 
ments which includes among its items liquors or cigars, or 
any bill for refreshments furnished to any person not a mem- 
ber of such board or committee, unless specially authorized 
to do so by vote of such board or committee. 

Such bills, when so approved, shall be paid from the 
appropriation to which they are incident ; and the Auditor of 
Accounts shall not pass any such bill for the approval of the 
Committee on Accounts, unless it has been approved as pro- 
vided in this or the preceding section. 

21. All bills for refreshments or carriages, including 
items incurred more than three months previous to the date 
of their presentation to the Auditor, shall go before the 
City Council for approval. 

22. The foregoing rules shall not be altered, amended, 
suspended, or repealed, at any time, except by the votes of 
two-thirds of the members of each branch of the City 
Council.

JANUARY 21, 1878. 


To tHE Honorasite City Counci.:—The Street Com- 
missioners present the following list of their acts during the 
municipal year 1877 : — 


The widening of Tremont and Parker streets, and the 
opening of Faxon street to Smith street at Roxbury, $8,- 
576.50; the laying-out of Shelby street at East Boston, 
$7,035.34; widening of River street from Washington street 
to Blue Hill avenue, $4,500; the laying out and extension 
of Parker Hill avenue over Parker Hill to Parker street, 
$4,170.41; widening of Mill street, $3,000; of Adams street 
Dorchester, $2,114.75; of Ruggles street near the Provi- 
dence Railroad, $1,656 ; of Dorchester avenue at Pond street, 
$1,000; the laying-out of Ward street at Roxbury, $900; 
the opening of Wyman street to Lamartine street, $850; 
widening of Harrison avenue near Harvard street, $744; 
of Tremont street near Faxon street, $605; of Blue Hill 
avenue at corner Schuyler street, $582; of Parkman street 
corner of Dorchester avenue, $340; of Warren street near 
Walnut avenue, $222; of Portland street near Chardon 
street, $181.25; of Rockland street at Roxbury, $162.40; 
the laying-out and opening of Temple street at West Rox- 
bury to Mount Vernon street, $100; and the extension of 
Dix street to Dorchester avenue, $75. 

The total estimated expense of their operations during the 
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year the Commissioners find to be $36,814.65. They have 
likewise effected the laying-out of Parker street — from the 
northerly line of Boylston street extended to that part of the 
street in Roxbury which was already a public way —at no 
estimated expense. 

A widening of Liberty square, to improve the lines of a 
large estate upon which the owner contemplates building, 
took 386 square feet, an equal amount at another point on 
the line being discontinued in exchauige for it. 

The discontinuances from streets made by the Commis- 
sioners during the year were 69 square feet from High street 
at Charlestown; 190 from Beach street opposite Newton 
place; portions from River street, to straighten the lines 
when above-mentioned widening was made; 26 square feet 
from the junction of Cambridge, and Sever streets in Charles- 
town, for a small amount taken in exchange to widen; 386 
square feet from Liberty square, and 196 square feet from 
Rockland street at Roxbury. 

Private streets released to the City and accepted during 
the year were, in the City Proper, Hereford (Marlborough 
to Commonwealth avenue), Decatur street, St. James ave- 
nue (Dartmouth to Exeter), Stevens street, Pemberton 
square, River (Beacon to Chestnut), Fay street, and Dart- 
mouth and Lincoln places ; in South Boston, Brewster street ; 
in fLoxbury, King, Alleghany (formerly Parker place), 
Maple, Cunard, Crawford and Downer streets, Woodville 
square, Woodward avenue, Avon place, Codman park and 
West Walnut park; in Dorchester, Dix, Sagamore, Bailey, 
Fuller and Greenwich streets, and Sawyer and Everett ave- 
nues; in West Roxbury, Bishop, Burr, Dale, Holbrook and 
Rutledge streets and Union avenue; in Brighton, Sparhawk 
street ; and in Charlestown, Frothingham avenue and Bates 
and Ferrin streets. 

The Street Commissioners wish to inform the Honorable 
Council that they are constantly under pressure to lay out as 
public ways a large number of private streets in different parts 
of the city, which, while they may not be in all cases thorough- 
fares, are necessary for building purposes, and often very 


convenient for the residents of the immediate neighborhood 


where theyare located. The petitioners complain that they do 
not receive their share of the benefits for which they are taxed 
in this direction, being deprived not only of proper access to 
their estates, but of the use of the Cochituate water and of 
sewerage ; as the departments having charge of these matters 
refuse to introduce water or sewers upon streets before they 
are put at the grade necessary for their acceptance as public 
ways. 
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These streets are often occupied by people of limited means 
and are frequently in an unhealthy as well as in an unsightly 
and dangerous condition. Their acceptance works such a 
change in them for the better, rendering them safe, comfort- 
able and clean, where they were almost utterly uninhabitable 
before, that other streets are immediately presented to the 
Commissioners for like treatment; and the Board of Health 
has often been forward in urging the improvement of such 
ways where it has been so plainly for the sanitary interests 
of the city. 

From that point of view, the Commissioners believe this the 
fittest and most economical expenditure that can be made of a 
part of the money that is appropriated for the construction 
and maintenance of the city streets; that at least a hun- 
dred thousand dollars should be specially set apart for put- 
ting in order such streets as the Commissioners may deem 
the public convenience and necessity require to be laid out. 
The Commissioners think that the care of such streets as they 
have indicated has at least equal claim upon the City with the 
improved sewerage, parks, or the costly repairing of thorough- 
fares already incomparably superior to like streets in any city 
in the country, that these private streets and courts, that are 
a disgrace to any city, may be made in some degree worthy 
of this one.

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TERRITORIAL DIVISIONS. 


The land territory within the limits of the city covers an 
area of 19,580 acres, with about 500 miles of streets, 30 
miles of water front, and some 225 wharves of greater or 
less extent. The city also has criminal jurisdiction over the 
water and islands in the harbor, and the town of Hull, com- 
prising about 33,200 acres, or 52 square miles. 

The land territory is divided into 15 districts, each 
being under the supervision of a police captain, assisted by 
lieutenants, sergeants, and a suitable number of patrolmen ; 
and the districts are subdivided into routes, so that the whole 
territory may at all times be covered by the patrol. The 
harbor and islands are under the supervision of the captain 
of District No. 8, and are protected as far as possible by the 
steamer “ Protector” and two small row-boats.

Doa LICENSES. 


The work of issuing licenses for dogs, and the collection 
of fees therefor, which was formerly under the supervision 
of the City Clerk, now devolves upon the Chief of Police, 
and is becoming a matter of no little labor and responsibility. 

For the convenience of the citizens, blanks are prepared, 
and licenses are issued by each police captain to applicants 
residing on his district, the fees being collected by him, and 
paid over, at the end of each month, to the Chief of Police, 
with a report of the number of male and female dogs licensed, 
and the Chief pays over the amount to the City Collector, 
taking his receipt therefor.

THe Pouick CHARITABLE FunpD. 


Section 12 of the Ordinance on Police, provides that “all 
moneys received by police officers for fees as witnesses, and 
paid by them into the City Treasury, shall be kept as a 
separate fund until the 17th day of June, 1880, and be 
invested and managed by the Mayor, Treasurer, and Auditor 
of the city for the time being, who shall be trustees thereof. 
The income of the said fund shall be applied to the relief of 
persons who have received an honorable discharge from the 
police force by reason of sickness, age, or other disability, 
and who, in consequence thereof, are in necessitous circum- 
stances; and also to the relief of the widows and orphans, in 
necessitous circumstances, of police officers who have died 
while in the service of the city. Said trustees may make 
such rules and regulations for the appropriation and dis- 
bursement of the interest of said fund as they may deem 
expedient ; subject, however, to such orders and ordinances 
as the City Council may from time to time adopt.” 

This ordinance was at first passed June 17th, 1870, to 
continue in force for five years, at the expiration of which 
time it was renewed, to continue to June 17, 1880. 

The fees comprising this fund, which were formerly paid 
into the City Treasury, are earned by police officers as wit- 
nesses in the Municipal Court, and mostly in time that may 
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be called extra work, or after having performed their regular 
duty on their routes.

There are several other applications now under consider- 
‘tion by the trustees. 

The liberality of the City Council in making this provision 
for disabled officers, and the destitute widows and orphans 
of those who have died in the service, cannot be too highly 
appreciated, and I sincerely hope that some feasible plan 
may be found whereby further provision may be made for 
the relief of the families of those faithful officers who have 
been worn out in the service of the city. 


THe Boston Pornice Retirer ASSOCIATION. 


This association was organized in 1870, is composed 
wholly of members of the department, and is open to all 
members who see fit to join. The object of the association 
is to afford temporary assistance to sick or disabled mem- 
bers, and to aid the families of members in case of death. 
The association is dependent largely for its fund upon the 
liberality of citizens, and the contributions received directly, 
by donations from individuals, and indirectly, by means of 
the annual ball, have been very generous. .

The benefits paid to members have been correspondingly 
large, and the assistance thus rendered has been timely and 
acceptable, while resulting at the same time in cultivating a 
feeling of friendship and mutual interest among the members 
of this department.

Cuarity Work. 


By an order passed by the City Council, December 5, 
1876, and under the direction of the Standing Committee on 
Police, the manufacture and distribution of soup for the poor 
was begun on the 28th day of December, at six Police Sta- 
tion-houses, and three other places hired for the purpose, 
and continued to the 31st day of March following, covering 
a period of 94 days. Contracts were made for supplies for 
the season, and daily orders from the captains were trans- 
mitted from the Central Office to the contractors, who de- 
livered the supplies each day as required. The making and 
delivery of soup was under the immediate supervision of the 
captain of the station, who examined into the condition of 
each family making application, and books were kept in 
which was recorded, in every case, the name, residence, and 
number of persons of each family, and the quautity of soup 
delivered to each applicant each day. 

No soup was furnished to any tramp or station-house . 
lodger, but the whole was taken away to be eaten by poor 
families at their homes. The supplies were of good quality, 
and were purchased at the lowest wholesale price.

This charity should be under the supervision of the Over- 
seers of the Poor. 

During the time of distributing the soup, about $450.00 
was contributed by charitable persons, and was expended by 
the police for provisions, groceries, clothing, fuel, and medi- 
cines for the sick, for the relief of those of the poor who 
were in the most needy circumstances. 

At the National Thanksgiving in November, charitable 
ladies and gentlemen sent to the Central Office and the several 
police-stations, the sum of $656.47, for the benefit of the 
destitute. From this sum was purchased about 3,000 lbs. of 
good poultry, at 12} cents per pound, which, with other pro- 
visions, and money in small sums, was distributed by the 
captains of the several stations among 744 families, number- 
ing 2,728 persons; of these, 585 ” fumilies were those of 
widows. 

The distribution was made, as far as practicable, among 
those who were not remembered by others. ; 


CONDITION OF STATION-HOUSES. 


The station-houses on Districts 1, 2, 3, 4, 7, 8, 9, 10, 11, 
12, 13, and 14 are in good condition, and well adapted to 
the use and convenience of the service. 

Station-house No. 5 is located on the extreme easterly 
portion of the district, and will soon be too small for the 
proper accommodation of the officers, or for the necessary 
work of the district. It will be desirable, ere long, to erect 
a larger station-house nearer the centre of the territory, or 
to divide the district, with perhaps-some small addition from 
Districts 4 and 10, and to provide a new station-house for 
the westerly portion. 

Station-house No. 6 is too small, and altogether incon- 
venient for the work, besides being subject to the frequent 
flooding of the basement with water, which renders it damp 
and unfit for occupancy by the officers or prisoners. 

The quarters occupied by Station No. 15, in the old City 
Hall, Charlestown, are too limited, but can easily be extend- 
ed by adding another room in the building, and this can be 
done without inconvenience to other departments located 
there. 
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THe Pouick TELEGRAPH. 


The telegraph apparatus, now in use by the department, 


consists of 17 of Anders’ magneto machines, cna ahouk 


40 miles of lines, which connect by independent wires 
the Central Office with each Police Station-house.. The 
original cost was about $8,000, and it has been in use 
about 7 years, at an annual expense. for repairs, of about 
$1,000. This system, when first adopted in the depart- 
ment, was the best adapted to our work, and could be 
managed with less expense than any other then in use; and 
it has been of incalculable benefit to the service, but when it 
is considered that in the ordinary business of the depart- 
ment not less than 60,000 messages are sent over the 
lines every year, while emergencies often arise which require 
the most hurried despatch to fifteen different points, the 
importance of securing, if possible, some more expeditious 
method of communication is at once apparent. The recently 
discovered method of communicating messages by telephone, 
if it can be made practicable, would greatly facilitate our 
business, and give us advantages hitherto unknown. These 
instruments can be attached to the wires already in use. and 
kept in repairs easily, so that the entire expense, including 
the royalty demanded by the patentee, would probably not 
exceed the cost of keeping in repair the machines now in 
use. . If, after a thorough trial, which can be had in this 
office without expense, this system should prove to be what 
the patentee claims for it, I should most earnestly recom- 
mend its adoption. 


THE Harpor PO.ice. 


The water and islands in the harbor, over which the City 
of Boston has criminal jurisdiction, extends to a line com- 
mencing on Short Beach, at a point on the town line between 
Chelsex and Winthrop; thence to the outer point of the 
Outer Brewster Island, taking in Green Island; thence by 
a straight line to Point Alderton; thence by Nantasket 
Beach to the easterly end of Green Hill; thence by the beach, 
Weir river, and the channel between Slate and Grape 
Islands, and between Nut and Peddick’s Islands, to a point 
near Nantasket Roads, intersecting a-straight line drawn from 
Point Alderton to the northern point of “Moon Island; thence 
by said straight line extended, to the channel south a Savin 
Hill, and thence by said channel to Neponset river ; together 
with concurrent jurisdiction with the Couuty of Plymouth,

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in the town of Hull, covering an area of 33,200 acres, or 52 
square miles. The main land, within the limits of the City 
of Boston, has a water front of about 30 miles, on which are 
situated 225 wharves, including the Navy Yard, some 
dozen ship yards, seven foreign and eight coastwise steam- 
ship landings, the termini of four steam railroads, and three 
ferries. In the harbor (exclusive of the town of Hull) are 
fifteen inhabited islands, while its waters float thousands of 
vessels, Inden with millions of dollars of merchandise, from 
all parts of the hwbitable globe ; and the only police protec- 
tion afforded is the Harbor Police Steamer “ Protector,” and 
two small row boats. 

The * Protector” is a propeller; 70 feet long and 15 feet 
beam, drawing 51 feet of water; she has a double 
cylinder engine of about 40 horse power, a “ Blake’s” 
steam pump, capable of throwing two powerful streams of 
water; apparatus for cutting ice in the harbor, and for 
assisting vessels in distress; and under favorable circum- 
stunces can reach a speed of 17 knots an hour. By 
the courtesy of the proprietors of Battery Wharf, she occu- 
pies a berth there free of expense. The crew consists of a 
master, mate, engineer, fireman, and two deck-hands. The 
steamer makes two trips daily, patrolling every part of the 
harbor during the day, returning at noon and night to her 
berth, where she lays during the night, with her fires banked, 
and in charge of an officer, “ready to meet any emergency, 
and subject. at all times to a call for aid from the Fire De- 
partment, Board of Health, Directors of Public Institutions, 
or any other department, or any citizen, when her presence 
in police service can be made available. 

‘The following is a brief of some of the work performed 
by the steamer and her crew, in the regular routine of duty, 


during the year:

Signals are placed on the inhabited islands, by which she ~ 


can be called, whenever her services are required, and no 
day passes in which she does not perform some important _ 


duty. 
At one fire alone, since she has been in the service, the 
Fire Commission gave her credit of saving property in value 


more than her entire cost. Before she was in commission, 


complaint was made to the Mayor, by one of the European 
consuls, that the annoyance of boarding-house runners entic- 
ing seamen to desert from foreign merqhantmen arriving 
here, had become so serious that their ships would be com- 
pelled to avoid this port entirely. These complaints have 
now ceased. ‘The presence of the steamer, with the knowl- 
edge of her light draft of water, and her great speed, has a 


most salutary influence in the harbor. 


The “ Protector ” has now been in commission three years. 


Her first cost was $20,000. 
Her expenses for the year 1877 were, —

So far as known, the service performed by her has been 
satisfactory to all parties having a property interest in 
Boston Harbor; and, if it be said that sbe is a “useless 
expense,” the answer is: If this great interest needs no 
police protection, or if the work can be better done by other 


parties, and the police relieved of the responsibility, then the 


steamer zs a needless expense to the department.

The number of lodgings provided at our station-houses, 
during the year, has been 62,719, which, with 26,633 pris- 
oners, makes a total of 89,402 persons in custody during 
that period, —a number for which our room is wholly inade- 
quate ; while the great number of lodgers to be accommodated 
most seriously interferes with the legitimate business of the 
department. 

By reference to the foregoing table it will be seen that 
about five-sixths of the lodgers are non-residents ; mostly men 
who have no home or interest in Boston, a large part of them 
scattering about the country in summer, but finding their 
way back to winter quarters when cold weather returns. 

These men have no means, do no work, lodge at station- 
houses, and are fed in various ways, but largely from charities 
that are much needed by our own worthy poor. 

Whatever the number of “repeaters” may be, one fact 
remains, that at all times during the cold weather, hundreds 
of these worthless beggars are in our city, and this is not all, 
for while there may be honest men among them, their num- 
bers also include men of the most vicious and desperate 
character, — men who would not work if they had it to do, 
and who have little regard for life or property. This influx 
in our city of worthless and dangerous men, has more than 
doubled within the last few years, and, judging from the 
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past, with the inducements held out (poor though they be), 
will continue to increase fur time to come, unless some means 
can be devised to provide a salutary check. | 

Might it not be a measure of protective economy to estab- 
lish, in some central locality, a place where all tramps could 
be sheltered for the night, and given a meal of some kind in 
the morning, for which they should be required to render an 
equivalent in a certain amount of some kind of labor, even if 
it were nothing more than breaking stones for macadamizing 
the roads, and done without profit to the city ; where, instead 
of being turned out of a station-house without food, to scatter 
about the city to beg or steal, they would be under the sur- 
veillance of proper - officers ; ‘and where the worthy among 
them could be better cared for than now, and the vicious — 
dealt with as justice and humanity might demand ? One 
thing could be confidently relied on: that the prospect of a 
little work would soon reduce the number of lodgers, and 
assaults, robberies, house-breaking, and larceny, would be 
less frequent. 

The foregoing table shows the number of lodgers pro- 
vided for during each month of the past year, with the total 
for each year from 1870 to 1877, inclusive.

FOR 1878. 


In Common Covunciu, January 10, 1878. 


The committee appointed to prepare Rules and Orders for 
the government of the Common Council for the year 1878, 
having considered the subject, would respectfully recommend 
that the Rules and Orders for the Common Council for 1877, 
as printed in the Municipal Register for that year, be adopted 
as the Rules and Orders for the government of this Council, 


‘with the following amendments, namely : — 


After Section 17 insert a new section, as follows : — 

“In all cases, when the time of a member speaking is ex- 
tended by vote of the Council, it shall be held to be extended 
only for an additional period equal to that to which the 
member was entitled before such vote.” 

After Section 26 insert a new section, as follows : — 

“It shall be the duty of the City Messenger to see that no 
person or persons are allowed upon the floor of the Council 
Chamber or in the ante-rooms of the same, while the Council 
is in session and after the seats provided for spectators have 
been occupied, excepting members of the City Council, heads 
of departments and reporters.” 

In section 29 strike out the word “select” and insert the 
word “special ” in place thereof.

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Strike out the whole of Section 30. 

In Section 31 insert the words “appointed by the Presi- 
dent” after the word “ Council” in the first line. 

In Section 35 strike out the words “in Committee assem- 
bled” and insert the words “by such committee at a duly 
notified meeting thereof” in place thereof. 

In Section 36 strike out the words “may be required to ” 
and insert the word “shall” in place thereof; also strike out 
the word “to” in the third line. ; 

In Section 44 insert the words “ who are required” after 
the word “ officers.” : 


In Section 50 strike out the word “select” wherever it 


occurs and insert the word “ special ” in place thereof. 

In Section 65 strike out the word “he” in the third line, 
and insert the words “a member” in place thereof. In the 
fourth line after the word “ hours” strike out the word “ of” 
and insert the word “after”? in place thereof. In the fifth 
line after the word “he” insert the words “or in case he shall 
not move to withdraw his motion, any other member.” 

Your committee make no recommendation on the orders 
referred to them in relation to the use of the floor and ante- 
rooms of the Council Chamber by outside persons, but, as 
will be seen by the foregoing, a new section in the Rules and 
Orders, covering the ground, has been reported.

FOR THE YEAR 1877. 


To the Honorable City Council of the City of Boston : — 


GENTLEMEN,— I herewith present my Annual Report of 
what has been accomplished in the line of my various duties 
of Harbor Master for the past year. 

As far asI can learn, none of my predecessors have in 
years past made any report in detail, of what duty has 
been done under their supervision; and none has been re- 
quired of them by any existing ordinance. Yet, as I deem 
this a department of itself, acting under authority of a Com- 
mittee of the City Government, I consider it eminently proper 
to lay before your honorable body a full detail of what 
has taken place during the year 1877. 

Many changes have been made by the Legislature, in 
years past, relating to Boston Harbor, and its occupation for 
anchorage, whether temporarily or otherwise, by vessels 
clear of the ship channel. 

One particular enactment, which it is proper for me to 
refer to, was passed many years ago, confining all vessels’ 
anchorage off the edge of the ship channel, “east side,” to 
be, at least, five hundred (500) feet from the several 
wharves, drawn from Lamson wharf, on the east, to Tuttle’s 
wharf, on the west. Previous to the passage of this law 
there was nothing to prevent any vessel to anchor, if they so 
desired, in the immediate vicinity of the wharves or docks, 
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causing great inconvenience and delay to vessels approach- 
ing them for purposes of discharging. 

This state of things caused great annoyance to both 
parties, and [ had no power to prevent it under or by any 
existing law; and, seeing that the evil would continue, and 
perhaps increase, I suggested to the chairman of the Harbor 
Committee the necessity for a remedy for this promiscuous 
anchoring where they pleased. The remedy I proposed 
was, to extend the line of five hundred (500) feet from the 
various wharves on the East Boston side, by continuing it 
west and north from Tuttle’s wharf to Chelsea bridge (from 
East Boston). The committee appeared before the Legis- 
tive Committee, and I stated the necessity for an extension 
of the anchorage line embracing the entire front of East 
Boston. This amendment to the law was passed. The 
remedy proved effectual, all parties were satisfied, and 
further inconvenience and annoyance was stopped. 

As soon as possible after my appointment as Harbor Mas- 
ter in 1876, I caused to be printed two thousand (2,000) 
circulars containing Harbor Regulations, and personally saw 
to their delivery to the various-vessels of all classes en- 
tering and departing; yet I was under the necessity of 
removing to a proper anchorage, clear of the channel, 
seventeen hundred (1,700) vessels. These vessels em- 
braced medium and small classes, coming from the British 
Provinces, various West India ports, and vessels with 
lumber, coal, grain, etc., from all our southern coast ports. 
Most of the officers in command of this great number of 
vessels were entirely ignorant of any existing regulations of 
our harbor, and “let their anchor go” where it was con- 
venient for them. This duty was exceedingly onerous, and | 
gave me great anxiety, as their removal must be attended 
with great care to avoid accidents. They were then placed 
on their “legitimate anchoring ground,” and in doing so, - 
no damage of any kind occurred. 


CHANGE IN THE CARRYING TRADE. 


It is well known that there has been a great change, “al- — 
most a revolution,” in the carrying trade from and to our 
several coastwise ports, which, from a small beginning, has 
extended from Boston to Eastport and Calais; British 
Provinces (north) to New Orleans (south). Added to this 
the several steam lines to Europe (mainly England). And 
such has been the rapid growth of this mode of commercial 
intercourse, that we have at the present moment four dis- 
tinct lines of ocean steamers, varying from 2,500 to 4,000 
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tons capacity, constantly arriving and departing from our 
port. Six (6) of these steamers average from 410 to 425 
feet in length, and an average draft of twenty-four (24) 
feet. Two (2) of these lines of ocean steamers leave 
and arrive and depart each week. In addition to these 
regular arrivals, there occur at intervals other arrivals of 
extra steamers, when a large surplus of freight has accu- 
mulated. Consequently, a greater vigilance and care are 
necessary to provide for their convenience, and to guard 
against detention in their announced day of sailing, by see- 
ing that, from their great draft, they should have the “ best 
water” at their command free from obstruction. 

I do not wish to have it understood that the line of my 
duty is largely in the interest of steamers to the neglect of 
sailing vessels that are constantly arriving and leaving our 
port. But I refer to this, especially steamers as a class, 
having such a great draft, that they are compelled to use the 
“ best water” in the harbor for their movements. 

This care for large and heavy steamers has not been at- 
tended with any detriment to the sailing vessels, which yet 
form a great part of Boston’s commercial interests. 


* FuRTHER Harpor LINES.” 


West Side.— During my first year (1876) as Harbor 
Master, I found a necessity existed for a further change of 
“Ranges” for anchorage for small vessels, caused by the 
extension of the sea-wall on the line of the channel, known 
as “ Fort Point,” nearly to Foster’s wharf. 

This promiscuous anchoring caused serious troubles and 
delay to the line steamers arriving and departing from New 
York, Philadelphia, and Baltimore. Their movements were 
much hampered. My suggestions to the Harbor Committee 
were duly considered, and authority was given me to carry 
out my suggestions. 

The change I effected relieved the difficulty and gave 
greater room for the movements of these steamers, which as a 
class are large and heavy. 

Hast Side.— 1 was under the necessity (under authority 
from the Harbor Committee) of making a change in the an- 
choring ground at and near the various docks at East Bos- 
ton, including those owned and operated by the Boston and 
Albany Railroad, so that the movements of large ships com- 
ing there to load grain at the “elevators,” as well as other 
merchandise, should be unobstructed. I had seen the ne- 
cessity for a change, and strongly urged it to the committee. 

Added to this change, which involved much labor, there 
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were several dredges employed in the evacuation of a 
* shoal,” off Cunard, and Boston & Albany docks. This 
work was being done under the supervision of the Harbor 
Commissioners. I was compelled to change the position of 
these dredges seven (7) times, so as to ‘allow the several 
steamers and lar ee ships to approach and depart from the 
several docks. I removed them three (3) times in addition, 
to allow the steamer of the Leland Line to get in and out of 
dock. 

In addition to the foregoing, I respectfully present the 
following service performed by this department for the past 
year, 1877 : —

CHARLES River anpD Mystic CHANNELS. 


During the year I have removed (with the assistance of 
tugs) twenty (20) schooners, that had anchored in the 
channel, off Mystic wharf, and directly in the way of the 
Chelsea ferry-boats, one (1) U.S. ship, three (3) barques, 
and twenty-five (25) schooners, moved from the north-east, 
or Charles-river channel; also forty-seven (47) schooners 
from Fort Point channel, as they were a serious interference 
with the lines of New York, Baltimore, Philadelphia, 
Portland, and Hingham steamers. I have caused to be 
placed the fleet of ballast lighters in the position assigned 
them, viz., from Whidden’s dock, west, on the continued 
line toward Chelsea, of 500 feet from the dock line. 

On twenty (20) different occasions I have changed their 
position when they have encroached upon the line of the 
channel, three (3) of which I was forced to call in the aid 
of the police-boat “Protector,” the weather being very 
rough. 

Thave also caused eleven (11) ships, six (6) barques, and 
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forty-four (44) schooners, to “rig in” their jib-booms, which 
were partially across the several dock entrances, and ob- 
structed the passage of vessels in and out, and also to “ cock- 
bill” their lower yards. 

I have placed the Harbor Regulations on board of every 
line of steamers arriving and departing from this port, both 
foreign and coastwise, as well as to the sailing fleet; so 
that they may better understand them and govern themselves 
accordingly. 

Previous to the amendment to the Rules and Regulations 
governing Boston Harbor, which was passed by the Legis- 
lature of 1877, I had great difficulty in enforcing the regu- 
lations; and in many instances my authority was called in 
question or set at defiance. 

A. few extreme cases I had brought before the court 
on complaint of obstructing me in my authority as Harbor 
Master, for which they were convicted and fined. These 
cases were rare, as most of them through their commanding 
officers were prompt in their submission to the rules. 


ASSISTANCE IN RovuGH WEATHER. 


On several occasions, in making removals of vessels from 
their anchorage, the weather and sea were too rough for me 
to make the attempt in my boat, as she was in danger of 
being swamped; yet the removals must be made. I there- 
fore called in the assistance of the following steam-tugs: 
* Camilla,” “Curlew,” “Nellie,” “Glide,” “ Salem,” “L. A. 
Belknap,” “ Protector’’ (police boat), “ Despatch,” “ P. B. 
Bradley,” “ Tremont,” “ Ann,” and “ Nabby C.” 

The services of these steamers were mostly gratuitous, for 
which I felt under deep obligation to them, as it was so 
promptly tendered. 


Dumping oF AsHES aNnD Mup ExcavaTIONS IN THE 
CHANNELS. 


Soon after my assuming the duties of Harbor Master I 
discovered that many of the tugs and dredgers were violat- 
ing the harbor regulations by dumping their ashes and ex- 
cavations in the several channels while on the way to the 
assigned “Dumping Ground.” The object was, no doubt, 
to save time, as they could work at it while on the passage 
to the “ Ground.” . 

The great difficulty was to detect them in the act, as the 
principal amount of work was done under cover of night. 
When I became satisfied as to this violation, and the adroit 
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manner with which it was done, I conferred with the Harbor 
Commissioners, as I was aware of its evil consequences, 
arising from “ shoaling” of the water. The commissioners 
were earnest in their efforts to have this evil arrested. 

Accordingly I planned a night-watching operation so as to 
detect the parties, and after closely observing them for more 
than twenty (20) nights, I at last detected some of them, 
on which I reported it to the Harbor Commissioners; and 
further operations of dumping by night was forbidden, and 
dumping by daylight only was allowed. 


Note. — For full details of this subject I most respectfully refer the 
City Council to the ‘*‘ Eleventh Annual Report of Harbor Commissioners 
of 1877,” January, pages 5 and 6. 


In conclusion I will say that the regulations controlling 
Boston Harbor are, I think, sufficient at present for the rapid 
and convenient movements of our steam and sailing tonnage, 
and I find no difficulty in enforcing them; but constant vigil- 
ance is necessary, to see that no one interest shall intrude 
upon another, when they are so diversified. 

I have no new suggestions to make, but may from time to 
time (through the Harbor Committee) make such as the 
changes in our commerce may call for. As soon as that vast 
area that is now enclosed (South Boston Flats) is finished 
in its several dock accommodations, some changes will be 
demanded for heavy draft steamers and ships which may load 
or discharge there.

The Commissioner for West Boston, Canal and Prison- 
Point bridges submits for himself and associate his seventh 
annual report of matters pertaining to the West Boston and 
Canal bridges and his second annual report on Prison-Point 


bridge. 


West Boston BriInGe. 


With the exception of the ordinary repairs but little has 
been done to this bridge during the past year. 

The wooden pavement between the horse-railroad tracks 
has been replaced to some extent with granite blocks. New 
gas lanterns have been substituted for old ones on the Cam- 


bridge end of the bridge, and the superintendent’s house has . 
_ been reshingled and repaired. 


- The bridge i is now in good order except that the fences need 
Beene:

CANAL OR CRAGIn’S BRIDGE 


The extension of the Bridge-street sewer, in accordance 
with the plan of Mr. Barbour, City Engineer of Cambridge, 
was made early in the year. No damage was done to the 
substructure of the bridge, and the work as completed tends 
to increase the stability of the pile-piers. 
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A settlement has been effected with Mr. Clark B. Woods, 
for land taken and damages occasioned by widening the 
bridge in 1874. 

The amount paid was $2,116.12; the sum for which suit 
was brought was $25,000. 

Only the ordinary repairs have been made on this bridge. 
during the year, and it is now in good condition, except that 
the woodwork of the superstructure needs painting. 

Superintendent Smith of this bridge has, as for the last two 
years, kept an account of the amount and kind of freight 
passing through the bridge during the year. His statement, 
which is valuable for its statistical infor mation, will be found 
appended. 


Prison—Point BRIDGE. 


This bridge, which at the date of the last report was in 
process of reconstruction, was opened for public travel on 
Saturday, January 20, having been closed for a period of 
eighty-eight days. 

“A final estimate was not given until June 27, although 
the work was practically completed May 22, 1877. ! 
The entire cost of reconstruction has been $19,254.04. 

A new house for the superintendent is very much needed, 
and the commissioners propose to build one in the spring. 
No other outlay, except for the ordinary cost of maintenance, 
will be required unless in case of accidents.

That during the year 1877 no sales of lands were made by 
the committee, and it is the first time since the Superin- 
tendent came into office, in 1854, but what, in his annual 
report, some sales have been alluded to as taking place during 
each year. 

A number of applications for the purchase of land were 
received and prices fixed for the sale thereof; but, being un- 
satisfactory, and the offer as afterwards made by the appli- 
cants being below the assessed value, it was not deemed 
advisable by the committee to accept the same, and they re- 
spectfully declined to sell.

Thirty-eight of said number have paid in full, and their 
estates have been released to them by the Collector ; two have 
been taken possession of, and the committee granted an 
extension to most of the others, and in the opinion of the 
Superintendent they will settle with the Collector on or 
before the first of May next. 


NORTHAMPTON-STREET DISTRICT. 


In accordance with an order-passed by the City Council 
and approved by his Honor the Mayor, Nov. 29th, 1876, the 
estates situated on the Northampton-street District, which 
had been taken by the City of Boston pursuant to the pro- 
visions of Chapter 340 of the Acts of the year 1873, were 
placed in charge of the Committee on Public Lands, and the 
Superintendent was by them directed to notify all parties 
occupying the premises, that from and after the first day of 
December all rents must be paid to him.

Upon said territory there are thirty-two wooden houses, 
and eight model houses of brick, and which at the present 
time are occupied by one hundred and thirty-eight families, 
composed of the laboring classes.

Deeds, a release of the 2,030 feet was required of the 
city and given. 

The property on Harrison avenue, as surrendered by Wal- 
ter Farnsworth, was divided into four parts, and marked as 
per plan A, B, C, D. The one marked C, and which con- 
tains 5,311 square feet of land, with three wooden buildings 
thereon, was settled by a jury; the amount, as paid in full, 
being $10,638.84, which was considered very favorable for 
the city. ,

The foregoing statement of surveys, plans, etc., shows 
only a portion of the work performed during the year in this 
department. As much of the work is of a miscellaneous 
nature it cannot be classified, such as the giving of grades 
and lines of streets, surveys, and levels, and plans for the 
Paving, Sewer, Public Building, Public Land, Assessors, 
Inspector of Buildings, Police, and other departments, 
measurement of contractor’s work for the Paving Depart- 
ment, drawing plans, and writing descriptions of land for 
the City Solicitor, street releases for Street Commissioners, 
etc. 


CenTRAL OFFIce, Crry HALL. + 


The work performed at this office embraces Boston proper, 
South Boston, East Boston, Charlestown, and some of the 
_low districts bordering on Roxbury and Dorchester, namely, 
the Back Bay, and Northampton street, and the Swett street 
Districts. 

When not engaged on special surveys and plans, the usual 

current work has kept the department busy during the year. 
It is expected the force at the Central Office can be reduced 
during the latter part of the year by the discharge of two 
persons now employed on the current work at East Boston ; 
— after which that work can be performed by the remaining 
force in the office. 
- Among the special surveys of importance may be men- 
tioned those of the streets connected with the proposed 
Back-Bay park, namely, Commonwealth Avenue (the loca- 
tion of which has been changed west of West Chester park, 
so as to terminate at “the fork of the road” at the junction 
of Brookline avenue, Beacon street, and Brighton avenue), 
Boylston street, Westland avenue, Huntington avenue, and 
Parker street. The lines of Brookline and Longwood 
avenues have also been defined and run out in connection 
with the location of the park. The surveys of Huntington 
avenue and Boylston street, west of the park, have only 
been commenced and the street lines defined; but it is ex- 
pected that the takings required from each owner will be 
completed during the year. 

Another important survey has been made and partially 
completed,— that of the proposed extension of East Chester 
park from Albany street to “Five Corners ” in the Dor- 
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chester District. This will also, it is expected, be finished 
during the year. 

A survey of the Roxbury Canal District has been made for 
the use of the City Council; but additional surveys relating 
to the abatement of the nuisance occasioned by this canal 
will, undoubtedly, be required by the present city govern- 
ment. 

There have been no additional surveys for the proposed 
widening of Commercial street; but the Street Commis- 
sioners have recently requested that a new survey of the 
street be made on a width of eighty feet, and by a new line, 
pursuant to an order of the City Council. 

The various miscellaneous surveys and plans made ‘in this 
office are before shown in the list of surveys and plans, 
under the head of Boston proper, South Boston, East Bos- 
ton, and Charlestown. 

Street releases have been prepared of nineteen private 
streets in Boston proper, South and East Boston, and 
Charlestown, for the abutters to sign, releasing grade and 
all other damages, provided the streets should be laid out by 
the city. 

Twenty-two “sidewalk plans” have been made for the 
Paving Department, during the year, of streets in Boston 
proper, South and East Boston, and Charlestown. These 
plans were made for assessing the abutters under the new 
sidewalk law, and show the areas of sidewalks constructed, 
dimensions of fronts of estates, owners’ names, etc. It 
requires considerable time and labor to prepare these plans 
correctly ; as it is frequently necessary to examine the 
records in the Registry of Deeds for dimensions of estates 
and owners’ names. 

The set of sectional plans of the city proper for the 
Paving Department, numbering fifty-one, showing sidewalks, 
edgestones, catch-basins, sewers, gas and water pipes, horse- 
railroads, etc., were nearly finished in 1876; they were 
entirely completed during the past year. Good progress 
has been made on those of South Boston, East Boston, and 
Charlestown. The work on these plans, which is of con- 
siderable magnitude, will be performed from time to time as 
the current work of the office will allow. 


BRANCH OFFICES. 


These offices are located in the Roxbury, Dorchester, West 
Roxbury, and Brighton Districts. 

There has been about the usual amount of current work 
in these offices during the year. A large number of private 
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streets have been surveyed, and plans and profiles made with 
proposed grades, at the request of the Street Commissioners, 
and releases prepared for the abutters to sign. Thirty-four 
of these releases have been made during the year for streets 
in the suburban districts. 

The surveys of the West Roxbury and Brighton Districts, 
which have not yet been completed, are progressing satis- 
factorily.. Upon the completion of the general survey of the 
West Roxbury District, which will probably be finished by a 
year from the coming spring, it is expected the force em- 
ployed there can be reduced from six to four persons, —a 
sufficient number to perform the current work. 

Twenty-four “sidewalk plans” have been made for the 
Paving Department, during the past year, of streets in the | 
annexed districts, similar to those in the city proper before 
‘mentioned. 

The set of ninety-four sectional plans of the inghisiry 
District, for the Paving Department, similar to those of the 
‘city proper, have been completed. Progress has also been 
made on these sectional plans in most of the other branch 
offices. 

A report from each of the District Surveyors is added as 
an Appendix to this report.

Among the plans deposited in this office is a complete set 
of plans of the streets of East Boston, fifty-two in number, 
drawn upon a scale of forty feet to an inch, which exhibit 
the survey lines and measurements, lineal and angular; the 
front lines of all buildings, fences, and other structures, with 
offset distances indicating their exact position by figures in 
relation to the true line of the streets; the width of all the 
streets; the dimensions of all the blocks; the wharves, 
docks, and the location of the harbor lines. A similar 
set of plans of the streets of South Boston, forty in 
number, and drawn upon the same scale, was prepared 
under the direction of Commissioners on South Boston 
streets. These plans, like those of East Boston, indicate 
the lines of the streets — except the “ twenty-foot” streets — 
as determined and agreed upon by the said Commissioners, 
and the encroachments, and the location of granite monu- 
ments or bounds, put down by order of the Commissioners 
to preserve and indicate the lines, and facilitate the labor of 
giving them. In addition to these sectional plans of South 
Boston is a general plan of the whole, on a scale of two 
hundred feet to an inch, drawn in this office, which is the 
official plan of the streets, signed by the Commissioners, and 
referred to in their report and description of the lines of the 
streets. 
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There are one hundred and sixty-three sectional plans of 
Roxbury, showing the streets and buildings, etc., near the 
street lines, drawn to a scale of twenty feet to an inch; 
and one hundred and sixteen sectional plans of Dorchester, 
similar to those of the Roxbury District, drawn to a scale of 
forty feet to an inch.

Drar Srr, —Qn the 1st of April the force in this office was 
reduced from seven to six persons, which is the number at present 
employed, — the draughtsman frequently doing rodman’s duty. 
Current work has occupied us most of the time. 

In February and March I was able to devote some time to the 
sectional plans for the Superintendent of Streets, then but just 
commenced. ‘These plans have been completed during the year, 
requiring an extra force of two persons for almost eight months. 
There are ninety-four of these plans, embracing the whole of 
Roxbury, and they have been delivered to the Superintendent of 
Streets. 

The work known as the ‘ filling in” on the sectional plans has 
come to an end, for the present at least, nothing having been done 
upon it for over a year. This work, taken up on the completion 
of the regular survey, has been carried over a little more than half 
the district at this date. 

No stone monuments have been set for the past year. Itis my 
intention early next season to place monuments on several impor- 
tant streets, the lines of which cannot be preserved with certainty 
from present data. 

I am having an index prepared to plans recorded in the Suffolk 
Registry of Deeds, relating to the Roxbury District, for use in this- 
office. An index to plans recorded at Dedham, or copies of the 
plans, [ expect to have made soon.

Tuos W. Davis, Esq., City Surveyor: — 


Dear Sir, — Last March the number of employés in this branch 
was reduced, in the interest of economy, to six persons}; by dis- 
charging the draughtsman. The amount of current work for the 
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Street, Paving, and Sewer Departments has been greater than for 
several years previous, so that it has not always been possible to 
attend to the work as promptly as desirable, owing to the small 
force employed. Much necessary, though not so pressing work, 
both in the field and in the office, has been postponed for the same 
reason. 

Having but just enough assistants to form two parties, the 
absence of a single person for any reason, or the necessity of 
keeping one in the office to act as draughtsman, has often disabled 
an entire party for field work. Extra assistance, consisting of 
Mr. Wadleigh and party, from the Brighton office, was. obtained 
in one case for a few weeks, to set stone monuments on* the 
boundary lines of gravel banks owned by the city, for the Super- 
intendent of Streets. 

All work on the sectional plans for the use of the Superintendent 
of Streets, which were intended to show the location of water and 
gas pipes, sewers, edgestones, paving, horse-railroad tracks, etc., 
has been suspended since March, from the want of a regular 
draughtsman. As they remain at present, eighty-four of the series 
of one hundred and eighty plans have been copied and lettered. 
These cover some of the most thickly settled parts of the district ; 
but the location of the pipes, etc., have yet to be added to many 
of them. 

Nearly every month during the busy season considerable work is 
required for the levels and estimates on the various gravel banks 
used by the Paving Department. These have usually to be made 
on short notice, and must be completed and returns made before 
the 20th of the month, even to the postponement of all other work. 
During the past year these estimates and grades for gravel banks 
have taken about thirty days’ work for a party averaging three 
persons. 

The most extensive and important work this year was the survey 
and plan for the widening of River street throughout the entire 
distance from the Lower Mills to Mattapan. Work on this widen- 
ing by the Paving Department will probably begin early this 
spring, and a good deal of time and attention will be required 
from this department in giving necessary lines and grades. 

A plan showing proposed discontinuances on the ‘‘ old road,” 
and widening of Blue Hill avenue to the ‘‘ sixty-four-foot” line, 
with a profile and grade, has also taken considerable time. 

The Sewer Department has built, during the past year, a large 
number of catch-basins to take the surface drainage of the streets. 
Owing to the general absence of edgestones on the streets in this 
district, and as it is important that the covering stones should be 
set so as to avoid future alteration, the line und grade had to be 
given in each case. This sometimes involved a good deal of work 
for so small a matter, from the want of fixed lines and grades on 
many of the accepted streets. It has often been necessary to 
make special surveys to determine the lines and profiles to fix the 
grade, to the delay of other important business. 

Much trouble and time might be saved if the work of setting 
stone monuments on the street lines were pushed to completion, 
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and if profiles were made and grades fixed for all the public 
streets. 

The necessity of something being done soon, especially in the 
matter of street lines, seems to me very important. The longer 
this work is put off, the more difficult, uncertain, and expensive it 
will be. 

The indications are that the work for the coming season in this — 
district will equal or exceed that of any previous year. This will 
prevent, as it has in the past, any connected attention to the 
street lines with our present force; and, as long as the policy of 
employing only barely sufficient force to do the current work 
is continued, I see no prospect of this work being done in the 
future. I fail to see the economy of keeping the number of em- 
ployés reduced to the minimum working force, when it results in 
the continual postponement of work that ought to be done, and 
which will have to be done at some future time at an increased 
outlay of time and expense. 

I think that thorough, systematic, and continuous work on the 
street lines of Dorchester should no longer be delayed from a mis- 
taken idea of economy, and, therefore, recommend that Mr. J. W. 
Harris, of this office, be detailed to attend especially to it; that 
two extra rodmen be employed to assist him, and a third to take 
his place on the grade party. The extra expense for the rodmen, 
which will be needed only about nine months of the year, would 
not exceed five or six hundred dollars. 

During the past year I have, as far as possible, set stone bounds 
on the lines of streets widened or built by the Paving Department 
while the work on them was in progress. This plan saves time, 
and will prevent future accumulation of this kind of work. 

I would suggest that it is desirable that an ordinance should be 
passed by the City Government prohibiting the removal, alteration, 
or any excavation near the stone monuments set to preserve the 
street lines, by any person or department, without the permission, 
or at least the notification, of the City Surveyor or his deputies.

Dear Sir, — The force in this office having been reduced from 
three to two parties since the 20th of March last, I am unable to 
report the near completion of the survey of this district. With the 
old force, this would have taken place about the first of next 
April. Good progress has been made, however, and the survey will 
be completed in a year from the coming spring, provided the present 
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force is employed and no unusual amount of current work is 
required. 

The whole number of sectional sheets required upon which to 
plot the survey of the town is eighty-three, of which thirty-eight 
have been pricked off and finished; seventgen pricked off and 
finished with the exception of lettering ; and of the remaining 
twenty-eight, the field work upon the equivalent of eleven streets 
has been done. There remains, then, the equivalent of seventeen 
sheets entire to be finished. 

The current work of the office has consisted principally of 
plans and profiles for the Street Commissioners and work for the 
Paving Department, giving grades, monthly estimates, , street 
lines, sidewalk plans, etc. Surveys and plans have also been 
made for the Public Building Department, for the Board of Health, 
and for other departments. 

A large plan of Stony Brook, in four sections, was completed 
early in the year for the Superintendent of Sewers. This plan 
shows the property lines, areas of estates, owners’ names, etc. A 
cross-section of the same was also made, by which contours for 
every foot or less in height may be drawn. 

No stone monuments defining street lines have been set since 
annexation; and this can be further postponed until the comple- 
tion of the survey, at which time I consider it very desirable that 
the boundaries of all the streets be so defined, and particularly 
those laid out since annexation. 

A set of sectional plans for the use of the Superintendent of 
Streets, showing catch-basins, sidewalks, paving, sewers, etc., 
will be required on the completion of the survey of the dis- 
trict; also a duplicate set of our sectional sheets for the Street 
Commissioners’ office. 

The sectional plans of the district as now in progress show 
only the streets, fronts of houses within forty feet of the street, 
ponds, marsh land, public buildings, and the town boundaries. 
When these are finished, there remains the survey of estates as 
now in progress in the Roxbury and Dorchester Districts. To 
perform this work, with that previously mentioned, would require 
a force of two parties for some years to come.

Dear Sir,— One party of three persons has performed the work 
required in this district the past year. 

The work has been much the same as during the previous year ; 
consisting mainly of surveys for street widenings and acceptance, 
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for the Street Commissioners ; of profiles, grades, estimates, etc., 
for the Paving Department. 

A survey and plan of Evergreen Cemetery, commenced in 1876, 
showing the present avenues and lots, with a design for proposed 
laying out of the ugimproved portion, was finished early in the 
season. 

A survey, plan, and profile of Brighton avenue, from Beacon 
street in city proper, to Cambridge street in this district, made for 
proposed widening, has been completed during the year. 

This party was “also, during the fall, transferred to the Dorches- 
ter District, for the purpose of establishing the boundaries of sev- 
eral gravel banks in that district, and in Milton, that belong to the 
city. 

The work for the Public Building Department, has been the 
grading of the grounds about the Grammar School building on 
Chestnut Hill avenue, and making a survey of land on Cambridge 
street purchased by the city for school-house lot. 

The current work of the office has not been quite equal to that 
of former years, there not having been so many calls for street 
lines and grades; and the work for the Paving Department has 
been somewhat less. 

The general survey of the streets in this district has been 
pushed forward as rapidly as possible, and during the year good 
progress has been made. This at present is the chief work of the 
office, and it is probable that it will be completed by the first of 
January next. 

The setting of stone monuments to fix street lines has been 
done from time to time as other work allowed.

BasEMENT OF Court Housz, Jan. 9th, 1878. 


To His Honor the Mayor and the City Council of the City 
of Boston: — | 


GENTLEMEN, — In compliance with the ordinance relating 
to the sealing of Weights and Measures, I have the honor of 
presenting my Annual Report. 

For a short time previous to May Ist, 1877, there was 1 
sealer and 2 assistants; since that time, in accordance with 
the statutes of 1877, the assistants have been called deputy 
sealers, and the number increased to 4. The force now 
consists of 1 sealer and 4 deputies. 

Upon assuming the duties of the office very little could be 
done until the deputies were appointed. They entered upon 
the discharge of their duties in the early part of June. The 
public were notified through the press of the requirements 
of the law regarding scales, weights, and measures, and k¢ 
special notice through the Police Department. 10,000 notices 
were left with all persons using the same, in buying or sell- 
ing merchandise. Later, during the months of Aug., Sept., 
and Oct., 8,000 more special notices were distributed... 

The response in many instances was prompt, sufficiently 
so to give the whole force all they could attend to. 
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The department has labored under a great disadvantage in 
not having an appropriation sufficient for its needs. One of 
its greatest needs is a horse and medium-sized express 
wagon, or the means of hiring one, to convey standard 
weights, etc., in testing dormant and large portable scales, 
as the law requires ; could this have been provided, very much 
more would have been accomplished during the past season. 

In presenting this report I shall endeavor to speak of some 
of the many evils that have existed, and do now exist, in 
our community. 3

CHEAP SCALES AND WEIGHTS. 


This class of scales, which are made by irresponsible per- 
sons so far as known, and sold without any regard as to 
accuracy,— and the same can be said of many of the weights 
sold with these scales,— are cast in various foundries, taken 
from the mould without any test, yet bearing on their face. 
the mark of 1 pound, 2 pounds, 4 pounds, etc., and put 
upon the market purporting to be what they represent ; 
yet in point of fact they are a cheat and a fraud, and the 
buyer, and sometimes the seller, is thereby deprived of his 
or their just weight. 
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The importance of correct scales and weights is attracting 
more attention from the public than in the past, as a result 
of the care and legislation upon the subject. In some of the 
States and in the Dominion of Canada various kinds of scales 
and balances are prohibited from use bylaw, more especially 
those most easily used to defraud the public as well as those 
which a change in the temperature will affect. 


KNOWLEDGE AND CARE OF SCALES. 


Many people using scales have no more conception of the 
principle upon which they are constructed, or the care re- 
quired to be taken of them, than if they had never seen one, 
and seldom, if ever, clean them from one year’s end to 
another. In several instances parties have brought their 
scales and weights to be sealed, and we have been obliged to 
order them returned and cleaned before testing. Experi- 
ence has taught some of our best grocers and market men to 
use the best scales they can obtain, and, comparatively speak- 
ing, to take as good care of them as of their watches. It 
should be the aim, as I believe it is, of our manufacturers of 
scales to make the best that can be made, and the correct 
merchant, when purchasing, if considering his own interest, 
will obtain them. 


Wet AND Dry MEASURES. 


Very few people when they stop at a street corner to pur- 
chase a pint or quart of nuts of various kinds, which are con- 
stantly offered for sale by so-called street venders, know, 
or stop to think, whether they are getting a wine quart or a - 
dry quart, or even think to ask what kind of a measure the 
vender is using for the sale of his merchandise; yet it is 
most important that the purchaser should have correct 
measure. 

These venders, who are mostly of a class having but a 
slight perception of what is known as honorable dealing 
make out to sell nearly or quite 40 -quarts to the bushel ; 
the real difference between the dry and wet measure being 
relatively 32 and 374 quarts to each bushel. | 

This fraud is successfully practised by using the tin dry 
' measure in the sale of their various articles, particularly nuts 
of all kinds. Many cases have come under the observation 
of this department, of these venders having on hand a set of 
wet measures, and using them when unobserved. 

Some grocers and provision dealers are and have been in 
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a habit of using wet instead of dry measures in the sale of 
their commodities, which require to be sold by dry measure. 
If purchasers will look after their own interest they will 
detect such frauds. If not satisfied that they are getting 
correct measure let them bring their goods to the sealer’s 
office for measurement. 


Mitk MrasuRgEs. 


Milk enters largely into the household wants, and may be 
classed as one of the staple articles in use; yet how few 
housewives dream but that they are getting their full 
measure when it is delivered, whether in a quart measure or 
a quart can! Yet the experience of this department’ will 
cause them some alarm at the shortage from day to day. 
Very many of these milk-quarts that have come into the 
hands of the sealers for inspection have lacked fully one gill 
of being an honest quart. 

Such as have been presented for test, and found wanting, 
have been condemned and forfeited to their various owners. 
The evil consists chiefly in their being made and sold by tin- 
workers without a standard pattern, and offering them as 
correct measures. So with the various cans with which the 
patrons of the milkman are supplied. 

These are manufactured by thousands in and around Bos- 
ton without regard to the true measure, and the majority of 
them will not stand the test. 

In a few instances this department has deemed it neces- 
sary to demand these quart measures from the milk-dealers, 
for their own satisfaction. Suspecting them of short 
measure, our suspicions were founded upon good grounds. 
They were tested by standards and found wanting. 

In closing this particular subject; I would suggest to 
every house-keeper who receives milk from the dealer in a 
measure that he furnishes them, or otherwise, to bring them 
to the sealer’s office, and have them tested, as we are satis- 
fied they are only in exceptional cases correct. This course 
will afford every purchaser of the lacteal fluid satisfaction, 
and would be promptly endorsed by every honest dealer. 


CHARCOAL BASKETS. 


The large sale of charcoal within the limits of the city, by 
persons residing in the suburban cities and towns, has very 
largely increased from year to year, until it has reached an 
amount hardly conceived of by our citizens who, casually 
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passing our busy streets, see the charcoal-man discharging © 
his wagon at one of our hotels, or at many of our dwellings. 
It has to a large extent superseded the use of the various 
kinds of kindling-wood of former times. 

The persons dealing in this article are, for the most part, 
non-residents, who, with a few exceptions, care but little for 
the law regulating its sale, and evade it by every means 
possible, when an opportunity offers. The statute law is 
very plain now what a two-bushel basket shall contain, and 
yet they have, from year to year, sold with impunity, 
hardly fearing interruption, from a basket which held a less 
quantity than the law allowed. In the early part of the 
season this department’s attention was directed to this 
fraud, and several wagons were stopped while coming in 
from the surrounding towns to dispose of their loads. 
Their baskets were taken possession of, examined at the 
office, and found deficient in the necessary size. ‘They were 
condemned and destroyed. 

New ones holding the required amount were ordered to 
be procured; they were tested and branded when correct. 
This action has been followed up so closely that no future 
delinquencies of this kind will be likely to occur. 

All persons purchasing charcoal, if they will take the 
trouble to examine the basket used, if a legal one, will find 
it branded “ Boston Sealer.” 


Tue Merric System OF WEIGHTS AND MEASURES. 


By an act of the Legislature of 1877 the Metric System 
of Weights and Measures became lawful throughout the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts. At present the system 
is but little used, for the reason that as yet the great public 
have not become educated to the entire change of terms 
used in that system, though easily understood. It is now 
being introduced into our public schools, and will soon 
become familiar to the coming generation. 

‘The only governments of importance which have not 
yet adopted it as a law are the United States, England, and 
Russia. * 

The following is a brief statement of the use of the Metric 
System of Weights and Measures in the various countries of 
the world.

List of Countries. 


Argentine Confederation. — Obligatory law incompletely 
enforced. Metric system used in customs. 

Austria. — German names allowed. | 

Belgium. — Used previously to 1836, under different 
names. 

Brazil. —In some markets commodities for exportation 
are quoted in the old measures. 

Chili. —The metric system is legal. 

Costa Rica. — Government was authorized to establish 
the metric system, but old measures are still used. 

Denmark. — Pound of 500 grams, decimally divided, 
adopted in 1852.

Greece. — The metric system is used, but under different 
names. 

Holland. — Dutch names are used. 

Italy. — Previous to 1863 used in some parts of the 
kingdom, now in general use. 

Mexico. — Law obligatory ; but old measures still in use. 

Norway. — Adopted. 

Peru. — Government has adopted the metric system; but 
it is not yet fully in use. 

Portugal. — The system is in general use. 

Russia. — An imperial commission has recommended its 
adoption. It is now used in the Custom House. 

Spain. — Adopted. - 

Sweden. — To take full effect in 1889. 

Switzerland. — The Swiss system varies somewhat from 
the metric. 

Turkey. — Adopted. 

U. S. of America.—The metric system is used in the 
mint and on the coast survey. 

U. 8. of Columbia. — Official system metric. Various 
measures in private use. 
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Uruguay. — Law obligatory ; but not fully enforced. 
Venezula. — Both systems used. 


THE SEALER’S OFFICE. 


Its wants and condition as to light, air, and general adapta- 
, tion to ats present business. 


To do the business of adjusting and sealing in the present 
extended territory of the city requires much larger apart- 
ments than we now occupy. They are wholly inadequate to 
the demands of the office, not only too small, but illy 
adapted by want of proper light and ventilation. It is so 
much below the level of the street, and surrounded on all 
sides by high buildings, as to exclude the light required. 

The only remedy we have is artificial light, ‘‘ gas,” which, 
on cloudy days, is constantly required, when adjusting 
scales, weights, and measures. Added to the want of space 
and light is the settling of the floor, making it quite difficult 
to eet a correct level for the placing of a scale for examina- 
tion and adjustment. 

The office is very damp at certain seasons of the year, so 
much so as to require a fire from September to June. Even 
during the summer months, whenever damp or rainy weather 
occurs, a fire is required to remove the moisture from the 
‘ room; and then it requires great care to keep the valuable 
and polished standards from corroding. I most respect- 
fully ask the City Council’s attention to this ill-adapted and 
unhealthy condition of the sealer’s office. Very few of our 
citizens know or understand the importance of this much- 
neglected branch of the public service. 

There should be obtained, and compiled in proper form 
for the benefit of this department, as well as for the public, 
an accurate inventory of all the scales, weights, and meas- 
ures in use throughout the city, classing them under their 
proper names, including the names of parties using, together 
with the various kinds of business used for, by dividing the 
city into districts. This course would greatly facilitate the 
duties of the office, but for want of means this has not been 
done. 

When taken into account that nearly, or quite, one-half of 
the weights and poises tested during the past 8 months 
have been found short from 1 dram to 8 ounces, very 
many instances have been found where parties were giving 
only 12 to 15 ounces for a pound, and nearly one-third part 
of the scales tested required much labor in adjusting, we 
have found them balanced (in a manner) with almost every 
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conceivable material that could be used for that purpose, 
— bricks and mortar, horseshoes, chain-links, pebble-stones, 
gas-pipes, spikes, nails, etc., and these a majority from 
localities where their customers can least afford. short 
weights. 

Many parcels have been brought to the office to be 
weighed, and in a number of cases were short, and the seller 
was obliged to make the weight good. 

The sealers are often called upon to settle disputes be- 
tween buyer and seller which arise from various causes in 
weighing and measuring. 

There have also been several complaints made against 
various parties for short weight, and in nearly all cases with 
good cause; in some instances there was no just ground for 
the complaint, and it was no doubt made from jealousy or 
some evil motive. 

In concluding this report, a sense of duty demands of me 
to speak in the highest terms of my several deputies, for 
their efficiency and earnestness in the discharge of their 
various duties. 

I do not think their salary is equal to the amount of labor 
performed, and trust that the City Council will consider the 
matter in the future. 

I have endeavored to point out a few of the most impor- 
tant duties coming under my observation, and trust that the 
public who are interested in obtaining their correct weight 
and measure will carefully heed the suggestions made; and 
that the proper authorities will give this important subject, 
their aid and support, that it may be placed in all that 
relates to its success where it properly belongs.

To the Honorable the City Council of the City of Boston :— 


Section 15 of the act of 1875, chapter 185, entitled “ An 
Act for the laying out of Public Parks in or near the City of 
Boston,” requires that the Board of Park Commissioners 
“shall annually, in the month of January, make to the City 
Council of Boston a full report of its doings for the preced- 
ing year, including a detailed statement of all their receipts 
and expenditures.” | 

For a full account of what has been done the past year 
the Commissioners would respectfully refer to their report 
dated December 29, 1877, City Document No. 104. 

This Board was authorized by the following order to pur- 
chase 103, acres of land, at a cost not exceeding 10 cents 
per square foot. 

| In BOARD OF ALDERMEN, July 23, 1877. 


Ordered, That the Treasurer be, and he hereby is, authorized to 
borrow, under the direction of the Committee on Finance, the sum 
of $450,000 for the purpose of purchasing land for a park and 
streets connected therewith; said money, or so much as may be 
required, to be expended by the Park Commissioners in the pur- 
chase of not less than 100 acres of land or flats situate within 
the area bounded by Parker street, Huntington avenue extended 
in the direction of Tremont and Francis streets, Longwood avenue, 
Brookline avenue, and the Boston & Albany Railroad, with ap- 
proaches from Beacon street west of Chester park, Boylston street 
extended from Chester park westerly, and Huntington avenue ex- 
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tended, — the land or flats so to be purchased shall be located with 
special reference to the improvement of the sewerage of the city. 

Said park to be of such shape as not to require other adjoining lands 
to make it symmetrical, and to be bounded on all sides by public 
avenues to be taken from the land purchased. . 

The price to be paid for said lot not to exceed 10 cents per superfi- 
cial foot. _ 

Passed, in Common Council, yeas 57, nays 10. Came up for concur- 
rence. Read and concurred, yeas 9, nays 3. 

Approved by the Mayor, July 23, 1877. 


On making the final measurements it was found that 
10614% acres had been secured. and as in our opinion no 
part of this can well be dispensed with, we respectfully ask 
for a further appropriation of $13,000 to pay for the excess 
of 2815. acres ; this is comprised in a part of the Longwood 
Entrance as shown on the plan of the Back Bay park ac- 
companying our last report. 

We would also recommend that authority be given to pur- 
chase, at not exceeding 10 cents per square foot, the land 
between Beacon street and Charles river opposite the Beacon 
iintrance as shown on the plan, thus continuing that entrance 
300 feet in width to the river. 

We have reason to believe that with this authority we can 
make a satisfactory arrangement with the Boston and Rox- | 
bury Mill Corporation, which owns the land. The amount 
required will probably not exceed $3,000. 

In the Second Report of this Board, dated April 24, 1876, 
(City Doc. No. 42), the Commissioners recommended that the 
Austin Farm be placed in their possession for the purpose of 
a nursery. They say : — 


Whether the present City Council shall decide to authorize the 
taking of lands under the Park Act, or leave the subject to its successors, 
it is the opinion of the Commissioners that no time should be lost in 
preparing material for plantations. Large supplies of trees and shrubs 
tor borders of streets and park-ways and the planting of parks will be 
required in the early stages of the work, which should be grown in quan- 
tities from seeds or young plants, by the city, at a minimum cost, 
instead of being purchased in the markets. Material so produced will 
be thoroughly acclimated, and will show better results immediately and 
permanently than when grown in distant and various localities. The 
Austin Farm, containing 40 acres, the property of the city, adjoins the 
West Roxbury location, and is well adapted for the purpose men-— 
tioned. 


The Commissioners again recommend that a portion of 
the Austin Farm, to be used as a vnursery for trees, plants, 
and shrubs, be placed under their control, as the preparatory 


. work should be entered upon at the earliest practical 


moment. 
The examination of titles and boundaries has been con- 
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tinued and will be completed as soon as possible. When the 
requisite surveys and measurements shall have been made, 
estimates of the cost of filling the surrounding road and such 
portions of the park as will require to be filled will be sub- 
-mnitted. 

A detailed account of the expenses of the department 
accompanies this report.

Ordered, That, under the power and authority given to the 
city by an Act of the Legislature of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts, being chapter one hundred and _ thirty-six 
(136) of the Acts of the year eighteen hundred and seventy- 
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six (1876), entitled ‘An Act to empower the City of Bos- 
ton to lay and maintain a main sewer discharging at Moon 
Island in Boston Harbor, and for other purposes ;” and in 
part execution of such power and authority and for the pur- 
poses set forth in the aforesaid act, the City of Boston does 
hereby take a certain parcel of land, consisting of marsh — 
landand flats adjoining, situated at Old Harbor Point, so | 
called, in that part of said Boston formerly Dorchester, and 
bounded and described as follows, to wit: beginning at a 
stake in the centre of White’s Creek, so called, and distant 
one hundred and ninety (190) feet northerly at right angles 
from the southerly line of the proposed location of Commer- 
cial street, so called, as shown on the plan hereinafter men- 
tioned, thence running southerly, westerly, southerly again, — 
easterly and southerly again, and as a whole in a south-west- 
erly direction, by a curving line along the centre of said 
creek to a stone bound distant south twenty degrees and 
eleven minutes west (S. 20° 11’ W.) two hundred and eighty- 
one and nine-tenths (281,) feet in a straight line from the 
point of beginning; thence at an angle to such straight line 
of one hundred and twenty-one degrees and forty-nine

be located in such placeas the city shall select; and the 


locating and excavating of a dock through the described 
premises shall be at the option of the city, according as its 
interests in carrying out a system of improved sewerage shall 
require. 

Second. There is reserved to the owners of the adjoin- 
ing land, north of the described premises and east of said 
White’s Creek, and marked on said plan “ Old Colony Wharf 
Co., O. S. Sanford mortgagee in possession,” and to all 
persons who may have rights of way over such adjoining land, 
aright of way fifty (50) feet wide from said adjoining land 
to said proposed location of Commercial street, and over said 
proposed location of Commercial street from the easterly line 
of said way fifty (50) feet wide westward, with a right to lay 
a double railway track in said way fifty (50) feet wide, and

EXTRAORDINARY EXPENSES. 


The extraordinary expenses of this department are those 
for the erection of new, and alterations of old buildings, for 
which appropriations are made by order of the City Council. 
Special appropriations for 12 new public buildings have been 
in charge of this department during the past year. The 
' total amount in appropriations for these buildings, including 
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the heating and furnishing of a portion of the same, is 
$372,000. This includes the amounts appropriated by the 
City Council the past year, together with the amount carried 
over from the previous year. 

Following is a list of the buildings in process of erection 
together with a description of the same : — 


New ANDREW GRAMMAR ScHOOL-HOUSE. — This building 
is located at the corner of Dorchester and Roger streets, South 
Boston. The lot upon which it stands is very irregular in 
its outline, and was the selection by the Committee on Pub- 
lic Instruction with the joint action of the School Board, 
after three years of untiring efforts to purchase a lot in this 
district. The irregularity of the lot rendered it extremely 
difficult to adapt a plan suited to the required aecommoda- 
tions of the school. These difficulties have been surmounted 
with success, the various obstacles have been fully overcome 
in the adaptation of the plan, and the building as it stands 
nearly completed can well be considered one of the best 
Grammar School buildings in the city. 

The three leading principles of good school planning, viz., 
lighting, heating, and ventilating, have been strictly adhered 
to in this building. The school-rooms, 16 in number, are a 
little above the usual size; the corridors are commodious, 
and are connected with three sets of staircases, and with the 
entrances at the bottom; also an additional exit is provided 
at the front, from the first-floor level, for the extra accumu- 
lation of the children from the various floors above. The 
exhibition hall, on the third floor, is one of the principal 
features of the plan, being 86’ 0” long, by 45’ 0” wide by 
21’ 0” high; the platform elevated at the inner end, the 
seats arranged on the auditorium plan, every third seat being ~ 
raised about 3” as they recede from the platform; the light- 
ing of the hall is from each side near the ceiling level, and 
large windows across the front. 

The structure is built in the Italian style, and all the 
materials of the exterior are of the most substantial charae- 
ter; none but brick, stone, copper, and slates are employed. 

The basement is a full story above the lot at the rear, and 
is devoted to play-rooms, boiler-rooms. etc. 

The contracts for the construction of the work were 
awarded April 7th, 1877, to Messrs. Donahoe Bros., masons, 
and Messrs. Holbrook & Harlow, carpenters; the steam- 
heating to Messrs. Wm. E. Bartlett & Co., and the ventila- 
tion to Messrs. Fred’k Tudor & Co. Cost of the land, 
$34,200.00; cost of building, including furnishing, heating, 
and ventilating will be about $70,000.00. The building will 
be completed ready for occupancy in the month of March.

WESTON-STREET Primary Scuoot-Hovusre. — To provide 
for better and increased accommodation in the Sherwin Dis- 
trict, the Committee on Public Instruction decided to remove 
the wooden Primary building located on Weston street, and 
erect an eight-room building thereon. 

Plans were prepared by the City Architect and contracts 
made, July 11, 1877, for a brick structure upon the modern 
German plan, by extending the rooms into wings and con- 
fining their width to that of a room and corridor, thus 
obtaining better means of lighting and a more effective cir- 
culation of air. The building is two stories, above a well- 
ventilated basement, with a French roof surmounted by two 
ventilating towers. This building, like the others recently 
constructed, is plain and substantial in character, after the 
Italian style of architecture. Mr. Samuel J. Tuttle did the 
mason work and Mr. John Rawson the carpenter work; the 
heating and ventilation was done by Messrs. Fred. Tudor & 
Co. The building will be completed and ready for occu- 
pancy early in the : spring. Cost of the building eompleted 
will be about $40,000. 

Enextish Hic anp Latin ScHoon ‘Burpies. — The 
first business before the Committee on Public Instruction, at 
the beginning of the year, was the consideration of providing 
better accommodation for the English High and Latin 
Schools; His Honor the Mayor and the President of the 
Council having recommended immediate action in their ad- 


dress before the City Council. An outline plan was pre- 


pared by the City Architect, accommodating the school on a 
lot of land on Warren avenue and Montgomery street, pur- 
chased by the city for the purpose in 1872. An appropria- 


- tion, $350,000, was asked for and passed the Council, May 


24th of last year. The architect’s plans were approved by 
the School Board and Public Instruction Committee in June. 
In September, the same year, the constructional drawings 
had sufficiently matured for the letting of the foundations, 
and a contract was made with Mr. John Cavanaugh, at a cost 
of about $31,000 ; his work is now about completed, and pro- 
posals for the superstructure will be issued during the months 
of February and March, and contracts made for the com- 
mencement of work in the early spring.

Plans are nearly perfected, and work will be commenced 
in the early' spring upon a School-house in Brighton, in the 
Allston District, upon land owned by the city. Means for 
the construction of this building were provided by the City 
Council of last year. The building in many respects will 
resemble the Weston-street School-house. 

It is believed that no new buildings for school purposes 
will be required this year, excepting possibly a Primary 
building in the Charlestown District, upon the Polk-street 
lot.

ESTATES OWNED BY CITY oF Boston. 


In Common Councin, January 24, 1878. 


The Joint Standing Committee on Treasury Department 
beg leave to submit herewith a schedule, furnished by the 
City Collector, of estates which have been purchased from 
time to time by the city at sales made on account of non- 
payment of taxes and other assessments. ‘The city became 
the purchaser of some of these estates under the law which 
provides that if, within ten days after the sale of real estate 
for the payment of taxes, any purchaser thereof shall fail to 
pay to the Collector the sum offered by him and receive his 
deed, the sale shall be deemed to be null and void, and the 
city shall be deemed to be the purchaser of the estate. (1862, 
c. 183.) In other cases the city became the purchaser under 
a provision of the same statute, which requires that if no 
person shall appear aud bid for an estate offered for sale, the 
sale shall be postponed from day to day for a time not ex- 
ceeding seven days, and then, if there is no bid for the estate, 
the Collector shall purchase the estate in behalf of the city. 

Your committee are of the opinion that the city should 
formally take possession of this property in order that it 
may have the benefit of any income which may be derived 
from it, and also that the estates may be sold in any cases 
where it may be deemed best for the interests of the city. 
They would, therefore, respectfully recommend the passage 
of the accompanying order.

To the Honorable City Council : — 


In compliance with the sixth section of the ordinance 
relating to the Engineer’s Department, the following report 
of the » expenses and operations of the department for the 
year 1877 is respectfully submitted. 

. The duties of the City Engineer may be classified, as in 
the last annual report, under the following four heads : — 


A. Those pertaining to the City Kngineer’s Department 
proper, which consist in the superintendence of the filling of 
new streets and of districts, in the care and maintenance of 
bridges, in the designing and superintending the construc- 
tion of new bridges, retaining-walls, city wharves, etc., and 
in miscellaneous work called for by committees of the City 
Council. (City Engineer’s Department. ) 

B. Superintendence-of the Cochituate and Mystic Water 
Works, including charge of new constructions for these 
works. (Water Works. ) 

C. Charge of the building of a new system of works for 
bringing an ‘additional supply of water from Sudbury river. 
(Additional Supply. ) 

D. Charge of the construction of a system of es 
ing and outlet sewers. (Improved Sewerage. ) 
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The expenses incurred under the last two heads are paid 
wholly from special appropriations ; one under the charge of 
the Water Board, the other under the charge of the Joint _ 
Special Committee on Improved Sewerage.

The operations of 
the department for the year, together with such general 
information relating to the various works and structures 
finished and in progress as is thought to be of interest, are 
given in the following statements : — 


BRIDGES. 


The duty of examining the various bridges in the city, and 
of superintending the repairs of those under the charge of 
the Committee on Bridges, and generally the special repairs 
upon other bridges maintained by the city, is assigned to 
Assistant Henry Manley. 

The following extracts from his report will show, in addi- 
tion to other things, the operations of his party in this con- 
nection during the past year : — 


The work done has been the usual routine of care and repairs of the 
bridges in charge of the Committee on Bridges, the examination of all 
highway bridges in the city, and the superintendence of the construc- 
tion of Chelsea bridge, Neponset bridge, Mt. Washington-ave. bridge 
pier, and of the completion of Dover-st. bridge. 

The repairs on the bridges in charge of the Committee on Bridges 
have been made in the manner instituted last year, namely, by day 
labor. Mr. Josiah Shaw was employed as foreman till April 1st, when 
he was superseded by Mr. Henry Rooks, who has performed the duties 
since that date. In addition to the repairs on the aforesaid bridges 
(comprising the tide-water bridges), he has repaired Albany-st. bridge 
over the Boston & Albany Railroad, and Ferdinand-st. bridge over the 
same road. -A contract was made (after public competition) with Mr. 
John W. Leatherbee for furnishing all the spruce plank required for 
repairs during the year, for $13.45 per M. The quantity bought of Mr. 
Leatherbee was 226,166 feet, B. M. The quantity bought under con- 
tract of 1876 was 14,646 feet, B. M. 

An average of about twelve carpenters has been employed during 
the open season.

The usual annual examination of all the bridges within 
the city limits, open to team and foot travel, has been made, 
and the results of this examination respecting the condition © 
of the bridges as to safety, and need of renewal or repairs, 
are given in the following pages. 

As one result of this examination in connection with the 
careful inspection of the Columbus-avenue and Albany-street 
bridges, for which an excellent opportunity was afforded by 
the removal of the first and the repairs made on the second 
structure, it may be stated that, unless the iron bridges over 
railroads are kept thoroughly painted, their destruction from 
the corrosive effects of the soft-coal smoke from locomotives 
will be very rapid. The city owns fourteen of these bridges, 
and attention has been called in every annual report of this 
department to the necessity of painting many, if not most, 
of those in existence at the time; yet it is seldom, if ever, 
thoroughly done. By thoroughly done, I mean that the 
portions of the iron-work below the floor or covered by the 
wood-work are not scraped and painted, as they should be. 

In the lower chords of the Albany-street bridge trusses, 
plates of iron, originally one-fourth of an inch thick, were 
found to have but one-half of this thickness of sound iron, 
and the extent to which this deterioration has proceeded on 
surfaces not accessible renders the actual strength of the 
structure a matter of conjecture rather than of reasonable 
certainty. This bridge was built in 1867; other iron bridges 
built later are in many cases badly corroded, although not to 
the extent of this one. 

It has been stated in a former report, and I repeat it here 
as applying to all such bridges maintained by the city, “ that 
as often as once in two years, perhaps oftener, these bridges 
should be stripped of their flooring, and the iron-work 
be thoroughly cleaned and painted.” 

The following is a list of the bridges inspected under 
Section 5 of the ordinance relating to the City Engineer’s 
Department. 

The total number remains the same as last year, but 
Chelsea, Neponset, and Columbus-avenue bridges have been 
rebuilt. 

The bridge called in the last year’s report Bellevue-avenue 
bridge is called in this report Dudley-avenue bridge, and 
Canterbury-street bridge in the last report is called Sharon- 
street bridge this year.

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I.— BRIDGES WHOLLY SUPPORTED BY BOSTON. 


* ALBANY-STREET BripGE (OVER Roxpury CANAL). 


The approaches to this bridge are in the bad condition 
mentioned in previous reports. The approach on the Rox- 
bury side of the canal, owing to its continued settlement, is 
now so steep that it is difficult to haul heavily loaded teams 
up it. If the canal is not to be filled soon this approach 
should be raised. 

The draw is in very fair condition considering that it is 
an old one, and originally built to do duty for a few years 
only. 

It has been kept in repair this year at an expense of 
$409.72. 


ASHLAND-STREET BRIDGE (OVER Boston & PROVIDENCE 
RatL~RoaD, WARD 23). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1875, and is in good condi- 
_ tion except that the iron-work needs a thorough scraping 
and painting. 

It has not received any repairs since it was built. 


ATHENS-STREET BripGe (OVER New York & New Ene- 
LAND RaILRoaD). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1874, and has received no 
repairs since. 
The iron-work should be scraped and painted. 


BERKELEY-STREET BriIpGE (OVER Boston & ALBANY 
RAILROAD). 


_ Attention has been called in previous reports to the light 
construction of this bridge. 

It remains in about the same condition as last year, but 
slight repairs having been made upon it. 

Authority was given the Superintendent of Streets to make 
repairs upon this and the Ferdinand-street bridge, at an ex- 
pense not exceeding $4,000, and plans for strengthening and 
repairing both structures were made by this department. 
The work has been done on the Ferdinand street, but the 
rebuilding of the Columbus-avenue bridge and abutments 
caused a large increase of travel over the Berkeley-street 
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bridge, and it was not deemed expedient to commence the 

work on the latter structure until the Columbus avenue was 

completed. This occurred so late in the season that further 

operations have been postponed for a time. The work should, 

however, be done at an early day, as the sidewalk trusses 

may be classed as dangerous. , : 
Total cost of repairs for the year was $85.74. 


BERKELEY-ST. BRIDGE (OVER Boston & PROVIDENCE 
RAILROAD). 


The wooden pavement and plank flooring under it on this 
bridge are in bad condition, and will require extensive, if 
not entire, renewal the coming season. 
_ The iron-work is also very much rusted, and should be 
scraped and painted when the bridge is stripped for the re- 
pairs above mentioned. 


* Broapway BripGE (OVER Fort Pornr CHANNEL). 


The opening of the Dover-street bridge to travel early in 
the year, and the consequent diversion of a large portion of 
the heavy teaming from this bridge, remedied at once what 
had been a serious source of annoyance and danger, the 
breaking and displacement of the cast-iron plates forming the 
under floor of portions of this structure. No plates have 
been broken or displaced since the resumption of travel over 
the Dover-street bridge. A large number of them are, how- 
ever, now supported by temporary wooden stays. 

The sections of the bridge between Foundry street and 
the Old Colony Railroad, and between the Lehigh-street span 
and the one hundred-foot span on the westerly side of the 
Channel, are in much the same condition as described last 
year. 

Extensive repairs will be necessary on the section between 
Foundry street and the Old Colony Railroad, and a special 
report will be made later in the season, making such recom- 
mendations with regard to these and other repairs as a 
thorough investigation now being made shall show to be 
advisable. 

The roadways of both of the one hundred-foot spans have 
been furnished with new hard-pine under-floors and new 
sheathing. These spans are in their usual condition; no 
change for the worse has been noticed. 

The Foundry-street and Lehigh-street spans are in fair 
order, and have received no repairs during the year except 
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the renewal of the roadway planking. The draw has been 
furnished with a new set of steel friction rolls under the 
centre pivot bearing, to replace the old ones which were 
found upon examination early in the year to be considerably 
worn. 

An improvement was made jn the arrangement of the new 
set of rolls, which it is expected will enable them to stand 
the service much longer than the old ones. 

Total cost of repairs, $3,778.86. 


BROOKLINE-AVENUE BripGeE (OVER Muppy RiIvrr). 


This bridge is in good condition. No repairs have been 
made on it during the year. 


* CHARLES-RIVER BRIDGE eM Boston TO CHARLES- 
TOWN). 


A special report was made by the City Engineer, in 
obedience to an order of the City Council, in relation to the 
draw on this bridge; it will be found in the Appendix. 
Since the date of the report a thirty-ton hydraulic jack has 
been purchased for use in case of accidents to the draw. The 
application of a hand apparatus for working the draw in case 
of the breaking down of the horse-gear was stated in the 
report above referred to as the only improvement that could 
be made in the present structure to prevent interruption to 
travel. This hand apparatus has not yet been provided, but 
probably will be the coming season. 

During the past year the floor of the draw has been 
strengthened at a weak point, and repairs have been made 
on the horse-house, draw-pier, and Superintendent's house, 
and the fences and buildings have been newly pa 

The bridge is now in fair condition. 

The total cost of repairs was $1,925.12. 


* CHELSEA-ST. BRIDGE (FROM East Boston TO CHELSEA). 


The draw of this bridge is old, and in places the wood- 
work is quite rotten; the other portions of the bridge are in 
good order. 

The draw has been replanked and otherwise repaired, and 
the roadway of the bridge has been replanked during the 
year. 

Total cost of repairs was $492.77. 
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COLUMBUS-AVENUE BripGE (oOvER Boston & ALBANY 
RAILROAD). 


The old bridge at this point was condemned in the report 
of last year, it being classed as dangerous. ‘The old abut- 
ments were too poorly constructed to place a new bridge 
upon, and new abutments as well as a new bridge were 
therefore recommended by this department. An appropria- 
tion for these purposes was made by the city government 
early in the year, and in July plans and specifications were 
prepared for the work. 

A contract, dated July 24, 1877, was made with James 
H. Freeman & Co., for the removal of the old bridge and 
for building new abutments and wing walls. Work was 
commenced under this contract on the same day it was 
dated, and the abutments were completed in’ readiness for 
the bridge September 29. | 

The abutments are of the same general design as those of 
the Huntington-ave., Newton-st. and Shawmut-ave. bridges. 
They are built of granite, have quarry-faced ashlar fronts, 
well bonded into a backing of rubble masonry, and return 
or wing-walls of uncoursed rubble, all the masonry being 
laid solid in cement mortar. The pile foundations are at 
grade 24 for the north abutment and 2} for the south abut- 
ment. ‘The piles under the old abutments were used, and 
such additional ones as were required were furnished and 
driven by the contractors. Upon the heads of the piles of 
both the abutments and wing walls a course of straight split 
block stone 2 feet in height was laid, and the same quality 
of stone was used for the next course. The bottom course is 
13 feet in width, and projects 2 feet in front of the lowest 
course of ashlar; the second course is 12 feet in width and 
1 foot 10 inches in height, and projects 1 foot in front of 
the lowest course of ashlar. This projection of the lower 
courses is the same in the wing walls, if measured from the 
face of the wall at the level of the lowest course of ashlar. 

The ashlar masonry of both abutments is divided into 
7 courses, each about 2 feet 1 inch rise; the lowest 
course is 10 feet 5 inches wide, and the highest 6 feet 1 inch 
wide. ‘The abutments are capped by a bridge-seat course, 2 
feet 1 inch in height and 6 feet wide, projecting 74 inches in 
front of the top course of ashlar, and a parapet course, 2 feet 
3 inches high and 20 inches wide on top, brings the masonry 
to the orade of the street. The wing walls are 17 feet 
3 inches high, 10 feet 6 inches wide at the bottom and 4 feet 
wide on the top, capped with coping 1 foot 8 inches in 
height and 2 feet in width. . 
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To counteract the tendency of the abutments and wing 
walls to crowd forward under the pressure of the earth filling, 


tie-rods of wrought iron and anchor-plates of cast-iron were ~ 


used. ‘The cast-iron anchor-plates were 4 feet square, and 
were imbedded in the earth 20 feet below the surface of the 
street and 38 feet from the faces of the walls; the cast-iron 
plates on the faces of the walls were 1 foot square and the 
anchor-rods were 1$ inches in diameter, each rod made in 
two parts connected by a turn-buckle. These anchorages are 
about 17 feet apart on the line of the abutments. 

The length of the north abutment, measured on the bottom 
course of masonry, is 116 feet 6 inches; the wing walls are 
returned on the line of the street, and their lengths, measured 
at the bottom course of masonry, are 45 feet 11 inches and 
33 feet 8 inches. 

The length of the south abutment, including a rubble ma- 
sonry extension at the west end, is 137 feet 6 inches; the 
wing wall on the east end is returned on the line of the 
street, and is the same length as the corresponding wall of 
the other abutment. The rubble masonry extension of the 
south abutment abuts on the foundation wall of the Hotel 
Edinburgh, but was not connected with it in any way by the 
city. Itis built on land of Mr. J. B. Moors, the owner of 
the Hotel Edinburgh, he having released to the city the right 
to build and maintain it. To connect the hotel wall with the 
city’s wall, Mr. Moors built a short piece of rubble masonry 
between them (on his own land), for which the city paid. 

The final estimate under Messrs. Freeman & Co.’s contract 
was made November 19, 1877. | The total cost of the entire 
work was $25,280.69. 
A contract, dated August 16, 1877, was made with the 
Leighton Bridge and Iron Works Company (Limited), of 
Rochester, N. Y., for building and erecting the new bridge. 
The bridge consists of three independent structures, two of 
them for the purposes of travel and one for water and gas 
pipes. 

The latter forms the centre portion of the bridge, and con- 
sists of 2 wrought-iron plate girders 87 feet 6 inches long 
over all, 5 feet 9 inches deep, and 7 feet # inch apart on 
centres, provided with a floor of 8-inch channel-beams. It 
is also suitably cross-braced, and the ends are closed with 
wrought-iron semi-circular extensions of the girders. 

On either side of this portion of the structure is a bridge 
for public travel, consisting of 2 wrought-iron lattice 
girders 87 feet 10} inches long, over all, 7 feet 2} inches 
deep, and 23 feet 104 inches apart, on centres, and an outer 
sidewalk plate girder of wrought-iron 87 feet 10} inches long

over all, 6 feet deep, and 11 feet 14 inches from the roadway 
girder. * The floor consists of wrought-iron built beams, 
placed 7 feet 3 inches apart on centres, those of the roadway 
being 23 inches deep, and those of the sidewalk 19 inches 
deep. 

The outer ends of the sidewalk beams rest upon the lower 
flanges of the sidewalk girders, and all the beams are con- 
nected with the lattice girders by means of hanger bolts. 
The wooden floor-stringers are 2 in. by 16 in. hard-pine 
placed 2 feet apart on the roadway, and 3 in. by 12 in. hard 
pine placed 2 feet 5 inches apart on the sidewalk. They all 
rest on the lower flanges of the iron beams, and are furred up 
so as to give a crown of 3 inches to the bridge. The covering 
of the roadway is in two courses, the lower of 4-inch spruce 
laid crosswise of the street, and the upper of 2-inch spruce 
laid parallel to the lines of the abutments. The sidewalk 
covering is of one course of 2-inch tongued and grooved 
white-pine. 

The whole bridge occupies the full width of the street — 
80 feet. | 

The total cost of the water-pipe bridge was $1,767, and 
of the bridge for public travel, $10,044.60.. 

The work was completed Nov. 15, 1877. 

Assistant E. W. Howe had charge of the work of con- 
struction of the abutments and wing walls, and also all lines 
and grades for the erection of the bridge. 


* CoMMERCIAL Point, oR TeENEAN BripGe (Warp 24). 


This bridge was built in 1875, and, ordinary wear excepted, 
is in good condition. It will probably have to be replanked 
in the spring. Only trifling repairs have been required the 
past year. 

Total cost of repairs, $9.40. 


_ * CONGRESS-STREET BripGE (OVER Fort Pont CHANNEL). 


Is in good condition. The centre pivot bearing of the 
draw has been examined, and was found to be in fair order. 
A new chain for transmitting the power for turning the draw 
has been provided, and the old one repaired for use in an 
emergency. The bridge and buildings have been repainted, 
the interior of the engine-room has been grained and var- 
nished, and the draw has been replanked during the year. 
Total cost of repairs, $1,909.67. 
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DARTMOUTH-STREET BRIDGE (OVER Boston & ALBANY AND 
Boston & PROVIDENCE RAILROADS). 


This bridge should be rebuilt the present year. It has 
been strengthened and patched in various ways until it may 
be said to be a combination of the various styles of bridge 
construction. <A great deal of the wood-work is very rotten, 
and it is impossible, without taking the bridge wholly apart, 
to determine to what extent its strength has been diminished. 

The borings and data for designing a new structure at this 
point have been procured, and some progress has been made 
on the plans, an order having been given by a former Com- 
mittee on Paving to this department to prepare plans for 
rebuilding the bridge. 

Cost of borings was $186.75. 

Cost of repairs for the year, $156.99. 


DoORCHESTER-STREET BRIDGE (OVER OLD CoLony RalL- 
ROAD). 


This is the first iron deck bridge ever built by the city. 
It was erected in 1869, and has probably never been painted 
since. The iron-work is being rapidly destroyed by corrosion, 
and it should be scraped and painted as soon as possible. 


* DovER-STREET BripGe (OvER Forr Point CHANNEL). 


This bridge was opened for travel January 29, 1877, it 
having been closed on account of rebuilding, since July 24, 
1876. A general description of the new structure was given 
in the report of last year ; its total cost was $88,744.56. 

A building containing an office, sleeping-rooms, and a re- 
pair-shop, has been erected on the wharf built for this 
purpose, adjoining the pier; it cost $1,675.79. 

A settlement has been effected with Mr. Winsor, the 
owner of a coal-run, which was taken down by the city’s 
agents at the time the bridge was being rebuilt, and stored in 
a coal-shed, where it was destroyed by fire. 

The amount paid was $650. 

The bridge is now in good condition ; only ordinary repairs 
have been made. 

Total cost of repairs was $763.28. 

The accompanying plan and view of the lateral moving 
iron draws of this bridge, together with the following 
description of them by Mr. John E. Cheney, principal 
draughtsman of this department and the designer of the 
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draws, will answer many inquiries from engineers and others 
for a plan or description which would enable their con- 
struction and operation to be understood. 


“The difficulty and expense of obtaining a proper foun- 
dation, the low grade of the street, and the necessity of 
having a draw the full width of the bridge, were conditions 
which it was thought were unfavorable for the erection of a 
pivot-draw, and the lateral-moving draws were adopted as 
best suited to this location. 

“The draws, two in number, span the same channel side 
by side, work independently of each other, and are alike in 
dimensions and detail. They withdraw to opposite sides of 
the channel. , 

“The width of the bridge is 60 feet, and each draw is 29 
feet wide over all, there being 2 feet space between them 
when in position for travel. The channel spanned by the 
draws is 36 feet wide. 

“Each draw consists of two spans, A and B (see accom- 
panying plan) ; the main girders of one span are connected to 
those of the other span, but are not continuous. 

“Span B is wholly supported on trucks ; span A, when the 
draw is in position for travel, is supported at the inner end 
on trucks, and at the outer end on a landing built on the 
bridge. 

*“ When the draw is in motion, the outer end of span A is 
supported by rods which pass over samson-posts, at the junc- 
tion of the two spans, to the outer end of span B, which is 
properly counterbalanced. 

“The main girders of both spans are plate girders, 4 feet 
6 inches deep. 

“The distance from centre of samson-posts to end of 
bearings of span A is 40 feet 6 inches; to end bearings of 
span B, 27 feet 6 inches, and 62 feet 6 inches respectively. 

“ The floor beams are plate beams, the general beams being 
21 inches deep, and those in the triangular portion of span B 
8 inches and 18 inches deep. The draws are braced laterally 
by a system of rods and angle-irons connected to girders and 
floor beams. The samson-posts are made of 10-inch chan- 
nel-beams latticed together, and are connected at top ends by 
a heavy latticed cross-strut, 24 inches deep. Each post has 
a corner brace of plate and angle-iron connected to it and 
the cross-strut. . 

“The roadway floor stringers are of hard pine, from 12 
inches to 15 inches deep, to give a crown to the roadway, and 
are placed 2 feet 6 inches apart on centres. The roadway 
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_ plank is of spruce, and is laid in two courses 4 indaes wee 2 ie 


inches thick, the 2-inch course being on top. 

“The sidewalk floor stringers are 3-inch by 12-inch hints 
pine, and the sidewalk plank is 2-inch white-pine, tongued 
and grooved, and planed to an even thickness. The curbing 
of the sidewalk i is of cast-iron, and is provided with. scup- 
pers to drain the roadway. A wheel-guard of cast-iron is 
placed on the opposite side of the roadway from the side- 
walk.:  « 

“The trucks under the draws are connected to heavy cast- 
ings, built into the girders and the bottom ends of samson- 
posts, and are free to move in a horizontal plane about their 
centres. 

“Each truck contains four chilled, flanged wheels, the 
axles of which run in nests of steel-roils confined in the 
truck frame. 

“There are two trucks under each samson-post, and three 
under the outer end of span B. The rails upon which the 
trucks run are of steel, weighing 60 lbs. per yard. 

“The draws are operated by horse-power, but are fitted 


with hand-powers for use in emergencies. The gearing for — 


the horse-power is connected to the underside of each draw, 
the power being transmitted to it from horse-houses on the 
piers by means of shafting.. Both draws are provided with 
latches (to fasten them when closed), which are operated 


from the horse-houses. Each draw weighs about 80 tons, 


and the average time’ occupied in running it off by horse- 
power is one minute.” 


Since the bridge was opened for travel, the draws have 
been successfully operated about 6,000 times. 

Taking into consideration the nature of the accidents which 
are liable to occur to these draws, it is not probable that 
both of them will be disabled at the same time, and it is 
therefore reasonable to expect that one of them will be 
always in working order to accommodate travel over the 
bridge. 

The draws were built by the Leighton Bridge and Iron 
Works Company (Limited), of Rochester, N. Y. and cost 
$14,800. | 


* FEDERAL-ST. BRIDGE (OVER Fort Point CHANNEL). 


Only ordinary repairs have been made on this bridge, and 
it is now in fair condition. 

One or both piers may need replanking in the “pines and 
the pavement will require some patching. ; 

Total cost of repairs, $1,118.68. 
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FERDINAND-ST. BRIDGE (OVER Boston & ALBANY RaILRoAD). 


_ This bridge has been strengthened by placing the iron truss 
formerly used to carry the water-pipes over Columbus- 
avenue bridge, in the centre of the roadway and attaching 
the floor beams to it. This improvement is of a temporary 
nature, but has made the bridge much stronger than ever 
before. ‘The floor of the bridge and sidewalks has been 
renewed and the wooden approach to the northerly end 
considerably strengthened. The whole structure is now in 
fair condition. 

Cost of repairs made under the direction of this ceca 
ment, $763.19. 

Cost of repairs made by the Paving Department, $116.44. 


_ HUNTINGTON-AVENUE BripGE (OVER Boston & ALBANY 


RAILROAD ). 


The abutments and wing walls of this bridge were being 
rebuilt at the date of the last report, the work was not 


finished until May 19, 1877. 


A contract, dated July 2, 1877, was made with Charles 
W. Parker of Rockport, for making such alterations and 
additions to the parapets and wing walls as would permit the 
widening of the bridge from 80 to 100 feet. The amount of 
this contract was $637. The work was completed August 9. 

A contract, dated June 30, 1877, was made with Lemuel 
A. Ham & Co., for two new iron girders and for doing all 
the iron-work necessary to make the bridge 100 feet in 
width. The amount of this contract was $2,145. The work 
was completed August 28. 

A contract, dated October 9, 1877, was made with James 
F. Marston, for doing the wood-work on this bridge and 
building fences on the wing walls. All the lumber except 
the upper course of roadway plank, the sidewalk plank, 
and the fence stock, is spruce, creosoted by the “ Hayford” 
process. 

The floor timbers, planking, etc., are of the ordinary 
dimensions, and advantage has been taken of the rebuilding 
and widening of this bridge to remove, by furring up on the 
main girders, the objectionable longitudinal crown caused by 
a mistake in its original construction. 

The work under the last contract was not begun until 
December 4, 1877, owing to the delays in obtaining the lum- 
ber. It is not yet completed. 
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_ * MALDEN BRIDGE (FROM CHARLESTOWN TO EVERETT). 


The bridge proper is in good condition, except that the 
concrete sidewalk will need some repairs in the spring. 
The draw is so designed that an undue strain is brought 
upon the suspension rods; they have broken several times, 
but the cause of breaking was not examined into until re- 
cently. It will be necessary to relieve the rods of this ex- 
cessive strain, and perhaps apply adjustable end-bearings. 

Total cost of repairs, $181.49. 


* Meripian-st. BripGE (FROM East Boston TO CHELSEA). 


The draw of this bridge has been painted and adjustable 
end-bearings have been apphed during the past year, and it 
is now in good order. 

The Metr opolitan Horse Railroad Corporation commenced 
to run their Chelsea -cars over this bridge October 22, and 
to avoid the delay caused by opening and closing the draw 
by hand-power has furnished the bridge superintendent with 
a horse since that time to work it. 

The fixed part of the bridge is in fair condition, and has 
required but few repairs. 

Total cost of repairs, $1,130.37. 


Mitt Dam BripcGe (Over Back Bay SLvIces). 


This bridge is in good order; no repairs have been made 
upon it for the last year. The Board of Health in the spring 
rebuilt their loose stone dam below the sluices, but removed 
the larger portion of it this fall, and will probably not again — 
replace it. 


*Mr. WaASsHINGTON-AVENUE BripGe (oveR Forr Port 
CHANNEL). 


A contract was made, September 13, with Mr. George 
H. Cavanagh for repairing the draw-pier of this bridge. 
Under this contract the pier has been thoroughly recon- 
structed above the pile-work, and 75 new piles have been 
driven in various parts of it, to replace old ones or to 
strengthen weak places. A new repair-shop has also been 
built and the old one torn down. The total cost of this 
work was $7,789.74. 

The fixed part of the bridge has required but few repairs 
during the year, but the draw has been furnished with a new 
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under flooring of hard-pine plank, as the old flooring was 
badly decayed. 
Total cost of ordinary repairs, $1,533.41. 


NEWTON-STREET BripGE (OvER Boston & PROVIDENCE 
RAILROAD). 


The northerly abutment of this bridge is badly cracked, 
and continues to move. ‘The parapet wall upon it has been 
pushed out of place, and should be rebuilt to prevent an 
injurious compressive strain upon the girders. 

Concrete struts under the railroad, similar to those be- 
tween the abutments of the West Chester Park bridges, 
would prevent any further movement of this abutment, and 
they should be put in as soon as the weather will permit, if 
the consent of the Boston & Providence Railroad Company 
can be obtained. 

Total cost of repairs, $21.30. 


Puspiic GARDEN Foot-BRIDGE. 


This bridge needs painting and anew floor. A portion of 
the masonry should be re-pointed. 


SHAWMUT-AVENUE Bripce (oveR Boston & ALBANY 
RAILROAD). 


This bridge, as stated in the last two annual reports, needs 
painting. The iron-work is badly corroded. In other 
respects it is in good order. 

Total cost of repairs, $58.91. 


Swert-st. BripGes (OVER SourH Bay SLUICEs). 


These bridges (two in number) were built to serve a tem- 
porary purpose. 
They are in very fair condition. 


* WarrREN BripGe (FROM BosToN TO CHARLESTOWN). 


Portions of this bridge have been rebuilt at various times, 
but a large part of it is very old. It requires careful watch- 
ing and frequent repairs, especially of the floor stringers and 
planking under the roadway. 

The Middlesex Horse Railroad Company has laid a second 
track over the bridge during the past year, and as the roadway 
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pavement had been for some time in bad condition, it was 
thought advisable to relay a large portion of it in connection 
with the work done by the railroad company. ‘Travel over 
the bridge was stopped for about three weeks to facilitate 
the work, and during this time a new under-floor of hard- 
pine plank, caulked and paid with pitch, was laid on the 
draw. The old chain used to transmit the power for moving 
the draw has been taken off, and a new one provided. 
Total cost of repairs, $4,061.89. 


Wesr CuHesteR Park BrinvGe (ovER Boston & ALBANY 
RarILRoaD). 


This bridge will need painting in the spring; otherwise it 
is in good condition. 


West CuHesTER Park BripGE (OVER Boston & PRoOvI- 
DENCE RAILROAD). 


A statement of the movement of the abutments of this 
bridge, from the pressure of the filling behind them, was 
made in the last annual report. It was thought at that time 
the movement had ceased; such, however, was not the case, 
as they continued to crowd forward until the distance be- 
tween them was reduced from 66 feet to 65 feet 7 inches. 

The masonry showed a few fine cracks, and it was deemed 
advisable to prevent any further movement by building con- 
crete struts beween the abutments, similar in number and 
section to those at the West Chester Park bridge over the 
Boston & Albany Railroad. The struts cost $1,751.57. 


Winturop BripGre (From BreeEp’s [stanpd TO WINTHROP). 


No repairs have been made on this bridge during the year, 
and it is now in fair condition.

* CAMBRIDGE-ST. BRIDGE (FROM Warp 25 TO CAMBRIDGE). 


_ The draw-pier of this bridge will require rebuilding the 
coming season. The bridge is in fair condition. 
Total cost of repairs, $23.75.

CENTRAL-AVENUE BripGE (OVER NeponsetT River, Dor- 


CHESTER Lower MILLs). 


This bridge was completed and opened for travel early in 
the year; it is in excellent condition. 

A description of the bridge and its appurtenant masonry 
was given in the report for last year. 

Its cost to the city (two-thirds of the entire cost) was 
$12,159.33. 


* CHELSEA BRIDGE (FROM CHARLESTOWN TO CHELSEA). 


Work under the contracts made last year with the Mystic 
River Corporation, the Boston and Lowell and the Nashua 
and Lowell Corporations and the Oriental Coal Oil Com- 
pany, for filling solid to grade the portions of the bridge and 
street abutting on the property of these corporations, was 
continuously prosecuted until its completion. 

The amount paid to the Mystic River Corporation was 
$16,222; to the railroad corporations, $8,794.40, and to the 
Oriental Coal Oil Company, $3,500. 

A contract, dated July 18, 1877, was made with Messrs. 
Boynton Bros. for doing the whole work of rebuilding the 
pile portions of the bridge, and for paving and otherwise 
preparing the filled sections for travel. A contract was 
also made, dated August 16, 1877, with the Leighton 
Bridge and Iron Works Company (Limited), of Rochester, 
N. Y., for building a new iron draw. The work under the 
two contracts has been completed, and the avenue was opened 
for travel December 20, having been closed to the public 
since August 1, 1877. 

The following description of the avenue as completed is 
taken from the report of Mr. Manley, the assistant in charge 
of the work : — 


Beginning at the Charlestown end, at the abutment of the old bridge, 
the first section, 184 feet long, is a filled street 66 feet wide, with side- 
walks and a fence on the wharf side. 

The second section is over the south channel, and is 367 feet long. 
This consists of a wooden bridge, 50 feet wide, with an opening 40 feet 


_ wide for the passage of vessels, and a draw. The draw is an iron 


structure, 41 feet wide over all, and 159 feet long ; both bridge and draw 
are provided with sidewalks and fences. 

The third section is the filled portion across the Mystic Wharf prop- 
erty ; this is 1,268 feet long and 66 feet wide, with two sidewalks, each 8 
feet wide. ' 

The fourth and last section is a wooden bridge, 32 feet wide, without 
sidewalks and with a planked roadway; this is 174 feet long, making 
ra avenue 1,993 feet in length from the Charlestown end to the city’s 

ine. ' . 
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The roadway, except on the draw and the last section, is paved with 
granite blocks, and the sidewalks (except the westerly one on the third 
section, which is only partially paved) are paved with brick on the 
filled sections and with coal-tar concrete on the wooden bridge. 

The filled sections are provided with drains and catch-basins for sur- 
face drainage, and the wooden sections with scuppers for the same 
purpose. . : 

The wooden bridge part of the second section is built with oak piles 
and hard-pine timber, the floor is of hard-pine plank, 6 inches thick, with 
the joints caulked and paid with pitch, and the surface covered first 
with a layer of Trinidad asphalt, then with a layer of coal-tar con- 
crete, and this last with a layer of gravel, 6 inches thick, for bedding the 
paving stones. : 

The draw foundation is built of oak piles and hard-pine lumber, 
and great care was taken to provide as firm and unyielding a foundation 
as possible. 

The draw-piers are each 210 feet long, measuring from the centre 
of the draw, and with the draw foundation make a pier 420 feet in length. 
They are built with oak piles, hard-pine timber, and white-pine cover- 
ing. Fenders are provided to protect the bridge at all exposed points 
and the pile work of the bridge and piers is heavily cross-braced with 
oak braces. 

The draw is a rim-bearing turn-table draw of wrought-iron, the main 
trusses being continuous over turn-table. The dimensions of the super- 
structure are as follows, width 41 feet, which is divided into two side- 
walks and one roadway; length on centre line of roadway, 159 feet; 
distance between centres of trusses, 28 feet; length of trusses from 
centre to centre of end posts, 154 feet; depth of trusses at centre, 25 feet; 
at end posts, 12 feet 6 inches. 

The floor beams are wrought-iron lattice girders and are hung to 
lower chord pins by double hanger bolts. 

The roadway floor stringers are 5-in. X 12-in. hard-pine, and the 
roadway plank is spruce laid in two courses, 4 in. and 2 in. thick. 

The sidewalk floor stringers are 3-in. X 12-in. hard-pine, and the 
sidewalk plank is 2-in. white-pine, tongued and grooved, and planed to 
an even thickness. 

Adjustable bearings are provided under each end of draw, and are 
operated by hand wheels which project above the roadway. 

The turntable drum is of wrought-iron, it is 33 feet in diameter, and 
24 inches deep. 

The wheels are cast-iron, 36 in number; they are 24 inches diameter 
with a tread of 64 inches. 

The upper and lower tracks are of cast-iron, 24 inches thick, the 
upper track being fitted and fastened to bottom flange of drum. 

The draw is operated by man-power. 

Three new abutments were built. Two of them are quarry-faced, 
coursed granite masonry, with dressed beds and builds laid without 
mortar. The third abutment is built of block granite laid in course. 
All the abutments are founded on a solid clay or sand stratum. ‘The 
bottom of the abutment nearest the Navy Yard is 10 feet below mean 
low water, that of the one on the northerly line of the Mystic wharf is 
6 feet below mean low water, and that of the one on the southerly 
line of the Boston and Lowell wharf is at about low water of spring 
tides. All the stone-work below mean low water was laid by divers. 

Both the Cochituate and Mystic water are carried over the bridge ; 
‘ the former in a 20-in., the latter in a 16-in. pipe. The opening for 
vessels, being in a new position, necessitated the laying of new siphons; 
these were successfully laid ina trench dredged for the purpose. 

It was also necessary to move the pipes from their former position 
for the whole length of the avenue; this was dong without stopping the 
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“supply of water, as either pipe is fortunately large enough with the 


assistance of the East Boston reservoir, to do duty for both for short 

periods. 

_ The bridge is lighted with gas from pipes laid by the Charlestown 
as Company. 


No settlement has yet been made with Boynton Bros. 
The amount of their contract was $73,745.54. 

The amount paid the Leighton Bridge and Iron Works 
Company (Limited) was $12,076.52. 


* EssEX-STREET BRIDGE: (FROM WarD 25 TO CAMBRIDGE). 


This bridge is in fair order; but few repairs have been 
made on it the past year. 
Total cost of repairs, $63.23. 


* GRANITE BripGe (FRoM Warp 24 To Mitton). 


Several of the old main beams of the draw have been 
replaced with new ones, and the bridge has been replanked, 
during the year. It is now in fair order. 

Total cost of repairs, $411.73. 


Lonewoop-avE. BripGe (FROM Warp 22 TO BROOKLINE). 


Several designs for iron bridges, to replace the wooden 
structure in this location, were made by this department, 


- and submitted to the town authorities of Brookline for ap- 


proval; but the estimated cost of construction upon any of 
the designs was deemed so large by them that none were 
approved. 

The Board of Selectmen finally voted to replace the 
bridge with one of wood, similar in design and construction 
to the old one. 

Mr. E. S. Philbrick, C.E., was employed by the town to 
make a design, and, as the larger portion of the bridge 
was in the town of Brookline, the city assented to its con- 
struction. 

A contract, dated August 11, 1877, was made with Mr. 
William A. Norton for building the new bridge, and the 
work was completed October 29, 1877, at a total cost of . 
$4,148.82, of which amount the city paid $1,639.41. 

Lhe masonry abutment at the city’s end of the bridge 
was entirely rebuilt by days’ labor, at a cost of $1,277.39. 
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Marrapan Bripa@e (FRomM Warp 24 To Mitron). 


This is an iron bridge of light construction, and it is now 
carrying too heavy a “load of gravel, which should be re- 
moved. The iron-work needs scraping and painting, and 
the wood-work needs repairs. 


Mitton Bripce (From Warp 24 To Minton). 


No repairs have been made on this bridge during the year. 
It is in fair condition, but needs painting. 


* NEPONSET BripGE (FROM Warp 24 TO QUINCY). 


Plans for rebuilding the portion of this bridge maintained 
by the city were prepared during the summer, and a contract 
was made, October 1, 1877, with James H. Freeman & Co., 
for doing the work. 

The new bridge was not entirely completed until January 
2A 1a Sse put travel was resumed over it December 1, 1877. 

The length of the section rebuilt is 135 feet, and it has a 
width of 30 feet on the fixed portion, and 25 feet on the 
draw. 

New draw-piers were built on both sides of the bridge ; the 
length of each pier is 175 feet, and its width 20 feet. 

The foundations of the fixed portion of the new structure 
consist of 7 piers of oak piles, spaced 16 feet apart on 
centres. Thecaps, bolsters, stringers, and under-flooring are 
of hard-pine. The seams of the under-flooring were caulked — 
and paid with pitch, and the roadway was sheathed with 
spruce plank 2 inches in thickness. Fenders are provided 
above and below the bridge for its protection. The draw-piers 
are strongly built of oak piles, hard-pine timber, and white- 
_ pine covering, the channel face being protected by four lines 
of oak ribbons and sheathed with spruce plank. The bents 
of piles on both bridge and piers are strongly cross-braced 
with oak braces. 

The draw is of the double leaf or flap pattern ; it is 25 feet 
wide over all, and spans a channel 32 feet wide. 

The wrought-iron girders, six in number, of each half of 
the draw, are 32 feet 6 in. long, and are hung and turn on 
wrought-iron pins, which rest in cast-iron bearing-boxes 
fastened to the roadway timbers of the portion of the bridge 
directly back of the channel; the length from pin to channel 
end of girder is 18 feet, and to counterbalance end of draw 
14 feet 6 in. 
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The depth of the girder back of the pin is 2 feet; from 
the pin to the channel end the depth tapers to 15 in. 

The channel ends of the girders are connected to a plate 
beam 15 in. deep, and the counterbalance ends to a double 
beam made of two 12-in. channel beams. The counterbal- 
ance castings are built into this double beam, and are pro- . 
vided with large screws which, coming in contact with plates 
fastened to the roadway timbers of the bridge, furnish a 
counterbearing for the draw when loaded, and also a means 
for levelling and adjusting it. 

To the outside girders of each half of the draw, toothed 
quadrants of cast-iron are attached. Each quadrant is of 6 
feet radius, is centred on the pin through the girder, and is 
firmly bolted to the girder at the pin and at the end of its 
horizontal arm. The draw is operated by man-power, which 
is transmitted to the quadrants by means of gearing. Each 
half of the draw is provided with a self-acting latch to keep 
it in position when closed. 

The roadway plank on the draw is of spruce laid in two 
courses, the lower course being 5 inches, and the upper 
course 2 inches thick; the lower course of plank is spiked 
to 5-inch x 12-inch sticks fitted and bolted to upper flanges 
of iron girders. 

The spaces in the roadway of the bridge occupied by the 
iron girders of the draw when it is open, are covered by 
self-opening and closing hatches. The railings on the draw 
are of wood, fitted with gates giving access to the piers. 

The total cost of the structure, including superintendence, 
and the cost of a small store-house, was $17,478.16. 

Cost of repairs up to the time of rebuilding, $151.26. 


* NortH BeEacon-st. BRIDGE (ROM Warp 25 To 
WATERTOWN). 


This bridge has been replanked, and other small repairs 
have been made during the year. It is now in good order. 
_ Total cost of repairs, $190.99. 


* NortH Harvarp-st. BripGE (FROM Warp 25 To 
CAMBRIDGE).

Has been replanked and repaired to some extent, and is now 
in good order. 
Total cost of repairs, $376.34.

* WustErRN-aveE. Bripae (From Warp 25 To CAMBRIDGE). 


This bridge has been replanked, and a small building has 
been built for storage purposes on the draw-pier. It is in 


good order. 
Total cost of repairs, etc., $433.01. 


WESTERN-AVE. BRIDGE (FROM WARD 25 TO WATERTOWN). 


Is in fair condition; but few repairs have been made. 
Total cost of repairs, $65.86. ; 


Iil.— BRIDGES FOR THE MAINTENANCE OF 
WHICH BOSTON PAYS A PART OF THE COST. 


ALBANY-ST. BRIDGE (OVER Boston & ALBANY RAILROAD). 


The Boston & Albany Railroad Corporation having given 
notice that it would not commence the construction of the 
new bridge and abutments at this point, as agreed upon (see 
_ last annual report), until some future time, and certainly 
not during the year 1877, repairs were commenced on the 
old bridge, portions of which were in a dangerous condition, 
as soon after the receipt of the notice as practicable. ; 

The sidewalk trusses were relieved of the injurious end 
pressure by cutting away and resetting the parts of the 
stone parapet in Santaes with them, ae they were then 
straightened as well as they could be. 

The sidewalk flooring was removed, and the sidewalk 
trusses and the larger “portion of the main trusses were 
thoroughly scraped ‘and painted. 

The under flooring of the roadway was found to be in 
condition to last for several months longer, and it was not, 
therefore, taken up; it should be removed in the spring, 
and the iron-work which it covers scraped and painted. 

The motion of the abutments apparently continues. 

Total cost of repairs, $473.48.

These three bridges are in charge of commissioners, for 
whom I act as engineer. The bridges are in good order.

IV.—BRIDGES SUPPORTED BY RAILROAD 
CORPORATIONS. 


Second-street and Silver-street bridges (New York & 
New England Railroad) have been rebuilt during the year. 
Third-street bridge, over the same road, reported for the 
last two years as old and more or less decayed, has not 
been improved in condition by another year’s service. 

The bridges on Sharon street, Dudley avenue, and Beach 
street (Boston & Providence Railroad), are in poor condi- 
tion. 

The other bridges supported by railroad corporations, 
given in the list, are in good order.or fair condition, and 
require no special mention. 


MISCELLANEOUS -WORK AND CONSTRUCTIONS 
EN 1877. 


Fort AVENUE RETAINING WALL. 


The building of this wall was begun in 1876, and it is 
described in the last annual report. ‘The work was com- 
pleted and the final estimate made May 29, 1877. 

The total cost was $9,298.03. 


MiLi-sTREET IMPROVEMENT (DorcuHeEsTeR DistTRICT). 


This street, one of the oldest in the Dorchester district, 
‘ derived its name from an old tide-mill, for which a portion 
of the street constituted the. dam. The enclosed area, 
flooded at high tide, and through which a brook of some 
size runs, is about 12 acres in extent. The city acquired 
by purchase the tide-mill and its appurtenant rights of flow- 
age, and the abutters on the mill-pond and brook released 


> 
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any claims they might have on the land or flats in and con- 

tiguous to the brook or pond (the boundaries of the land on 

which the claims were thus released are shown on a plan in the 

City Surveyor’s office), on condition that the city should 

leave a water-way through the street large enough to allow 

the tide to flow out and leave the marshes dry at low water. 

Another condition was, that the water in the enclosed’ 
area, except when it became necessary to change it to pre- 

serve its purity, should be maintained at Grade 9. 

The Street Commissioners having widened the street and 
altered the grade, it became necessary to fill a section of about 
600 feet in length and provide a new water-way for the tide. 
Plans for filling the street, paving the side slopes, and 
building a stone culvert, were prepared in July, and pro- 
posals having been received, a contract, dated August 16, 
1877, was made with Messrs. Hall and Safford, of Boston, 
to do the entire work. 

The following description of the work is taken from 
Assistant Dexter Brackett’s report : — 


The culvert rests upon a foundation of spruce piles, capped with 
10-in. X 10-in. hard-pine, and floored with 4-in. spruce plank. At each 
end of the culvert 4-in. sheet piling is driven across the foundation, ex- 
tending into the banks on each side. Upon this foundation is built a 
double arch culvert, each water-way being 10 feet high, 7 feet wide at 
the bottom, and 8 feet wide at the spring line of the arches. 

It was intended to build the culvert of Roxbury stone, with the ex-. 
ception of the copings and the ring-stones: at the ends of the arches, 
which were to be of granite; but, at the request of the contractors, 
they were allowed to build the centre wall supporting the arches of 
granite, and the arches of brick. The side walls of the culvert are 
6 feet high, 4 feet 6 in. wide at the base, and 3 feet at the top; the 
centre wall is 4 feet wide at the base, and 3 feet at the top. 

The tops of the wing walls are covered by a granite coping 2 feet . 
6 in. wide and 12 in. thick. A coping of granite, 3 feet wide and 16 in. 
thick, is laid on the top of the spandrel walls. 

The side slopes of the street are covered with a wash wall of Roxbury 
stone 16 in. thick, with a backing of broken stone 1 foot in thickness. 


RAISING THE GRADE OF THE NEw York AND NEw 
ENGLAND RAILROAD. 


This work was fully described in the report of last year, 
having been completed December 20, 1876, but the measure- 
ment of the embankment was not finished until January 
6,1877. The final. estimate was made February 12, 1877, 
when the railroad company was allowed 500 squares of 
gravel in addition to the amount deposited under its con- 
tract, in consideration of the release of the city from all 
liability for the maintenance of the embankment at grade. 

The total amount of gravel paid for was 15,963 squares. 
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Wrst CHESTER PARK AND COMMONWEALTH AVENUR. 


_ The filling of these streets by contract was completed De- 
cember 19, 1876, and the final estimate made January 27, 
1877; the total amount of gravel delivered being 19,017 
squares. , 

A small wooden culvert having a tide-gate, and provided 
with a catch-basin at each end, has been built across West 
Chester Park, to replace one destroyed by the settlement of 
the filling. The plans and specifications were prepared by 
this department, and the culvert was built by Messrs. San- 
born and Stevens, of this city, for the sum of $375. 


IN GENERAL. 


Considerable work has been done during the year of a 
miscellaneous character, such as estimates of cost of the pro- 
posed South and Back Bay parks and Charles-river embank- 
ment, a retaining wall on Dartmouth street, filling of Rox- 
bury Canal and building a sea-wall on the north line of the 
extension of East Chester park, rebuilding Parker-street 
bridge, building a sea-wall on the north side of Swett street, 
near Pine Island; surveys and estimates for the Board of 
Health for the extension of the Berlin-street drain; for re- 
placing gates at the Mill Dam sluices, and also measurements 
of the stone deposited there, and for the abatement of the 
Mill Pond nuisance at Charlestown ; measurements of sodding 
on the Common and Public Grounds ; measurements of earth, 
stone, etc., used for grading around the Soldiers’ Monument 
on the Common, etc., etc. 

In the draughting-room, in addition to a large amount of 
miscellaneous office-work, such as copying, lettering, tracing, 
and revising plans, and making plans of finished structures 
for record, etc., Mr. John E. Cheney, the principal draughts- 
man in charge of this work, has designed and made detail 
plans, with specifications and estimates, for the following 
structures, most of which have been built during the 
year : — 


Tron bridge, Columbus avenue. 

Iron draw, Neponset bridge. 

Iron turn-table for new draw, Chelsea bridge. 
Additional iron girders, Huntington-avenue bridge. 
Additional wooden trusses, Berkeley-street bridge. 
House for Superintendent of Chelsea bridge. 
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He has also made plans, etc., for the repairs and altera- 
tions on the Berkeley-street and Ferdinand-street bridges, 
and inspected at the contractor’s works the Columbus-avenue 
bridge and Chelsea draw, and supervised their erection 
here. 


B.— WATER WORKS. 


Lake Cochituate. — On the Ist of January, 1877,, the sur- 

face of the water in the lake was 9 feet above the bottom of 

the conduit. 

__ During the months of January, ‘Febr uary, and March, the 
lake surface was rising, owing to the supply received from 
the Sudbury river, and on the 27th of March it reached high- 
water mark. It remained at or near this point until the 
middle of June, when it began to fall, and continued to 
lower until the 4th of October, when it was 6 feet 74 inches 
above the conduit bottom. In consequence of copious rains 
during the months of October and November the lake sur- | 
face had risen on November 1 to 9 feet 10 inches, Decem- 
ber 1, 10 feet 114 inches, and at this date, January 1, 1878, 
it. stands at 11 feet above the bottom of the conduit. 

There has been waste at the dam from March 21 to April 
5; from April 11 to 15, and 20 to 23; from May 2 to 5, 
and from June 12 to 16,— the total waste being 1,486,900,000 
gallons ; equal to a daily supply of 4,073,700 gallons for the 
whole year. 

Consumption. — The average daily consumption from the 
Cochituate works for each month of the year has been as 
follows : —

Making the daily average consumption for the year - 
20,673, 500 gallons, — an increase of about 2 per cent. over 
the consumption of 1876.

The average daily quantity for the year being 1,717,997 
gallons, — an increase of 17.6 per cent. over the quantity 
pumped in 1876. 

The consumption from these works increased to such an 
extent during the year 1876 and first part of the year 1877 that 


_ the City Engineer, in his report to the Water Board in May, 


recommended “ the purchase and erection this season of a third 
engine of a capacity of 3,000,000 gallons, and a new boiler.” 

In the fall, in accordance with a request from the Water 
Board, 4n order was. passed by the City Council, approved 
Oct. 4, 1877, authorizing the Water Board to purchase a 
pumping-engine, etc., at an expense not exceeding $20,000. 

A contract was made with Henry R. Worthington, of New 
York, for a compound duplex pumping-engine and a boiler ; 
the engine to have a pumpibg capacity of 3,000,000 gallons 
per day. 

The work is now rapidly progressing and will be com- 
pleted in about three weeks. In connection with the new 
engine important changes have been made in the suction and 
force mains of the pumps. ‘The suction mains of the present 
pumps have been so connected as to enable both pumps to 
be used together, thus doubling their former capacity. 

A new 20-in. force main has been laid from the engine- 


house through Elmwood and Roxbury streets to the junction 


of Pynchon street, there connecting with the main to Parker 
Hill Reservoir. 

Notwithstanding that the additions to and changes in the 
pumping machinery at this station have greatly augmented 
the capacity of the works, it is evident from the large in- 
crease of consumption of the past year over the previous one 
that but afew years will elapse before their present safe 
capacity will be reached. 

Brighton Pumping Works. — The pumps at this station 
have continued to work satisfactorily and are in good con- 
dition. The daily amount pumped has varied from 10,000 
to 100,000 gallons ; the consumption being largest during the 
summer months, when water is used for watering streets. 

The Pitbwiatic electric indicator, showing the ‘height of 


water in the reservoir, has proved to be a reliable instr ument. 
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Distributing System and Pipe Plans. — It has not been 
the policy of the Water Board during the past year to lay 
any pipes except they were petitioned for, and then only 
upon the usual conditions. A considerable amount has, how- 
ever, been laid, principally in the outlying wards of the city. 
The total length of new pipes is about 11 miles. 

The usual amount of work has been done in correcting the 
water-pipe plans (about 200 in number) belonging to the 
office of the Water Board and the Superintendent of the 
Eastern Division. 


Mystic Works. 


_ Mystic Lake.— The water in the lake on January 1, 1877, 

was 6.13 feet above tide-marsh level, or 0.77 of a foot below 
high-water mark. During the months of January, February, 
March, April, May, and June it remained at or near this 
point, water being allowed to waste over the dam from Janu- 
ary 8 to June 17. 

On July 1 the lake surface had fallen to 5.56 feet above 
tide-marsh level; August 1, 4.18 feet; September 1, 3.69 
feet ; October 1, 1.22 feet; and on October 4, 0.97 of a foot, 
or 5.14 feet above the bottom of the conduit. This was 
the lowest point reached during the year, the lake surface 
having risen November 1 to 4.55 feet; December 1, 6.18 
feet; and on January 1, 1878, it stood at 5.88 feet above 
tide-marsh level. Water has been wasted at the dam from 
November 8, 1877, to January 1, 1878. 

Mystic Pumping Station.—The pumping-engines at this 
station have done their work in a satisfactory manner during 
the year, and are in good condition. The daily average 
quantities of water pumped for each month of the past year - 
have been as follows : —

The total amount pumped during the year has been 
3,061,128,725 gallons, equal to a daily average of 8,386,- 
654 gallons for the year. 

Mystic Valley Sewer. — It was stated in the last annual 
report, that owing to certain restrictions of the act passed 
by the Legislature of 1875, this sewer could be built only 
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along an unnecessarily circuitous route, and that further opera- 
tions on the work had therefore been suspended until an 
amendment to this act could be obtained. 

_ An amendment removing the objectionable restrictions was 
passed by the Legislature-of 1877, and on the 16th of May 
an order of the City Council was approved, authorizing the 
Boston Water Board to locate and construct the sewer in 
conformity with the provisions of the Acts of 1875, as 

amended by chapter 11 of the Acts of 1877. 

In June, work upon the surveys and plans of the line was 
recommenced, and in the latter part of July it was so far 
completed that a plan of the lands required, with descriptions 
of the same, was submitted to the City Council. An order, 
approved July 30, was passed, taking the lands required. 

The City Council had previously passed an order (approved 
July 10), authorizing the Water Board to cause the work on 
the sewer to be done by day’s labor, and recommending that 
none but citizens of Boston should be employed thereon. 

August 6, Mr. F. H. Tarbox, of this city, was appointed, 

_by the Water Board, superintendent of construction, and 
August 20 work upon the sewer was commenced and was 
continued until the first of December. ‘The main line, about 
two miles in length, is practically completed, and considerable 
progress has been made on the Russell-brook line. The 
work except in special cases has all been done by day’s labor, 
and none but citizens of Boston have been employed. 

The following description of the location and construction 
of the sewer, and other matters of interest connected there- 
with, is taken from the report of Mr. W. I. Learned, the 
Assistant Engineer in charge of the work.

LOCATION OF THE SEWER. 


The sewer is located in the towns of Medford, Winchester, and 
Woburn. Commencing at the outlet in lower Mystic Lake, it ex- 
tends in a northerly direction through the bed of the old Middlesex 
Canal for about 3,000 feet; thence leaving the canal and crossing 
under the tracks of the Boston, Lowell, and Nashua R.R., it con- 
tinues generally within the railroad location until it reaches Main street, 
Winchester; crossing again under the railroad tracks at this point 
and extending through Main street to a point nearly opposite Lake 
street, the sewer here turns towards the north-east, and crosses private 
lands and under the tracks of the Woburn Branch of the B., L. & N. 
R. R.; from this point to Prospect street in Woburn it is within the 
location of the Woburn Branch Railroad, crossing Prospect street and 
extending for a short distance through private lands, it then turns and 
runs in a northerly direction through other private lands as far as Rail- 
road street; from the point where it turns after leaving Prospect street, 
a branch line 785 feet in length is to be extended in an easterly direc- 
tion to Pollard’s tannery. 

From the line in Main street branches are to be laid to the houses 
draining directly into Wedge Pond, and from the line within the

Woburn Branch Railroad location branches are to be laid to catch- 
basins located at each tannery. 


MAIN SEWER. 


The main sewer is built of brick, ‘and is 28 inches high by 26 
inches wide. It is 11,857 feet in length and extends from the out- 
let to a point within the Woburn Branch Railroad location nearly 
opposite Moseley’s tannery. 11,228 lineal feet of the sewer is 
is ‘‘single-course work;” under the railroad crossings and at Wald- 
myer’s tannery in Winchester, where it runs parallel with and 12 feet 
from the tan-pits, it is ‘‘double-course work.” At the outlet and along — 
the railroad embankment near Moseley’s tannery, cast-iron pipes, 24 
inches in diameter, are used. 

The crossing of the sewer at the Abbajona river is accomplished by 
means of two wrought-iron pipes of different diameters, one built in- 
side of the other, thus forming an air space to prevent freezing. One 
end of the pipe is fixed and the other end is movable, being provided 
with an expansion joint at its connection with the masonry. The 
crossing of the stone culvert at the Wedge-pond outlet-in Main street is 
effected by means of wrought-iron pipes of the same construction. 
This culvert has been enlarged by building two new water-ways to 
compensate for the area in the old culvert occupied by the wrought-iron 

ipe. | 
a The grade of Main street, in Winchester, has been raised so as to 
make the depth of filling over the sewer 4 feet. An agreement was 
made, November 26, with the Selectmen of Winchester, for raising the 
grade of this street and doing all the other necessary filling at the rate 
of 40 cents per cubic yard, bank measurement. The work of filling 
was commenced November 28, and at this date is nearly completed. 
The adjoining yards have only in a few instances been filled, most of 
the abutters not being willing to adjust their damages until the street 
is graded. 

The gravel filling on other parts of the main line was mostly fur- 
nished by the Boston, Lowell & Nashua Railroad Corporation, at the 
rate of $2 per car-load; 889 car-loads have been used. 

37 manholes and 10 flushing-tanks have been built on the main- 
sewer line; the manholes are located about 250 feet apart, and the 
flushing-tanks about 1,000 feet apart. 

The number of bricks so far used in the construction of the sewer is 
730,000. They were furnished by the Bay State Brick Company, at 
the contract price of $7.50 per M. 

The cement was furnished by D. Roby & Co., of Boston, under a 
contract made August 20. The price paid was $1.073 per cask, de- ° 
livered at the Boston, Lowell & Nashua Railroad depot, in Boston. 
About 1,400 casks have been used on the work. 

The wrought-iron pipes on the Wedge-pond outlet and Abbajona- 
river crossing were furnished by Lally & Russell, of South Boston, for 
the sum of $810 for the first, and $850 for the last mentioned. 

The cast-iron pipes were furnished by Jesse W. Starr & Sons, of 
Camden, N.J., at the contract price of $30 per ton. There were 58.3 
tons, or 604 lineal feet, of cast-iron pipes delivered. 


PIPE SEWER, OR RUSSELL-Brook LINE. 


The pipe sewer extends from the terminus of the main line to Rail- 
road street, in Woburn. Its total length, including all of its branch 
lines, is 11,644 feet. For 7,200 feet of this length, Akron-sewer pipe, 
15 inches in diameter, and for about 1,000 feet the same kind of pipe, 


— 


10 inches in diameter, will be used. All the branch lines will be 


6 inches in diameter. 

There will be about 35 man-holes and 10 flushing-tanks, built on 
te Russell-brook line, located the same distance apart as on the main 
ine. 

November 1, 1877, the proposal of Lewis & Willett was accepted, 


for furnishing 1,500 lineal feet of 15-inch diameter Akron-sewer pipe, 


at the rate of $0.48 per foot, delivered at Winchester. December 12, 
1877, the Water Board accepted a proposal made by the same parties, 
to furnish in the spring all 15-inch diameter Akron-sewer pipe required 
on the Mystic Valley Sewer, at the rate of $0.50 per lineal foot. 


‘\ 
PROGRESS OF THE WORK. 


The main line is completed with the exception of about 200 feet in 
length on the embankment at the Abbajona crossing, a short piece on 
each side of the Wedge-pond outlet crossing, and the iron-pipe outlet 
into the Lower Mystic Lake. 

On the pipe line, 1,056 feet of 15-inch pipe have been laid, and 
3 manholes built. 


Work upon the sewer will be resumed as early in the 
spring as practicable, and it is expected that the entire line 
will be completed by the first of July. 

The amount expended for labor and materials, and for 
land damages, to January 1, was about $73,000. 


C.— ADDITIONAL SUPPLY. 


All the different kinds of work on the “Additional Water 
Supply” have been vigorously prosecuted during the past 

ear. 

The following sections of the conduit, many of which were 
nearly completed at the beginning of the year, have been 
finished and accepted, viz: : Sections 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 8, 9, 11, 
EieeOst0y 21. - 

Sections 14 and 16 have been completed, but final pay- 
ments upon them have not yet been made. 

Section 10 is also practically completed, little remaining 
to be done except pointing the masonry. 

The entire conduit line is, with a few exceptions of slight 
importance, completed from Farm Pond to Chestnut Hill 
Reservoir. 

The work north of Farm Pond has been continued during 
the season without interruption; Section A, of the conduit, 
has been commenced, and a large proportion of it is 
done. 

The foundations of the dams, work upon which was 
done by day’s labor, have been completed, and the superin- 
tendent, foremen, etc., discharged. All contracts for sup-

plies, tools, horses and carts, etc., have been terminated, and 
settlements have been made in most cases. , 

Contracts have been made for the erection of the super- 
structures of the three dams on the Sudbury river. Dam 1 
is practically completed, the superstructure of Dam 3 has 
been commenced, but upon Dam 2 no work of any conse- 
quence has been done. 

Considerable progress has been made in preparing the 
reservoirs for use; a portion of Reservoir No. 1, which was 
too shallow, has been excavated, and Reservoir No.3 has been 
cleared of wood and brush. The 48-inch pipe lines, which 
are to connect the several reservoirs, are being laid by con- 
tract, and work upon them is well advanced. 

Mr. A. Fteley, the Resident Engineer in charge of the 
work on the “Additional Supply,” says in his statement of 
the progress made during the year : — 


Although much work has yet to be done about the dams and reser- 
voirs, it is expected that before the end of the year it will be so far 
_ completed that the reservoirs will be in condition to be filled. 


The engineering force has been largely reduced during the. 
year, and the number of its members will be further dimin- 
ished as the various portions of the work approach com- 
pletion. 

The amount expended to January 1, 1878, chargeable to 
the appropriation for an “Additional Supply of Water,” is 
$4,069,469.99 of which sum $707,062.02 have been expended 
for work done by contract or by day’s labor, and for mate- 
rials. The percentage retained from the contractors, to 
secure the faithful execution of their work, amounts to 
$64,107.66. 7 

The May report of the Water Board will contain more. 
detailed information with regard to the Water Works and 
Additional Supply. 


D.—IMPROVED SEWERAGE. 


The surveys and investigations in relation to an improved 
system of sewerage for the city have been continued during 
the year. 

July 9 a report on the subject was made by the City 
Engineer to the Joint Special Committee on Improved Sew- 
erage. This report gave the results of the surveys and inves- 
tigations which had so far been made, together with plans 
and estimates of the cost of construction of the various 
schemes which had been considered. The Engineer recom- 
mended the Old Harbor Point scheme, as the best of those

that had been investigated, and his recommendation was 


~endorsed by a majority of the committee in their report to 
the City Council (City Dacument No. 70, 1877). 


The following orders, passed by the City Council, were 
approved August 9, 1877 :— 


Ordered, That the City Treasurer be and he hereby is authorized to 
borrow, under the direction of the Committee on Finance, the sum of 
three million seven hundred and thirteen thousand dollars, the same to . 
constitute a special appropriation for the construction of an improved 


system of sewerage. 


Ordered, 'That the Joint Special Committee on Improved Sewerage 
be authorized to contract, on behalf of the City of Boston, for the con- 
struction of an improved system of sewerage, having its pumping sta- 
tion located at Old Harbor Point and its outlet at Moon Head, with all 
the reservoirs, pumping-works, and other appliances essential to the 
proper operation of said system, substantially in accordance with the 
plans made by Joseph P. Davis, City Engineer, and as authorized by 
an Act of the Legislature, entitled ‘‘ An Act to empower the City of 
Boston to lay and maintain a main sewer discharging at Moon Head, in 
Boston Harbor, and for other purposes,” being chapter 136 of the Acts 
of the year of 1876, the expense thereof to be charged to the appropri- 
ation for Improved Sewerage. : 


After the passage of these orders, the committee wished 
to commence the work as soon as possible. Specifications and 
plans were accordingly prepared for several detached sections 
of the sewer. ‘These sectidns were selected as affording ex- 
amples of different sizes and kinds of foundations, and also 
because their construction would not affect certain changes 


in line and grade, which might, on further examination, seem 


desirable, where the preliminary estimates had left a choice 
between different locations. Proposals for building four 
sections, 7,900 feet in all, were invited September 18, and 
by October 9 the contracts were closed. 

The prices averaged about 16 per cent. below the engi- 
neer’s estimates made previous to the letting. 
_ The progress of the work under the contracts, and also 
the operations of the engineering force employed, are given 
in the following extracts from the report of Mr. E. C. Clarke, 
the principal assistant in charge : — 


After the contracts were made, ground was broken at once, and 


_ work proceeded without interruption till the close of the season. All 


the materials used in construction have been carefully examined, and 
experienced inspectors have been employed to see that no poor work of 
any kind was done. The portions of the sewer now completed are 
thoroughly built, and will compare favorably with any work of its 
kind. One of the sections, No. 2 of the main intercepting sewer, is 
being built with success by tunnelling under the street, and work on it 
will be continued through the winter. The following tables give a 
summary of what has been done thus far: —

ARTESIAN BORINGS. 


The estimate for the proposed tunnel under Dorchester Bay was 
based upon a few borings made during the preliminary survey. The 
geolagical expert who was employed to consider the subject, and whose 
report was annexed to that of the committee (City Doc. No. 70), sug-. 
gested that there might be deep gulleys in the rock surface upon the 
tunnel line, and also beds of water-bearing materials mixed with the 
clay near the Dorchester shore. 

Accordingly, on September 14, a contract was entered into with John 
A. Gill to make a more extended series of borings, which was com- 
pleted November 17. Prof. Shaler’s recommendations as to frequency, 
etc., were followed; 114 borings were made, 4,598 lineal feet in all. 

Samples of the material found at different depths have been taken 
and are preserved in air-tight glass jars, but nothing was discovered 
which required a modification of the original estimate. Generally it 
may be said the developments were favorable, 


Licgut-Rop BorRINGs. 


Borings with light auger-rods to test the character of the soil through 
the streets to be traversed by the intercepting sewers have been contin- 
ued without intermission. It is believed that the method used is as 
cheap and effective as any that could be devised. Since the beginning 
of the survey, 679 borings have been made, averaging 28.8 feet deep, 
or 19,568 lineal feet in all, at a cost including the price of tools and 
repairs of about 27 8-10 cents per foot bored. 


SURVEYING. 


A party has been constantly employed in general surveying and mis- 
cellaneous out-door work. They have made accurate plats on a large 
scale of the streets traversed by the proposed sewers, showing the 
location of buildings, sidewalks, sewers, catch-basins, gas and water- 
pipes. Surveys and plans have also been made of lands that the com- 
mittee desire to acquire by purchase or otherwise. One important 
branch of this work has been the examination of all existing sewers 
that it is proposed to intercept, with reference to their exact elevation, 
inclination, and condition. All information acquired is preserved by 
means of carefully drawn detailed plans. :

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CEMENT TESTS.) 


_ As cement-mortar forms such a considerable element in the stability 
and cost of the scheme, it was thought best to make an extended series. 
of experiments to determine the best kind and proportions to use, and 
the best method of using it, A testing machine and other apparatus 
have been constructed, and various brands of American and foreign 
cements bought for trial. These tests are now in progress. 


SoIL-WATER INVESTIGATIONS. 


Considerable anxiety having been expressed in regard to the amount 
that the proposed scheme might lower the surface of the ground-water in 
the Back-Bay District, it has been thought advisable to pursue some in- 
ean to find out, if possible, what result may be expected. 

hatever effect the new sewer may produce must be due to one or. 
both of two causes, —/irst, leakage through the walls of the new sewer ; 
second, the doing away with the damming back and rise of the sewage 
in the existing sewers at each high tide. 

How much water will probably leak into the intercepting sewer may 
be approximately determined by ascertaining how much leaks into one 
we have already completed in very similar conditions as regards soil 
and tide-water. Brick bulkheads have been built in each end of the 700 
feet already completed of the South Boston intercepting sewer, and 
records will be made of the daily accumulation of water in it. 

To ascertain as far as possible the effect of keeping the present 
sewers running freely, it is proposed to pump continuously for a month 
or more the sewage in the Berkeley-street sewer over the tide-gates, 
thus sagan its being dammed back as the tide rises, and producing 
the exact conditions which will obtain when the intercepting sewer 
shall have been built. The influence of this upon the soil-water will 
be noted by means of pipes already sunk in the vicinity of the sewer. 
The contract for the pumping has already been let, and the experiment 
will be tried at once. Suggestions were invited as to other experi- 
ments, but none have been received. 


An order of the City Council, approved October 9, 
granted the City Engineer, Mr. Joseph P. Davis, leave of 
absence for a term not exceeding four months, for the pur- 
pose of examining the systems of sewerage in Europe. Mr. 
Davis left this country on the 24th of November, and his 
leave of absence has since been extended another month; he 
will not probably return until the latter part of April. In 
his absence the preparation of plans and specifications for por- 
tions of the improved sewerage scheme is being actively pros- 
ecuted, and contracts for the work will be let probably before 
his return. As changes and improvements in the plans are 
suggested ‘or directed by his letters they are made; the plans 
will therefore combine the results of the best engineering 
practice of this country and Europe.

In compliance with the order of the City Council, ‘“‘ That the 
City Engineer be instructed to examine the condition of the draw 
of Charles-river bridge, and report what action is necessary in 
order to prevent the frequent interruption to travel caused by the 
defective working of said draw,” I respectfully report that the 
draw is now in good condition, and, with the exception of adding 
a hand apparatus for moving it when the horse gear is out of order, 
I know of no action that can be taken to prevent interruption to 
travel, short of building a new draw and draw foundation. 

According to the records of the draw-tender, travel has been 
stopped but eight times since Oct., 1871, for repairs upon the 
draw ; it appears, therefore, that the evil to be obviated is hardly 
of sufficient magnitude to call for rebuilding. 

A new apparatus for moving by hand would not cost more than

Boston, February, 1878. 
To the Board of Aldermen of Boston: — 


GENTLEMEN, —I have the honor to transmit herewith a 
communication from the Chief Justice of the Supreme Judi- 
cial Court of the Commonwealth, calling attention to the 
insufficiency and inconvenience of the present County Court 
House, and the obligation resting upon the city to provide 
suitable accommodations in some other locality. 

Mindful of the suggestion made in my inaugural address, 
that no new improvements involving expense should be 
entered upon during the present year, unless it is made clear 
that further delay would injuriously affect the city’s interests, 
I have hesitated about recommending immediate action upon 
the subject of this communication, until satisfied from per- 
sonal examination that the public interests demanded it. 

During the past twenty years various expedients have 
been resorted to for the purpose of overcoming the disadvan 
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tages of the present building and its surroundings, but the 
ingenuity of architects and builders has been taxed in vain. 
A committee of the Board of Aldermen, reporting upon the 
subject in 1871, said : — 


The present condition of the court accommodations is such that to 
delay action longer would be discreditable to the city. The situation of 
the present building is convenient, but the difficulties of providing suffi- 
cient room within the limited space for the transaction of all the court 
business, and at the same time securing proper ventilation and freedom 
from interruption, are insurmountable. There appears to be no other 
course, therefore, but to erect a new building in another locality. 


The committee recommended the taking of the estates on 
Mt. Vernon street, between Temple and Hancock streets, 
and the land adjoining the same, occupied by the Beacon 
Hill reservoir; but before any action had been taken a 
communication was received from the Water Board, stating 
_ that the reservoir (the use of which had been discontinued 
for some time) might be required again in case of emergency 
to supply the high-service in that section of the city. The 
subject was then referred to the next City Council. In his 
inaugural address, Jan. 1, 1872, Mayor Gaston said : — 


There is an urgent necessity for a new Court House. The present 
structure is unfortunately situated, and is not well adapted to the uses 
for which it was designed. It is no credit to the city or county. The 
subject of erecting a new building has been discussed for five years or 
more, and no progress has been made. Each City Council has talked 
about or discussed it more or less, and has done nothing more. The 
chief difficulty has consisted in the selection of a suitable site. I com- 
mend the subject not only to your early attention, but to your early and 
prompt action. Unless you act immediately you will be in danger of 
leaving the subject to your successors, to be taken up by them, not at 
the point at which you may leave it, but at the point at which you may 
commence the investigation and inquiry. The demand for anew build- 
ing is so urgent and imperative that your action (if you take any action) 
must be very unreasonable if it fail to meet with my approval. 


The committee to whom this portion of the Mayor’s ad- 
dress was referred reported in favor of the reservoir site, 
and stated that “arrangements had been made with the 
Mystic Water Board, which obviated the necessity of main- 
taining the reservoir any longer.” The great fire of Novem- 
ber 9 occurred soon after this report was submitted, and, in 
view of the heavy losses sustained by the tax-payers, it was 
considered inexpedient to incur the expense of building the 
Court House at that time.’ No further action was taken 
upon the subject until 1874, when Mayor Cobb, in his inau- 
gural address, after. referring to the authority which had 
been given to the Aldermen in 1867 to take land for the 
Court House, said : — 


NEw Court House. 3 


The delay which has occurred in acting upon the authority thus 
obtained has been owing to the difficulty of selecting a site, and not to 
any difference of opinion as to the necessity for providing a new build- 
ing. The public convenience requires a central location; and, as 
valuable land must be taken for the purpose, further delay will only 
serve to increase the expense. As soon as other accommodations are 
furnished for the courts, the building in Court square can be advan- 
tageously connected with the City Hall, and all the city officers whom 
it is now necessary to provide with office room at high rents outside of 
city buildings can be accommodated there. As a measure of economy, 
therefore, prompt action upon the question is urgently demanded. It 
should be borne in mind that at least two years will be required to 
complete the new building after the work is authorized, and in the 
meantime the necessity for additional room will become more and more 
pressing. 

A committee of the Board of Aldermen was appointed to 
consider the Mayor’s recommendation, but the members 
were unable to agree upon a site; and from that time until 
the present no action has beén taken. 

The statements which I have here quoted, and the repre- 
sentations made in the communication from Mr. Chief Justice 
Gray, are such, in my opinion, as to make it the duty of 
the present City Government to take steps immediately to- 
ward the erection of a new Court House. It appears that 
the city is now paying for rent of offices outside of City 
Hall and the Court House, but which properly belong inside 
of those two buildings, the sum of $20,850 per annum, an 
amount equal to the interest on $420,000. The steady 
increase in the business of the City Government will, 
necessitate the hiring of additional offices from time to time, 
unless the City Hall is enlarged or a new Court House built. 
The rooms at present occupied by the Health Department in 
the basement of this building are damp and unhealthy, and 
might properly be complained of, by the Board of Health, on 
sanitary grounds, if occupied by a family. There are a 
number of other departments of the government whose ac- 
commodations are insufficient and unsuitable, but they are 
the best that can be furnished, unless a large additional 
annual expense is incurred for outside rents. ‘The initiative 
in the selection of a site for a new building belongs, under 
the statute of 1867, to the Board of Aldermen acting as 
County Commissioners; but I will venture to make some 
suggestions which may be of service in determining your 
action. 

It appears from what I have already stated that the reser- 
voir site, so called, at the rear of the State House, would 
have been taken for the purpose in 1871, had not the Water 
Board at that time reported that the reservoir might be 
needed again for the maintenance of the high-service supply.

In reply to an inquiry which I addressed to the Boston Water 
Board, after receiving the communication from the Chief 


Justice, I am informed that there is no longer any necessity for 


maintaining the reservoir, either for the purpose of furnish- 
ing a supply of water for family use, or for the extinguish- 
ment of fires. A copy of the answer of the Water Board, 
and an accompanying statement from the acting engineer, are 
appended. The land covered by the reservoir contains 38,040 
square feet. The estates on Mt. Vernon street, between 
Temple and Hancock streets, contain 24,985 square feet, 
making the total number of feet in the square, bounded by 
Mt. Vernon, Hancock, Derne, and Temple streets, 63,025. 


The present Court House covers an area of only 12,000. 


square feet. 

The Assessors’ valuation of the reservoir lot is $147,500, 
and of the building. materials in, the reservoir, $52,500. The 
valuation of the seven estates fronting on Mt. Vernon street, 
including the buildings, is $214,000. From the examina- 
tions which have been made it would seem to be impossible 
to secure sufficient land in any other locality, equally acces- 
sible and equally well adapted for the purposes of a Court 
House, without paying three or four times the amount for 
which this site can be obtained. The committee of your 
Board which investigated the subject in 1871 said : — 


The heavy granite blocks of which the reservoir is constructed can be 
worked over and used to good advantage in building the foundations 
and basement story of the Court House. If sold for removal this 
material would be of comparatively little value. The distance from 
the City Hall to the centre of this lot is just a quarter of a mile ; from Pem- 
berton square, by way of Somerset street and Ashburton place, it is only 
about 1,000 feet. The distance for the conveyance of prisoners between the 
Court House and the jail would be reduced nearly one-half. The grade 
from Cambridge street, through Hancock or Temple street, to Derne 
street, iseasy. It is only on the westerly and north-westerly side of the 
hill that the grade is steep; from all other points the place is accessible 
and convenient. ‘There is no danger to be apprehended from the noise 
of travel in the surrounding streets. ‘There will be a considerable space 
between the building and the streets; and there is no heavy travel, and 
never likely to be any through these streets, as none of them are 
regular thoroughfares. The advantages of light and air are unsur- 
passed. 


As soon as the new Court House is built, the building in 
Court square can be connected by a bridge with the rear of 
the City Hall, and ample accommodations can be furnished 
there to meet all the requirements of the city departments 
for office room during the next fifty years. It would not 
only be more economical to provide for all the city offices 
in buildings owned by the city, but it would be greatly for 
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the convenience of the citizens to have all the offices brought 
under the same roof, or, what would practically amount to 
the same thing, located in adjoining buildings. Believing 
that the city’s interests would be injuriously affected by 
further delay in providing suitable accommodations for the 
courts and the offices connected with them, I would respect-* 
fully recommend that the communication of the Chief Justice 
receive your early and favorable consideration.

Sir :— The Justices of the Supreme Judicial Court, after much 
deliberation, are constrained by a sense of their duty to the public 
to represent to your Honor that it is more than ten years since the 
Legislature passed an act to authorize the City of Boston to take 
and hold land for a Court House for the County of Suffolk, and 
that nothing has been done towards exercising the authority granted 
by that act. 

The insufficiency and inconvenience of the present Court 
House are so well known to all who, in any capacity, as judges, 
jurors, counsel, parties, or witnesses, are obliged to attend the 
courts, that it is unnecessary to enlarge upon them further than to 
say that the constant noise in the surrounding square imposes an 
excessive strain upon the lungs, the ears, and the brains of all who 
have to speak or to hear in the court rooms, and at times makes it 
almost impossible to understand and appreciate what is said, or 
properly to weigh and consider questions, the solution of which 
demands the undisturbed application of the utmost powers of the 
mind, and concerns the most important rights of the citizens. 

In every year more than half of the sessions of the full 
court and of the sittings in equity, and a hardly less proportion of 
the jury trials, are had in the County of Suffolk, and the existing 
Court House, in its present situation, is beyond all comparison 
less fit for the purposes to which it is applied than any Court 
House in the Commonwealth.

Dear Sir, — In reply to your communication of 30th ult., ask- 
ing for our opinion as to the necessity or expediency of maintain-

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In our judgment there is no longer any necessity for maintain- 
ing the Beacon-Hill reservoir for either of the purposes named ;

do so. 

We send you copy of correspondence between the Board and 
the acting City Engineer, which will give you information bearing 
upon the subject, and the reasons for the decided opinion which 
we have expressed. 

We have always understood that Mr. Davis, City Engineer, 
who is now in Europe, was decided in his views as stated by Mr. 
Wightman, and it is certainly safe to conclude that the report of 
the Cochituate Water Board, April 30, 1875, would not have been 
made if this was not the case.

Hon. T. T. Sawyer, eric of Boston Water Board : — 


Dear Sir, — In answer to your request for my views in regard 
to the value of the Beacon-Hill reservoir for the ordinary purposes 
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of consumption, or for the extinguishment of fires, I submit the 
following : — 


The Beacon-Hill high-service district is supplied at present 
through one line of pipes from the pumping-station at Roxbury. 
This line has, however, a connection independent of the pumps, 
with the Parker-Hill reservoir. It (the district) can therefore be 
supplied from either the pumps or reservoir, so long as the line 
connecting it with them remains intact. 

In case of the breaking of this line by accident or otherwise the 
district can then be supplied by connections at present existing,— 


First. From the low-service mains. 
Second. i Mystic Water mains. 
Third. 66 Beacon-Hill reservoir. 


The quantity of water that could be supplied by the first method 
would be ample for fire purposes, as the connections with the low- 
service mains which run through and surround the district’ are 
excellent; but the head for domestic and other purposes would be 
poor. No reliance could be placed on obtaining a day supply for 
these purposes above elevation about 95, water-works base; this 
would leave 50 houses unsupplied at the basement, and 120 unsup- 
plied above the first floor. 

By the second method the supply for fire purposes would be. 
ample, as the connecting main is a large one, and the supply for 
domestic and other purposes would be much better than by the 
first method. A day supply could be obtained at about elevation 
122, water-works base. 

By the third method, if the reservoir was “fall, a supply for an 
ordinary fire could be obtained ; ‘but in case of an extensive con- 
flagration the low-service mains would have to be used. 

The reservoir contains, when full, 2,678,000-+-gallons. Estimat- 
ing the population of the district at 6,000 (about what it is), and 
the daily consumption at 70 Seales per head, this quantity would 
last, for domestic purposes, 6,3,--days. . 

The elevation of the bottom of the reservoir is 108.47, its high- 
water-mark is 121.53, above water-works base; the head therefore 
would not be as good as by the second method, but it would be 
much better than by the first. 3 

Neither of the three methods of supply above mentioned give 
so much head as the present (the high-water mark of Parker-Hill 
reservoir is at elevation 219, above water-works base) ; but if the 
Beacon-Hill reservoir was abandoned as an auxiliary of the water 
works, and it was deemed advisable, the district could be supplied | 
for domestic purposes by another method. 

One or two high-pressure pumps, similar to those of the Brigh- 
ton high-service works, but of larger capacity, might be placed in 
such a location (on the reservoir site would -be desirable on 
account of the connections already existing, and a location could 
be reserved in disposing of it) that they could pump from the 50- 
inch low-service main into the high-service pipes of the district. 
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The cost of the pumps, boilers, and connections would not ex- 
ceed $5,000. 

‘In conclusion, if the reservoir is abandoned or dispensed with, 
there are now two methods by which the district could be supplied 
in case of an emergency, and one of these methods will furnish a 


better supply than the reservoir. There is a third method by | 


which, at a comparatively small expense, provision could be made 
for a supply for domestic and business purposes, under as great a 
head or pressure as at present. 

The liability of breakage of the main from the pumping-station 
at Roxbury is small, and if broken it could probably be restored 
in a day or two at the most. 

An ample quantity of water for fire and domestic purposes can 
be furnished under any circumstances that will not disable the en- 
tire system of low-service supply mains; therefore, in answer to 
your question, ‘‘ Is the Beacon-Hill reservoir of any practical value 
to the city as auxiliary to the water supply?” I say that I think 
it is not of sufficient value to retain. 

To your question, ‘Can it not be dispensed with without any 
appreciable loss or disadvantage in the system of water works?” I 
answer that in my opinion it can. 

My answers to the above questions will, I feel justified i in saying, 
from my knowledge of his views, express the opinion of Mr. Davis 
as well as that of “myself.

AN ACT to authorize the City of Boston to take and hold land for - 
a Court House for the County of Suffolk. 


Section 1. The Board of Aldermen of the City of Boston, 
acting as County Commissioners for the County of Suffolk, are 
hereby authorized and empowered to take and hold, by purchase 
or otherwise, so much land as they may deem necessary, for the 
purpose of erecting thereon a Court House by the City of Boston, 
for the use of the County of Suffolk, and for a court-house yard 
for the same. 

Sror. 2. The Board of Aldermen shall, within sixty days from 
the time when they shall take any parcel or parcels of land under 
this Act, file in the office of Register of Deeds for said county, 
and cause to be recorded, a description of the land so taken, as 
certain as is required ina common conveyance of land, with a 
statement of the purpose for which it is taken; which description 
and statement shall be signed by the Mayor of the city; and the 
City of Boston shall be liable to pay all damages that shall be 
sustained by any person or persons by reason of the taking of such 
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land as aforesaid ; such damages to be ascertained and determined 


_ in the manner provided for ascertaining and determining damages 


Es in case of the laying-out, altering, or discontinuing of ways within 
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_ the City of Boston; but the provisions of chapter one hundred 
and seventy-four of the Acts of the year eighteen hundred and 
sixty-six shall not be applicable to any proceedings under this

Secr. 3. This Act shall take effect upon its passage.

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AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND AN ORDI- 
NANCE RELATING TO PRINTING. 


Be it ordained by the Aldermen and Common Council of 
the City of Boston, in City Council assembled, as follows : — 


Section 1. The ordinance relating to printing is hereby 
amended by striking out the third and fourth sections, and 
inserting the following in place thereof : — , 

Sect. 3. ‘The Mayor shall forthwith appoint, subject to 
the approval of the City Council by vote taken by ballot in 
each branch thereof by yea and nay, a Superintendent of 
Printing, to hold office until the first day of July, 1881, and 

until his successor is duly chosen and qualified ; and on every 
third year after the present, the Mayor shall, with like ap- 
proval, appoint a Superintendent of Printing for a term of 
three years from the first day of July in the year of such 
appointment, and until his successor is duly chosen and qual- 
ified. A vacancy in said office shall be filled for the unex- 
pired term in the same manner as the original appointment is 
required to be made; but in case of a vacancy, or of the dis- 
ability of the Superintendent to perform the duties of his of- 
fice, the Mayor may, with the approval of the Joint Standing 
Committee on printing, appoint a Superintendent pro tem- 
pore. The Mayor may also, subject to the approval of the 
City Council, declared in the manner above set forth, remove 
any Superintendent of Printing. 

Srct. 4. The Superintendent of Printing shall be a per- 
son who is a practical printer, and well versed in the various 
branches of the arts of printing and book-binding. He shall 
not be interested, directly or indirectly, in any contract for 
printing, binding, stock, or stationery for the City govern- 
ment, or for any department thereof. He shall give bond in 
the penal sum of five thousand dollars for the faithful 
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performance of the duties of his office. He shall receive 
such compensation as the City Council may from time 
to time determine ; and he shall annually submit to the City 
Council a report of the amount of printing, binding, stock, 
and stationery done for, or supplied to, each department of — 
the City Government, and the cost thereof; and generally of 
all matters transacted under his superintendence.

GENTLEMEN, — In compliance with the provisions of sec- 
tion 7, of chapter 280, of the Laws of 1871, I have the honor 
to submit for your consideration a detailed report of the 
operations of this department for the year ending December 
Pat hd.c7.

Under the provisions of the statutes relating to buildings 
in the City of Boston, and under the provisions of the city 
ordinances relating to buildings, the department has super- 
vision over the following matters : — 


The erection of brick, stone, and iron buildings, under stat- 
ute provisions, throughout the entire city limits. 

The erection of wooden or frame buildings, of limited 
dimensions and range, outside of the building limits, 
under the provisions of the city ordinance. 
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Additions, alterations, and repairs upon all classes cf build- 
ings, with especial reference to their compliance with 
present requirements of the building law. 

The inspection of unsafe buildings and Struabureae with full 
power to require the securing or removal of the same, 
and in cases of immediate danger, where the security 
of the public is imperilled in life and lintb, authority to 
enter upon, secure, or take down the same, as the 
exigencies of the public safety, in the opinion of the 
Inspector, may require. 

The examination of buildings damaged by fire or accident, 
with authority to enter upon the premises and investigate 
the origin of fires. 

The inspection of buildings liable to take fire from unsafe 
flues and heating apparatus. 

The supervision and the protection of the building Hates 
the district in which the erection of independent 
wooden buildings is prohibited by statute law, with a 
limitation as to wharves. 

Special authority invested in the Inspector of Buildings to 
issue permits for wooden or frame sheds, for special 
purposes, at his discretion, upon wharves situated within 
the building limits of the city. 

The examination for approval of plans of proposed buildings 
to be occupied as churches, theatres, halls, railroad-sta- 
tions, school-houses, or for any public purpose what- 
ever. 

The examination of plans and specifications of proposed ten- 
ement-houses, public and family hotels, with reference 
to their compliance with special statute provisions regu- 
lating area for light and ventilation, material of con- 
struction, water-closets, drainage, cesspools, height of 
habitable rooms, window openings, hall-ways, construc- 
tion of stair-ways, fire-escapes, and the height of the 
building as regulated by the width of the street upon 

- which they are proposed to be erected. 

The enforcement of statutory provisions requiring fire- 
escapes upon certain buildings in which operatives are 
employed, in factories, mills, or manufactories, tene- 
ment-houses and hotels, ete. 

Authority invested in the Inspector of Buildings, under the 

act relating to means of egress from buildings occupied 
for public purposes, to ‘regulate the entrances, door- 
ways, passage-ways, their width, construction, and num- 
ber, and obstructions that may be placed therein, the 
arrangement of the seatings, and the use of combustible 
materials, draperies, scenery, properties, etc. 
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The inspection of all hoist-way and elevator openings in 
buildings, with reference to their construction in con- 
formity with the requirements of statute law and their 
use. 

Compliance with the requisitions of the Board of Health. 

The setting of steam-engines and steam-boilers. 

The building of furnaces for melting iron, ginse, or other 
metals. 

The building of ovens, kilns, etc. 

The setting of heating-apparatus, in all classes of buildings. 

The examination of the grade of cellar bottoms of buildings 
built upon filled land; reporting violations of the same 
to the Board of Aldermen. 

The storage of combustible material in buildings occupied in 
whole or in part as dwellings, situate within the building 
limits of the city. 

Buildings authorized by the Board of Aldermen to be used 
for stables, are licensed to be occupied for this purpose 
under the direction of the Inspector of Buildings. 

The examination of buildings, with reference to their being 
provided with ample and sufficient means of egress, and 
their compliance with statute requirements, upon petition 
to the Board of Aldermen for license to occupy the same 
as a place of public amusement. 

Examination of private signs located in the public highways, 
upon a license being granted by the Board of Aldermen 
to maintain the same, if secured to the satisfaction of 

, the Inspector of Buildings. 

Authority to apply to the Supreme Judicial Court for an 
injunction restraining the construction of windows, steps, 
and porches, projecting into or over any public highway. 


The number of permits that have been issued for the erec- 
tion of new buildings, for alterations and additions, for 
steam-engines, boilers, furnaces, etc., and especially in the 
work of unsafe buildings and fire-escapes, has been in excess 
of that of the previous year. 

As has been the custom of the department from the time 
of its establishment, especial attention has been given in the 
matter of the inspection of the erection of all new buildings, 
carefully noting improper methods of construction and devia- 
tions from prescribed building regulations. 

The sharp competition however among builders has re- 
duced profits to an exceptionally small margin, resulting in 
a tendency, in many cases, to secure them from out of the 
material and workmanship, rather than from the amount of 
the contract.

The continual change in the occupation of old buildings 
that is constantly in progress throughout the city, neces- ° 
sitates alterations in the manner of their construction of a 
more or less radical character. Particularly is this the case 
with those that are situate within the boundaries of the 
district known as the building limits. Buildings that here 
were erected to be occupied perhaps as dwellings, of small 
size, low height, thin walls, light floors, with a foundation 
to correspond in strength with the rest of the structure, 
become desirable, from their location, for mercantile, me- 
chanical, or manufacturing purposes. 

The change may be gradual, commencing first by altering 
the lower story into a store, the erection of an addition at 
the rear, increasing the height of the building, and after- 
wards followed by a complete change of occupation through- 
out the premises, — a change in the use of so radical a nature, 
that if the building was now to be erected as a new building, 
for the later occupation, the deviation from the prescribed 
building regulations would be so great that the department 
could not, under the law, authorize their erection. 

To these alterations the attention of the department has 
been given to the extent of the ea that has been confided 
to it. 

In the matter of securing ample means of egress and fire- 
escapes on certain classes of buildings, required by law to 
be provided with them, and which, upon inspection, appeared 
to be deficient in these respects, has the attention of the 
department during the year been more particularly directed, 
its first object being to secure a proper compliance with the 
requisitions that had been issued during the latter part of 
the previous year upon our public buildings; and second, 
to ascertain by an inspection of the buildings in the city, 
the location of our tenement, boarding, and lodging-houses, 
hotels, charitable institutions, etc., the number of their 
inmates, the condition of the buildings, their danger from 
fire, and the facilities for egress maintained therein, in case 
of fire or accident. 

To secure information on this subject, that in all respects 
would be accurate and complete, it was apparent that the 
system of inspection should provide against omissions, and 
the plan of numbering and inspecting by blocks, instead of 
streets, was adopted. 

The work of this examination is progressing in a manner 
that is answering the end for which it was instituted. The 
condition of each of the above classes of buildings being 
fully noted, a plan of the premises drawn, and, upon com- 
pletion, the reports will be bound together into volumes, 
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affording information, that heretofore has not been acces- 
sible. 

The work of securing unsafe buildings, unsafe walls, etc., 
has been unusually exacting, having been much larger than 
during any previous year, obliging the department in sev- 
eral cases, through the delinquencies of the owners, to enter 
upon, take down or secure them, to the extent the safety of 
the public required. 

There is generally great sensitiveness on the part of 
owners to have the unsafe condition of their buildings made 
a matter of public comment, and this feeling has been re- 
spected when a disposition on their part has been manifested 
to take immediate measures to secure them. 

At the last session of the Legislature, in compliance with 
the petition of His Honor the Mayor, as authorized by the 
City Council, was passed the following Act, regulating the 
construction of windows, doors, porches, and steps, where 
the same project over or into any public highway or street : — 


[CHap. 84.] 


AN ACT IN ADDITION TO AN ACT TO PROVIDE FOR THE REGULATION 
AND INSPECTION OF BUILDINGS, THE MORE EFFECTUAL PREVENTION 
OF FIRE, AND BETTER PRESERVATION OF LIFE AND PROPERTY IN 
BOSTON. 

Be it enacted, etc., as follows : — 

SEcTION 1. Noperson shall hereafter erect, place, construct, or cause 
to be erected, placed or constructed, or shall commence to erect, place or 
construct any portico, porch, door, window or step projecting into or 
over any public highway, street, causeway, bridge or square within 
the City of Boston. 

Sect. 2. If any person shall violate the provisions of the foregoing 
section, he shall, upon the application of the Inspector of Buildings of 
the City of Boston, be liable to the processes of law and equity set forth 
in the twenty-third section of chapter three hundred and seventy-one of 
the acts of the year eighteen hundred and seventy-two. 

Srot. 3. This act shall také effect upon its passage. [Approved 
March 29, 1877. 


The immediate occasion of the passage of this Act was the 
increasing tendency among builders, in the construction of 
these projections at the expense of the public highway, — the 
danger of the evil becoming so great as to become unmanage- 
able, —and to afford protection to adjoining owners from 
serious injury, who, in many cases, were without legal re- 
course. 

Under the operation of the provisions of this Act, plans of 
proposed buildings, and plans of proposed alterations upon 
buildings having these projections, are required to be modi- 
fied in this respect before a permit for their erection or 
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alteration is issued ; and, when their erection has been with- 
out notice to the department, immediate action has secured 
their removal. 

The law has now become so well known among architects 
and builders that, at the present time, it is exceptional for 
the department to have plans of proposed buildings with these 
projections on them submitted to it for inspection and ap- 
proval. 

The department has not had occasion to refer any case of 
violation, arising under the provisions of this Act, to the 
City Solicitor for prosecution. 

Upon the second day of October, by the passage of the 
following ordinance, the City Council transferred the author- 
ity to issue permits for the occupation of streets for building 
purposes, from the Chief of Police to the Inspector of 
Buildings. 


AN ORDINANCE FOR THE OCCUPANCY OF STREETS FOR BUILDING 
PURPOSES. 


Be tt ordained by the Aldermen and Common Council of the City of 
Boston, in City Council assembled, as follows :— 


SECTION 1. Every person wishing to occupy or use any portion of 
any of the streets for the erection or repair of any building upon land 
abutting thereon, shall make application therefor to the Inspector of 
Buildings, who, subject to the direction of the Board of Aldermen, shall 
have power and authority to grant permits for the occupation or use, 
for building purposes, of such part of any street, and for such length of 
time, and under such limitations and restrictions, as may be required by 
any ordinance, or by the public convenience ; and all such permits may 
be revoked by the Inspector of Buildings at any time when the holders 
of them fail to comply with any rule or regulation under which they are 
granted, or when, in the opinion of the Inspector of Buildings, the pub- 
lic good requires such revocation. And the part or portion so allotted, 
if any, and no other part of said street, shall be used for laying all the 
materials for any such building or repairing, and for receiving the 
rubbish arising therefrom. And all the rubbish arising therefrom or 
thereby shall be carried away by the person or persons so building or 
repairing, at such convenient time as the Board of Aldermen or In- 
spector of Buildings may direct; and in case of neglect or refusal so to 
do, it shall be removed by the Superintendent of Streets, the Chief of 
Police, or the Deputy Chief of Police, at the expense of such person or 

ersons. 

2 Sect. 2. In all cases the space so allotted shall be enclosed with a 
sufficient fence, which shall be continued during the whole time such 
occupation exists. And a lighted lantern or lanterns, or some other 
proper and sufficient lights, shall be fixed to some part or parts of such 
fence, or in some other proper manner. And said lights or lanterns shall 
be so kept lighted from the beginning of twilight every evening, through 
the whole of every night, during said occupation. 

Sect. 3.-. Any person licensed or permitted as aforesaid to occupy 
any part of any street, while erecting or repairing any building, shall 
provide a safe and convenient passage around or over the same for 
public travel, and shall be responsible for any injury sustained in con- 
sequence of any neglect so to do. 
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‘Srot. 4. It shall be the duty of the Inspector of Buildings to see 
that the laws, ordinances, orders, and regulations, now or at any time 
in force respecting the use or occupancy of any street or part thereof, 
for the purpose of erecting, altering, or repairing or removing any 
building are observed and enforced. 

Sect. 5. Any person violating any of the provisions of this ordi- 
nance shall be liable to a penalty of not less than two dollars nor more 
than fifty dollars for each offence, and to a like penalty for each day’s 
continuance thereof. 


The desirability of investing this department with author- 
ity to issue these permits, had often been suggested by 
builders and contractors, and during the short time that it 
has had the supervision of their issue, the results would 
seem to indicate that the change has been an advantageous 
one, and has tended to facilitate building operations.

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SprEcrAL PERMITS. 


The provisions of Section 1, of Chapter 260, of the Acts 
of 1872, prohibit the erection of independent wooden build- 
ings within the boundaries of the district known as the build- 
ing limits of the City of Boston, with certain exceptions as to 
wharves. 

Wooden additions to existing buildings in this district, 
can, however be erected, with a “limitation as to height and 
area to be covered. 

These limits are established by the City Council under 
statute authority, and by an ordinance approved July 8, 
1871, were defined as follows : — 


Beginning at the intersection of the centre line of Dover and Albany 
streets, thence running eastwardly through the centre of Dover street to 
the Harbor Commissioners’ line; thence around the northerly portion of _ 
the “ City Proper,” by the said Harbor Commissioners’ line to a point on 
Charles river, opposite the centre line of Parker street or cross dam; 
thence through the centre of Parker street or cross dam, to a point 
opposite the centre of Ruggles street; thence through the centre of 
Ruggles street to the centre of Washington street; thence through the 
centre of Washington street to a point opposite the centre of Palmer 
street; thence through the centre of Palmer and Eustig streets to the 
centre of Hampden street; and thence through the Centre of Hampden 
and Albany streets to the point of beginning. 

The said district being shown by a “shaded red line on a plan made by 
the City Surveyor, dated June 26, 1871, and deposited in the office of 
the City Surveyor.

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HoIst—ways AND ELEVATORS. 


Buildings having floor openings for hoist-way purposes are 
required by law to have the openings provided, on each and 
every floor through which the hoist-way passes, with a good 
and substantial railing, and such good and sufficient trap- 
doors with which to close the same, as may be directed and 
approved by the Inspector of Buildings; and such trap- 
doors shall-be kept closed at all times, except when in actual 
use by the occupants. 

In,all oceupied buildings it has been the practice of the 
department to rule that a hoist-way was in actual use during 
all business hours, but to insist that at the close of day, when 
the premises are vacated for the night, the trap-doors should 
invariably be closed. 

There are few provisions of the building law more im- 
portant than this one. When it is considered that for pro- 
tective purposes in case of fire, the floors of our buildings 
are so constructed as to make only an apparent separation of 
the stories, and that with a large flue extending from the 
basement of a building to the roof, and the building stored 
with large amounts of combustible material, it becomes espe- 
cially dangerous in case of a fire occurring in it, which, in- 
stead of being temporarily confined to the story in which it 
originated, spreads at once throughout the building, imper- 
illing, to a greater or less extent, all surrounding buildings ; 
and when the number of firemen whose lives have been lost, 
or who have been seriously injured by entering these or 
adjoining buildings having unprotected hoist-ways, is also 
considered, the simple requirements of rails and of closed 
trap-doors during non-business hours is not to be considered 


onerous or burdensome, and any neglect to make them con-: 


form to legal requirements no excuse for an exemption 
from the prescribed penalty.

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INSUFFICIENT EGRESS AND FIRE—ESCAPES. 


Under the provisions of the building law, fire-escapes and 
sufficient means of egress are required in the following 
classes of buildings :— 

Buildings in which operatives are employed in any of the 
stories above the first story. 

Buildings occupied by two or more families on any floor 
above the second floor from the level of the street. 

Hotels, boarding and lodging houses, factories, mill or 
manufactory. 

Buildings occupied, in part or in whole, for any public 
purpose. 

All new buildings belonging to any of the above classes, 
are especially examined in regard to their construction, with 
reference to fulfilling legal requirements in furnishing suita- 
ble and ample means of egress in case of fire or accident. 

The number, location, arrangement, and width of the stair- 
ways; the proposed number of occupants or operatives; the 
proposed use of the building; its proximity to other build- 
ings, and the material of which it is built, all enter into con- 
sideration. 

Old buildings altered to, or by occupancy brought to be 
comprised in any of the above classes of buildings requiring 
fire-escapes, are also duly inspected, and the necessary means 
of escape are required the same as if it was a new building.

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THE COMPLETED WorK UPON PuBLIC BUILDINGS. 


The requirements that have been completed during the 
year upon this class of buildings is as follows : — 

This list does not comprise, however, those buildings on 
which the requirements are in process of completion, nor 
those that were made upon the public school-houses. 

The present opportunity is improved in bearing witness 
to the public spirit manifested upon the part of the propri- 
etors of the several theatres, and their ready compliance in 
making the premises under their charge conform to the 
requisitions of the department. 


THE Boston THEATRE, . 
Washington street, Ward 10. 


Upon this theatre changes have been made in accordance 
with the requisition of the department, as follows : — 


A door-way has been made through the northerly wall to 
afford egress to area at side of building and thence to 
Mason street. 

The doors are hung to open outwards. 

The window openings in this wall have been unbarred. 

Lhe stair-way leading down from the gallery to the auditorium 
has been reopened. 

Four aisles in the first gallery have been reopened, by the 
removal of the lap seats. 

The doors to the outer stage entrance have been made to 
open outward. 

A metal-covered door to the door-way of fire-room has been 
provided, and the ceiling over the boiler has been 
protected. 

The wooden ventilator on the roof of boiler-house has been 
protected. 

The handrail to circular stair-way has been secured. 

The ceiling underneath the stage has been protected. 

Stationery gas brackets have been substituted for movable 
ones in all parts of the building, and gas lights pro- 
tected throughout. 

Wood-work removed from all heat pipes. | 

An iron balcony fire-escape has been provided, to include all 
the windows of the upper tier of dressing-rooms, at the 
south side of building near Mason street, with two 
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iron ladders extending down therefrom, to the roof of 
the boiler-house. 

An iron balcony fire-escape has been provided to the north 
side of the building, to include two windows of the 
wardrobe room, with an iron ladder extending there- 
from to the roof of the stable. 

An iron balcony fire-escape has been placed to the north 
side of building near Mason: street; each balcony in- 
cluding all the windows of each tier of dressing-rooms, 
with an iron ladder connecting each balcony, and ex- 
tending down to a distance of ten feet from the ground. 

The premises have been provided with high-service. 

Perforated wrought-iron pipes have been placed at suitable 
intervals over the stage scenery, with high-service con- 
nection. 


THE Boston Museum, 
Tremont street, Ward 10. 
The completed work on this building is as follows :— 


A wire curtain covered with non-combustible material has 
been provided to the proscenium opening. 

A perforated wrought-iron pipe, with high-service connec- 
tion, has been placed over the same. 

Perforated wrought-iron pipes have been placed-over the 
scenery, also connected with high-service. | 

The proscenium wall has been covered on the inside with 
iron. 

A stair-way has been built from the easterly side of the stage, 
to connect with corridor in the second story, affording 
egress to Court square. 

A metal-covered door has been provided to the door-way 
connecting the stage with the box-office. 

A new passage-way has been made connecting the balcony 
circle of theatre with upper balcony of exhibition hall. 

The stair-way at the south-east corner of the exhibition hall, 
extending from the upper to. the lower balcony, has 
been remodelled, and made four feet wide, with square 
landings. 

Parquet seats numbered 274, 275, 276, 277, 278, A, 283, 
284, 285, 158, and 159, have been removed. | 

The stair-way of the Court-square entrance has been moved 
forward and widened to nine feet and six inches. 

A new flight of stairs has been built from exhibition room to 
corridor , nine feet in width. 

In place of the circular stair-way that extended from the 
auditorium of theatre to corridor, a straight flight with 
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square landings, extending to exhibition hall, has been 
built, having a width of nine feet. 

An iron balcony fire-escape has been provided to the third 
and fourth stories of easterly side of building. The bal- 
conies are connected by an iron ladder, extending to first 
story, with platform. 


Movable gas brackets have been made stationary, and all gas © 


lights properly protected, and lighted by electricity. 

Wood-work and combustible material have been removed from 
steam-pipes. 

The partition separating the corridor from the store of 
Messrs. Smith, Doolittle & Smith, has been rebuilt of 
non-combustible material. 

Perforated pipes, with suitable connection, have been placed 
on the ceiling of the above-mentioned store. 

The partition separating the chemical or compounding room 
from the packing room has been rebuilt of non-combus- 
tible material, with metal-covered doors provided to 
openings. 


The piping for fire-extinguishing purposes has been con- 


nected with high service. 


THe GLOBE THEATRE, 


Washington Street, Ward 10. 


The completed requirements on this theatre are as fol- 
lows :— 


The proscenium opening has been provided with a wire cur- 
tain covered with non-combustible material. 

Over the proscenium opening, and-on the inside of the prosce- 
nium wall, has been placed a perforated wrought-iron 
pipe, and which has been connected with high-service. 

Over the scenery on the stage has been placed perforated 
wrought-iron pipes, also connected witht high-service. 

The wooden proscenium wall has been extended to the roof, 
and the whole wall has been made non-combustible by 
filling in between the studding solid with Haley’s fire- 
proof blocks. 

A brick wall sixteen inches and twelve inches thick has been 
built, and now separates the southerly wing from the 
main building. Metal-covered doors are provided to 
openings. 

The stud partition separating the easterly wing from the 
main building has been made non-combustible by solid 
filling with Haley’s fire-proof blocks. 7 
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The six steps leading to the auditorium from the front entrance 
have been altered to an inclined plane. 

The stair-way leading to the auditorium from the Essex-street 
entrance has been altered to an inclined plane. 

The foot of the balcony stair-way of Essex-street entrance 
has been widened and extended by the removal of the 
projecting partition. 

A hand-rail has been placed to one side of the Washington- 
street gallery stairs, and to both sides of the Essex-street 
gallery. 

The main lobby entrances in gallery have been connected by 
an aisle, made by the removal of the fifth row of seats. 

Index signs and words have been painted on corridor 
walls. 

An iron balcony fire-escape has been placed to the easterly 
side of the easterly wing of building. The balconies are 
four feet in width, and cover two windows of each story 
except the first, and are connected by an iron staircase. 

Access in each story, except the first, is obtained to balconies 
by construction of passage-ways. 

‘All movable gas brackets have been made stationary et 
protected. 

The wood-work from heat-pipes has been removed. 

The front balcony entrance has been widened three feet, by 
the removal of projecting partition. 

Canvass and all similar combustible material have been re- 
moved from the ceiling and walls. 

High-service connection has been made with appliances for 
use in case of fire. 


In addition to the above, the proprietor improved the oc- 
casion to make certain alterations that were deemed by him 
desirable, and would tend, in his opinion, to obviate certain 
objections that had manifested themselves in the previous 
occupation of the premises. 

To this end he has had the mezzanine boxes removed, and 
the gallery lowered. ‘This alteration required the construction 
of a new gallery stair-way, and the department required the 
old one to be kept open and used as additional means of 
escape in case of fire. | 

The location of the easterly gallery stair-way was changed, 
the partition under the stage was built of brick, and generally 
the premises have been greatly improved.

COMPLETED BUILDINGS. 


The total number of brick and stone buildings completed 
during the year is one hundred and ninety-one(191), at an 
estimated cost of four million two hundred eighty-three thou- 
sand seven hundred seventy-five dollars ($4,283,775). 

These buildings contain forty-two (42) stores, and are 

constructed to accommodate 271 families. 

The total number of wooden and frame buildings com- 
pleted is five hundred and six (506), at an estimated cost of

Sir, — Complying with the requirement of the ordinance 
in relation to Finance, I have the honor of presenting to the 
City Council the accompanying estimates of the money 
which will be required to defray the expenses of the 


Ciry oF Boston 
and 
County OF SUFFOLK 


for the financial year 1878-79, commencing May 1, 1878, and 
terminating April 30, 1879, exclusive of Boston’s proportion 
of the State tax of 1878, which will be levied by the Board 
of Assessors under authority of law of the Commonwealth. 
The financial year includes the Auditor’s general draft on the 
Treasurer made up at the close of April, payable the 1st of 
May. 

It is manifest that the financial affairs of our municipality, 
now containing probably 375,000 inhabitants, and covering 
so large an extent of territory as is embraced within its limits, 
cannot be conducted even with commendable prudence and 
judicious economy without a heavy expenditure of money an- 
nually, butitwas hoped that in presenting these estimates they 
would not have aggregated so great a sum as given, to be 
raised by taxation upon the property of the city in its present 
condition and shrinking valuation. The items making up 
the estimates, all of which of right should be taxed if 
required, have, however, nearly all been examined and 
approved by appropriate committees, and they will be further 
scrutinized by the joint committee to whom they will be 
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referred, and by your honorable bodies, as to whether the 
actual needs of the government the coming financial year, 
for a proper and judicious administration of its affairs, 
require the several amounts asked for. If required they 
should be raised by taxation and not by borrowing money in 
any event. 

_ The amount for the County of Suffolk shows an increase of 
$35,000, necessitated by the provisions of Chap. 210, Sect. 
2, of the Acts of the Massachusetts Legislature of 1877, re- 
quiring the several counties each to pay the salaries of the 
justices and clerks of the Municipal and Police Courts lo- 
cated in their respective counties, which, prior to Jan. 1, 
1878, were paid by the State. An extra appropriation of 
$10,000 is also asked for, to build a new brick boiler-housein 
the jail yard, to be connected with the jail building. 

The amount required for the running expenses of the 
schools is $1,612,564, of which $1,161,864 is for the pay of 
school instructors, and $56,700 for the officers of the School 
Committee, the salaries of which that body have the exclu- 
sive power to fix. $62,000 is required for new school-houses, 
making a total for school-purposes, $1,674,564. For like 
purposes last year, $1,631,020. For new school-houses, 
$30,000 is required for an iron rooffor the English High and 
Latin School buildings, instead of a wooden one as originally 
contemplated ; $30,000 fora six-room brick Primary School- 
house on Polk street, Charlestown District, and $2,000 for 
fitting and furnishing the Primary School-house in the Sher- 
win District. The amount of $30,000 for the new Primary 
School-house, on land owned by the city on Polk street, 
Charlestown District, is the sum given by the Superintendent 
of Public Buildings as the probable cost of a six-room brick 
building. The request for this school-house is made by the 
Sehool Committee, and is now before the Committee on 
Public Instruction of the City Council, awaiting their action. 

The amount for interest on all the city debt, exclusive of 
the Water Works interest, which is paid from the revenue de- 
rived from those works, shows favorably the healthy working 
of the Sinking Fund system, there being a reduction of 
$79,000 as compared with last year, and of $288,000 as com- 
pared with two years ago. The total.amount to be raised by 
taxation im the estimates is $1,619,000. The estimated 
amounts of interest to be paid from Water Works revenue 
is, from Cochituate Water Works, $760,000; Mystic Water 
Works, $69,580. ‘Total estimated amount of interest to be 
paid, $2,448,580. 

The amount of $45,000, which the directors of the East 
Boston Ferries require for a new ferry-boat, is placed in the 
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estimates, subject to the action of the City Council thereon, 
now pending. 

The Committee on Streets ask for an appropriation of 
$100,000, for grading and putting in order new streets, prin- 
~ cipally in the outlying wards, which the Board of Street 

Commissioners may lay out, to be expended under the direc- 
tion of the Superintendent of Streets. 

The Paving Department require $900,000, which is 
$50,000 in excess of the amount granted last .year, but the 
same as was asked for then. 

The Board of Directors for Public Institutions, in their 
requisition, show a net increase for general expenses of 
$6,410 over last year, and ask for $25,000 for stone-cutting 
expenses at Deer and Rainsford Islands, which is offset in the 
revenue column by $35,000 to be derived from the sale of 
prepared stone, and $2,800 for a new barn and coal-sheds 
on Rainsford Island. 

The Board of Park Commissioners require $10,000 for the 

current expenses of their department. 

The Board of Trustees of Mt. Hope Cemetery represent 
that they actually need more land for the proper burial of the 
poor, and ask for $4,500 for that purpose.

Drar Sir, —In reply to your official communication of 
first instant, I beg leave to state, that in my opinion the 
amount necessary for the support of all prisoners in the 
Jail in this county, including all salaries and expense for the 
conveyance of all Jail prisoners for the year commencing on 
the 1st day of May next, and including your draft of the 1st 
of May, will be the sum of $25,000, and for the necessary 
ordinary repairs the sum of $1,500. 

Amount of income from the payment of fines, costs, etc., 
at the Jail, and in the Superior Court, the sum of $30,000. 

I beg leave to represent that one part of the Jail is 
insecure for the safe detention of sentenced prisoners. The 
present steam boiler-house has settled in its foundations, 
and is so weak and unsafe a building that prisoners who are 
placed therein are tempted to escape. 

This building is so removed from the oversight of the 
watchman on duty at night, that the prisoners who are there 
employed as firemen in charge of the heating boilers, cannot 
be controlled without great risk in safe keeping the prisoners 
confined in the Jail. A very great saving in expense has 
been made yearly by utilizing prison labor in the care of all 
the steam-heating apparatus of the Jail, which can and will 
be continued if a safe and secure building can be had; but 
it is necessary that the boiler-house should be rebuilt with 
an addition sufficiently large for a kitchen, in which to place 
the steam cooking fixtures, to enable such alteration as 
will make a direct approach to both from the main Jail 
building.,

prisoners) would not be less than $1,800 per annum. 

The amount necessary for the proper building and altera- 
tion will not be over $10,000.

EXPLANATIONS. 


This appropriation supplies the Mayor, City Council, City 
Clerk, Clerk of Common Council, Clerks of Committees, 
City Messenger, and Superintendent of Printing. It covers 
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the cost of the City Documents, and all other general ex- 
pense not chargeable to the department appropriations. 
The expenditure for other appropriations is shown in the 
Auditor’s Report, 1876-77, page 229. 

The estimates are based on existing contracts, and are for 
ordinary expenses only, with extraordinary ones now or- 
dered. Extras paid the present year, not in estimates, have 
been, for City Bonds, $894, for Second Report of Record 
Commissioners, $737 ; extras now ordered, for ensuing year, 
are, Record Commissioners’ Report of Charlestown Book of 
Possessions, $1,000, and on City Council Proceedings, $700. 

In Detail 2 of preceding table (Printing Stock), the re- 
duction for next year is based on a comparative reduction in 
stock, at the beginning of the year, from $3,275 to $2,500. 
This stock supplies ail appropriations, excepting the School 
Department, and amounts, with additional purchases during 
the year, to about $11,000. The stated expenditure in eleven 
months comprises a diminution in stock on hand from $3,275 
to $1,310, there now being $841 of stock on hand, and $469 
of dues from other Appropriations to the Printing Appro- 
priation. 

In Detail 4 (City Council Proceedings), the estimates 
apply to parts of two contract years, the contract dating 
July 1. The present contract raised the limit of expense 
from $5,000 to $6,000. The additional $200 for next year 
covers cost of preparing copy for five bi-monthly indexes, 
amounting to about $150. By the Transcript contract, about 
two months and a half of work at the beginning of this finan- 
cial year was done without cost, the limit having been pre- 
viously reached. This will not. be the case at the close of | 
the present contract, for the first of the one financial 
year.

The Joint Special Committee to whom was referred the 
petition of the Massachusetts Charitable Mechanic Associa- 
tion for leave to use a portion of the Parade Ground on 
Boston Common for the erection of a temporary building, in 
which to hold the thirteenth exhibition of industry, skill, 
and art, or that some other suitable plot of ground belong- 
ing to the city be designated, having considered the subject, 
beg leave to submit the following 


REPORT: 


The Massachusetts Charitable Mechanic Association has, 
since 1837, been granted the use of Faneuil and Quincy 
Halls for the purpose of holding its triennial exhibitions of 
industry and art. These exhibitions, which were a success 
- from the beginning, have increased .in interest and in the 
quantity of goods displayed, until those halls are no longer 
capacious enough to contain the exhibits which are offered, 
or to accommodate the crowds of visitors. The last exhibi- 
tion was held in 1874, and, although all the available space 
was utilized, the Association was obliged to refuse a large 
number of exhibits which were offered, from want of room 
to display them. The Association, therefore, finds itself 
compelled to seek other and more commodious quarters, or 
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to discontinue the exhibitions altogether. The thirteenth 
triennial exhibition was to have been held in the months of 
September and October, 1877, and in anticipation of the 
event the applications for space were greater than ever 
before. The representatives of our leading industries 
assured the Association that they would make an unequalled 
exhibition of their goods, providing that a sufficient amount of 
space was afforded them. The Association, therefore, deter- 
mined to erect an exhibition building, if a suitable location 
could be obtained, and applied to the City Council for leave 
to use a portion of the Parade Ground for the purpose. Per- 
mission was refused, and the Association, being unable to 
find another suitable location, decided to abandon the idea of 
giving the exhibition. Much disappointment was caused 
both to exhibitors, who had made preparations for the ex- 
hibition and who were prevented from displaying their 
goods, and to the public, who were deprived of the oppor- 
tunity of witnessing an exhibition which promised to sur- 
pass in extent and interest anything of the kind that had 
before been given in this city. 

Since then the Association has been induced to reconsider 
its action, and has decided to hold an exhibition during the 
present year, if a suitable site for a building can be ob- 
tained. The request for leave to use a portion of the Parade 
Ground is therefore renewed, but with the alternative re- 
quest, that, in case permission to erect a building on the 
Common should not be granted, some other suitable location 

may be designated. 

While a majority of the committee are individually i in 
favor of allowing the exhibition to be held upon the Common, 
they are of the ‘opinion that so many of our citizens regard 
any encroachment upon the Common with such disfavor that, 
should the request be granted, an opposition would be aroused 
which would be of no benefit, if not a positive injury 
to the interests of the Association. The committee, there- 
fore, believe that it is inexpedient to grant permission to use 
the Common. 

With regard to the alternative request of the petitioners, the 
committee are of the opinion that the city’s land, situated at the 
junction of Columbu’ avenue and Pleasant and Eliot streets, can 
bemade available for the purposes of the Association. This land 
comprises an area of 38,100 square feet, centrally located, 
easily accessible, and apparently, next to the Common, the 
most desirable location to be obtained. If, in addition to 
granting the use of this land, permission were to be given 
to use the Tennyson-street Primary School-house, which 
adjoins it, as an annex for the reception of the more valuable 


ear 
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exhibits, sufficient room would be obtained to meet the wants 
of the petitioners. 

‘If permission to use this land is granted, the Association 
proposes to erect thereon a building of fine architectural ap- 
pearance and provided with every facility for the proper dis- 
play of goods and the accommodation of visitors. The build- 
ing will be removed at the close of the exhibition, and no incon- 
venience will be occasioned to the public. Every precaution 
will be taken to prevent injury to persons or property, the 
Association agreeing to protect the city against any loss in 
that respect. 

Your committee are of the opinion that the use of the land 
in question should be granted to the petitioners, believing 
that the concession will be regarded in the light of a public 
benefit. 

The Massachusetts Charitable Mechanic Association has 
been a liberal patron of the arts and manufactures, and has 
expended large sums in rewarding meritorious skill in the 
different branches of the useful arts. Its exhibitions have 
been the means of introducing to the public many useful in- 
ventions, which have been of great benefit to the community. 
They have afforded entertainment and instruction not only 
to our own citizens, but to thousands of visitors from abroad ; 
while by attracting here inventors, manufacturers, and pur- 
chasers from all parts of the country, they have been a direct 
benefit to the business of the city. 

Your committee, therefore, recommend that the Association 
be granted permission to use the land and building before 
mentioned, and to that end respectfully recommend the pas- 
sage of the accompanying orders.

NEW COURT-HOUSE. 


In BoarpD oF ALDERMEN, March 11, 1878. 


The Committee on County areas to whom was re- 
ferred the City Document No. . being a message from his 
Honor the Mayor on the Disa of a new court-house, 
respectfully report as follows: Your committee are well 
aware that the public convenience requires a new court- 
house. ‘The demand for such seems to be imperative, the 
city having outgrown its present accommodations. This 
demand has not suddenly come upon us, but has been 
increasing year by year with the growth of the city. 
The great difficulty thus far has been in the selection of a 
suitable site, and the cost of the building. His Honor the 
Mayor suggests in his message the-selection of the reservoir 
site, so called, at the rear of the State House, together with 
the estates bounded by Hancock, Mt. Vernon, Derne, and 
Temple streets. The valuation of this lot, exclusive of the 
reservoir lot, is $214,000. The City Architect has given us 
as his judgment that a court-house erected on this lot would 
cost $1,200,000; add to this the value of the laud taken, 
and we have a building costing $1,414,000. 

It has been suggested, i in favor of the present site, that the 
granite blocks of which the reservoir is constructed might 
be used in building the foundations and basement story” of 
the new building, thereby decreasing the cost. Your 
committee have obtained the opinion of prominent builders 
and mechanics, that nothing would be gained in this direc- 
tion, as the cost of removing, recutting, and replacing 
this stone, would be as much, if not more than new stone 


would cost if delivered on the site. 


w 


As to the merits of this site over others named for a 
new court-house there seems to be a strong difference of 
opinion; be that as it may, your committee do not feel like 
recommending the erection of a building on the site, in the 
present financial depression, that will involve the sk to so 
large an amount. 

As previously stated, your committee are well aware of 
the necessity that exists for a new court-house, and they would 
suggest another plan, costing much less than that proposed. 
That is the plan proposed in 1875, during the administration 
of Mayor Cobb, namely, the erection of a new court-house 
on Charles street, next the county jail, for all the criminal 
business in connection with the courts (thereby saving a 
heavy cost in the transportation of prisoners to and from “the 
jail, and the removal of much that is offensive from the pub- 
lic gaze), and the building of a new court-house on the 
present site, for the tr ansaction of civil business. 

By the erection of these two buildings it is believed that 
provision will be made in the county for court purposes for 
fifty years to come. 

At the time this plan was proposed the City Architect had 
plans prepared covering the erection of these two buildings, 
that for the civil business being provided with elevators, and 
giving ample light and ventilation for all the rooms. In ad- 
dition to providing for the wants of the county, there will 
remain not in use eighteen rooms, that could be used in con- 
nection with the City Hall, by the building of a bridge. 

This plan is on exhibition at the City Hall in the Alder- 
men’s room at the present time. 

The cost of building these two court-houses we estimate 
at $500,000, being less by $900,000 than that proposed for 
the reservoir lot. 

Your committee consider that the public convenience re- 
quires a central location; for that reason they also favor 
building on the site of the present court-house. 

As a measure of economy their plan is favorable. 

Without going more into detail with regard to their plan 
for these buildings, they would simply recommend its favor- 
able consideration by the City Council, believing it to be 
both practicable and-economical.

AUDITOR OF ACCOUNTS’ ESTIMATES. 


In Common Counctn, March 21, 1878. 


The Joint Special Committee to whom were referred the 
estimates of the Auditor of Accounts, covering the income 
and expenditures of the City and County during the Finan- 
cial year 1878-79 (City Doc. No. 25), having considered 
the subject, beg leave to submit the following 


REPORT: 


Impressed with the importance of reducing taxation dur- 
ing the present year to the minimum amount required for the 
proper administration of the government, the Committee 
have examined, with as much care as the limited time at 
their disposal would permit, the items upon which the esti- 
mates for the several departments were based. They have 
conferred, either individually or as a body, with the officers 
who have charge of the expenditures in all the important 
departments, and have obtained the assent of those officers 
to nearly all the reductions here proposed, — so that the sav- 
ing to the tax-payers will be real, and not apparent merely, 
inasmuch as the responsible heads of the departments are 
pledged to keep their expenditures within the limits which 
have been defined. 


'Ciry Dooumunr No. 80. 


The total reductions made by the Committee, on the esti- 
mates referred to them, amount to $700,510 net. The amount 
required to be raised last year for City and County purposes 
(exclusive of the State tax) was $8,135,104; the amount 
required this year, on the basis of the revised estimates, is 
$7,466,719; from which it appears that there has been an 
actual reduction from last year amounting to $668,385. 

It is the opinion of those best informed upon the subject, 
that the assessors’ valuation of real and personal property 
will be reduced during the present year to the amount of 
$61,000,000 or $62,000,000. The valuations last year 
amounted to $686,802,100. If it should be reduced this 
year to $625,000,000, the rate of taxation would, of course, 
be considerably increased unless the expenditures were Cor- 
respondingly reduced. By deducting from the original 
estimates the amounts suggested by the Committee (in the — 
ageregate $700,510 net), ‘and reckoning the State tax at 
$1,000,000, the rate of taxation on a valuation of $625,- 
000,000 rae not exceed thirteen dollars on a thousand. 

The only item which the Committee have increased is that 
relating to the City Solicitor’s department. It appears that 
extra clerk-hire will be needed during a portion, at. least, 
of the year, for the examination of titles: and the sum oY: 
$1,800 has been added for that purpose.

To THE HonorRABLE ‘City CoUNCIL : — 


The recent Ordinance relating to Printing, Document 23, 
1878, provides that the Superintendent “ shall annually sub- 
mit to the City Council a report of the amount of printing, 
binding, stock, and stationery done for, or supplied to, each 
department of the City Government, and the cost thereof; 
and generally of all matters transacted under his superin- 
tendence.” | 

The last Report from this office was issued in August, 
1876 (Doc. 82, 1876). It is considered best to have the 
annual reports, now required, cover the transactions of the 
municipal year as nearly as practicable. The Auditor’s 
Draft of February 1, comprises the Printing, Stock, 
and Stationery accounts maturing early in January, closing 
the preceding year. This draft is therefore taken as the end 
of the year, and the March draft as the beginning of the 
year, in making up the annual reports now required. 

The purpose of this Report is to complete the record, in 
print, of the transactions of the department from August, 
1876, to February, 1878, in form similar to previous reports. 
Future reports will give the details required by the ordi- 
nance, which the accounts have not hitherto been classified

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to show. The Auditor’s Annual Reports, however, present 
the details classified by appropriations, in a tabular form, the 
last one on page 229, Report of 1876-77. 


PRINTING, BINDING, ETC. 


The existing contract for doing the City Printing com- 
menced in April, 1876.

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Printing AT DEER ISLAND. 


The Directors of Public Institutions having introduced 
some facilities for printing at the House of Reformation, 
some small portions of the city printing are executed there. 

A communication from the Board of Directors to the City 
Council last year, respecting the city printing, remains with 
the Committee on Printing, as unfinished business, for con- 
sideration and report. Meantime the work there is ex- 
perimentally proceeding on a small scale, by consent of all 
parties interested. Whenever the committee shall be able 
to come to a conclusion and report, and the City Govern- 
ment shall decide upon the policy for the city to adopt, the 
Superintendent will devote his energies to promote the 
interests of the city, in the fulfilment of the adopted policy. 


CONCLUSION. 


_ After six years of experience, the conclusions in former 
Reports, of the benefits resulting to the city from the estab- 
lishment of this office, appear to be fully verified. 

The policy of the City Government, as interpreted by the 
committee in charge of this department, and by the finan- 
cial department of the government, is understood to be, 
that ail supplies of printing, printing stock, and stationery, 
shall be procured through requisitions on this department. 
The ordinance is explicit on this point, so far as it concerns 
departments controlled by the City Government. (Statutes 
and Ordinances, revised edition of 1876, page 626, sections 
Te 

In He of city and county authorities, having control 
independent of the City Government, the facilities of this 
department are held responsive to their service, in the com- 
mon interest, and are availed of by the Superior Court, the 
outlying Municipal Courts, the Probate Office, Registry of 
Deeds, School Department, so far as previously explained, 

and, generally, by all departments. 

- In construing the duties devolving on the office, cases of 
doubt may sometimes arise where the proper exercise of 
power may be a question. Orders of the City Council are 
imperative ; but a rule of proper interpretation appears to 
be, that, as the Joint Rules and Orders, section 14, provide 
that “no order or vote which, if passed, would have the 
effect to amend, suspend, or repeal an ordinance, shall be 
entertained in either branch of the City Council, unless it is 
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in the form of an ordinance,” therefore the provisions of the 
ordinance control the work, unless specially contravened by 
the terms of the order. 

So, also, in the case of any board or department deriving 
its powers from statute authority, it is held that the City 
Government has controlling authority in all respects not 
otherwise defined in the statute; and that the ordinance re- 
lating to printing applies, with those exceptions only spe- 
cifically stated in the statute. 

With earnest desire to transact the complicated business of 
the oflice to the satisfaction of those with whom he has official 
relations, and efficiently discharge its duties as a public trust, 
it will be the purpose of the undersigned to serve the public 
interest faithfully and well, gratefully endeavoring to merit. 
and retain the approbation of the City Government.

ADDITIONAL STREET RAILWAY LOCATIONS.

In Boarp oF ALDERMEN, March 18, 1878. 


The Committee on Paving, to whom were referred the 
several petitions of the Union Railway Company, of the 
Lynn & Boston Railway Company, and of the South Boston 
Railway Company, for the extension of their several locations 
within this city, submit the following 


REPORT: 


Your committee, while desiring to extend all the facilities 
possible within their power, as representatives of Surveyors 
of Highways, to the patrons of horse-car conveyances through 
the streets of Boston, and also to grant all reasonable and 
proper means of travel, whereby the comfort and convenience 
of passengers may be olstained, cannot forget the fact that 
there is an imperative duty devolving upon them to guard 
the interests of those who are not, to any extent, patrons of 
horse-car conveyances. The great mass of the community, 
non-residents, as well as citizens of Boston, individually 
and collectively, have undoubted rights in and to the streets 
of Boston ; rights which should not be sacrificed or placed in 
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jeopardy for a convenience which is questionable when com- 
pared with the necessities and demands of business. The 
rights and privileges of the whole community should be 
considered as paramount to those of any corporation, and 
should be so guarded that the people should have as free and 
unobstructed use of the streets as possible. The public 
highways are established for their convenience and use, in 
passing on foot, or with their own carriages, and for the 
great and necessary demands of trade and commerce, in the 
transportation of various kinds of merchandise. 

Your committee are aware that even now, while the whole 
commercial interests of the country are thoroughly depressed, 
great difficulty is experienced by common carriers of mer- 
chandise, and by drivers of private conveyances, and also 
by the mass of pedestrians, in passing through many of the 
streets in the central part of the city, in consequence of the 
obstructions caused by the rail tracks, and especially by the 
cars, Which occupy so many of the principal thoroughfares . 
in such great numbers. To this may be added the frequent 
accidents to vehicles and individuals caused by these tracks, 
as was shown at the hearing before the Board of Aldermen 
of 1877, on the proposition of the Metropolitan Railroad 
Company to run cars over Beacon street to Corey’s ,Hill. 

It is an admitted fact that prosperity and success in any 
kind of business are largely dependent upon positive, 
constant, and unremitting exertion, in whatever branch of 
trade or calling a community is engaged; and the least 
possible amount of legitimate obstruction consistent with the 
public needs should be allowed to interfere with its prompt 
and efficient performance; therefore it becomes a serious 
question with your committee and with every man in business 
to what extent petitions for especial privileges over and 
upon the most frequented streets shall be entertained and 
granted to horse-railway corporations, whose vast centraliza- 
tion of capital, almost entirely dead, produces nothing but 
convenience to patrons and dividends to owners. They may 
without impropriety be classed as parasites, for they draw 
their whole sustenance from the public, and are too often 
unwisely tempted, by the luxury of indulgence, to believe in 
the necessity of petitioning for more privileges. Your 
committee regard the centralization of business, produced 
by the facilities for reaching the heart of the city through 
horse-cars, as greatly injurious, not to say ruinous, ‘to 
the small traders in the outlying portions; the present and 
prospective values of real estate are thereby reduced, work- 
ing injury to owners, and retarding the prosperity hoped for 
by investors in small stores and shops. 
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~~. The question of “vested rights” in certain locations by 

2 the early movers in horse-car travel, your committee believe 
is not referred to them; yet they cannot feel justified in 
recommending the granting of a privilege to any corporation 
for the ostensible purpose of reaching a certain point already 
covered by the business of another corporation, which fulfils 
all its obligations to the entire satisfaction of its patrons, 

: whose interests are thereby placed in jeopardy, and in 
all probability would be seriously injured, when by other 
means or on other routes the new petitioners could accomplish 
their pretended or real necessities without serious harm to 
the original grantees. 

The powers granted to the several horse-railway companies 
for increased and extended locations have been dispensed 
with a liberal hand by preceding Boards of Aldermen, 
apparently without stint, and without a definite conception of 
future results. These grants, your committee are of the 
opinion, should have been more carefully guarded in reference 
to the future extensions of such granted power in the 
streets, for it must have been anticipated that the heart of 
the city would be the objective point. The power of these 
grants might, if consolidated, be used with immense force 

~ against the grantor, when it should be found necessary or 
politic. 

Your committee feel sure that the time is near at hand 
when the present arrangements and locations for horse-car 
travel will be entirely changed; that actual necessity will 
demand and compel the suburban lines to stop short of the 

central part of the city; no outlying lines to cross it, but 

belt lines should be established to make all connections. 
Interchangeable tickets, good on any line, and redeemed by 
all, should be the rule. There would then result better 
feelings between rival companies, reduced fares, less running 
expenses, and larger dividends to stockholders. If locations 
are to be granted wherever desired, if cars of any lines are 
to run wherever they can find tracks to go on, there will 
result such disturbance and confusion as will be most 
detrimental to property of all kinds, injurious to business and 
to health, and our city will become more noted for some 
pleasant things and pleasant places than for its enterprise, 
industry, and prosperity. 

Your committee, after careful consideration of the subject, 
recommend that the petitioners have leave to withdraw.

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THIRTEENTH ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


INSPECTOR OF MILK, 


For the Pear ending March 31, 1878. 


To His Honor the Mayor and the Buard of Aldermen of the 
City of Boston: — 


GENTLEMEN, — Your Inspector respectfully submits the 
annual report of his office for the year ending March 31, 
1878. 

From the frequent mention of instances of the adultera- 
tion of milk in this report, some persons might be led to 
question the usefulness of the office of Inspector; as if, the 
work of adulteration still being carried on, the office was 
not doing its intended work of insuring to the community a 
supply of pure milk. 

It is a sufficient reply to any such criticism to point to the 
violations of almost any, if not all, of the laws made to pro- 
tect the public, and to prevent crime and punish the criminal ; 
and to ask if, with the law and its enforcement, so much 
crime is committed, what would be the state of things with 
no law and, of course, no prevention of crime? What sort 
of milk would be furnished but for the fear of detection 
and punishment which the dishonest dealer is under by 
reason of the constant watchfulness exercised by the office 
of Inspector, and the certainty that the milk delivered at 
any place, by any dealer, may be put.under an analysis, and 
its quality tested, and its impurity, if it be such, made 
evident? 
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This office has the means of showing the comparative 
purity of the milk now furnished, and of that supplied at 
the time the office commenced its work, and during any sub- 
sequent period; from which might be determined, approxi-_ 
mately, the quality of the milk which, but for the direct 
work of the office and its influence, we should now be 
receiving. 

At the beginning of my last year’s annual report I had 
occasion to observe that the closing year had been an event- 
ful and disastrous one to many of those engaged in the milk 
trade of Boston. Our average daily delivery of milk for 
that year was nearly 2,000 cans less than what it was during 
the last two or three previous years. 

At the commencement of this year it was thought by 
those largely engaged in the trade that more favorable pros- 
pects for the future were in store for them. It has proved 
otherwise, however, and those most capable of estimating 
the daily consumption of milk in the city have further 
reduced the estimate 2,000 cans. 

In many respects the milk trade throughout the year has 
been demoralized; the adulteration during the hot season 
was larger than it has been for the past two or three years. 

The general summer price of milk was reduced 3 or 4 
cents per can, which made but small difference to the con- 
sumer, but told seriously on the profits of the producer. 

A very general feeling prevails with those who furnish 
milk for the market that they are but poorly paid for their 
time and outlay. We have abundant proof that some of 
them feel only slightly conscience-stricken so long as they 
are enabled to increase their profits 3 or 4 cents per can by 
the watering or skimming process. 

The summer season is much more favorable for the suc- 
cessful prosecution of the milk business than any other por- 
tion of the year. The business has suffered severely, how- 
ever, in common with other branches, from the prevalent 
industrial depression. 

This year, more than ever before, the diminished milk 
trade of Boston has affected many of our milkmen in a man- 
ner which has not only brought ruin upon themselves, and 
great loss to others, but which has finally ended in causing 
the entire loss of their routes. 

I refer particularly to the dishonest practice of enticing 
away the custom of other dealers by underselling. To 
enable them successfully to carry out their plans in this 
direction they are compelled to supply these places with 
milk for a price less than ts paid at the far mers door. 

I may here observe that special pains is taken by this 
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_ class of milk-dealers on Monday mornings to collect the milk 

bill of the previous week; and, were it not for the vigilance 
of the contractors, very little of this money would reach 
their own or the pockets of the farmer. 

Honest competition in any business is commendable; but 
when men resort to falsehood and deception to obtain trade, 
the sooner they are driven out of the business, and their 
places supplied by honorable, fair-dealing men, the better it 
will be for the community. 

I am pleased in being able to bear my testimony to the 
fact that many of our stores, shops, and eating-houses, 
where milk is retailed, are conducted by men who are able 
and willing to supply their customers with a good article, 
and to pay their milkmen a remunerative price. 

The laws of this Commonwealth relating to the sale and 
inspection of milk have not been changed since 1872. Our 
experience for.the past few years proves the law sufficient to 
‘meet the wants of those who are disposed to avail them- 
selves of its provisions. 

The law provides that all inspectors of milk shall keep an 
office, and books of account, and record of all matters per- 
taining to the office. With these provisions of the law I 
have faithfully and strictly complied. 

The general duties of the Inspector have been about the 
same from year to year; this year, however. has proved an 
exception; the unsettled condition of the milk trade and 
the increased amount of adulteration having had a tendency 
materially to change his duties for the season. 

At the establishment of this office, in the year 1859, the 
city proper, with South and East Boston, contained a popu- 
lation of about 178,000. At that time it was thought by 
some to be the duty of the Inspector, in the course of the 
season, to visit and examine the milk in all places where the 
article was stored or kept for sale. 

Although Boston has largely increased her territory and 
her population, which latter now amounts to more than 
355,000, still your Inspector has been enabled to carry out 
the plan of a general inspection in stores and shops up to 
about the middle of last July. 

At this time the hot season had commenced fn good 
earnest, and our milk supply was very limited ; consequently 
there was an increased amount of adulteration, and my ser- 
vices were in constant demand at not only the different milk 
stations, but in stores, shops, and eating-houses, and in 
private families. 

‘To a considerable extent this state of things continued 
through the summer and fall months, so that the general 
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inspection was not resumed during the season, which may 
readily account for but little more than one-half of the usual 
number of milk examinations during the year. 

In my general inspection of milk in former years about 
one-fourth part of the samples examined were found more 
or less adulterated; this year, however, my attention has 
been specially called to a large portion of the milk exam- 
ined, on the ground that it was supposed to be watered. 

Consequently in the 1,144 samples examined 457 were 
found more or less extended by the addition of water. 

The milk-trade of Boston, as I stated in my previous 
report, is divided into two branches, for which separate sets 
of books are kept at the office of the Inspector : — 

1. Wholesale dealers, who distribute milk to families. 
stores, etc., from nite od or who keep more than one 
cow. 

2. Retail dealers, who sell in small quantities from mar- 
ket places, stores, shops, and cellars.

It will be observed that during the year a larger number 
of cases have been analyzed than there were complaints 
made in court. In some of these cases the amount of adul- 
teration would not justify a complaint; in others, the analy- 
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ses were paid for by parties more directly interested, and 
did not.come within the province of your Inspector; and a 
number of cases were against producers in the country, who 
extend their milk to be sold in this city ; and, by the assist- 
ance of this office they were brought to justice there, and 
were more severely punished than they would have been in 


this county. . 
For general information on the subject of milk and its 
adulteration I incorporate in this report the existing laws 
of the State, and such matters as are of interest to the goy- 
ernments of other cities and towns, who are frequently 

seeking information from this office. 


Exiiacts from Acts in Relation to the Sale and Inspection of Milk. 
(Acts 1864, Chapter 122.) 


Be it enacted, as follows : — 


SEcTION 1. The Mayor and Aldermen of cities shall, and the select- 
men of towns may, annually appoint one or more persons to be Inspec- 
tors of Milk, for their respective places, who shall, before entering 
upon the duties of their office, be sworn. Each Inspector shall give 
notice of his appointment by publishing the same two weeks in a news- 
paper published in his city or town; or, if no newspaper is published 
therein, by posting up such notice in two or more public places in such 
city or town. . 

Sect. 2. The Inspector shall keep an office and books, for the 
purpose of recording the names and places of business of all persons 
engaged in the sale of milk within their limits.. They may enter any 
place where milk is stored or kept for sale and all carriages used in 
the conveyance of milk; and whenever they have reason to believe any 
milk found therein is adulterated, they shall take specimens thereof, 
and cause the same to be analyzed, or otherwise satisfactorily tested, 
the result of which they shall record and preserve as evidence; and a 
certificate of such result, sworn to by the analyzer, shall be admissible 
in evidence in all prosecutions under this act. 

The Inspector shall receive such compensation as the Mayor and 
Aldermen or Selectmen shall determine. 

Sect. 3. [Repealed by Acts of 1867.] 

Secr. 4. Whoever neglects to cause his name and place of business 
to be recorded in the Inspector’s books, and his name legibly placed 
upon all carriages used by him in the conveyance of milk, before 
engaging in the sale thereof, shall forfeit twenty dollars for the first of- 
fence, and for a second and each subsequent offence, fifty dollars. 

And whoever offers for sale milk produced from cows fed upon 
refuse of distilleries or any substance deleterious to the quality of the 
milk, or whoever knowingly offers for sale milk produced from sick or 
diseased cows, shall forfeit twenty-five dollars for the first and fifty 
dollars for every subsequent offence. 

And whoever, in the employment of another, knowingly violates 
any provisions of this section shall be held equally guilty with the 
principal, and suffer the same penalty. 

Sect. 5. It shall be the duty of the Inspector to cause the name and 
place of business of all persons convicted under the preceding section 
to be published in two newspapers printed in the town or county where 
the offence may have been committed.

AN ACT TO PREVENT THR SALE OR EXCHANGE OF ADULTERATED 
MILK. 


Be tt enacted, etc., as follows : — 


Section 1. Whoever sells or exchanges, or has in his possession 
with intent to sell or exchange, or offers to sell or exchange, adulterated 
mlik or milk to which water or any foreign substance has been added, 
shall for the first offence be punished by a fine of not less than twenty 
nor more than one hundred dollars; and for any subsequent offence, by 
a fine of not less than fifty nor more than three hundred dollars. 

SEecT. 2. Whoever sells or exchanges, or has in his possession with 
intent to sell or exchange, or offers for sale or exchange, as pure milk, 
any milk from which the cream or any part thereof has been removed, 
shall be liable to the penalty provided in the preceding section. 

Sect. 3. Whoever knowingly sells or exchanges, or has in his 
possession with intent to sell or exchange, or offers for sale or exchange, 
adulterated milk, or milk to which water or any foreign substance has 
been added, shall for the first offence be punished by a fine of not less 
than fifty nor more than three hundred dollars; and for any subsequent 
offence by a fine of not less than one hundred dollars, and imprisonment 
in the House of Correction not less than thirty, nor more than ninety 
days. 

Beak: 4. Violations of this act may be prosecuted by complaint or 
indictment before any court of competent jurisdiction, and one half of 
any fine paid shall go to the complainant. 

Sect. 5. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent herewith are here- 
by repealed; but such repeal shall not affect any prosecution now 
pending. 

Sect. 6. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

The following information, being useful from year to year, 
is inserted from my last report : —- 


The milk-cans used for the conveyance and sale of milk by the 
dealers are of two classes. 

The large cans, which hold nine quarts and a pint, are in general use 
by the milk trade of Worcester county, and by many of those who collect 
their milk in the towns in the vicinity of Boston. 

The smaller cans, which hold eight quarts and one half pint, are mostly 
in use on the Fitchburg, Lowell, and Eastern Railroads; and no milk- 
man is considered equipped for business unless he is the owner of four 
or five full sets of cans, either eights or nines, as above described,. 
sufficient to contain the milk necessary for his daily route; one set. 
being in use while the others are on the way to the country for a fresh 
su . 

Man of the milkmen engaged in the family trade have several cans, 
holding from a pint to four or even six quarts, which they fill from the 
larger cans in quantities to suit their customers. . 

These small cans are, or should be, filled in the afternoon previous 
to their delivery the next morning, thus affording sufficient cream for 
family use. 

We have a third-class-can, used by the wholesale trade, which holds 
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either four, six, or ten gallons, — sometimes more. These cans may be 
found at nearly all of the milk-stations, and they have come into use 
within a few years for the conveyance of milk to the butter and cheese 


factories. 


The value of milk is determined by its proximity to a 
market. It will not bear to be transported like other arti- 
cles of produce. “ Railroad milk” is extensively used by 
city people, and in the hands of the railroad men is gener- 
ally pure. 

The milk supply of large cities has become an immense 
trade, At distances of 10 or 12 miles from Boston the 
milk is usually taken up by milkmen to be carried to the » 
city in wagons, although there are several depots just 
outside the ‘city, at which some of the dealers procure a 
part of their supply. 

It is contended by those who think they know best that 
a milkman never gets rich at his business. City people, 
however, think otherwise; and have an idea that all milk- 
men lay up treasures. 

The farmer who furnishes milk for market ought to 
make money for his labor; because he it is who has the 
largest investment of time and money in the business. 

The cost of producing milk is much greater in the vicinity 
of large cities than it is at a distance. IJ have estimated the 
average price of milk in Boston this year to be about 64 
cents per quart; and the prices in our shops, stores, eating- 
houses, and private families I think will justify this esti- 
mate. 

The general price of milk has varied considerably during 
the past year from the price in former years, viz.: at the 
farmer’s door, from 26 to 386 cents per can; and at the 
depots, in or near the city, after its collection and transpor- 
tation, from 36 to 42 cents. 

The milk is sold by the milkmen to stores, shops, eating- 
houses, etc., at from 45 to 55 cents per can; and is retailed 
in smaller quantities to families at from 6 to 8 cents per 
quart. 

Thousands of cans of good milk have been retailed this 
season, from some of our stores and shops, at 4, 5, and 6 
cents per quart. 

This milk was often examined by your Inspector, and 
found to be of good quality. This fact, and the low price 
for which it was sold, would draw a large number of cus- 
tomers to the store for the milk, and, also, for other articles 
of family consumption. 

The loss, whatever it might be, on the milk, would easily 
be made up by increased custom, and a cent or two advance 
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_ in the price of some other articles sold. It was often found . 
that some of the best milk was retailed to cuetoraste for less 
than it cost at the depots. 

It is evident that this state of things must not ie bring 
loss to the milkman, but loss also to the contractor and the 
producer. The names of many of these milkmen who 
undersell have been seen during the year in the columns of 
the daily papers, under the head of embarrassed traders or 
firms. 


April, 1877. — The Inspector commenced his duties, as 
in former years, in the inspection of the milk in stores and 
shops in the Roxbury District. The price of milk for the 
summer had been generally settled, so that the supply from 
the country was ample to meet all demands. 

The reduction of two or three cents per can, however, 
from the winter price did not satisfy all those who raise 
milk for the market; as it was evident that in many cases 
the milk was grossly neglected, and not a few of the cans, 
when received at the milk stations, were found unfit for use. 

To examine milk in stores, shops, and cellars, with any 
degree of satisfaction, requires clear, pleasant weather. In 
consequence of the lowery, wet weather, and other hin- 
drances, the work of inspection was delayed beyond the 
usual time allotted to the part of the city above named. 

By reason of the examination of milk at the office, or 
at private houses, days would often pass without any 
general inspection in distant parts of the city, the time for 
_ which work is very limited, as nearly all the milk in retail 
places is disposed of in the early part of the day. 

The general supply of milk more than equalled the 
demand, so that but. little adulteration of the article was 
found in the stores. 

During this month some early morning-calls were made 
in this section of the city, and samples of milk were taken 
from some of the milkmen; and in all cases the article was 


found to be good family milk. 


May, 1877.— The supply of milk from the country 
during this month was abundant, and upon inspection in all 
parts of the city proved unusually free from adulteration. 

In the early part of the month, by request, I visited the 
milk stable of one of our large dealers in the Charlestown 
District, and examined a large number of cans of milk as 
they came from the cars, in 26 of which the milk was found 
badly adulterated. 


A sample was taken from one of these cans and analyzed 
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by the city chemist, and was found to contain in 100 parts 
29.36 of added water. 

About the middle of the month an anonymous letter 
was received at this office, stating that at the Boston High- 
lands, at 5 o’clock, P.M., I could see a man selling pure, 
good milk, warm from the cow, at 5 cents per quart. 

Thinking what a comfort this must be to the poor infant 
children of the neighborhood, I without delay visited the 
place, and found I was not kindly received by the mothers 
for my interference in the matter of their children’s food. 

A sample of this milk was taken and immediately ana- 
lyzed by John M. Merrick, chemist, and it was found to 
contain less than 3 per cent. of cream, instead of 10 or 12, 
as there should be, and in 100 parts 31.19 of water inten- 
tionally added. 

Whether the milk was any better for being mixed with 
hot water I was not informed by the chemist; our kind- 
hearted milkman, however, thought it was much more sal- 
uble, and almost as acceptable to parents as that “ one cow’s 
milk,’? which has been so much desired and so long sought 
for in vain. 

This hot-water arrangement did not please His Honor of 
the Roxbury Court, especially as the defendant had‘been in- 
troduced to him on a former occasion for extending his milk ; 
and the court, for this offence, thought that $50 and costs 
would settle all demands. Y 

The general inspection of the milk in stores and shops 
was at the north and west part of the city, where, this year, 
as in the two or three past years, the milk was with few 
exceptions found good. Some of the large retail places are 
supplied by our most valuable men, who are not. often 
tempted to extend their milk. 

I have found in this part of the city a number of bread 
and cake stores worthy of notice for always having good, 
pure milk to sell at a reasonable price. This desirable end 
is reached by the proprietor going directly to the milk-car, 
and obtaining his own supply, and always a few cans for 
others. 


June, 1877, commenced with hot weather, which, how- 
ever, did not continue long enough to create an unusual de- 
mand for milk; in fact, the whole month was very favorable 
for an ample supply, as the demand was limited, and the 
milk trade by all the dealers was considered very dull. 

Still this did not prevent some of our dealers from ex- 
tending their milk, as a number of them were called upon 
to settle their cases in court. 


¢ , 
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One of these cases was of more than usual interest, from 
the fact that it was contested against great odds, and resulted 
in a conviction and the payment of a large fine and costs. 

This favorable result was reached by the professional skill 
of Alonzo W. Boardman, Esq., one of the Health Commis- 
sioners, who has often interested himself in the furtherance 
of the objects of this department. 

The good result of this decision was plainly seen and felt 
during the season in the number of offending parties pleading 
ouilty and paying fine and cost without the “risk of a trial. 

The retail milk depots in the different wards of the city 
are not so numerous as formerly ; yet a number continue the 
sale of milk to be carried away, and, also, over the counter 
by the glass. This milk is obtained direct from the milk- 
station by the proprietor, who is pecuniarily interested to sell 
a good, pure article. 

This month was devoted to the general inspection of milk 
in the stores and shops and in some private families of 
the Charlestown District. With few exceptions the standard 
of the milk was found as favorable as in any of the other 
sections of the city. The large number of places where milk 
was formerly sold, but which are now found closed, only 
confirms the fact concerning the depressed condition of all 
branches of business. 


July, 1877. — The general inspection of milk this month 
commenced in the stores and shops in the neighborhood of 
Cambridge ‘street. The supply at this time was sufficient 
- for the wants of the people. As the month advanced the 
heat increased, and a few days wrought quite a change in the 
demand and supply of milk. 

By the 15th of the month the demand for more milk was 
general in all parts of the city, and the necessity for an in- 
crease in the supply was plainly shown by the increased 
amount of adulteration, not only in stores and shops, but at 
the milk-stations and in private families. 

My attention was especially called to a shop in the vicinity 
of the Boston & Albany Railroad. On visiting the place 
your Inspector found that two men were contending for the 
privilege of supplying it with milk. To accomplish his pur- 
pose each of them was proceeding on the underselling plan, 
viz., less than cost at the farmer’s door. 

The one, however, who left the milk on the morning of 
the Inspector’s visit had greatly the advantage, as he was not 
only selling his milk at half price, but was increasing the 
intended profits by the addition of 40 per cent. of added 
water, as sworn to by the chemist. 
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This was truly an eventful can of milk, as the profits were 
again reduced by its owner paying a heavy fine and cost in 
one of our courts. 

The other individual by underselling and the constant 
enticing away of the trade of his brother milkmen, has not 
only ruined his own business, but sacrificed his route into the 
hands of others. 

From the 15th to the 25th of the month the weather was 
very hot, and the supply of milk at all the stations was very 
limited; consequently the amount of adulteration was larger 
than at any other time during the season. 

The 25th was a day to be remembered by the milk-dealers 
of Boston. The weather was extremely hot, and was very 
unfavorable for the keeping of milk, and but few could 
obtain more than one half of their usual supply. 

A number of our dealers suffered severely by the milk 
pressure, and were obliged to pass through the courts and 
pay their fines and cost. 

From the 25th to the close of the.month the weather was 
cooler, and more favorable for a good supply. Even forty- 
eight hours wrought a wonderful change in the supply and 
demand. 


August, 1877.— Although the weather the first part of 
this month was variable, yet there were not enough hot days 
to create an extra demand for milk, and the dealers were 
enabled to meet the wants of their customers, with few ex- 
ceptions. 

In this report (for the month of April) your Inspector 
mentions the fact that some of the dairymen were not 
satisfied with the summer prices paid for their milk. 

Near the middle of this month it was found that two or 
three of these dairies were often tampered with, and were 
not forwarded to our market i? good condition. One dairy, 
of from 8 to 10 cans, requires special mention, as it had been 
considered extra good milk, and was from one of our best 
Worcester County farms; and, on account of its excellent 
quality, was selected for the supply of one of our City. 
Hospitals. 

For some reason, however, this milk did not give satisfac- 
tion, and the Inspector was requested to investigate the 
matter. After visiting the milk-station a number of times 
it was thought advisable to visit the fountain-head of some of 
our milk supply. 

Accordingly, on the 13th of the month, in company with 
one of the milk agents, the Inspector visited a number of our 
large dairy farms in Worcester County. In every place 
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visited the milk was examined, and, with one exception, was 
found to be good and pure. 

This dairy of 10 cows was removed from the farm-house 
by the Inspector to the nearest milk-station, and examined, 
and every can was found to be largely extended by the addi- 
tion of water. Two samples of this milk were analyzed by 
John M. Merrick, chemist, and found to contain in 100 parts, 
42.05 parts of water intentionally added. 

Complaint was therefore made in court, in the town where 
the offence was committed; and the defendant plead guilty 
and paid the usual fine and costs. 

The latter part of the month the weather was dull and 
lowery, and our supply of milk varied considerably. Some 
days it was fully equal to the demand, while at other times 
it was impossible for the milkmen to obtain the milk needed 
for the daily supply of their routes. 


September, 1877, with respect to the weather, was favor- 
able for an ample supply of milk until about the 25th of 
the month, when, in consequence, it was said, of the dry 
weather our supply was seriously reduced. 

There was not a day during the month but that some of 
our milkmen were docked of from 2 to 30 cans in their 
supply from the country. I may here observe that in former 
years it has been customary for the winter price of milk to 
be agreed upon betweén the producer and other parties dur- 
ing the month of September; and generally the price is 
advanced 2 or 3 cents per can. 

This year, however, in consequence of the depressed 
condition of all branches of business, and for other reasons, 
this advance in the price was strenuously resisted, not only 
on the part of the milkmen and contractors, but, also, by 
many of the wholesale and retail dealers; and the month 
closed without any satisfactory arrangement being made. 


October, 1877. — The Milk Producerss’ Association of 
Worcester County was in conflict with the contractors, 
through whom the milkmen and consumers in this city obtain 
their supply of milk; the contractors and milkmen demand- 
ed summer prices for the winter, and, this being refused, 
almost all the local societies agreed to stop forwarding their 
milk on and after October 1. 

Some did not do so, but enough did withhold their milk 
to make it scarce, and alarm the dealers concerning their 
future supply. 

During this month your Inspector visited the Westboro’ 
milk-station in this city, many times, and often found their 
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daily supply of milk had been reduced nearly or quite one- 
half in quantity. The milkmen were daily losing their cus- 
tomers for the want of milk; and it was evident that they 
must soon give up the contest, or sacrifice their routes to 
others more fortunate in obtaining milk. 

About the middle of this month my attention was especially 
called to a store in the vicinity of Lincoln street, where 
milk was said to be retailed at 3 cents per quart. Under — 
these circumstances the other dealers could sell but little ; 
but they could, however, raise the old cry that “the cheap 
milk was more than half water.’ 

This place was immediately visited, and it was found that 
their retail trade in milk amounted to 70 gallons per day, 
and that it was true that the milk was retailed at 3 cents per 
quart. 

This milk came by express in 10-gallon cans, from the Deer- 
foot Farm, at Southboro’, Mass., and was bought and sold to 
customers for skimmed milk. A sample of this milk was 
taken from a full can, and carried to John M. Merrick for 
analysis, which gave the following result : —

Mr. Merrick says: 


Mr. Faxon, MILK INSPECTOR: — 


DEAR Sir, — This is evidently a skimmed milk, but it contains 2.10 
per cent. of cream. It must have been originally avery good milk, 
and, if sold for three or four cents per quart, I should think it w ould 
prove a great benefit to poor people. 


Albert L. Murdock, panes , of Jamaica Plain, in.regard to 
skimmed milk, says: 


I desire to call attention to the fact that, as an article of food, skim 
milk is worthy of far greater consideration than has usually been be- 
stowed upon it, and that the enormous amount of it produced in the 
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manufacture of butter and cheese is more valuable for consumption in 
towns and cities than utilized, as at present, solely in the feeding of 
swine. 


I give herewith the average analysis of milk, skim-milk, 
buttermilk and cream, showing that, with the exception of 
the percentage of fat, skim-milk holds high rank in its nutri- 
tive qualities : —

The month closed with a limited demand for milk, which 
was favorable for many of the milkmen, who could not obtain 
one half of the milk necessary for their daily route. 


November, 1877. —In the early part of this month the 
pressure for milk at the Westboro’ station became irresistible, 
not only on the part of some of our citizens, but also of the 
milkmen who obtain their supply from this source. 

One or more of the contractors was compelled to submit 
to the demands of the Milk Association. 

The price of milk for which the Association had long been 
contracting was, viz. : — 

At the farmer’s door, 28 cents per can; at the depots in 
or near the city, 38 cents. This milk is sold by the milkmen 
to stores, shops, eating-houses, etc., at 48 or 50 cents per 
can, and is retailed to families at from 7 to 8 cents per 
quart. 

The Association having carried their point with a few of 
the contractors, it was evident that sooner or later they must 

all (if the milk producers held out) come to their terms. . 
It was soon known throughout all the milk-producing dis- 
tricts in Massachusetts and New Hampshire that the Wor- 
cester County Association had not only carried their point 
in regard to the price of milk, but had also made satisfactory 
arrangements for a specified time in each month for the pay- 
ment of all milk-bills. 
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The Milk Association of Middlesex County, and the milk 
producers generally, held frequent meetings to take meas- 
ures to sustain the Worcester County Association in their 
action regarding the price of milk, and to obtain correspond- 
ing prices on all the routes. 

"The latter part of the month, in consequence of the 
advanced price, the supply of milk at the Westboro’ station 
was sufficient for all demands. 

At nearly all the other stations, however, the supply was 
very short, the producers being unwilling to forward their 
milk until the price was advanced. 


December, 1877.— This was the pleasantest month of 
December on record. There was but one stormy day during 
the month, and only one day that frost gathered on the win- 
dows of comfortable dwellings. 

On the 25th (Christmas day) cattle were grazing in the 
fields in the West Roxbury and Brighton Districts. 

For reasons mentioned in my report of last month, our 
supply of milk at this time was very much reduced at nearly 
all the depots; and the general demand throughout the city 
was very limited, if compared with former times. 

Less milk was brought to the office by private families for 
inspection this month than at any time previously during the 
season. 

During January, February, and March there was but little 
demand for an extra quantity of milk. All through the 
winter months in some sections of the country the supply 
of milk exceeded the demand, and the oldest milk was first 
forwarded for consumption ; so that when received by some 
of our families it was from two to four days old, and was in 
a few hours found to be unfit for use. 

The remarkably mild weather this winter has been favor- 
able for a larger supply than usual at some of the milk 
stations, while at others the demand more than equalled the 
supply. 

These stations were often visited by your Inspector in the 
course of the winter, and it was found where the milk had 
been retained in the country it was because the winter price 
had not been advanced, as in most of the other milk- 
producing districts. 

In consequence of the deiivirulined condition of the milk 
trade during the past season, as mentioned in the early part 
of this report, efforts have been made during the winter to 
form an Association, comprising the milkmen, milk-con- 
tractors, and, to a certain extent, the milk-producers. 

The object of this Association is to determine the price to 
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be paid per can for milk at the milk stations and to the pro- 
ducers, and also to decide upon a uniform price to be paid at 
the stores and shops, as well as the retail price at which milk 
should be supplied to families. 

It is considered by the Association necessary that none of 
them should sell milk at a reduced price, or either steal or 
buy away, or use any unfair means to obtain, the custom of 
others of their number. 

Any misdemeanor or violation of the rules, whereby any 
of them suffer loss, is to be referréd to a committee, and, if 
adjudged guilty, the offending party is to make proper 
restitution. 

Whatever the effect of this Association may be, all that our 
citizens ask is that they may have good milk, fér which they 
are willing to pay a fair price, leaving all difference of 
opinion as to profit to be settled between the milkmen and 
the contractor, and those who own the cows and forward 
the milk to market. 

The following valuable information in regard to milk and 
its adulteration has been received from Mr. John M. Mer- 
rick, Consulting Chemist, of No. 59 Broad street, Boston. 

He says, “In accordance with your request I send youa 
tabular statement of the results of the analysis of milk which 
I have made from samples furnished by you, commencing 
April 1, 1877.

“There seems to be but little to add to the abovetable. I 
have not found it needful to adopt any new method of 
analysis, or to modify that, followed for several years past. 
There are, of course, more complete and refined methods, 
such as that of Pribram, but for our purposes they are need- 
less, the process, which we owe in substance to Wanklyn, 
being sufficient. -(I may mention, in passing, Bowery’s 
method of determining the fat in milk (Chem. News, Vol. 
35, p. 80) as apparently a very neat process.) 

“The common notion that milk sours during thunder 
showers has never, to my knowledge, been made the subject 
of direct experiment until the present year. Dr. Iles, of 
Baltimore, has found that by filling a eudiometer-tube partly 
with skimmed milk, and partly by oxygen gas, and then 
passing sparks of electricity through the oxygen for ten 
minutes, the milk curdled very perceptibly, and showed a 
decided acid reaction. 

“The contents of the tube, on standing twenty minutes, 
reached the consistency of ordinary sour milk. He con- 
cludes that the oxygen was converted into ozone, and thinks 
that this conversion may be set down as the cause of the 
rapid souring of milk during thunder-storms. 

“ Whether the ozone acts by giving rise to nitric acids, or, 
as Dr. Iles suggests, by the formation of lactic and acetic 
acids, the result is that the caseine is precipitated and the 
milk thickens.

“ As connected with the analysis of milk, it may be men- 
tioned that last year the Pharmaceutical Society of Leipzig 
gave a prize for a trustworthy method of butter analysis to 
Otho Hekner and Arthur Angell, English chemist. Six 
essays competed, two from Germany, two from England, 
one from Austria, and one from Italy. 

“My attention has only recently been called to the fact 
that so excellent a book as Wagner’s ‘Chemical Technology,’ 
in its eighth edition, has the time-honored statement that 
milk ‘is sometimes adulterated with rice-water, bran-water, 
gum-solution, and emulsion of sheep’s brains.’ This last 
wonderful adulteration was, fully commented upon in last 
year’s report; and I may add here, that I will pay a very 
handsome reward to any one who will bring me a sample of 
milk offered for sale in this city, and adulterated with sheep’s 
brains. 

“It is not so widely known as it might be, that borax, or 
boracic acid, added in small quantity to milk, retards the 
separation of the cream, and preserves the milk for several 
days. A very trifling amount of oil of mustard added to 
cow’s milk prevents coagulation. 

“The mixture may be kept in summer for weeks in half- 
filled bottles without coagulation. In one experiment, after 
five to seven weeks, the caseine was found to be converted 
into albumen, and the liquid was strongly acid. 

“The mere coagulation of milk, not its turning sour, may 
be prevented by citrate of potassia, chloride of sodium 

salt), and certain alkaline salt. 

“The following analyses of condensed milk, though not 
very recent, are of interest. The various samples contained 
from 25 to 36 per cent. of sugar and 14 to 18 per cent. 
milk sugar.

when mixed with four or five times their volume of water, ’

"The following pertinent remarks upon milk analysis are 
from a paper by Prof. Sharples, and are exceedingly just :— 


The standard of 12.5 per cent. total solids has been chosen by many 
chemists, following Mr. Wanklyn in this respect. It is in all prob- 
ability a little too low for this vicinity; but it has been adopted for the 
reason that the courts have generally ruled that, provided a milk 
dealer keeps his milk above the quality of the poorest milk that has 
ever been analyzed, he is to be regarded as selling pure milk, and is 
therefore not liable to conviction for adulteration. 

The suit for adulteration being a criminal suit, and not a civil suit 
for damages, every advantage is given to the defendant, and the public 
is forced to be contented if the milk is as rich in total solids as the 
poorest milk of a half-starved cow was ever known to give. A much 
more just way would be to give in the law a certain standard, below 
which the solids in milk should not fall. 

This might be even as low as 12 per cent. 

It may be urged that milk being an uncertain animal product, de- 
pendent on various circumstances for its richness and strength, any 
one of which circumstances may at any time become abnormal, and so 
change the value of the milk; therefore, it would be unjust to estab- 
lish any fixed standard below which the solids should not fall. 

The answer to this is, that the milk of well-fed cows, in good health, 
rarely, if ever, falls below 11.5 per cent. of total solids, and that it 
will average over 13 per cent., and that by establishing the standard at 
12 per cent., with a margin of one-half per cent. for exceptional cases, 
no injustice is done to any one. 


“Further than this, it should be remembered, in passing 
judgment upon milk as sold in Boston, how highly improb- 
able it is that the milk supplied from a certain can is all the 
product of one cow; and how unlikely it is that a herd of 
cows under ordinary care should give at one date an excep- 
tionally poor milk. 

“It cannot have escaped the notice of interested persons 
that occasionally juries are found who refuse to convict a 
defendaft for adulterating milk, even when the chemical 
proof is so clear and positive as to admit of no criticism 
whatever. 

“Careful preparation of the case by the inspector and 
chemist, a fair presentation of it by the prosecuting officer, 
and an impartial summing up by the court, all seem, occa- 
sionally, to be wasted. 

“In this respect a rural jury is oftentimes very lenient. 
Such failures, however, do not lessen the obligation of the 
Inspector to watch carefully the condition of the milk daily 
supplied to a great city.

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The adulteration of milk and its detection without the 

delay and expense of a chemical analysis has, for the past 

| twenty years, interested some of the scientific men of Europe ; 

| and has opened a wide field for a great difference of opinion 

: on the subject of those engaged in the milk trade through- 
out our own country. 

| At the time of the establishment of this office — August, 
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1859 —the use of the lactometer, to ascertain the purity or 
the amount of adulteration in milk, was but little known. 

The lactometer, in some parts of our country, has been , 
thought sufficiently reliable to base a conviction upon its 
indications in a court of justice; the friends of the instru- 
ment have never contended that its use was of any conse- 
quence excepting in case of the adulteration of milk by the 
addition of water. 

What we have to contend with here, asin other large cities, 
is the addition of water to milk, or the removal of the cream 
before offering the same for sale. : 

There are, and have been for many years, men largely 
engaged in the milk trade of Boston whose faith cannot be 
shaken in regurd to the value of the lactometer as proof of 
adulteration. 

For general information on the subject of milk and its 
adulteration and detection by the lactometer, as mentioned 
near the close of two or three of my former reports, I may 
be again allowed to incorporate in this report such matters 
as may be of interest, not only to consumers of milk, but to 
all those connected with the milk trade wherever situated. 

During the past nineteen years I have used the lactometer to 
assist in the examination of more than 35,000 different samples 
of milk, from cows of various breeds, and with great variety 
in the kind of food and general manner of keeping them. | 

Whatever assistance the lactometer may be in the examina- 
tion of a sample of milk, it will only approximate to the 
amount of added water, which may change the specific 
gravity of the milk. I say added water, because all, or ~ 
nearly all, of our adulteration amounts to nothing more nor 
less than extending the milk with water. It is true, how- 
ever, that many of our dealers in milk (especially in the 
city) dilute their milk with water colored with caramel, 
perhaps a grain or two in a pint. 

This is not deleterious any more than molasses, but, still, 
an experienced eye will detect it at once, and by its presence 
we are led to suspect that the sample is more or less extended 
by water. ! 

In all my examinations of milk I carefully observe the 
color after placing the sample in a crystal glass tube which 
holds about one-half pint. 

I then taste the milk, to ascertain if the sample contains a 
large or small amount of cream, and by the lactometer the 
specific gravity of the sample is determined. 

If I find the milk rich in cream it readily accounts for its 
low specific gravity ; if, on the other hand, the sample is 
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poor and thin, I see at once that the specific gravity is re- 
duced by the amount of added water. 

The lactometer for testing milk amounts to but little, 
except in the hands of persons of experience in its use; and 
even then it is questionable whether to have the sample 
analyzed by the chemist or not. 

I may here observe that in the enactment of laws in this 
State in regard to the sale, and the conviction of venders, of 
adulterated milk, the only evidence as to its adulteration ad- 
missible in our courts is a chemical analysis of the milk, with 
a sworn certificate by the analyst. 

In closing this report your Inspector would acknowledge 
the kind assistance of the Health Commissioners and the 
Superintendent and officers of the Health Department. 

He would especially mention the prompt service rendered 
by John M. Merrick, Esq., chemist, and also the services of 
the courts, officers, and private individuals who have inter- 
ested themselves in the promotion of the objects of this 
office.

AN ORDINANCE REQUIRING ALL SALARIED OFFICERS AND 
EMPLOYES OF THE CITY OF BOSTON TO BE INHABITANTS 
THEREOF. 


Be it ordained by the Aldermen and Common Council of the 
City of Boston in City Council assembled, as follows : — 


Section 1. All persons hereafter employed by the city, 
who shall receive annual and fixed salaries, shall be residents 
of the City of Boston from the date of their employment ; 
and in all contracts made by the city for labor or materials, 
other things being equal, preference shall be given to the 
residents of Boston.

~ MINORITY REPORT. 


The undersigned, members of the Committee on Ordinances 
respectfully dissent from the foregoing recommendations, 
and beg leave to submit some of their reasons therefor : — 

1st. As to that portion of the proposed ordinance which re- 
lates to the selection of salaried officers, we think the principle 
involved here is illiberal and unwise. The first and governing 
test in the selection of officers and servants in the service of 
the city should be their qualifications for their positions ; and it 
has not been found or claimed that residence out of the city 
limits involves any incapacity or neglect of duty; and to 
make the locality of their lodgings (which usually determines 
the question of residence) the criterion or condition of their 
employment is not less unreasonable than to make their 
selection or employment depend upon their apparel, or 
food, or upon the places where they procure these. The 
object for which the salary is paid is an equivalent in ser- 
vices rendered, and those things which do not affect the 
quality or quantity of that service are of little consequence, 
and it is illiberal and unbecoming the dignity of a great city 
to interfere inthem. And the idea that it is necessary that 
those who receive salaries from the city must reside within 
the territorial boundaries of the city, so that they shall spend 
their salaries in the city, is illogical and incorrect. Observa- 
tion will show that nine-tenths of the amount of the salaries 
of those referred to in the proposed ordinance, though they 
do not lodge within the strict city limits, is actually ex- 
pended in the city for clothing, household goods, food, 
amusements, books, etc., and in many cases the rents of 
their houses or apartments are paid directly to urban res- 
idents. 

2d. It improperly restricts and limits, by a rigid artificial 
rule, the city to a single market or source in the procure- 
ment of what is of the utmost importance in the administra- 
tion of her affairs and the construction of her works. Why 
the city, any more than an individual, should be re- 
stricted or hampered in the choice of the best ability for her 
service which the State, or the world, affords, it is difficult 
to see. As to the teachers in our public schools who may 
(though we hope not) be affected by the ordinance, it is 
stated by those who are familiar with the facts that many of 
the best, especially the female teachers, come from and live 
in their own homes in the suburbs. It appears to us no less 
advantageous to the schools and the scholars than to the 
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teachers, that the latter are able to spend their nights, 
Sundays, and holidays, in the quiet and pure air in the 
country rather than to go from the effete atmosphere of a 
school-room to small, incommodious apartments in the city ; 
and the same may be said in respect to the clerks and officers 
in various departments of the city service. 

— 8d. As to that portion of the proposed ordinance which 
relates to the employment of laborers other than salaried 
officers, we think that, so far as the recommendation is merely 
advisory, it is objectionable. It is not only useless, but 
worse than that, to put in the form of ordinances, proposi- 
tions or statements which are intended merely to be ex- 
pressions of opinion which may or may not be observed. 
They afford no certain rule or guide, they are always easily 
evaded, and they generally result in nttsun doves con- 
tention, and litigation. 

So far as the ordinance will have any effect in the selec- 
tion of such laborers, it appears to us that its effect will be 
to induce unemployed men from other places, attracted by 
the preference given to residents, to come here and become 
residents of Boston, —a thing so easily done as that little 
more than a mere declaration of their intention to do so 
would be necessary. This would increase the number of 
laborers here, and, of course, reduce the price of wages, and 
thus wholly defeat the intent of the ordinance in this respect ; 
and this influx of such laborers from other places would in- 
crease that portion of our population who live precariously 
upon their earnings from day to day, and who are liable, in 
times like the present, sooner or later, to become a charge 
and burden upon our charity.

Ordered, 'That the Mayor be hereby authorized to appoint a Com- 
mission of three persons to consider and report upon the treatment of 
the poor who apply to the city for relief, whether temporary or per- 
manent, and to ascertain what, if any, changes are desirable in the laws 
of the Commonwealth and the ordinances of the city for the relief, 
maintenance, and employment of all classes of the poor; the expense to 
be incurréd by the Commission not to exceed five hundr ed dollars, and 
to be paid from the appropriation for Incidentals.

That they have examined the laws and ordinances relative 
to the relief of the poor in Boston, visited the institutions 
designed for their care and custody, conferred with the 
officers charged with the administration of these laws and 
institutions, and sought information from other States and 
countries; that they have given public hearings, held fre- 
quent meetings, and conferred with many persons interested 
in the subject of their inquiries, and now respectfully offer the 
following statements, sug gestions, and recommendations. 

They were appointed — to “report upon the treatment of 
the poor who apply to the city for relief,” and their report is 
not an essay upon pauperism, or upon the charities of the 
State. Even with this restriction the subject is still too 
wide for their limits, and they cannot hope that much which 
belongs to it will not be left unsaid. ° 

The general provisions of the existing laws of the Com- 
monwealth, applicable to this city, are simple and well 
known. The various cities and towns are charged with the 
relief and support of all poor and indigent persons lawfully 
settled therein, whenever they stand in need thereof, and 
with the necessary relief of other persons in distress, until 
proper steps are taken to place them under the care of their 
places of settlement, or, if they have none, of the Com- 
monwealth. 

They may also give temporary aid to State paupers, 7.é., 
persons having no settlement, found in their limits, and are 
specially empowered to provide for poor and neglected 
children. . 

Overseers of the Poor, chosen in the. several towns and 
cities, are authorized to administer this relief in or out of 
an almshouse or workhouse, or as the town directs, or other- 
wise, at their discretion. 

They are empowered to take charge of children in certain 
cases, to employ paupers, remove them to their places of 
settlement, send them, when insane, to a hospital, and bury 
them or dispose of their bodies when dead. They may also 
give temporary aid to non-resident vagrants and compel 
the performance of a limited task of labor in return. In the 
exercise of their powers the law gives them a wide dis- 
cretion; while in practice they are dependent upon other mu- 
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_ nicipal authorities for the means required for such exercise. 
_ The expense of the aid thus administered is to be paid by 
the place of settlement, if any, otherwise by the State, and is 
to be obtained by certain prescribed proceedings, subject to 
limitations which need not now be detailed. Provision is 
also made by law for enforcing assistance by certain kindred, 
living in the State, if of sufficient ability. 

Within the City of Boston the general laws of the State 
apply, with some modifications. 

Public charitable relief is there administered by 

1. The Overseers of the Poor. 

2. The Directors for Public Institutions. 

3. The Trustees of the City Hospital. 

4. The Board of Aldermen, or City Council. 

We propose to consider the mode of this administration 
by each body, and to make such suggestions as occur to us in 
regard to them separately ; but we desire first to call atten- 
tion to the fact that relief is administered by four different 
and independent bodies, without any necessary cobperation, 
and not subject to any supervision by which they can beemade 
to act harmoniously and with due regard to each other. 

It is possible that the same individual may receive relief 
from the Overseers, or from the funds managed or controlled 
by the aldermen, and may be admitted to the City Hospital 
or sent to the almshouse without any knowledge on the part 
of one department that he has been aided by another. It 
is not meant that this is always the case, or that there is 
never any codperation between these authorities, but only 
. that the system does not require it, or prevent its omission. 

Jt may be added that if the applicant for relief has no set- 
tlement his case falls under still another jurisdiction, that of 
the State authorities; and that if he has a settlement in 
another place in the Commonwealth it may be referred to the 
authorities of that place. 

The Overseers of the Poor in Boston distribute the an- 
nual appropriation of the city for out-door or temporary 
relief, that is, for persons not in any institution, and the 
income of a number of trust funds, the capital of which now 
amounts in all to about $500,000. 

If a person is in need of relief, application is made at their 
office, where they meet periodically, and where a secretary 
and visitors may be found. 

One of these visitors records, on a blank form prepared for 
the purpose, various facts in regard to the case, and visits 
the applicant. If he is found to have a settlement in the 
city, relief is afforded at once, if necessary ; if not, the case is 
referred to a committee of the Board for temporary or per- 
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manent assistance. If he has a settlement in another place, 
notice is given to its authorities; and if he has none, to the 
State authorities, who in their turn make the necessary 
investigations, and take charge of the case if it is found to 
belong to them. In practice the Overseers are often author- 
ized to extend aid for a time at the expense of the other 
place, or of the State ; but the latter may remove the pauper 
from the city and take charge of him elsewhere. The aid 
given consists principally of modetate gifts of groceries and 
fuel, and of annual grants of money to a certain class, chiefly 
elderly women of respectable character. 

The Overseers also have charge of the Temporary Home, 
where destitute women and children are temporarily lodged, 
and meals are given to applicants, of both sexes, at their dis- 
cretion. It has not been their practice to require any labor 
from the persons assisted, except that recently a task of 
domestic service, sawing wood or breaking stone, has been 
required from applicants at the Temporary Home. | 

The Overseers thus expended in 1876-77, chiefly for out- 
door or temporary relief of poor persons with or with- 
out settlements, about $125,000, from moneys raised by 
taxation.} 

The amount of this relief, and the number of persons receiv- 
ing it in proportion to the population, has largely increased 
within the last ten years. |

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Out-door relief is one of the most perplexing subjects 
with which the student or manager of public charities has to 
deal. It is peculiarly liable to abuse in large cities, and 
that abuse discourages honest toil, and promotes pauperism 
and thriftless dependence upon the State. 

When the assistance, which ought to come from personal 
sympathy and be accompanied by friendly counsel, is dis- 
tributed by officers of the law, the recipient soon learns to 
demand it as a right, gradually comes to rely upon it, 
without any sense of duty or obligation, and is dissatisfied 
both with what wisdom denies and goodness lends. 

The best men, in its administration, are tempted to con- 
found the promptings of a natural sympathy with the rules 
of official duty, and are influenced by a constant and growing 
tendency to administer the property of the State as a chari- 
table person gives of his own to any unfortunate friend, but 
without the controlling influences which diminish the evil 
effects of such liberality. 

When a man like the late Edward Denison, who gave his 
days and nights to the poor, and labored and lived among 
them, writes, “I am beginning seriously to believe that all 
bodily aid to the poor is a mistake, and that the real thing is 
to let things work themselves straight; whereas, by giving 
alms, you keep them permanently crooked ;” or, “ Charity, 
too, is a frightful evil—not real charity, but subscription 
charity,” 1 — we may well hesitate to yield to the impulse, 
natural and kindly, but often mistaken, which prompts to 


liberal grants of bodily aid. 


Experience shows that a steady persistence in limiting 
relief to support in some public institution, where labor is 
required under reasonable restraint, diminishes the amount 
of out-door relief without any proportional increase of in- 
door relief. The applicant supports himself, or is pro- 
vided for by his friends. 

It is now more than half a century since Josiah Quincy, 
whose name and authority cannot fail to command your 
attention and respect, made a report to the Legislature of 
Massachusetts on the pauper laws, “the principles of” 
which, he says,* “being the results of the experience of 
both England and Massachusetts, were as follows”*:— 


“1. That of all modes of providing for the poor, the most wasteful, 
the most expensive, and most injurious to their morals and destructive 
of their industrious habits, is that of supply in their own families. 

2. That the most economical mode is that of almshouses having

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the character of workhouses or houses of industry, in which work is 
provided for every degree of ability in the pauper; and thus the able 
poor made to provide, partially at least, for their own support, and 
also the support, or at least the comfort, of the impotent poor. 

3. That of all modes of employing the labor of the pauper, agricul- 
ture affords the best, the most healthy, and the most certainly profita- 
ble; the poor being thus enabled to raise always at least their own 
provisions. 

4, That the success of these establishments depends upon their 
being placed under the superintendence of a Board of Overseers, con- 
stituted of the most substantial and intelligent inhabitants of the 
vicinity. 

5. That of all causes of pauperism, intemperance in the use of 
spirituous liquors is the most powerful and universal.” 


Being appointed chairman also of a committee of the town 
to consider the subject of pauperism at large, that committee, 
he says, “guided their proceedings by these principles, 
and referred to them in their reports to the town, which, 
being successively sanctioned by the votes of the inhabitants, 
became the basis of the institution now called the ‘ House of 
Industry’ at South Boston.” ! 

The “experience of England and Massachusetts since 
1821, when this report to the Legislature was made, has

3«« The continued decrease in the total expenditure from the poor-rate, amounting in 
the year ending at Lady Day, 1875, to £176, 476/., and the fact that the total expenditure 
is lower than in any year since 1868, cannot but be considered as very satisfactory. We 
believe it to be chiefly due to the exertions which have been made by the guardians 
throughout the country to improve the administration of the law; and the reduction 
has taken place not only in those districts to which the general] order probibiting out- 
relief to able-bodied men has been issued, but even to a greater extent by the volun- 
tary adoption of the principles of that order in many of the unions in the metropolitan 
and manufacturing districts where the order is not inforee. It may also be observed 
that, although the largest amount of reduction has occurred under the head of out- 
relief, the rate of decrease in the item of in-maintenance is almost equal to the rate 
of decrease of out-relief. During the course of the year several conferences have 
taken place throughout the country, of the guardians of unions in different districts, as 
well as a central conference in London, at which discussions of much interest have 
occurred, and resolutions have been passed, not‘only on the question of the administra- 
tion of out-relief, but on other points, on which an amendment of the law was held to be 
required. Notwithstanding a long and severe winter, little difficulty has been ex- 
perienced in regard to the administration of relief to able-bodied men on the sound 
principles which we have so often advocated, and no applications have been made to 
us for the actual suspension of the provisions of the general orders regulating the ad- 
ministration of relief to these classes of the poor.”

“‘During the past year there have been several important conferences of guardians 
held on the subject of the administration of the poor law. 


With regard to the question of out-door relief, a unanimous conclusion appears 
to have been arrived at as to the importance of farther restricting the expenditure on 
that head,” ete. .

The following passages are from a memorandum recently issued by the Local Goy- 
ernment Board, relating to the administration of out-relief: — 


“‘In the year 1870-71, the expenditure on out-relief was £3,663,970. In the year 
1876-77 it had fallen to £2,616,465, thus showing a decrease in six years of £1,047,505, 
or 28.6 per cent. The number of out-door paupers on Jan. Ist, 1871, was 917,890; 
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history of all efforts at reform is the history of struggles to 
maintain them against the pressure of importunate begging, 
or mistaken views of political economy and of public charity. 
Some circumstances have tended in past years in this com- 
munity to promote the increase of out-door relief. 

The union of the institutions for the care of the poor — 
as well as of the vicious and intemperate, of the unfortunate 
—as well as the criminal classes, under one management 
—nhas increased the natural aversion to an almshouse, and 
strengthened the unwillinguess of public officers to offer that 
alternative to the poor. 

The impression that humanity and benevolence, as well as 
a regard to economy, justify assistance to “those house- 
holders and others who require only partial relief, and who 
may be rendered more comfortable by a small supply of 
necessaries at their own homes, than by being wholly sup- 
ported in a poor-house,”! has aided in maintaining this 
system. 

To these may be added the pressure already mentioned, 
and the evil influence of the patronage which accompanies 
the power of distributing a large fund among the needy 
population of a large city. 

We do not think that out-door relief in a large city is 
economical. In single instances, undoubtedly, the cost may 
be less without, than within an almshouse, but the total ex- 
penditure would, we believe, be diminished by the refusal 
of out-door relief. 

The only considerations which seem to us to justify it are: _ 


proper regard, in some cases, for the deserving poor who 


are incapable of labor, and the advantage of preserving the 
honest poor from the influences of the almshouse, and of main- 
taining, as far as possible, their position in society under the 
influences of family life and of association with independent 
and industrious members of the community. 

This advantage, it would seem, can only be fully secured 
when poverty is due to misfortune and likely to be tem- 
porary. 

Much, of course, must be left to the discretion of the 
officers charged with the administration of such relief. And 
certainly Boston has been fortunate in the character of the 


the number on Jan. Ist, 1877, was 571,982; therefore in the same six years the out- 
door paupers decreased by 345,908, or 37.7 per cent. 

“Tt is especially worthy of remark, that so far as the inspectors have been able to 
ascertain, the results above described have been arrived at without any real hardship 
to the poor, and without any, or at least with a very slight, increase in the number of 
in-door paupers. No alteration of the law has been requisite to enable the guardians 
to adopt and apply, according to their discretion, rules that appear to be stringent and 
efficient.”

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men for many years entrusted with this duty. But, who- 
ever they may be, we believe it is best for their own assist- 
ance and protection, as well as for the interest of the com-— 
munity and the promotion of sound principles, that they 
should fortify and protect themselves by stringent rules, 
and be guided by accepted principles. Nor do we think any 
rules or principles can be better than those on which Provi- 
dence acts in leaving human beings to suffer the natural 
consequences of their conduct and course of life. 

It appears from the statement we append (Appendix B) 
that out of thirty-nine thousand three hundred and forty- 
two (39,342) persons aided by the Overseers for the last 
ten pane 1867-76, the average assistance has been for 
three ;4°, years; that out of this number eight thousand 
two hundred and ninety-eight (8,298) have been aided for g 
two, seven thousand three hundred and thirty-two (7,332) 
for three, and two thousand one hundred and thirty-three 
(2,133) for ten or more years. The number rose from five - 
thousand three hundred and thirteen (5,313) in 1869-70 to 
twenty thousand seven hundred and thirty-nine (20,739) in 
1876-77. 

These statistics indicate a large increase in the number of 
. persons aided, and the existence of a permanent pauper class 
receiving aid year by year. 

While we are not disposed as yet to recommend the 
City Council to bind the Overseers by its control, we do 
recommend that it should express to them its approval of 
their adoption of the following rules, and their rigid adher- 
ence to them in the disposition of the public moneys raised 
by taxation :— 

1. That out-door relief should be absolutely refused to 
adults, not incapacitated for labor, whose condition, in the 
opinion of the Overseers, is due to their own intemperance, 
crime, or other fault ; 

2. Or who have for.a short and fixed period, say, at any 
time in two previous years, required aid to an extent exceed- 
ing some fixed and moderate amount ; ! 

3. That it should not be given even for that period, un- 
less deemed by the Overseers to be clearly advisable ; 

4. And should be refused even to those who are unable 
to labor, except where humanity requires temporary aid to 
such as are suffering from diseases or accidents, or where 
meritorious persons, particularly the aged, may be partially 
and economically aided without. disturbing their family rela-

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tions, or impairing the self-respect and self-dependence of 
those around them. . 

It may be best to introduce these rules gradually, and it 
must not be supposed that our purpose is to deprive any 
person in actual destitution, from any cause, of a suitable 
provision; we would only require him to accept that pro- 
Vision in an institution where he will be under supervision 
and control, and required to labor, to the reasonable extent 
of his ability, — where his condition will be no better, and, 
unless age or infirmity require consideration, not quite so 
good as that of the honest and industrious laborer who 
supports himself. 

Cases may and undoubtedly will arise, when more or less 
temporary relief would be wise, in relaxation of these rules. 
Many of these cases may be provided for by a judicious plan 
for the codperation of public and private charities, and for 
some we think the income of the trust funds in the hands of 
the Overseers, so far as the limitations under which they are 
held allow, should be used. The portion of that income 
which may be used for those “ who have seen better days ” is 
now more than half of the whole sum expended by the Over- 
seers from the funds of the city in 1866. 

It is proper to mention, in this connection, that the natural 
preference to give out-door relief when in-door relief may 
suggest association with criminals, and the obvious impor- 
tance of entrusting both classes of relief— when one is thus 
proffered on the refusal of the other— to persons known to 
the officers to whom the application is made, are arguments 
‘in favor of placing both in charge of the Overseers, as else- 
where recommended. 

We recommend, also, that provision should be made for the 
compulsory performance of some task of labor by all per- 

_ sons receiving out-door relief, who are capable of performing 
it, in the establishment hereinafter suggested for “casuals” or 
“tramps,” or elsewhere. If the provisions of existing laws 
do not prove suflicient for this purpose, after suitable efforts 

‘to apply them, some farther legislation may be advisable. 
This provision should not be such that they would prefer it to 
ordinary labor, by which their support might be obtained. 

The parish should be “the hardest task-master and the 
worst paymaster,” not by any unkind severity, but by offering 
a task and a compensation less attractive than the honest and 

industrious laborer accepts, when any work is to be had. 

We do not anticipate that needed charity will be in this 
way diminished. We think, on the contrary, that the way 
will be opened for more adequate relief to those really in 
need, and that the streams of private bounty will flow more 
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abundantly toward the outlets thus given, when cases that 
require it are made known through the agency we propose 
for its instruction and codperation. 

We deem it of the utmost importance that relief should 
never be given, in or out of any institution, to persons of 
age and condition suitable for labor, without its performance. 
No reasonable expenditure for this purpose will be wasted, 
although it may not seem to restore the outlay. But a strict 
adherence to a system of steady and enforced toil for a pre- 
scribed period will repel the idle, and diminish the injurious 
effect of relief upon all. If care is taken to observe the 
rules already laid down, employment thus given will not in- 
terfere with the occupations or rewards of industry, or tempt 
those who can avoid it to seek public work or assistance in 
preference to independent labor. 

Let it not be supposed that we wish to discourage giving, 
or the disposition to give; or that we fail to appreciate the 
impulse which moves the heart even to an unwise charity. 

We desire to encourage both, and to prevent their failure 
and disappointment. 

The uninstructed charity which says, without investigation 
or consideration, “*‘Be ye warmed and fed’ with this gift, 
and let me be spared the pain of seeing you suffer, the 
labor of inquiry into your character and circumstances, or 
the personal sacrifice of helping you, at the expense of my 
money and time, to improve and help yourself,” although : 
better in spirit, may be worse in its effect on the receiver’s 
condition than the ironical offer of the words alone. 

We want more giving of thought, of sympathy, and of 
personal effort to make men self-helpful, — assured that from 
these will follow a greater abundance of material gifts, 
more effective, and more useful. 

When the disciple obeys the injunction, “ Give to him that 
asketh of thee,” it is his duty to give that which helps, not’ 
' harms. . 

The charity which made the Elberfeld System and the work 
of Dr. Chalmers successful and grateful to those they relieved 
was not the amount of material aid, but the personal effort — 
the gift — of the giver, rather than of his goods. 

It is not giving, but misgiving, that we oppose.! 

We appreciate fully the manner in which the Overseers 
of the Poor performed their duty after the reorganization 
of the Board in 1864. Order, system, and economy were 
introduced and maintained. Their system of investigation

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and registration was a great improvement. The arrange- 
ments for codperation, through the Chardon-street building,! 
are all steps in the right direction, and it must not be sup- 
posed that we wish to recommend any backward steps, or to 
disparage the work which has beendone. The changes which 
we recommend are steps onward ; steps which such a Board, 

with suitable powers and coéperation, can effectively aid. 

| With power and means to provide for and control vagrants ; 
to offer the workhouse and compulsory labor to the able- 
bodied; to assume the charge and training of children; to 
enforce claims on relatives and other places or the State for 
support; to apply the labor test — indoors and out of doors ; 
to collect and register the contributions and objects of private 
charity, and to invite its aid for those who need aid, but ought 
not to be pauperized by receiving it from the public funds, 
—with all these powers the improvements already made 
may be left far behind. 


A portion of the duties and powers which belong to Over- 
seers elsewhere under the laws of the State are committed in 
Boston to a Board called the Directors for Public Institutions, 
in charge of several establishments, which may be classified 
as — 

First. Those designed for paupers properly so called, or 
the unsentenced poor, including the Almshouse on Rainsford 
Island, for men, the Austin Poor Farm in West Roxbury, 
chiefly for women, the Almshouse at Charlestown, for both 

__ sexes, the Marcella-street Home, in Roxbury, for pauper or 
neglected boys, the school for pauper girls, on Deer Island, 
and the Lunatic Hospital, at South Boston. 

Second. Those designed for persons under restraint for 
vagrancy or other offences, or for the purpose of reforma- 
tion, including the House of Correction at South Boston, 
the House of Industry, and the House of Reformation for 
boys and girls on Deer Island. 

When a pauper desires to go to the Almshouse application 
is made to the Directors. Their officers investigate the case, 
or obtain information from the Overseers. If entitled to go 
there he is admitted, and passes, in practice, out of the 
knowledge or control of the Overseers until he leaves the 
institution and presents himself again, it may be, as a candi- 
date for out-door relief. 

The pauper may thus pass from the care and observation 
of those officials, by whom he has long been known, under 
the control of others who know less of his life and tinbie! or 


+ The “ Charity Building,” where the Overseers have their offices, and accommoda- 
tions and opportunities for communication and codperation are provided for Societies. 
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he may “revolve” from one to the other without the exercise 
of any continuous or connected supervision. 

The Directors for Public Institutions have authority to ad- 
mit paupers to the institution specially designed for them, 
and exercise over them, after such admission, all the powers 
of Overseers. 

The Overseers also have the power, it is supposed, — not 
now in practice exercised, —to send paupers to the Alms- 
house, but no contro] over them while there, retaining as to 
paupers, not in any institution, all the powers given to Over- 
seers generally. 

The Directors require the able-bodied paupers under their 
charge to perform a moderate task, of farm-labor, or upon the 
grounds and buildings, and have lately entered on plans for 
instructing the boys in the House of Reformation in printing, 
and for providing labor in a stone-yard on Rainsford Island. 

The labor heretofore required has not been long or severe, 
— not sufficiently so to render the hospitalities of the city 
unattractive to many able-bodied and idle men, who have at 
times presented an unwelcome spectacle to visitors. 


In pursuing statistical investigations a comparison has 
been made between the expenditures in such institutions in 
Boston and in other cities and parts of the Commonwealth. 

The tables appended (Appendix F, G, and H) exhibit the 
comparative amount of expenditures of this class in Boston 
and other parts of this Commonwealth, and for one year, in 
New York and elsewhere. 

From these it will be seen that the average cost for each 
pauper fully supported at the public expense in this city is 
apparently greater than in New York, Philadelphia, or Cinein- 
nati, — than the average cost in this State, and than the bigh- 
est average cost in any other county in the Commonwealth. 

It should be observed that these expenditures in Boston 
at least, and elsewhere it is to be presumed, do not include 
rent or interest on what may be called the “plant,” or 
fixed investment, and it seems to us, therefore, that the 
average expenditure per capita should be less in this city, — 
where large numbers are maintained, and where fuel and 
supplies are, as in all great centres, obtainable in large 
quantities, at the lowest cost,— than in most of the other 
cities and towns of the Commonwealth. 

The expenses of the Lunatic Asylum, properly larger than 
those of the Almshouses, increase this average in ~ Bata 
above that of the latter. The support of lunatic paupers 
from other places is included, but the State receives such 
persons in its asylums at a fixed charge. 
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The net cost per inmate in the year 1875-76 

appears to have been in the House of Industry 

on Deer Island. . . . $131 89 
In the Almshouse at Charlestown 5 : : 85 55

—a comparison which indicates that a number of separate 
institutions managed like that at Charlestown would be more 
economical than the collection of a larger number of inmates 
in those combined under the term “ House of Industry.”! 

There is an element which interferes with the comparison, 
in the fact that there is no mode by which the cost of the 
maintenance of paupers in the institutions of the city can be 
accurately separated from that of the criminals or sentenced 
persons under the control of the same Board. Nor is there 
any mode under the present system of accounts by which 
the cost of all the items not strictly assignable to pauper 
support can be eliminated so far as to guide the inquiry to a 
clear determination of the seat or cause of any excess. 

It may not be worth the labor of the calculation to deter- 
mine how much the sum of $1,405.08, covered by the items 
enumerated in the note,” or the more or less frequent enter-

The House of Industry is a separate institution; but the Directors, in reporting 
expenses, include under that title those of the Almshouses (except at Charlestown), and 
the Houses of Reformation. 

Mr. Quincy’s Report of 1821, hereafter mentioned, states the average cost then 
(supposed to be in the year 1820), of pauper support in the Almshouse in Boston, at 
$1.40 per week, or $72.80 per annum, including interest on the cost of the House as 
rent. The statistics for Boston appended to the Report of the Commission of 1832, 
consisting of William B. Calhoun and others, give an estimated cost for board and 
clothing of 80 cents per week for adults and 50 cents for children, which, on the num- 
ber there given, of 440 adults and 183 children, would be an average cost of about 
$37 per annum, excluding rent.

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tainments of officers, members of the City Government, or 
invited guests, cost per pauper; but it is desirable to know 
how much is expended for all these purposes as distinct from 
the necessary subsistence of the inmates, including paupers, 
criminals, and employés, and there appears to be no means 
of determining it. We recommend that some system of 
accounts. and reports which will aid in determining and 
exhibiting these points should be adopted. 

Whatever may.be said to justify such expenditures in the 
liberal management of the affairs of a great city, they should 
not be included in the annual cost of a pauper’s support, and 
should be distinctly and publicly stated in the reports of the 
institutions for which they are incurred. We have indicated 
in the tables the comparative cost of paupers and crim- 
inals in New York, and it should be observed that there 
the maintenance of a pauper in the Almshouse on Black- 
well’s Island cost about eighty-seven cents per week, and 
that of a criminal in the Penitentiary two dollars and twenty- 
two cents. | , 

It may well be that the separation of these institutions, 
and their expenses, would indicate a difference here between 
the cost of maintaining paupers and criminals. 

The Directors for Public Institutions, in their Report for 
1876-77 (p. 32), say: “It is the aim of the present manage- 
ment to maintain the good reputation which Boston has ever 
enjoyed for the liberality which has marked her treatment of 
the needy and criminal classes.” It is probably true that 
the expenditure for these classes has been on a more liberal 
scale in this Commonwealth and in this city than in other 
places. There is a sense indeed in which no “ liberality ” is 
excessive, when it is devoted to expenditures calculated to 
promote the real improvement and true happiness of all 
classes, and the best interest of the whole community. But 
it is possible, in another sense, to be too “ liberal,” if by that 
is intended merely an expenditure to provide, for the needy 


= 


and criminal classes, comforts which tempt the industrious - 


and honest to compare their own condition unfavorably with 
that of the former, or to prevent imprisonment from being 
a punishment. Nor does a liberal expenditure necessarily 
secure the inmates of such institutions a more comfort- 
able provision than that which greater economy might 
afford. Whatever humanity requires must be done; but one 
thing which a true humanity forbids is, to make for idleness 
and crime a provision better than honest labor can make for 
itself. 

We find that a regular ration of tobacco, of about three 
ounces per week, is ordinarily allowed to paupers who use it. 
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_ The amount expended for this purpose during the past year 
for pauper. inmates of the almshouses at Rainsford Island, 
Charlestown, and Austin Farm, and for inmates of the Luna- 
tic Hospital, was $1,761.07. We doubt the wisdom of this 
allowance, and recommend that it be discontinued. There is 
no objection to such an indulgence for the aged pauper, to 
_- Whom long habit has made it so important that the remnant 
of his life would be wretched without it, nor for persons to 
whom it may be given under medical advice; and its occa- 
sional use as a stimulus to industry, or reward for good 
conduct, under proper limitations might be allowed; but 
such a luxury ought not to be provided at the expense of 
the community, although that expense may not be large, 
with the result of promoting and strengthening an unneces- 
sary habit, of adding one attraction or removing one objec- 
tion to life in a pauper institution. 

The records, as now kept of the manngement of the 
Public Institutions of this city, do not exhibit in some 
other respects all the facts which we have attempted to 
ascertain. 

A communication was addressed to the Directors for 
Public Institutions, to which the answer appended (Ap- 
pendix D) was received, from which it appears that there 
they: offer no replies to the inquiries proposed as to (1) 
the average length of stay of pauper inmates; (2) the 
number remaining all, or parts of from one to ten years; 
(3) the number who have, or have not, been in criminal 
institutions, or once, or more, and up to five times sentenced ; 
_(4) The estimated number made paupers by intemperance, or 
whose parents or ancestors were paupers, criminals, or intem- 
perate ; (5) the total and annual average number of paupers 
wholly or in part able or unable to work; (6) the total and 
average number of children indentured or placed out, or the 
number who remain in their places; (7) or the average cost, 
per pauper, for food only. It is to be regretted that the 
directors were unable to afford the information requested on 
these points. All of them are believed to be interesting and 
important, and capable of being ascertained. And we think 
that provision should be made for securing this information 
in the annual reports of these institutions, for which, per-

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haps, a request from the City Council to the directors would 
be sufficient. ’ 

It will be perceived, upon the foregoing statement, that not 
only is the provision made for the poor by the city adminis- 
tered by different bodies, but that all in-door relief to 
paupers, as such, is controlled and administered by the 
Board which has charge of the criminal institutions of the. 
city, and one question which we have understood we were 
particularly desired to consider is, whether it is advisable 
that this division should continue to exist; that the out-door 
poor should still be relieved by the Overseers, but that as 
soon as they are to be wholly supported by the city they 
should pass from the supervision of the body which has 
hitherto aided them, and come with criminals, drunkards,. 
and vagabonds, under the care of another and distinct Board. 

It is unfortunately true that the same individuals con- 
tinually pass from one of these classes to the other, and may 
be paupers to-day, and criminals, drunkards, or vagabonds 
to-morrow. It is true that they are often the former be- 
cause they have been the latter; but it is equally true that 
the system which tends to obliterate the distinction, and to 
confound the poor with the vicious, is not only unjust and 
unfair, but dangerous and unwise. 

While this tendency is admitted and recognized as a fact, 
it should be discouraged and guarded against, not submitted 
to and confirmed as the basis of institutions which ought to 
be contrived and managed so as to check it. 

The paupers who fill our almshouses are many of them 
persons who have, for a longer or shorter period, sometimes 
for years, solicited aid from the Overseers, and become 
known to them and their officers. It is obvious that a com- 
petent Board, which has long had the care of a number of 
persons in such a condition, has studied their wants and 
observed their peculiarities, and has acquired with many of 
them what may almost be called an intimate personal 
acquaintance, is much better adapted than any other equally 
competent body can be to continue this care when they are 
transferred to an institution for in-door relief, and better 
able to classify them, manage and direct them with humanity 
and due consideration, unless there are controlling and pe- 
culiar reasons for a different course. 

Nor will it be claimed that men, guilty of no crime but 
poverty, —whatever classification should be made among 
them to distinguish those whose poverty is the result of 
misfortune, from those who have, by God’s laws, brought it 
upon themselves, — should be managed, cared for, and goy- 
erned upon the same system and by the same rules as the 
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criminal, or even the incorrigible vagabond whom our laws 


make a criminal. 

Human nature is such that the most competent managers 
of either class will naturally govern both, when placed 
together under their care, in a spirit, if not by rules, which 
must be unsuitable for one:or the other. Even the local 
juxtaposition of the two classes is objectionable, and no man 
can fail to sympathize with the feelings of an unfortunate 
man or woman, suffering from age or infirmity, who shrinks 
from any association with the vicious and the guilty, or be 
surprised that some should honestly think they have, and 
others should pretend that they have, cause for complaint. 

It is sometimes suggested that large institutions can be 
managed with greater economy, and that criminals and 
paupers in an almshouse and house of correction together 
can be more cheaply maintained than the former alone. 

To such considerations there are limits, both of wisdom 
and possibility. It is not desirable to entrust too much 
patronage and expenditure to any one body, and offer it as a 
bait to politicians. 

Nor does it necessarily follow that one thousand paupers 
and one thousand criminals can be more cheaply supported 
by one body of men than by two. 

Formerly it was said that the fact that these institutions 
were situated at the same spot was a reason for such com- 
bination of government. [For reasons already given this 
conclusion is doubted, and the alleged reason no longer 
exists. 

A House of Correction and Lunatic Asylum at South 
Boston; one Almshouse at Rainsford Island, and another 
at West Roxbury, and a third at Charlestown; Houses of 
Industry and Reformation at Deer Island, and a Home for 
Boys at Roxbury, do not seem so near together as to make 
their neighborhood an argument for unity of management. 

Coal, flour, meat, and other supplies, can be purchased in 
quantities for two Boards as well as for one, when they are 
to be delivered for either at widely separated points. 

It is desirable that all agencies for the relief of the poor 
should be managed and controlled by some single body, and 
that all agencies for the government of criminals, in like 
manner, should be under uniform management. 

But it is not desirable that all institutions in which men 
and women are to be housed and fed should for that reason 
alone be governed by the same body, without regard to their 
character or the purpose of their combination and the ob- 
jects to be accomplished in taking charge of them. 

In the City of New York a Board called the “ Commission- 
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ers of Public Charities and Correction” has charge of the 
penal and pauper institutions. There is also a State Board 
of Charities, and three of its members from that city, with- 
out the power of controlling the Commissioners, confer with 
them, and are familiar with the institutions under their care, 
All of these, persons whose names ang opinions will com- 
mand your respect, — the late Hon. Theodore Roosevelt. 
Mrs. Josephine S. Lowell, and Edward C. Donnelly, — con- 
curred in the opinion that charities and correction should be 
separated, while the city members differ with them. 

And we are allowed to quote the following letter of Dr. 
Isaac Ray, whose name requires no added authority from our 
opinion : — 


3509 BARING STREET, PHILADELPHIA, 
31 October, 1877. 


My DEAR Sir, — My experience will furnish you little, if any, help 
in the inquiry you are making. While one of the Board of Guardians 
_ having charge of the eleemosynary institutions of this city, which 
receive into one general establishment all sorts of castaways, — the 
insane, the sick, lying-in women, foundlings, and the pauper proper, — 
I could hardly help seeing the mischievous effects of the close associa- 
tions of classes so widely diverged from one another, morally and 
socially. ‘True, we had no criminals, technically so called, but we did 
_have a large share of the grossly vicious; and their pernicious influence 
was recognized by all, and added not a little to the difficulties of man- 
agement. I am satisfied that nothing can be gained by bringing to- 
gether such heterogeneous elements; on the contrary, the good are 
liable to be made bad, and the bad worse. For all the purposes of 
employment, discipline, regimen, physical and moral, they each re- 
quired a special direction, guided by some special knowledge of their 
respective traits of character and conduct, —and one of them is about 
as much as any single Board can manage. It is common, I know, for 
economy’s sake, to bring together the various classes that require the 
public eare; but it has always seemed to me, so far as I have witnessed 
the result, that the practice was neither salutary nor economical. 
Especially should I expect such a result from the association of in- 
ebriates with criminals, which, I observe, is the arrangement at Deer 
Island, because the former must embrace many who, having taken 
their first lessons in vice, are easily induced by their companions to 
take more, and because the discipline most proper should be very 
different in these two classes. : 

Four or five years ago this city established what is called a House of 
Correction, to which magistrates commit, for short periods, persons 
guilty of minor offences and for vagrancy. They have much land, and 
the intention is that everybody shall work. What success they have 
had I know not. To the outside public the institution has become re- 
markable more for the,constant quarrels of the officers and directors, 
one with another, than for anything else. I presume, however, it 
must inevitably suffer the evils incident to a heterogeneous popula- 
tion, without even the slightest attempt at classification. 

Regretting my inability to render you more substantial service in 
this matter, I remain,

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We add also the following extract from a paper entitled 
“What shall Philadelphia do for its paupers?” by Dr. Ray. 
[See the ‘Penn Monthly” for April, 1873.]

It has been proposed to remove our paupers, of all descriptions, I 
suppose, to buildings erected for them on the grounds occupied by the 
House of Correction. I trust this project will be abandoned. Besides 
the sanitary and moral evils, which make the association of such large 
numbers exceedingly objectionable, the House of Correction would 
render all the other departments disreputable. We could commit no 
greater breach of propriety than thus to place upon a single pauper, 
sane or insane, the stigma of crime.! 


The Board of Directors have managed the institutions 
committed to their charge with vigor and ability. The faults 
of the system are not the faults of its members; and with- 
out interfering with their control of the penal institutions of 
the city, we are of opinion and recommend that the agencies 
for the Relief of the Poor at the public expense, except the 


1 The following are extracts from the proceedings of the Town Meeting held in Bos- 
ton, October 22, 1821, and comprise portions of a report submitted to the town on the 
above date by a committee consisting of Josiah Quincy, James Savage, Henry J.

‘In relation to the economies and advantages to be anticipated from this estab- 
lishment, your committee cannot close this report without recurring to them, and 
recalling to the minds of their fellow-citizens the nature and object of the institution. 
Every consideration which has occurred in the progress of the work has convinced 
your committee of its importance, its necessity, and of its being indispensable to any 
hope, or to the success of any plan, for the improving the morals, or to ameliorating 
the condition of the poor. Under this conviction they have not considered it in the 
light of making a saving in the whole expenditures of the town; although jphey have 
no doubt that it will ultimately produce this effect. Their view of the subject is of a 
broader cast, and of a more elevated character. They have deemed that an insti- 
tution, such as the one proposed, destined to receive, restrain, and to employ that 
unhappy portion of the community who are degraded to the ranks of beggary by vice 
or idleness, is, in every society, a moral duty; and in a republican form of govern- 
ment is connected intimately with the very principle on which its preservation depends. 
In such a form of government the great object of attention is the character and con- 
dition of the mass of the community. Whatever tends to contaminate, to corrupt, or 
to demoralize the mass has a direct effect, not only on the happiness and prosperity of 
a state, but also on its safety; on the security of property, of life, and of liberty, 
all of which are, in a republic, directly dependent upon the moral character and con- 
dition of the people. 

‘‘The wise policy of our ancestors from the earliest records of their history made the 
establishment of workhouses indispensable. Owing to the smallness of their early 
population, and the consequent scantiness of poverty and crime, those institutions 
were put under the contrul of overseers of the poor; from which association two 
unhappy consequences naturally and inevitably resulted: first, almshouses became 
connected with the ideas of punishment and disgrace, not only in the eyes of the 
tenants, but also in those of the community. Hence arose a great reluctance in the 
worthy and respectable poor at becoming inmates; and also a like reluctance in over- 
seers to oblige such persons to become residents. From both causes the number of out- 
of-door pensioners has been increased; and of all modes of providing for the poor this 
has been everywhere found the most wasteful and expensive, and the most encouraging 
of applications to become pensioners on the public bounty. 

‘‘A second effect of this association was, that as society increased almshouses became 
thronged with tenants from idleness or vice, who, from the character of the institution, 
as charitable, claimed and for the most part obtained indulgence as objects of pity,. 
when their deserts were restraint and coercive employment, as being in reality objects 
of correction and often of punishment.” 
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City Hospital, the Lunatic Hospital, and the proposed Theil: 
tution for Inebriates, should be placed under the direction 
and supervision of one responsible body, — the Overseers of 
the Poor. This description will comprehend, (1) the Out- 
door or Temporary Relief of the Poor, including the distri- 
bution of soup, or other Se if continued, and the estab- 
lishments for “Tramps” “Casuals ;” (2) the In-door 
Relief, including the Rata and workhouses, for the 
unsentenced poor ; (3) all trust funds designed for the 
Relief of the Poor in or out of any institution; and (4) 
the management of any plan for codperation with private 
charities. But we recommend that the City Hospital, with 
the Lunatic Hospital, —like the Massachusetts General 
Hospital and the McLean Asylum, at Somerville, —and the 
Institution for Inebriates, if any, be placed under the charge 
of one Board of Trustees, and that the Overseers of the 
Poor be authorized and instructed to place in these insti- 
tutions persons entitled to relief by law as “ poor” and other- 
wise proper inmates, and be required to keep records of the 
facts bearing upon the “status” of applicants for such relief, 
and to. take all proper legal measures to obtain the cost of 
their relief, as in other cases, from relatives, other places, 
or the State. Hospitals are institutions requiring peculiar 
management, and may properly be separated from other 
public charities. 

This Board should also take such care as circumstances 
may require of lunatics chargeable to the city placed in other 
institutions. 

If the Lunatic Hospital should be given up, and the inmates 
transferred to Danvers, or elsewhere, no provision for that ~ 
Institution will be necessary. 

As to the trust funds, it is believed that by proper pro- 
ceedings all existing trusts may be committed to the Over- 
seers, although other trustees are named by the donors. 


The commissioners deem it of great importance, not only 
that the poor should be separated from the criminals, but 
that they should be classified in respect to age, physical and 
moral condition, and previous habits. 

The committee, already mentioned, of 1821 “ urged on the 
inhabitants of Boston the duty of discriminating between 
the poor by reason of misfortune, old age, or infirmity, and 
the poor by reason of vice; asserting the impossibility of 
making such a discrimination in the Boston Almshouse.” 

We renew this recommendation. 

It is the duty of the City Council to provide proper estab- 
lishments for the better classes of the poor, distinct from 
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those whose poverty is a crime as well as a misfortune, and 
institutions where those who are able to work may be 
received and compelled to labor. 

Hitherto the directors have been more or less limited in 
their power of making such classifications. The various 
buildings now belonging to the city, of which one in 
Brighton and one in Dorchester are not now in permanent 
use, with such additions as experience will show to be neces- 
sary, will furnish means for this classification. 

The details of such classification cannot be prescribed in 
advance, but must be left to the ‘future; and, if our recom- 
mendations are adopted, the Overseers of the Poor in 
charge of institutions constantly supplied with inmates, 
whom they well know and have helped, will be able to 
separate them and assign them to their proper places. 

The City Solicitor has given the opinion that power must 
be obtained from the Legislature to place the almshouses 
and Lunatic Hospital under a different management. We 
therefore recommend that application be made for the grant 
of such power. 

As a general rule the sick, the aged, and infirm should 
be separated from those who are able to work. Males and 
females, children and adults, should not be put together; a 
distinction should be made between those whose poverty is 
the result of misfortune, and those who have brought it upon 
themselves by intemperance or crime. Children should be 
instructed and trained to labor, under influences like those 
which are felt in the ordinary life of families; and adults 
should be made to labor, if capable of it. It ‘will be said 
that these principles are obvious, and already recognized. 
They are admitted, indeed, and in some measure, but insuf- 
ficiently, acted on. It is doubtless difficult to follow them 
fully. The fault is not wholly with those who administer 
our institutions; and it is the duty of other branches of 
the government to furnish means and anthority for this. 
But this very difficulty and the omission of this duty make 
it the more important to press the subject upon your atten- 
tion. One specific suggestion we deem of importance, that 
while there should be some establishment under the care of the 
Overseers, where persons able to labor can be set at work, the 
present House of Industry should be maintained, under the 
care of the Board in charge of our penal institutions, and that 
provision should be made for the transfer of well — or ill— 
conducted inmates, respectively, from one to the other. ‘The 
distinction between labor as a provision for the poor, and 
hard labor and restraint as'‘a punishment, will thus be pre- 
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served and made effective, and industry and good conduct 
will be recognized and encouraged. 


The City of Boston, in its corporate capacity, takes care, 
through the Directors for Public Institutions, of four dis- 
tinct classes of children : — 

1. “Pauper” children, properly so called. 

2. “Neglected” children, that is, “ children under sixteen | 
years of age, who, by reason of the neglect, crime, drunk- 
enness, or other vices, of parents, or from orphanage, are 
suffered to be growing up without salutary parental control 
and education, or in circumstances exposing them to lead 
idle and dissolute lives,”! and are ordered by the proper 
court to the place assigned by the city,— now the almshouse 
at Deer Island for girls, and the Marcella-street Home at 
Roxbury for boys. 

3. Truant children. 

4, Childten sentenced to the House of Reformation under 
the acts relating thereto for offences other than truancy. 

The Overseers of the Poor provide temporarily for found- 
lings and deserted children at the Temporary Home, and 
may bind them out or authorize their adoption, or place 
them in the Massachusetts’ Infant Asylum. . 

During the years stated the total—and average — num- 
ber per annum of these four classes were as follows : —

~The children in the Houses of Reformation do not seem to 
belong to the class of “poor who apply to the city for re- 


1 St. 1866, c. 283, § 1. 
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_lief;” but unless complaints for truancy are used as a means 
of punishing graver offences, it seems to us that mere truants 
and the pauper and neglected children might properly be 
classed together, separated from the criminals, and placed, 
with other paupers, under the care of the Board to which 
the care of their parents, as paupers, in or out of institu- 
tions, should, we think, be committed. Certainly the man- _ 
agement of this host of future citizens, and fathers and 
mothers of citizens, is one of the gravest problems with 
which we have to deal. The Directors for Public Insti- 
tutions and the Overseers of the Poor express their opinion 
that no farther provision by law is necessary in regard to 
them (Appendix A and C), and we do not undertake to recom- 
mend any new system in detail. Some points seem to us 
worthy of serious consideration. | 

A great improvement has been made by the removal (in 
1877) of the “pauper” and “neglected” boys from Deer 
Island to the Marcella-street school in Roxbury. The num- 
ber of children in charge of the cityyon the 1st of March, 
1878 (Appendix E), was 618,— 499 boys and 119 girls, — 
under the care of 22 male and 8 female officials. Of these 
120 were truants, and 210, beside the truants, were sentenced 
to the House of Reformation. Mere truancy is an offence 
which, it seems to us, should hardly be ranked as a crime; 
and, without the latter number, but including the truants, 
there were 408 children growing up under the “parental” 
care of the City of Boston, with what might be called a 
“house-father” to every 31, and a “house-mother”! to 

every 68. 

It is impossible that the nineteen persons to whose care 
the “pauper,” “neglected,” and “truant” children are 
committed can do for them what they would desire, and 
what their pupils most need. “Mothering” and “fathering ” 
cannot be effectively administered in such small averages. 
The best we can do for children will be unsatisfactory in 
comparison with the influences of home and parental affec- 
tion; but we can do better than this. Our criticisms are 
not upon the Directors or their officials, but upon the system, 
and on the community of which we are members. And we 
recommend the following changes in this system : — 

First. That greater power should be obtained by legisla- 
tion for the authorities over children in their charge ; so that, 
without precluding the possibility of their return to their 
parents, the latter might yet be more effectually prevented 

- from interfering with them without the approval of these 
authorities. 


1 « Hausvater” and ‘“Hausmutter” are the appellations used, in the German 
institutions for children, to describe the male and female heads of the house. 
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Second. That farther power should be given to place 
these children in families, either with or without compensa- 
tion, and temporarily or permanently, but under careful and 
regular supervision. 

Third. That, for the large establishments, where num- 
bers of children are kept together without the influences 
which make the happiness of family life, smaller houses, 
under the care of married people if possible, or at least of 
some suitable master and matron, with a limited number of 
children, from 12 to 20, should be substituted, with arrange- 
ments for instructing and fitting the children for industrial 
occupations. 

We are of opinion that the “family system,” under which 
small numbers of children only are kept in separate cottages, 
under the care of a man and his wife, with a common head 
and common arrangements for instruction and labor, is 
better than the “congregate” or “collective” system, where 
large numbers are kept in large buildings,' under the care of 
a superintendent and teachers; and we believe that it would 
be advisable that many of the children should be placed as 
inmates of families of moderate means in the country, for 
‘such longer or shorter periods as the Overseers, or others in 
charge of them, deem expedient, with or without compen- 
sation. | 

Either of these systems, the “family system” or the 
“boarding-out system,” we believe is much better than the 
“congregate system,”— better both for the intellectual and 
moral education of the child, and more economical in the 
ordinary, as well as in the largest sense of that word. 

That a child should pass the years of infancy and youth. 
among hundreds of other children, drilled and marshalled 
under the care of teachers, without a mother’s or a father’s 
affectionate care, is, at best, an evil. It is impossible for the 
State to give them this care; but it is its duty to approach it 
as nearly as possible. 

We forbear the attempt to follow these recommendations 
into detail. A competent Board, enlightened by the experi- 
ence of France, of Germany, of England and Scotland, at 
Mettray, Hamburg, Red Hill, or among the Scotch parishes, 
is better able to do this.?, We are not aware that any legis- 
lation is required beyond that elsewhere suggested, except 
to enlarge the power to retain children, and to bind or board 
out those committed as “truants” or “neglected.” If the

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City Council approves these principles, and will supply the 
means, the Directors or Overseers can apply them. 

The “Boylston Education Fund,” bequeathed by John 
Boylston, and now held by the Overseers as a “ body politic 
by the name and title of The Trustees of John Boylston’s 
Charitable Donations for the benefit and support of aged 
poor persons and of orphans and deserted children,” — upon 
the trust that the income shall be “applied by the said Over- 
seers for the Nurture and Instruction of poor Orphans and 
deserted Children of the said Town, that is to say, for the pur- 
pose of Clothing, Feeding, and Teaching’said Orphans until 
they shall severally attain the age of Fourteen Years, and no 
Longer, when, if not before, they are to bind them out to 
such useful Arts and Business as they may be capable of, at 
the discretion of the said Overseers,”—has now accumulated 
until it amounted on the 30th of April, 1877, to $101,495.50. 
The only use now made of the income of this fund is in the 
payment, with part thereof, of the board of boys at the Boston 
Asylum and Farm School for Indigent Boys. 

We commend to your consideration the inquiry whether 
it would not be advisable to authorize the Overseers to 
establish the “ Boylston School,” and to combine with it 
suitable provisions for the care of all the wards of the city 
under their charge. 


The City Hospital, belonging to the same class as those 
first enumerated, is under the care of a Board of Trustees, 
and although it may receive and does in some instances re- 
ceive patients for pay, and is not considered a pauper insti- 
tution, it is nevertheless substantially devoted to the care of 
the sick poor, mainly of those resident in Boston, without 
any stringent limitations by law or practice to those legally 
chargeable to that city. 

In the tenth Annual Report of the Trustees of the City 
Hospital (for the year ending April 30, 1874) attention is 
called to the number of patients legally chargeable to the 
State, and to the propriety of making claims against it in 
these cases. The Superintendent there expresses the opinion 
(p. 80) that two hundred and forty-four (244) weeks’ board 
per month might be taken, under the then existing law, as 
an approximate average of the number furnished per month 
during that year to State charges. 

This would amount to two thousand nine hundred and 
twenty-eight (2,928) weeks’ board per annum, and, at the 
average weekly cost of that year ($9.35}), to the sum of 
twenty-seven thousand three hundred and ninety-one 45 
dollars ($27,391.44) for the year. 
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He anticipated that, if the act then under consideration 
should be passed, the proportion of the patients for whose 
care claims could be made against the State would be much 
smaller. 

The act referred to is presumed to be that passed in 1874 
(c. 274), which diminished the period of residence and tax- 
paying required for settlements. This act has, however, 
been limited (as to females), by a decision of the Supreme 
Court, to unmarried women. 

We do not mean to represent that he asserts that the 
actual cost for the year would be so large as this, but it is 
large enough to demand your attention, and in the thirteenth 
Annual Report (for 1876-77) is again referred to. It is there 
stated that the number of patients having no legal settlement 
“is increasing with the general increase of patients, and is 
large enough to warrant further allusion to the subject, and 
a hint as to the necessity of action in the future. . 
~ No doubt some thousands of dollars are now yearly and. un- 
avoidably expended in this manner. 

This refers, in terms, to State paupers, but it is understood 
that it was intended to include some patients who may be 
chargeable to other towns or cities in the State. Many ap- 
plicants are rejected as non-residents, and for some patients 
compensation is made by other towns. 

In the former report the Superintendent remarks in regard 
to the rule regulating admissions: “After a careful con- 
sideration of the whole matter, itseems to come to this: that 
there is one simple test to be applied to every case, viz., ‘Is 
it humane to reject this applicant? Whatever be the cause 
of present illness and distress, and in the absence of suitable 
receptacles elsewhere in the city for the intemperate and 
vicious who are very sick, it seems not to be humane to deny 
temporary care to such cases.’” 

Few will hesitate to approve this sentiment; but human- 
ity does not prohibit, what due regard for justice and 
economy requires, that care should be taken to place this 
burden upon the State or community to which it legally 
belongs. If the vicious, intemperate, and thriftless are 
assured that whenever their folly and idleness have brought 
disease and infirmity, the ample charity of a great city awaits 
and is assured to them, one of the motives eehien Providence 
provides for well-doing is taken away from them, and from 
those who might otherwise care for them. 

If that city accepts such a burden \without any attempt to 
invoke the aid of other communities to which a share belongs, 
while we may rest assured it will be permitted to bear it 
without complaint from them, it must be remembered that 
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not only do the guardians of its purse fail in their duty, to 
the injury of its citizens, but that the evil will increase, 
without restraint, to the injury of all. The Trustees and 
Superintendent of the hospital have called attention to the 
subject, and it will be the duty of the City Council not to 
lose sight of it. 

“ Issachar is a strong ass,” and all the non-resident paupers, 
‘patients, tramps, soup-eaters, school pupils, and others, 
which he will bear, will be put upon his back. 

It seems to us a subject for serious consideration, whether 
it may not be advisable to establish a strictly pauper hospital 
for persons and diseases which should be excluded from this 
institution. - 

Excessive medical charity has been recognized as a great 
and growing evil in England, and we already feel and ought 
to check its beginnings here. The City Hospital was not 
intended to be a pauper institution, but rather to prevent 
pauperism by aiding at the moment of weakness and inca- 
pacity those who at other times do not need aid. It should 
not be turned into a means of promoting and maintaining 
pauperism by inviting those who should be aided elsewhere 
to rely upon a provision which they ought to make, and can 
in. some measure make, for themselves. 

The peculiar character of the hospital as a medical institu- 
tion may justify its separate management, and we do not 
recommend any change; but we are clearly of opinion that 
some steps should be taken to bring to the attention of the 
Overseers of the Poor that class of its patients who are 
chargeable to the State or other places. And, without inter- 
fering with the rules or practice of its officers as to admitting 
patients, we recommend that provision be made that, in 
every case where a patient is admitted without pay, the facts 
be reported to the Overseers for investigation, and for such 
action as their duty requires when aid is afforded to the poor 
at the expense of the city. 

Should an institution be established, as reeommended by 
another Commission, for the care of inebriates, it would 
facilitate the objects we have in view in providing for the 
classification of paupers and the relief of the hospital. 


As early as 1868 provision was made by an order of the 
City Council for the distribution of soup among the poor, 
under the direction of the Police, which has been since 
annually repeated. A statement of the items of this expen- 
diture is appended. [Appendix I. ] 

Some question was made as to the legality of this expendi- 
ture for the poor, not under the direction of the Over- 
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‘ seers, and an act was passed in the year 1874 (c. 374) 
authorizing the City Council to appropriate and expend in 
any year such amounts, and in such manner as it may by vote 
determine, for temporary aid to the poor, not exceeding one 
fifteen hundredth of one per cent. on the valuation of the 
city for the current year, and requiring a separate account of 
such appropriations. ‘The valuation for the year 1874 was 
$798,755,050, allowing about $5,300 for this purpose. ‘That 
for 1877 was $686,802,100, allowing about $4,600. 

Since the passage of this act an annual appropriation has 
been made for soup, which has been distributed to the poor by 
order of the Board of Aldermen through the Police Depart- 
ment. Although the amount thus appropriated is not large, the 
act is a marked innovation upon the system of aid to the poor 
long established in this Commonwealth, if itis to be understood 
as authorizing this distribution to poor persons not chargeable 
to the city or entitled to temporary aid under existing laws. 

As to the proper construction of the act, and whether the 
distribution now made, without regard to the rules which 
regulate the ordinary distribution of such aid by the Over- 
seers, is legal, and whether the word “poor” is to have any 
meaning different from that which belongs to it in other acts, 
such as the 70th chapter of the General Statutes, we enter- 
- tain serious doubts. 

The police stations were not designed for the preparation 
or distribution of food, and if this distribution of soup is to 
be continued, we are of opinion that it ought to be placed 
under the charge of the Overseers. 

They should be aided by the valuable counsel and assist- 
ance of the Police Department, but the latter ought to be - 
relieved from an office for which it is not designed. 

It would be easy to provide for this service in the new 
buildings hereinafter recommended for lodgers. 

We say,“ 2/ this distribution is to be continued,” for we can- 
not but doubt the wisdom of such continuance. It may well 
be that, under the cautious management of the Committee of 
the Aldermen and the Police, this benefaction has been limited 
to poor and destitute families who appear to be honest and 
deserving, to the exclusion of wanderers and vagabonds from 
other places; but it is to be feared that the establishment of 
such a provision is calculated to make the honest and de- 
serving less thrifty and cautious than they would otherwise 
be, to encourage dependence in those who suffer and in those 
who ought to take care of them, and to invite applicants for 
such aid to the city. 

This daily dole of just enough to keep soul and body 
together is the worst form of out-door relief. So long as we 
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resort to such means we only delay the establishment of a 
wise and thorough system by which every case wiil be con- 
sidered and provided for with just and liberal consideration 
for the future as well as the present welfare of the really 
needy, and the poor wretch be no longer left to apostrophize 
that mistaken charity, 


‘¢ That found’st me poor at first and keep’st me so.” 


It has also been the practice for many years to allow per- 
sons applying at the police stations to pass the night there, 
and in this way “lodgings,” rising from twenty thotisand 
three hundred and ninety (20,390) in 1867 (of which fifteen 
thousand eight hundred and sixty-seven (15,867) were to 
non-residents), to sixty-two thousand seven hundred and 
nineteen (62,719) in 1877 (of which fifty-one thousand seven 
hundred and sixty-six (51,766) were to non-residents), have 
been given. — 7 

A large number, of course, are “repeaters ” or “ revolv- 
ers,’ — how many we cannot even estimate. These numbers 
included in 1867, four thousand three hundred and forty-eight 
(4,348), and in 1877, six thousand seven hundred and forty- 
six (6,746), to females. The table appended (Appendix J) 
gives their numbers for eleven successive years, showing a 
large and steady increase. 

This is a great and growing evil. These persons represent 
in this city the army of tramps and vagabonds which have 
proved so serious an evil, and attracted so much attention and 
discussion. All roads bring them hither, and a large majority 
of them are frequent visitors to the city. Here they can hold 
their conventions, plan a campaign, and enjoy its fruits. If 
their visits are made periods of enforced labor in solitude, and 
if they are carefully identified, watched, and traced, it is be- 
lieved that this course will materially contribute to the success 
of any judicious plan for controlling the evil in other parts of 
the State. Witha like system steadily enforced in the coun- 
try towns, this mode of life would soon lose its superiority 
in attractiveness to that prescribed by law, and allowed to 
honest and industrious labor. 

These lodgers “include,” the experienced Chief of Police 
declares, “men of the most vicious and desperate char- 
acter.” The accommodations provided are not designed, 
but totally unfit, for the purpose; while this collection, in 
narrow, crowded, unventilated cells, without sufficient pro- 
vision for cleanliness and comfort, of adults and youths, and 
of males and females in the same neighborhood, although ia 
different apartments, is prejudicial to the health and morals, 
—unhappily not of these unfortunates alone,—and dis- 
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creditable to the city which permits, and has so long per- 
mitted, such a state of things. 

Some provision ought to be made for the houseless wan- 
derer on the streets, but in such manner as to provide for 
the deserving, and repel the vicious. 

We recommend that a few inexpensive buildings be pro- 
vided in convenient situations, with separate cells, where 
applicants may be isolated, cleansed, and fed, and compelled 
to perform, without communication with each other, a suit- 
able taskin return. This would, we believe, be sufficient for 
the purpose, and would lead to a great and salutary change. 

These buildings should be placed in some central situa- 
tions, where provision could be conveniently made for the 
labor to be performed. It has been suggested that some 
place in the vicinity of the “ City Yard,” on Albany street, 
to which stone or other materials could be easily brought by 
water, might be suitable for this purpose. Perhaps the 
neighborhood of the Temporary Home, on Chardon street, 
might be suitable. But the selection of situations, or the 
plan of the buildings, may hereafter be determined.} 


1Such buildings as are described in the following paragraph from ‘* The (English) 
Builder ” seem eminently suitable for this purpose: — 

“‘Vagrancy. It has been found that the professional vagrant has a decided prefer- 
ence for those workhouses where provision is made for his accommodation on the old- 
fashioned plan, with associated dormitories and work-rooms. Here he can change ex- 
periences with his brother tramps, and give and receive ‘ tips’ as to the best ‘lays,’ 
and generally spend his evening in social, albeit somewhat obscene discourse, to the 
disgust of any respectable poor person who may, by stress of circumstances, be com- 
pelled to accept the charity of the rate-payers. The associated vagrant wards are, 
however, doomed, and new wards on the cellular plan are taking their place. The 
guardians of Kensington are about to erect wards for forty males and twenty females, 
from the plans of Messrs. A. & C. Harston, architects. Here each tramp will, after 
taking the inevitable bath, be introduced to a separate sleeping-cell, warmed, lighted 
and provided with every necessary, but accommodation for one person only. Adjoin- 
ing each male’s cell is a work-cell, into which he is admitted in the morning to find a 
given quantity of granite stones and a hammer for the cracking thereof; should he 
have occasion to call the attendant, he will find in each cell an electric ‘ push,’ which 
will cause a gong to sound in the attendant’s room. The clothing of the vagrants will 
be dried and disinfected in a Leoni’s gas disinfector in the basement, where will also be 
found the boilers for heating, and for the supply of hot water.” 

“‘The results (the decrease of casual paupers) we attribute in part to the decrease 
of pauperisin generally, though in the vagrant class in the metropolis the decrease has 
been much beyond the general ratio; in part to the regulations contained in our order 
dated 22d November, 1871, for securing uniformity of administration; in part to the 
operation of the clauses authorizing the detention and setting to work of ‘ habitual 
vagrants,’ and in great part to the provision of casual wards constructed on what is 
known as the ‘cellular’ plan. 

“‘An associated ward, in which the inmates are placed together under cireumstances 
rendering proper supervision impossible, is just such a mode of relief as an ‘ habitual’ 
vagrant might prefer, affording, as it does, the opportunity for the interchange of intel- 
ligence, and for the communication of plans for evading the operation of the law. A 
separate cell on the other hand gives to the bona fide wayfarer the shelter which the 
law requires, whilst at the same time it renders it unnecessary for him to associate with 
the habitual and disreputable vagrant.” 

[Fifth Annual Report of the [English] Local Government Board, 1875-76, p. 33.] 

‘‘In the mean time we see no reason to doubt the advantage arising from the 
construction of vagrant wards on the cellular system as a check to vagrancy.” 

[Sixth Annual Report of the same Board, 1876-77, p. 35.] 
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~ We recommend also that descriptive lists of all lodgers in 
these houses be preserved, that they be inspected each 
morning before leaving the house by some proper oflcer, 

and that the Overseers of the Poor be charged with the duty 
of prosecuting those who appear to have violated the pro- 
visions of the law in regard to vagrancy, with discretionary 
powers as to cases which seem to them to justify indulgence. 

It seems to us desirable that the Act of 1875 (c. 70), 
which provides for compelling the performance of labor by 
non-residents, in return for temporary aid in food and lodg- 
ing, should be extended to restdents. In a large city it is 
not easy to prove non-residence, and there is no reason why 
this distinction should be observed. Although the Overseers 
may refuse aid to settled paupers who decline to perform 
such a task, when circumstances allow that it should be 
required in advance, and the inmates of workhouses are 
subject to their regulations, we are aware of no law, ex- 
cept this, under which a person who has received tempo- 
rary aid can be detained and required to pay for it by his 
labor. There should be some authority by which all persons, 
who have been relieved at times, and under circumstances 
when humanity and convenience require such aid without 
delay, may be compelled to make some such return for the 
relief given. 


We have endeavored to present to you in different forms 
the total expenditure for pauperism and charity, and the 
numbers aided by the City of Boston for a series of years, 
and trust that the facts thus given, the magnitude of the 
sums stated, the number of their recipients, the vast actual 
increase, — the increase in proportion to the population, and 
the increase in the proportion of partial or out-door relief, — 
may attract public attention, and impress upon all of its 
citizens, whether acting in public or private capacities, the 
grave responsibility incurred in the expenditure of these 
sums. 

Table K is made from returns furnished for this purpose 
by officers of the city,’ and includes not only the appropria- 
tions, but the income of trust funds and the proportion of the 
State expenditure for pauperism borne by the city, and thus 
all the expenditure by the city for charity or the poor. 

Table L of the Appendix is derived from the official 
returns to the State, and presents the amounts expended for 
what is called full and partial support of paupers (not always 
the same as in and out door relief), the ratio to population of 
persons aided, and the Sausage per capita of population 
and recipients. 


' Except the last column. 
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None appreciate the imperfection of statistics better than 
those who make them; and we feel the imperfections of 
these tables as a precise representation of the items they 
purport to represent; but we accept them as furnishing a 
substantial basis of comparison for different years, and ex- 
hibiting the vast amount of money expended ; and, although 
it is more difficult to obtain a fair representation of the num- 
‘ber of constant paupers, as showing with correctness how 
large a number of persons are more or less exposed to the 
contagion of pauperism. 

The third table, M, of “ Public Relief,” given in connection 
with N, of “Private Relief,” is made from substantially the 
same sources as K, but adds the number of persons aided, 
and gives separately the amounts of in-door relief (by which 
is intended relief in some institution where the person aided 
is lodged and fed), and out-door relief (meaning that which 
he receives at his own home), and exhibits the changing ratios 
to population of expenditure, of the persons aided by these 
different modes of relief, and of each to the other. 

In this table an interesting comparison is presented with 
similar information obtained in 1832. | 

We have made an attempt to ascertain the amount con- 
tributed during the period of ten years, from 1867-1876, 
for charitable purposes, including both out-door and in-door 
relief, not only in funds raised by taxation or belonging 
to the city, but also in funds contributed by societies 
and organizations, in one sense public, but over which the 
city has no control, and which for convenience are designated 
as “private ;” and the number of persons thus aided. 

This information has been obtained, it is hoped, with suf- 
ficient accuracy in regard to the public charities, and many 
of the private charities; but accuracy in regard to all the 
latter cannot be asserted. 

A number of copies of the circular appended (Appendix 
Q) were sent out by the commissioners. In tabulating the 
results, mutual aid societies were omitted; and after ex- 
cluding some institutions, chiefly religious societies, it was 
thought that answers might be expected from some two 
hundred and seventy-five. The information obtained as to 
six of these is included in Table M, of Public Relief, and as 
to one hundred and thirty-three in Table N, of Private Relief. 
The others, mostly churches, either gave no answers or fur- 
nished no available information. 

The information thus obtained was digested by a gentle- 
man whose special experience in regard ‘to the registration 
of charities fitted him for this labor,} and partly by a com-

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petent and experienced officer of the Board of State 
Charities ;! and the Tables M and N appended contain a 
condensed statement of the results. 
Reference is made to the table for the detail of facts there 
presented, and to Appendix O for further explanations. But 
there are some considerations to which we wish to draw 
attention. 

Why, it may be asked, is any reference made to statistics 
with the defects and omissions stated ? 

Because, we reply, the difficulty of obtaining this informa- 
tion, the uncertainty which exists as to the number of persons 
aided by different societies, or by several at the same time, 
and as to the amount of charitable relief from these private 
sources, and the advantage of some system which shall enable 
us to act with reference to them, are subjects of grave im- 
portance.” 

It is. neither possible nor desirable, in contriving or ad- 
ministering a system of public charity, to act independently 
of agencies like these, which are, for these purposes, in effect 
as much a part of our social organization as institutions

2The following are extracts from the proceedings of the town meeting held in 
Boston, May 7, 1821, and comprise portions of a report submitted to the town on the 
above date by a committee consisting of Josiah Quincy, Joseph Lovering, James Savage, 
and ten others. [See Records of the Town of Boston, vol. 10, p. 324, et seq.) 

‘‘In their apprehension, the present occasion should not be omitted to cause full 
survey to be taken ofall the publick provisions for the poor subsisting within the town, 
and to ascertain, as far as practicable, in what forms and to what amount every general 
public charity is extended and applied, to the end of producing, if possible, a general 
sentiment and a unity of action among all the societies and incorporations of this 
nature, for the purpose of making industry, morality, and economy in all of them 
indispensable conditions of relief, and of putting an end, as far as can be effected, to 
indiscriminate charity and to street beggary. How far it is possible to adopt any 
general system in relation to these objects may, perhaps, be questionable. The attempt, 
however, cannot be disadvantageous. A full knowledge of all the pauper relations of 
the town cannot fail to be useful, and may lead, through the means of recommendation, 
or by affecting public sentiment, or otherwise, to such a course of proceeding in rela- 
tion to the distribution of public bounty as may tend to repress the mischievous effects: 
of that weak and listless sensibility, miscalled benevolence, which scatters its bounty 
without discrimination, pampering vice, fostering indolence, encouraging audacious. 
pretence, and thus, while it does little or no good, and sometimes positive injury to 
the individual, increases and perpetuates, and makes more troublesome and virulent 
the whole mass of pauperism in thecommunity. . ;: : ‘ : ; ; ” 

“Voted, That the Report this day made to the Town, on the subject of Pauperism 
and a House of Industry, be referred to the Committee appointed by the preceding 
votes, and that they be instructed to take into consideration the various subjects sug- 
gested in it, and particularly to inquire into the general state of the poor, and also into 
the number and condition of the out-of-door poor assisted by Overseers within the 
town, and concerning the operations, effects, modes, and principles of extending relief 
to the poor, adopted by the various charitable institutions existing in it, and from time 
to time to report such measures in relation to the whole or any of the subjects aforesaid, 
as they may deem it expedient for the town to adopt.” 

‘Might not the work which the society (tho Charity Organization Society). 
has begun be continued by a Royal Commission charged to throw light upon the des- 
tination and result of ‘ voluntary contributions’? We strongly suspect that the report of 
such a commission would be the most instructive public document of the generation in 
which it appeared, and we should not despair of its teaching us how to diminish, by 
legislation aswell as by greater knowledge, some of the most glaring of the evils. 
which it would expose.” — [From the ‘‘ London Times,” Jan. 24, 1878. ] 
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established by legislation and maintained at the public 
expense. 

It is of the utmost importance that any system of public 
charity should justly recognize the limits to which, by sound 
principles of government, it is confined, — should not injure 
the community as well as those of its members who deserve 
to be aided, and thwart the wiser efforts of private and. 
voluntary agencies by interfering with their appropriate 
province, but should favor and promote any means to 
prevent secret and repeated drafts on this private charity by 
designing beggars. 

The distinction which the general sentiment of society 
recognizes between the position of one who receives aid in 
his necessities from his kinsmen or his friends, —or even 
from the Good Samaritan who first becomes his friend when 
he learns these necessities, and not only takes out “two 
pence,” but binds up the sufferer’s wounds, — and that of one 
who is aided by public alms, is based upon fundamental 
principles. 


‘¢ Jove fixed it certain that whatever day 
Makes man a slave takes half his worth away.” 


And he is a slave whose own thriftlessness has made him 
dependent on public charity, and subject to the restraint 
and humiliation which it must necessarily impose. 

It is of the utmost importance, not merely for economical 
reasons,—by no means, however, to be disregarded,— but 
for the well-being of the community, that the necessary sup-_ 
port of the poor who cannot provide for themselves should 
be obtained as far as possible, — 

First. From their own immediate relatives. 

Secondly. From the discriminating aid of charitable 
persons who know them well. 

Thirdly. From public relief, administered under pre- 
scribed rules, rigidly adhered to; and never from blind and 
inconsiderate alms-giving. 

The charity administered by private agencies, under proper 
care and restrictions, is of the second class, and should be 
encouraged by any well-ordered society. 

In order that it may be encouraged it is important that 
public and private agencies should “act in concurrence, and 
that each should Raw the resources, the modes of adiathia 
tration, the charities, and the beneficiaries of the other. 

Imperfect, then, as the results of our attempt may be, they 
will, at least, serve to call public attention to the subject, 
and will, perhaps, prepare the way for some system under 
which public and private charities may codperate, and 
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regular and authentic information be furnished to guide the 
action of all; to discourage imposition by those who pretend 
to be poor, or to be the friends of the poor; to prevent, 


without fear of causing suffering, the exercise of blind and. 


. indiscriminate alms-giving, and to enable almoners of charity 
to determine that all better means of help have been 
exhausted before the unhappy applicant descends into the 
slough of acknowledged pauperism. 

Turning again to the tables M, N, and K, we find these 
results: the total expenditure, public and private, for the 
ten years, has been $6,826,606; or an average of about 
$680,000 per annum, for a population within the present 
territorial limits of Boston, rising from about 275,000 to about 
350,000, not including the expenditure by the State, of which 
the city pays a large share. Including that share the sum 
total is $8,777,728. 

The total for the first of these years, with a population of 
275,000, was $501,958; or an average per capita of the 
population of 86 cents from public and 96 cents from 
private sources; in the last year a total of $936,840, or an 
average per capita of $1.15 from public and $1.52 from pri- 
vate sources; or an increase of about 334 per cent. in the 
former, and of about fifty-eight (58) per cent. in the latter ; 
while the ratio to the whole population of all persons aided 


from public sources has increased from .072 to .102, and of 


those aided by out-door relief from .054 to .083, or over 50 
per cent., and the ratio of out-door relief from .75 to .81 per 
cent. of the whole. No attempt is made to state the ratio 
aided from private sources, for the reasons already given. 
It will be observed, also, that while the percentage of the 
population aided, and the amount given in proportion to the 
population has increased, the amount per capita of the out- 
door recipients has slightly diminished. 

The pauper class has been increased, and the system has 
tended to that partial assistance which helps to pauperize, 
rather than to reinstate in the class of self-supporting citi- 


zens, the numerous and increasing recipients of these dimin-. 


ishing doles. 

Such a class is the canker of all great cities. It is the 
class from which criminals are always recruited. It consists 
of those listless, ragged loafers who shun work and live on 
alms, who have the same dread of —and sometimes the same 
incapacity for — fixed employment that crimina's have, and 
who propagate a race still more feeble, lazy, and listless than 
themselves; who hang about cities, and from loafers often 
become thieves and vagabonds, and, if voters, are always 
ready to be bribed or act as repeaters. A temporary inde- 
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pendence, and the magic touch of a receipted poll-tax bill, may 
transform them into sovereigns, and place in their hands the 
destiny of the city or the State. This class can be bred by 
any city, and it is of the utmost importance that the generous 
impulses of charitable persons should not be perverted to 
its encouragement and increase. 

The disease is contagious and spreads in a widening 
circle. A continually increasing number are led to depend 
—and to stimulate in others the blind disposition to depend 
— upon the aid of charity, and to forget the manliness and 
dignity of self-dependence. 

Some systematic plan for effective, full and regular com- 
munication and coéperation between the public and private 
charities of the city and among the latter, seems to us of: 
the utmost importance. 

A step has already been taken towards this by the city 
in providing the Chardon-street building, and establishing 
its own registration for out-door relief; but more remains to 
be done. The city has made an advance, and the fault 
and duty lie now largely with the citizens, as individual 
almoners of charity, and with the institutions and societies 
composed of them. The best systems of charitable relief, 
which have accomplished the most at the least cost in 
relieving and elevating the poor, are those in which the 
labors of private individuals have been most largely invoked 
under some careful and thorough organization. Of this 
character is the Elberfeld system and that conducted by Dr. 
Chalmers in Glasgow. 

The personal attention of the charitable to the poor is the 
and that is the best system which best secures that attention. 
most effectual mode of aiding them and preventing pauperism, 

James Stansfeld, a liberal member of the English Parlia- 
ment, formerly President of the Poor-Law Board and of the 
Local Government Board, charged with the duties incident to 
the relief of the poor, in reference to this very subject, said 
recently, “I believe as a general proposition, —I speak not 
a priort, I speak from sincere conviction, — I believe that in 
all officialism it will become more and more necessary to get 
some link with voluntary and outside work. I do not think 
that any man at the head of any Govertiment Department 
can ever rule that department well unless he has eyes that 
look outside as well as in; and the best way in which he can 
furnish himself with those instruments and opportunities and 
capacities of observation is to surround himself more or less 
with persons whose labor is voluntary, and who bring back 
to him from the outside world that which the best officialism, 
as such, cannot report to him.” 
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The first step to this object is to offer an opportunity to 
accomplish something; some reason to believe that some- 
thing may be accomplished. If a private individual, dis- 
posed to give his attention to some case as to which he 
wishes to be informed, knows when and where to go for 
guidance, and to aid his inquiries, he will go, and if he is put 
on his way will give that personal attention, which is worth 
far more to the sufferer and to society than the thoughtless 
gift of money ; while if many individuals learn the existence 
of such opportunities and such means, an organized system 
for their regular action and codperation will follow. 

Such coéperation must be secured by attraction, not by 
repulsion or compulsion, and it only requires a thorough 
understanding of its benefits to attract those whose aid and 
service are desired. 

We have contemplated a plan for districting the city, and 
committing.each district to the care of some public agent, 
whose office should be a centre or nucleus for the consulta- 
tion and concurrent action of other charitable agencies. 

We believe the proper system is an organized supervision, 


audit, and administration, by the combined action of the. 


city authorities and private societies, of the expenditure and 
appropriation of funds, contributed by voluntary charity, and 
distributed by regular permanent officers, but with the assist- 
ance, codperation, and advice of voluntary visitors. The 
city need not control the private citizen in his charities, and 
he cannot control its officers in the administration of the 
relief given by law; but each has a right to assistance and in- 
formation from the other, in order both to prevent imposition 
and to guide to the deserving the provision required or per- 
mitted by law, and also a right to require the other to apply 
that provision to those to whom the law of the land or 
a wise benevolence assigns it. Such a plan must be car- 
ried out gradually, and by the voluntary action of the forces 
it is designed to combine.? 


1“ We want in every parish, or at least in every union district, a recognized public 
body to dispense the alms of the charitable, as the Kirk Sessions used to do in Scot- 
land before the introduetion of the Poor Law, and as the Bureau de Bienfaisance now 
does in France. 


“IT do not propose the procedure of these Bureaus as models for imitation, only their 
framework and ground plan. Their principle is official superintendence, audit, and 
administration of funds supplied by voluntary charity, and, in great measure, dis- 
tributed by voluntary visitors. Such a plan seems well calculated ‘to combine the zeal 
of voluntaryism with the order and steadfastness of establishment. Ifit could be con- 
trived to set up, in each Poor Law division of London, a Charity Board, which 
would have the absolute control of all the eleemosynary resources of the district, some 
vigorous effort might perhaps be made to utilize or to export (not necessarily beyond 
seas) some sensible portion of the semi-pauper class. Some such organization as this 
seems to me an absolutely indispensable preliminary to any effectual dealing with the 
existing distress.” — Edward Denison. 

See the Report of the Overseers for 1876-77, ‘‘ Registration of Charities,” for an 
account of an attempt to obtain such information for one year, and its result. 
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As a preliminary step to something of the kind we recom- 
mend that the Overseers of the Poor should be authorized to 
employ one or more competent persons, whose duty it shall 
shall be to obtain all possible information from charitable 
agencies, as to their resources and rules of administration, 
the aid they afford and the persons who receive it; to register, 
preserve, and classify this information, and communicate in 
turn to each of them, and to those who seek aid for others, 
with proper restrictions, so much of it as will be adapted to 
aid in assisting the deserving, and detecting the undeserv- 
ing; and that “they may be empowered to codperate in the 
adoption of some systematic plan by which all agencies for 
public and private charity, the voluntary labor and contribu- 
tions of individuals, and the resources of the city, organized 
and concentrated, may act and be used concurrently, although 
independently, and, each supplementing the other, be lim- 
ited to the deserving, and guided to the cases for which it is 
best adapted. 

The abundant charity of our citizens seeks always some fit 
outlet to those who need it most. Such a system would 
unite, as it were, all those means of charity, and the codpera- 
tion thus encouraged will gradually develop a more thorough 
and effective. combination than now exists. 

A suitable person in such a position, a Van der Heydt, a 
Chalmers, an Octavia Hill, or a Tuckerman, if there are still 
such persons,—and what right have we to doubt that there are 
always such men and women among us ?— would accomplish 
more in guiding the true charity of the city to its fit objects 
than many boards and councils. - 

The recommendations which we respectfully offer are in 
brief : — 

I. That all public agencies for the relief of the poor, both 
adults and children, at the expense of the city, should be 
placed under the supervision and control of one responsible 
body, The Overseers of the Poor, except, 

If. That the City Hospital, the Lunatic Hospital, if re- 
tained, and the proposed Institution for Inebriates, if estab- 
lished, should be under the control and management of one 
Board of Trustees, subject to the provisions recommended 
as to investigating the cases aided, and obtaining compensa- 
tion whenever authorized by law. 

IIf. That additional powers for the permanent aid and care 
of children should be obtained, and that they should be kept. 
in smaller numbers and establishments, on the “family sys- 
tem,” and instructed and trained to labor, or placed in 
families. 


IV. That out-door relief from funds raised by taxation 
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should be administered by the Overseers in strict conformity > 
with the law, under rules substantially refusing such relief,— 

(a.) To all adults not incfpacitated for labor, whose des- 
titution is caused by their own intemperance, crime, or other 
fault, of which the Overseers must judge ; (5.) who have 
for a short and fixed period required such aid to an amount 
exceeding some fixed and moderate sum; (c.) should not be 
given even for this period, unless in the opinion of the Over- 
seers clearly advisable and not injurious; (d.) and should 
be refused even to those who are unable to labor, except in 
cases where humanity requires temporary aid to those suffer- 
ing from disease or accident, or where deserving persons, 
particularly the aged, may be partially and economically 
provided for without disturbing their family relations, or 
impairing the self-respect and self-dependence of | those 
around them. 

V. That when such aid is refused, however, in-door relief 
should be always given, but to persons able to labor, only on 
the performance of such labor in some suitable place, and in 
an almshouse to others. 

VI. Provided that the income of trust-funds given for 
charitable purposes should be used, subject to the limitations 
imposed by the donors, for cases which require relaxation of 
these rules. ) 

VIL. That compensation by labor should be required in 
all cases, as far as practicable, for in or out door relief. 

VIII. That the Overseers should be required to investi- 

gate and record the facts in regard to all persons aided as 
poor in or out of any institution, to take the necessary steps 
to obtain compensation for the relief afforded, (1) from rela- 
tives, (2) other places, (3) or the State, and to enforce the 
laws in regard to vagrancy in cases coming under their 
official notice. 

IX. That the persons receiving in-door relief should be 
separated and classified according to age, sex, character, and 
condition of body. 

X. That the necessary means and authority should be 
provided for requiring labor from all those who, are assisted 
for any length of time, and are able to work, and for setting 
at hard labor, under restraint, in a House of Industry, those 
who fall within the provisions of law as to vagrancy, or mis- 
conduct themselves under the care of the Overseers. 

XI. That provision should be made for the temporary 
care of casual paupers, or the wandering poor, in some estab- 
lishment where they will be cleansed, fed, kept in order, 
isolated, and made to work; and means adopted for register- 
ing, identifying, and tracing them if necessary. 
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XII. That provision should be made, in order to assist 
both public and private almoners of charity, for the collec- 
tion and registration and communication of information in 
regard to all means, public and private, of aiding the poor and 
destitute, and, in regard to the persons aided, with a view to 
securing the systematic codperation of all officers required — 
and of all private persons desirous to give such aid, in 

~ directing it to those really needy and deserving, in the most 
effective and economical manner. 

XIII. That all officials charged with the expenditure of 
public moneys for the poor should be required to keep their 
accounts and make their reports so as to show as far as pos- 
sible the causes of pauperism, its increase or diminution, and 

the effect of the system adopted, in its management on the 
persons aided, or the public expenditure, and the actual 
cost, for the various leading items, of the actual maintenance 
of the poor. 


It will, perhaps, be objected, that these recommendations 
cannot be carried out without expending large sums of 
money. Some expenditure will doubtless be required; but 
the ultimate result, we believe, will be a diminution, not an 
increase, of the cost of pauperism. 

‘There is nothing in the world so expensive as punish- 
ing crime, except unpunished crime.” So, pauperism is more 
expensive than any judicious means for its prevention can be. 

Archbishop Whateley said in a speech on the Irish Poor 
Laws :— 


‘‘Of all questions that were ever debated by man, those relating to 
poor laws are precisely the very class on which we may anticipate the 
greatest difference of opinion between one who has devoted a consider- 
able share of attention to the subject and one who has studied it much 
more attentively, and made much fuller inquiries. There is no subject 
on which first impressions are‘so likely to be corrected, or modified, by” 
farther investigations and more mature reflection.” 


We do not anticipate that our conclusions will receive the 
immediate assent of all, much less of those who are wedded 
to established systems or preconceived opinions. 

We are confident, however, that the more patiently they 
are considered, and the more fully they are discussed, the 
greater the probability that those whose duty it is to act 
upon them will reach the result we all desire and seek, — 
to relieve poverty without promoting pauperism.

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_ Nore. — The Mayor allows us to append the following correspond- 
ence in regard to the assistance given by the Overseers during the past 
year, and we learn from him that the officers of the Police Department 
and persons connected with churches and charitable agencies state 
that there has been a marked diminution in the demand upon public 
‘and private charity. We add the last report as to the distribution of 
soup, which indicates a diminution in the number of applicants. 

The number of applicants for admission to the Massachusetts General 
Hospital fell from 2,560 in 1876, to 2,131 in 1877; and the number of im- 
migrants arriving at the port of Boston has fallen in the last two years 
from 13,468 in 1876, to 5,765 in 1877. The number of applicants to the 
City Hospital and the number of inmates of the Public Institutions of 
the city have both increased, and we are informed that Overseers of the 
Poor in many other places state that the number of applicants to them 
has not diminished, but rather increased. It is not easy to determine 
with certainty to what cause the diminution in Boston is due; partly. 
perhaps, to the mildness of the season, and possibly to a diminution of 
the population, particularly in the class which makes the largest demand 
upon charity. 

It is said that the death-rate is now less than in former years, and, 
while it would be most gratifying to believe that the sanitary condition 
of the city and the condition of its poorer classes have both improved, 
we are not prepared to say that the apparent change fgr the better in 
both respects may not be in large part due to a loss of population. We 
cannot, indeed, suppose that the population, as a whole, has diminished 
sufficiently to cause all this change.' 

- Many who became a charge on the public and private benevolence of 
the city, after seeking their fortunes unsuccessfully here, may have re- 
turned to the country, through the quiet operation of an unorganized 
system of emigration. And we should be glad to believe that the wise 
management of the Overseers, the more judicious administration of 
public and private charity, and the operation of the laws of Providence, 
through the pressure of the times, in promoting industry and economy, 
have had a favorable effect, and that the improvement in the ratio of the 
poor as well as in that of the deaths may both be in part due to an 
improved administration of the laws and the application of sound 
principles.

‘¢ out-door relief,” from the city or private charitable institutions, and 
those who are in necessitous circumstances, and likely to need relief 
shortly unless they obtain employment. I should also like to have a 
comparison instituted between the present condition of the poor people 
and the condition of the same classes last year and the year before.

To His Honor HENRY L. PIERCE: — 


DEAR Sir, —In answer to your communication making inquiries as 
to the condition of the poor of Boston this winter, in comparison with 
that of last season and the previous year, it affords me much pleasure 
to state that, so far as our department of the public service is concerned, 
there is a manifest improvement. I could have answered you more 
promptly from the daily experience of our office and the lessened 
amount of our expenditures, but have waited until I could gather from 
the testimony of our several visitors their own immediate knowledge, 
practically gained by personal acquaintance with all who apply for 
relief. The throng of applicants at the rooms has been much less than 
the two previous winters, and as our board of visitors covers the whole 
city, and examine every case of destitution which is known in their 
respective local districts, the result we have reached must be correct. 
The number of persons, so far, who have applied for assistance has 
decreased over twenty per cent., and the severity and degree of desti- 
tution of those who are poverty-stricken is not so appalling as in former 
years. This is an agreeable surprise, even to ourselves, for we appre- 
hended the reverse, as a large class of State poor were added, by the 
legislation of last winter, to those to whom we could legitimately afford 
temporary retief. 

The cause of this improvement is somewhat difficult to determine, 
when we remember that the commercial depression is still the condition 
in business circles, and the more favored classes continue to deplore 
their shortened incomes, and their inability to help those whom they 
formerly succored. 

We have, through the agency of our wood-yard, applied the labor test 
to a large class of healthy and robust men, as a condition of assistance. 
This has in a degree eliminated some from the list who were previously 
assisted, as they have refused work. A number of colored families 
have gone South; emigration has ceased, and many foreigners have re- 
turned across the seas; a large number of respectable men and women 
who had sought the city as the place for gainful employment have re- 
turned to their rural homes, to spend a time with their relatives until 
more encouraging prospects open for them. The favorable season this: 
winter has no doubt, also, had an influence in reducing the number of 
calls for assistance. 

There is, no doubt, much suffering among those who have seen better 
days, and whose delicate natures shrink from applying for aid from the 
accustomed channels of relief. Those cases do not come to our official 
notice, and their necessities must be met from more private sources. 
Their condition appeals to the practical sympathy of every benevolent 
heart; more is done in this direction, through the instrumentality of 
churches, this winter, than in former years. 

The fact is, that the claims for out-door relief, which is the special 
province of the Overseers of the Poor to administer, are far less than 
usual. We trust it is a hopeful sign of returning prosperity; at all 
events it is a truthful statement of facts, as shown in our own depart- 
ment of municipal affairs, and is a direct answer to the inquiries 
suggested by your letter.

To the HONORABLE THE COMMITTEE ON POLICE: — 


GENTLEMEN, — In conformity with an order of the City Council, and 
‘under your direction, the manufacture and distribution of soup for the 
poor, at seven different localities, was commenced on the 2d day of 
February, and continued up to the 30th day of March; covering a 
period of 57 days, 

With the assistance of Captain McKay, ‘Superintendent of Faneuil 
Hall Market, whose services were kindly rendered, supplies for the 
season were contracted for, to be delivered on order, and the making 
and distribution of the soup was plaeed in the hands of police captains, 
who caused thorough investigations to be made relative to the condition 
of the families of all applicants; and the name, residence, number of 
persons in the family, with the quantity of soup given, has been re- 
corded in books each day and in each case. All the soup made has 
been delivered to be carried home to families, and none has been given 
4o tramps or station-house lodgers. The greatest number of families 
supplied on any one day was 630, and the average number supplied 
during the season is about one-third less than in the same time last 
year, a considerable number of the applicants of last year having re- 
moved from the city, and the mild winter being most favorable to those 
in needy circumstances. 

The police captains report that of all the persons who have been 
benefited by this charity at least one-half the number were children 
under 12 years of age; and among the families who have been aided 
245 were the families of widows. 

Owing to low market prices, and considerable competition, supplies 
were purchased at a much lower rate than usual; and although a 
greater amount of nutritive material has been used in making a given 
quantity than formerly, the cost per gallon has been less than ever 
before. 

During the time of distributing soup $348 was contributed by gen- 
erous persons, which has been disposed of by the police in small sums, 
for the benefit of those suffering from poverty and sickness.

Answers by the Overseers of the Poor of the City of Boston to in- 
quiries proposed by the Commissioners. 


Whether it is advisable — 

1. That any changes should be made in the law of settlements. 

Answer.—In the opinion of the Board no radical change is re- 
quired, excepting a provision for married women whose husbands 
have not gained a settlement for them, and also for deserted 

wives. 
_  2.. That any further provision should be made for the care and 
training of poor and neglected children. 

Answer. — With regard to poor or neglected children no change 
seems necessary. 

8. That the amount of out-door relief should be reduced, with a 
view of ultimately refusing it except in special cases, of limiting 
assistance by the State and municipalities to almshouses, and re- 
ferring cases of out-door relief to private churities. 

Answer. — The present system of out-door relief is favored, and 
the changes proposed considered as very undesirable. 

4. That, in this connection, provision should be made by law for 
the permissive or compulsory supervision of private charitable | 
organizations, and the regular administration of a system of out- 
door relief by them, in concurrence and on consultation with the 
officers charged with the administration of State and municipal 
charity, and for the registration, under proper regulations as to 
publicity and exposure, but for the protection of the public, of 
applications for such relief. 

Answer. — Supervision of private societies is considered inexpe- 
dient, though a system of registration of all beneficiaries of public 
and private organizations at some central office, such as has been 
attempted the past winter, is highly approved. 

5. That the out-door and in-door poor should be placed in the 
charge of the same Board; that the Board which has the care and 
management of institutions for criminals and sentenced persons 
should also have the charge of either of these classes of the poor, 
and that the in-door poor should be classified according to their 
mental or physical condition, or previous life and habits. 

Answer. — The Overseers of the Poor seem the proper body to 
have charge of all the poor; from the nature of their duties they 
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acquire a knowledge of the character and needs of the applicants 
for aid, which would be of great use in classifying such as get into 
the almshouse. The poor should all be on the main land and in 
small houses. 
6. That farther powers should be given to the officers in charge 
of either class to provide employment and to enforce the per- 
formance of labor as a condition of relief, and to retain persons 
assisted for a certain length of time under their charge and 
control. 
Answer. — The recent law of 1875, authorizing Overseers of the 
Poor to compel labor as a condition of assistance, is in the right 
direction. As our Board has not the control of the poor-house, we 
have not the usual facilities, but so far as we have had the oppor- 
tunity at the Temporary Home, it has resulted in much good. 
7. That any provision should be made for the care, supervi- 
sion, and control. of ‘‘ casuals,” ‘‘ tramps,” or ‘‘ vagrants,” or for 
the prevention of beggary and vagrancy by compulsory labor for 
specified terms or otherwise; and that separate institutions should 
be provided for these classes and paupers capable of labor. 
_ Answer. — Tramps have become a very trying class, and strong 

measures should be taken to protect society fromthem. The labor 
test has been found of the greatest use at our Temporary Home, 
and had the police a similar provision, it would go far towards 
ridding the city of this nuisance. The laws seem sufficient if 
properly carried into effect, but it might be expedient in some 
portions of the State, or near large cities, to establish workhouses 
for this class, —a class not fallen very deep in crime, but idle and | 
thriftless, begging from door to door for the means of living.

Hon. Geo. S. Hatz, Chairman: — 


My pear Sir, —I enclose answers as fully as I am able to the 
questions relating to the statistics connected with this department 
proposed by you, and would respectfully reply to other questions 
upon which I feel competent to advise you. I feel that ample 
provision is made for the care and training of poor and neglected 
children who may come under charge of this Board, and ample 
‘appropriations have always been made for their support. 

I think out-door relief, judiciously distributed, desirable; but 
am of the opinion that the present system can be improved. I am 
not prepared to advise compulsory supervision of private chari- 
table organizations. I do not feel it desirable that in-door and out- 
door relief should be under the same Board, feeling that their 
duties are of a very different nature. I feel it very desirable that 
employment should be furnished for paupers and criminals. This 
Board, I believe, has ample power, and has already established, 
and proposes to establish, other trades and employments until all 
are employed who are able to labor. Iam of the opinion that such 
provision can be made for compulsory labor by tramps as will 
greatly lessen the growing evil.

Mr. Ware says : — 

The condensed report separates private from public returns, 
out-door from in-door relief; gives the population, money ex- 
pended, and persons relieved [by public charity], for each year, 
and gives a summary of the number of societies to which applica- 
tion was made, with the number of returns, under the different ~ 
headings, which were received and which were used in the tabulation. 

As to private societies, — the number of persons aided, and the 
various ratios contemplated, have not been entered, for reasons 
which will appear in this report. Under ‘ dollars,” round num- 
bers only, below hundreds, are given. 

The faults of the returns from private societies, etc., may be con- 
sidered under three heads: faults of omission, faults of diversity, 
faults of inaccuracy. 7 

I. Omission to fill the blanks in the manner requested is properly 
to be considered under inaccuracy ; but it may be mentioned that 
the omission of the value of material relief increases the general 
uncertainty of the result. 

Ii. Hardly any two returns, treating of the same class of 
work, have been made up inthe samemanner. Not to speak of 
the omissions (though it would be an advantage if all the defective 
returns were defective on the same points), attention is called to 
the following details : — 

1. Office expenses, including salaries, etc. These are some- 
times included in ‘‘ net expenses,” and sometimes not; it is some- 
times possible to determine by reference to reports, or by guessing, . 
whether they are included or not; but their amount is hardly ever 
stated, and can rarely be even guessed at. There is a similar un- 
certainty with respect to 

2. Receipts from persons aided. 

3. Permanent expenses (as purchases of real estate), and 
- 4, Matters of account (as balances, changes of investments, 
payments or receipts of interest). 

5. Some societies report only families, some only persons. 
(Families have usually been reduced to persons by multiplying by 
three and one-half.) | 

6. ‘* In-door” is variously interpreted. 

7. Persons aided in institutions are counted in at least three 
ways: — 

(1.) By counting the number on the books during the year. 

(2.) By taking the average number in the house. 

(3.) By giving the admissions of the year. 

Some returns mention only the entire number on the books for 
the ten years. Some societies report for one year only; some re- 
port in very round numbers, or in terms too indefinite for record. 

8. There are several societies helping (in part) persons now or 
formerly living out of Boston, whose returns should state the 
number of such persons. 

9. Some societies have receipts from persons aided, in the form 
of work done. It has not been possible to allow for this with ac- 
curacy ; therefore no allowance has been made, unless made in 
the return. 
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III. In addition to the causes of inaccuracy already men- 
tioned under omission and diversity, there are two or three of a 
general character that deserve mention : — 

(1.) The figures given under ‘‘ persons aided” are untrust- 
worthy, and incapable of comparison with the population, or with 
the money expended, in such a way as to give any useful result ; 
and this, mainly, for two reasons : — 

(a.) The list of persons aided by any one society, as given from 
year to year, counts the same individuals again and again, and not 
to the same extent in any two societies, even supposing the returns 
to be made by the same rule. 

(b.) The total for any one year counts the same individuals 
again and again, because the same families obtain aid from vari- 
ous sources; and the amount of this duplication is quite indeter- 
minable. A rough count of the persons aided in 1876 from the 
tables foots up over 200,000, in a population of about 350,000. 
For an estimate of the amount of duplication found to exist 
between a few societies, reference may be made to the report of the 
Registration of Charities, at the end of the Report of the Over- 
seers of the Poor, just issued, for 1876-77. About twenty per 
cent. of the cases, aided from ten sources, including the Overseers of 
the Poor and the Boston Provident Association, were duplications. 

(2.) While neither the record of money expended, nor that of 
‘* persons aided,” is complete, definite, or in any way satisfactory, 
these two records are untrustworthy, not only to a different degree 
(that of persons being the worse), but in different ways; so that 
while neither can be satisfactorily compared with anything certain, 
like the population or the wealth of Boston, the two cannot be 
compared with each other. 

For these reasons all count of persons has been omitted from the 
condensed report of private charities; and no attempt has been 
made to fill the columns of ratios. 


P. 


We quote the following from the report for 1865 of the Secretary 
of the Board of State Charities (F. B. Sanborn), page 210: — 

‘*Jn the year 1830 the late Josiah Quincy gathered together the 
statistics of private charity in Boston since 1815. The objects of 
this charity were very various, and a considerable part of it could 
not be considered as applied to the relief of pauperism; but at 
least two-thirds of it had been so applied. This total was 
$1,481,753, or an average amount of nearly $100,000 a year. 

‘*In 1845, after another period of fifteen years had passed, the 
late Samuel A. Eliot republished Mr. Quincy’s list of contributions, 
containing the corresponding statistics for the period 18386-1845. 
Mr. Eliot’s list included many donations for religious and educa- 
tional purposes, which in one sense were charitable gifts and in 
another were not, inasmuch as they did not go directly towards 
the relief of the poor; but it did not, like Mr. Quincy’s, include the 
numerous collections made in the churches and the gifts of indi- 
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viduals for special objects, which from 1815 to 1830 amounted to 
more than $500,000, and in the next fifteen years must have been 
at least $750,000, and probably $1,000,000. Selecting from Mr. 
Kliot’s list those sums which can most properly be called chari- 
table donations, I find they amount to about $1,280,000, to which 
if we add $720,000, for the accumulated contributions of churches, 


etc., we shall have a total of $2,000,000, or an average of $133,333 


a year for the second period. These it must be remembered were 
the gifts of Boston alone.” 

Mr. Sanborn also collected information during that year, and 
after referring tosome institutions not included, he adds, page 212 :— 

‘* Were these included and those which have made no report, the 
aggregate of assets would reach at least $5,000,000, the income 
would be nearly $1,000,000, and the expenditures about the same. 
If to this were further added the amount of contributions in 
churches, at public meetings, etc., not less than $500,000 more 
would appear, according to avery low estimate. If, then, we set 
down the total sum annually expended in private charity at 
$1,500,000 in the whole State, and $500,000 in the City of Boston 
alone, we certainly shall not exceed the truth.” 

Our statistics, as stated, include but few of the churches, and 
from these probably only the sums contributed specifically for the 
poor. But it will be observed that the total is, in the year 1875-76, 
given at $531,300; and if to this we add a ‘‘ guess” of $40,000 
per annum for contributions from churches not included, the total 
for that year will be about $570,000. 

The statistics of Mr. Quincy and Mr. Eliot may be found in 
an article on ‘‘ Public and private charities in Boston,” from the 
*¢ North American Review ” for July, 1845, written by the latter. 

And the writer remarks (p. 23), speaking of private liberality: 
‘* Here the subject takes much of the matter into his own hands, 
and does many things far better than any government could possi- 
bly do them; and at the same time he requires his government to 
do well all that it can do; and it isa fact that a much larger 
amount has been distributed by the individual inhabitants of Bos- 
ton than by the City Government, in the same term of time, for the 
same or similar purposes.” 

Mr. Eliot also says (p. 5): ‘** The ratio” (of expenditure for 
schools and the support of the poor) ‘* of the last five years would 
have been much higher but for the very remarkable diminution in 
the cost of the House of Industry, and in the sums distributed in 
the different wards by the Overseers of the Poor during the last 
two years. The expense of the House of Industry fell from over 
$30,000 per annum, to $14,779.60 in the financial year ending 
April 30, 1848, and to $14,082.90 in the year ending April 30, 
1844; while the Overseers of the Poor, instead of spending twelve 
or thirteen thousand per annum, distributed but $8,320.63 in the 
former year, and $7,337.46 in the latter. It will immediately occur 
to all who are familiar with the causes and the consequences of 
pauperism that the great and memorable reform in the use of in- 
toxicating liquors has produced this among other beneficent results. 
More than $20,000 a year, or one half of the whole charge, have 
been saved in the appropriations for the support of paupers alone, 
by saving men from a self-destroying vice.”

The Board entered upon its duties May 8, 1877. LDesir- 
ing to know the precise status of the liquor traffic, one of its 
first acts was to request the Chief of Police to furnish a list 
of places where, and of persons by whom, intoxicating 
liquors were then sold in the City of Boston. This request 
was promptly complied with, and it appeared that there were 
2,341 such places. As the report of the last Board of 
License Commissioners, in February preceding, showed that 
it had licensed only 1,055 places, it followed that there were 
nearly 1,300 places where the law was daily and hourly 
violated. From this state of things serious evils had re- 
sulted. Great discontent existed among the persons who 
had received licenses, because they had paid for privileges in 
which they were not protected against unlicensed dealers, 
and many of the unlicensed felt that they had been unjustly 
treated by being refused licenses, while parties about them, 
who, as they thought, could show no stronger or better legal 
claim, had received them. Juries, too, “tailed to convict 
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for violations of the law, parties who proved that they had 
been willing to take out licenses and live under them, but 
had not been permitted so to do. The character and stand- 
‘ing of the police force also had suffered, as the opinion was 
wide-spread, that without the tacit approval, and, in some 
cases, the absolute protection of the officers specially detailed 
to enforce it, so many persons could not live in open and fla- 
grant violation of a law. which the police was bound to enforce 
equally with any other. Added to all these things were the 
demoralizing influences not only upon all offending, but also 
upon the whole community, which naturally result from the 
general non- -enforcement of any law, and its general violation 
with impunity. 

The first question that arose was how to construe and 
apply the law so as to remedy these evils. A construction 
which would create.a monopoly in the hands of a few per- 
sons would be manifestly contrary to the principles of our 
institutions, and could not be justified by any provision or 
language of the statute. The trade itself being legalized 
under the restrictions of the act, any citizen had the right to 
seek employment in it, under such legal restrictions, and 
every section of the city. was equally entitled .to its advan- 
tages. The Board of last year in its report had said that in 
their view the law ought to be such that licenses should be 
granted to “all persons of respectable character to engage 
in the business, leaving the amount of the business, as in all 
others, to regulate itself, but at the same time making the 
penalties for such abuses. as they have indicated swift and 
sure;” but had further suggested “that a doubt existed in 
their minds whether the law would bear this construction.” 

The present Board made careful examination of the statute 
they were to execute, in order to determine whether, and if 
so how far, it abridged the liberty and equality of the right 
of citizens to be admitted to partake of its privileges, subject 
to the payment of the license fee and the restrictions therein 
contained, and became convinced from that examination that 
while it was a law to regulate and control the proper carrying 
on of the trade by those in it, and to produce a revenue, there 
was no authority for any inference that it designated any partic- 
ular class of persons to be the exclusive participators in those 
privileges. The 6th section of the statute authorizes the 
refusal of liquor licenses to any persons who should be 
deemed by the Board to be unfit to have one. This discre- 
tional power applies merely to exceptional individuals, and 
did not alter the general principles of equal rights under the 
law which the statute embodied. Three of the five classes 
of licenses were restricted to be granted only to innholders 
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or common victuallers,—trades which in a crowded city exist 
in all localities, and are of universal necessity where living 
in apartments or rooms, and getting meals outside, has in a 
great degree superseded the fashion of a less dense popula- 
tion, where all live in families, and each family does its own 
cooking. ‘The law was intended for the benefit of the con- 
sumers, as the provisions for regulating the sale and quality 
of liquors and the good order of the premises abundantly 
proves. Any construction which would narrow its scope 
and object to the personal interests of the dealer, rather than 
to the convenience and necessities of the consumers, would 
materially impair its spirit and destroy its main object. 

Under the influence of these considerations, the present 
Board was irresistibly led to the belief that, giving the true 
construction to the present statute, as to persons in the 
trade, the law was exactly what its predecessors had declared 
it ought to be. 

The next question was, by what agencies should the law 
be administered? The Boards of License Commissioners of 
previous years had employed from 8 to 15 men, who 
were not members of the regular police force of the city. 
They were looked upon simply as detectives and informers, 
and with the distrust and dislike which are alwavs felt 
toward such a class by the mass of any community. During 
10 months of the last year, 30 men also were detailed from 
the regular police force, whose sole duty it was to enforce 
the license law. The present Board deemed it much wiser 
to have, as their special agents, regularly appointed police 
officers, who should wear the uniform, be subject to the regu- 
lations, and clothed with the authority of the Police Depart- 
ment. With the concurrence of the City Council, His 
Honor Mayor Prince appointed 15 extra men on the police 
force, and then that number was detailed, generally on the 
recommendations of the Chief of Police and the captains of 


the several stations, for duty with the Board, and made 


subject to its orders. 

The Board, further considering that the enforcement of the 
License Law was as much the duty of the whole police force 
as the enforcement of any other law, decided not to ask for 
a permanent detail of 30 men, as had been done during 
the previous. year, thus relieving that number of officers 
for general duty, and in reality saving nearly $30,000 
to the city; but by a vote, in which the name of every 
police officer in the city was inserted, authorized each 
of them to act as its special agents, as by statute provided. 


A copy of this vote was transmitted to the Chief of Police, — 


with a request for his codperation, and that he would, from 
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time to time, as new members might be appointed on the 
force, notify the Board, so that such members might also 
receive special authority to act as its agents. 

The officers immediately connected with the Board, under 
charge of Lieut. T. A. Hurley, have been steadily employed 
during the year, examining all places where a license was 
applied for, distributing all notices, making all the seizures 
ordered by the Board, and nearly all of the complaints for 
other causes, and keeping a general supervision over the dis- 
tricts assigned to them respectively. Great credit is due 
them for the effective, zealous, and faithful manner in which | 
their work has been done. In not a single instance has a 
complaint been made against either of them to the Board, for 
malfeasance or non-feasance in the discharge of their duties. 

Proper notices having been given and a reasonable time 
allowed for the taking out of licenses, Lieut. Hurley was 
instructed to enforce the law impartially against all violators 
thereof; but, in so doing, not to permit his men to tempt or 
cause any one to commit a breach of the law for the sake of 
making a case against him. Seizures of liquors were or- 
dered in cases where persons were reported as selling with- 
out a license. Where seizures were made, and the offender 
forthwith took out a license, the Board decided to request 
the courts to order the liquors seized to be condemned, and 
the costs paid, but not to impose any fine, the price 
of a license generally being greater than the fine usually 
imposed. 

In all other cases, especially where roe were sold on 
Sundays, the Board, except in rare instances, — as where boys 
were arrested and then used as witnesses to convict their 
principals ; or where sufficient evidence was wanting to con- 
vict ; or in some cases, where the offender was a woman, hay- 
ing a large family to support, and her conviction would 
throw those depending on her upon the public as paupers, — 
has abstained from recommending any leniency being shown 
to guilty parties. 

A report made to the Board by the Chief of Police, Oct. 
15, 1877, showed that there were on that date in Boston, 
2,328 places where “ liquor was sold or supposed to be sold,” 
being 13 less than appeared in his report made in the May 
previous. Of these, less than 200 were unlicensed, against 
nearly 1,300 unlicensed places existing when the present 
Board took office. Seizures were forthwith made on the 
places reported as selling without a license. In 121 of them 
no liquors were found ; in the others but small quantities, and 
the parties selling were forced to discontinue their illegal 
business. 
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_ The Board has paid especial attention to the prevention of 
sales of liquor on Sundays. On each Sunday its officers, 
aided by 30 others from the regular force, have covered 
the whole city until midnight, and have made many arrests. 
If the reports of the Police Department and of citizens 
generally are to be believed, the efforts of the Board in this 
direction have met with great success. It cannot be said 
that no liquor is illegally sold on Sunday, but only that the ~ 
open and general traffic has been stopped. Persons desiring 
to violate the law, by using “watchers ” and “spotters,” and 
by admitting to their places of business only those they are 
acquainted with, secretly, by back entrances, can evade the 
law, especially after the officers enforcing it have become well 
known. Allowing all this, the Board from all the evidence 
which can be obtained, feels justified in asserting, that never 
has that portion of the License Law which prohibits sales of 
liquor on Sunday been more generally or thoroughly en- 
forced, or the sales of liquors on that day in this community 
been so restricted. | 

The object of the Board has not been, as has been often 
charged, simply or even primarily to collect a large revenue. 
The statute was intended not so much to restrain, as to regu- 
late, the sale of liquors for the benefit of the consumers and 
public generally, and, by prohibiting the sale of adulterated 
liquors, by compelling dealers to keep their places of business 
quiet and orderly, free from gaming, etc., to place the business 
on a par with other trades; in fine, to regulate the use, in the 
interest of good order, by preventing the abuse of the 
privilege of selling. The statute gives to the License Com- 
missioners large powers of visiting, searching, and arresting 
in places licensed, but in none other. The Board, therefore, 
in the first place desired to make all respectable parties 
selling intoxicating liquors take out a license, thus ac- 
knowledging the supremacy of the law, placing themselves 
under its provisions and penalties, and rendering its strin- 
gent enforcement possible. This course has naturally result- 
ed in a great increase of revenue, —a fact very gratifying 
not only on account of the large sum of money poured into 
the city treasury in this time of ‘financial depression, but 
also because it proves that the liquor dealers have concluded 
that there is a law to which they are amenable, and which 
they must respect; this, too, without any increase, but with 
an actual decrease, in the number of places where intoxicating 
liquors can be obtained. Moreover, there has been a marked 
improvement in the respectability and good order of these 
places, and a stricter conformity to the regulations of the 
statute. 
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One great obstacle in the way of a thorough enforcement 
of the license law is the general unwillingness of the 
public to act in the work, and furnish evidence of" its vio- 
lation. Many complaints have been made anonymously to 
the Board during the year past, all of which have been 
thoroughly investigated. Some have been made by parties 
in person, who have almost invariably declined to openly 
appear and testify in support of their complaints. In several 
instances men of avowed prohibition sentiments have refused 
to sign complaints or furnish evidence which they professed 
to have, and which, if produced, would have caused the for- 
feiture of the licenses of the parties complained of, and the 
closing of their places of business. In such cases the 
Board, having no power to compel the attendance of any 
person as a witness before it, were unable to take any 
effective steps toward punishing the accused parties. 

In accordance with its construction of the statute the 
Board has granted licenses far more freely than its prede- 
cessors did. While licenses have been granted to all 
persons who came to the Board properly recommended, and 
against the character of whose places no objection was made 
on the part of persons owning property or living in the 
vicinity, in no instance where objection was so made was 
one given. The question was, whether it was better to 
have all persons selling intoxicating liquors sell under the 
law, and subject to its restrictions, or to have the majority of 
them sell outside of and in defiance of the law. ‘That the 
course pursued by the present Board has not resulted in an 
increase of the number of places where intoxicating liquors 
are sold is shown by the following statistics; the localities 
below named being those where the liquor trade is most 
concentrated, and where, therefore, if the course adopted 
by the Board tended to increase the volume of the traffic, 
such increase would be most apparent : —

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The success or failure of any law is best judged of from 
its results, and although the Board see defects in the present 
license law, upon the whole they are well satisfied that, lib- 
erally administered, it is a great improvement on the prohib- 
itory system. Experience and observation show that under 
it the consumption of distilled spirits has been largely 
diminished, — a fact proven from various sources, among 
them from the evidence in a hearing given the wholesale 
dealers and distillers, who asked for a reduction in the price 
of license fees mainly on the ground that their trade_had 
diminished from 40 to 60 per cent., owing to the general 
use of malt liquors, —the consumption of lager beer and 
ale having increased under the license law in nearly the same 
proportion. 

Under the prohibitory law the sale of fine whiskeys and 
other good, strong liquors was comparatively small as com- 
pared with the sale of cheap whiskéys and other adulterated 
liquors ; while that of malt liquors was not nearly as general 
as under the license law. ‘The reason for this was, that dis- 
tilled liquors could be easily concealed, and if found by 
officials, being of poor quality in most cases, their seizure 
entailed but little pecuniary loss on their owners. Ale and 
lager beer were bulky in themselves, as were the pumps and 
other apparatus required for selling them, and could be hid- 
den with much greater difficulty. The Board present here- 
with a report of the State Assayer of an analysis of numerous 
samples of intoxicating liquors, especially of ale and lager 
beer, from which the public may judge intelligently of the 
quality and purity of the beverages now being so largely 
consumed. The samples were taken by the officers of the 
Board from the several parties named in the report, without 
notice to them, and from the stock exposed for sale in their 
respective places of business. 

The Board has, in its deliberations, been led to con- 
sider the comparative effects of the sale and use of liquor 
as regards crime under the prohibitory and license laws. The 
report of the Chief of Police of Boston shows that during the 
year 1874, when the prohibitory law was in force, there were 
11,892 arrests for drunkenness; in 1875, under the present 
license law, 10,325 arrests; in 1876, 8,564 arrests, and in 
1877, 8,213 arrests for the same cause, showing a steady 
decrease in number under the license law. The grand jury 
for the County of Suffolk found, during the months of 
January, February, March, and April, of the year 1877, 
indictments for crime other than drunkenness against 256 
persons, while during the corresponding months of the year 
1878 the grand jury found only 229 indictments. 
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‘The Board claims that under its administration the tone 
and character of the liquor trade has been raised, respect for 
the law increased, Sunday selling .very generally prevented, 
discontent among the dealers checked, — not on account 
of the non-enforcement of the law, but from:its impartial en- 
forcement,— and crime diminished. The Chief of Police lately 
testified before a committee of the Legislature that such was 
the observance of law in Boston that the services of a number 
of police officers could be dispensed with, and the salaries of 
a Board of Police Commissioners could be paid by thus re- 
ducing the force. For this state of things the Board of Li- 
cense Commissioners of the past year claim a share of the 
credit. 

That the license law is imperfect all who have ever 
been charged with its execution have been aware, and vari- 
ous changes could be advantageously and justly made in 
it. Apothecaries, for instance, have good cause for com- 
plaint for being made to pay $50 for a license, when a 
majority of them do not sell that amount in value of intoxi- 
eating liquors during the year. $25 is the maximum fee 
they should be called upon to pay. | 

Another unjust feature of the law is, that there is no 
authority given the Board. to charge pro rata fees. For 
instance, the minimum price of a first-class license is 
$100, and, if a man applies for a license on the first 
day of the last month of the year, he must pay the full 
amount. The law should be so amended that a party com- 
mencing business after the end of the several quarters of 
the year should pay only a proportional part of the license 
fee, as under the United States revenue law. 

If power were given to arrest all persons found in places 
where intoxicating liquors are sold on Sundays, and to use 
them as witnesses against the offenders, a great step would 
be taken toward stopping the Sunday traffic. Though 
this would be a very arbitrary measure, yet, if public 
sentiment really demands that that traffic should entirely 
cease, it is the best possible method for accomplishing that 
‘result. 

The Board has acted on the principle that, where objec- 
tion has come from persons in the immediate neighborhood © 
of the places for which licenses were desired, it would not 
grant them. This course seems to be just, and has given 
general satisfaction. It might be well if the law was so 
amended that no license should be granted for any places 
when a certain number — say, six — of the immediate neigh- 
bors should file with the Board an objection in writing 
against it. 
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The Board would also recommend such an amendment of 
the present law as would prevent agents of foreign dealers 
from selling by sample, and taking orders for the delivery. 
of liquors in this State, without first taking out a license. 
At present foreign dealers have a great advantage over per- 
sons whose place of business is in this State, by being able to 
dispose of their liquors without being subject to the burdens 
imposed by the license law. 

Through the entire year the members of the Board, be- 
lieving it to be their duty, under sect. 13, ch. 99, of the 
Acts of 1875, so to do, have personally attended to the 
prosecution of all cases for violation of the license law in 
the several municipal ‘courts of the city, and in almost every 
instance have secured a conviction of the offenders. By 
doing this, they saved to the city the expense of employing 
counsel, which, under the last Board, amounted to over 
$3,000, and ensured a more equitable and impartial adminis- 
tration of the law. 

The Board has, from time to time, by day and by night, 
with their officers, visited and inspected many of the licensed 
places; and, upon the information thus obtained, have been 
enabled to act far more intelligently than they otherwise 
could have done. 

It has held almost daily sessions during the year. Hear- 
ings have been given to all persons asking for one, in some 
cases lasting several days, at which all parties in interest 
were notified to be present, and were allowed to appear by 
counsel. 

The Board returns its thanks to the Chief of Police for his 
cordial codperation with it during the year in its efforts to - 
enforce the law. 

The members of the Board have tried to discharge the 
duties of their office — many of them of an unpleasant char- 
acter — with discretion, fairness, without regard to the race, 
religion, or political opinions of any man. ‘To say that they 
have not made mistakes, or been misled as to any facts, is to 
suppose them more than human. ‘They shrink from no 
criticism, and ask to be judged upon their record.

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REPORT OF THE ASSAYER AND INSPECTOR OF 
LIQUORS UPON SAMPLES OF ALE, LAGER 
BEER, WHISKEY, GIN, BRANDY, ETC., SUB- 
MITTED FOR EXAMINATION BY THE LICENSE 
COMMISSIONERS OF THE CITY OF BOSTON, 
1878. : 


Boston, March 25, 1878. 


To the Board of License Commissioners of the City of 
Boston : — 


The following report is respectfully “submitted, upon the 
results of the chemical analysis of 113 samples of liquors sent 
by.you for examination. 

These samples numbered 22 of ale, 30 of lager beer, 20 of 
whiskey, 21 of brandy, 21 of gin, 2 of rum, 1 of absinthe, 
and 1 of champagne. 

The samples of malt-liquors, though varying much in 
quality and alcoholic strength, were found to be free from 
any injurious adulteration. Of the samples of distilled 
spirits, 20 were found to have been adulterated by the addi- 
tion of water or of alcohol. All the samples of whiskey, ex- 
cept two, were more or less artificially flavored or colored 
with caramel or prune-juice ; while of the samples of brandy, 
not a single speciinen was found of genuine brandy prepared 
solely by the distillation of wine, but every one of the sam- 
ples examined proved to have been artificially flavored or 
colored by the addition of substances foreign to the sources 
whence true brandy is obtained. 

The practice of flavoring and coloring both brandy and 
whiskey is so common that it is sometimes not considered an 
adulteration. The substances used for this purpose are 
generally harmless in their nature, and used only in rela- 
tively small proportion to the bulk of spirit employed. 

The object of such additions is to produce a color which 
gives the appearance of age, or to develop a flavor in a natu- 
rally inferior product which shall resemble the bouquet pos- 
sessed by the genuine article which it is sought to imitate. 

But such practices cannot be regarded otherwise than 
adulteration. If the dark color of pure old brandy or 
whiskey be a.sign of age, which it is well known improves 
the quality, and the lack of color shows newness and conse- 
quent inferiority of the spirit, then any attempt to produce 
the color of the genuine article is a fraud. 
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To sell such goods at an advanced price because of superior 
quality, of which color is a sign, is a cheat, and should be so 
regarded, no matter how harmless the coloring substance 
may be of itself. To put the color or flavor of a genuine 
article upon goods naturally destitute of it is a fraud, and 
the sooner the use of burnt sugar, syrup, prune-juice, and 
flavors like tonka-bean, quince-ether, pine-apple essence, and 
all like substances, is abandoned the better for the true in- 
terests both of the buyer and the manufacturer. 

The samples of ale varied in alcoholic strength from 4.32 
per cent. by volume to 7.92 per cent. The percentage of 
extract of hops and malt varied from 4.58 to 9.5 per cent. 
by weight. 3 

The following table exhibits the result of these specimens 
arranged in the order of alcoholic strength : —

This kind differs from the two pre- 
vious ones by a lighter color, and a somewhat different 
aroma, due to the addition of rice flour to the malt. 

Of the samples of lager beer examined the percentage of 
alcohol by volume varied from 4.10 per cent. to 6.65 per cent., 
and the percentage of malt and hop extract from 5.05 per 
cent. to 8.15 per cent., by weight. 

The samples were all obtained direct from the brewers or 
their agents, and were intended to represent, as far as pos- 
sible, all of the different brands of pee beer sold: in 
Boston. 

The following table exhibits the reais arranged in the 
order of alcoholic strength. 

It will be observed that the so-called ‘‘ western beers,” 
manufactured in the cities of Cincinnati, Toledo, Milwaukee, 
etc., are, as a rule, stronger both in alcohol and malt extract 
than those made in this vicinity.

The careful examination of these samples of ales and beers, 
for any injurious adulteration or any bitter other than that 
of hops, failed to detect any such substances ; in this respect 
confirming the results of former examinations, and the ex- 
perience of other chemists. 

It is not intended by the above figures to indieate any 
superiority of quality of any one sample over another; the 
quality of beers and ales depending quite as much upon the 
taste as upon chemical composition, and ja respect to taste 
individual judgment would widely vary. 

Among the ales, as shown by the above figures, may be 
mentioned those of Vincent, Hathaway & Co., Frank Jones 
& Co., and James M. Smith, as containing the largest 
amount of alcohol, combined with the greatest amount of 
malt-extract ; and that of Messrs. Reuter & Alley as an ale 
of moderate alcoholic strength combined with the greatest 
amount of extract. 

Among the lager beers may be mentioned those of J. O. 
Gray (No.'49) and M. Engelhardt as containing the greatest 
amount of alcohol, combined with the highest percentage of 
malt-extract ; and those of Messrs. C. Vossler (Strassburg), 
L. Speidel & Co., and Jacob Wirth, as containing the largest 
amount of extract of malt with a moderate amount of 
alcohol. 
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Of the samples of whiskey 9 were found to be adulterated 
with water, the percentage varying from 10 to 25 per cent. 

All but two of the samples, 18 in number, had been 
colored artificially, or flavored by some substances not found 
in pure whiskey. 

The percentages of alcohol varied from 38 to 51 per cent. 
by volume.

The samples of brandy varied in the proportion of alcohol 
from 42 to 57 per cent. by volume. “Perfectly pure 
brandy should be free from added spirit, sugar, acid, 
or carminative substance, or any substances employed 
‘to produce flavor and aroma not derived from the grape, or 
from water in such proportion as to reduce the percentage of 
absolute alcohol below 50 per cent. by volume.”—AHassal. 
None of the samples came up to this standard, but, as before 
stated, every one of them proved to have been doctored with 
burnt sugar, prune-juice, or some added flavor. Samples of 
pure, genuine brandy are not easy to obtain, nearly every 
manufacturer of brandy having some particular receipt for 
producing color or bouquet, which he calls his sauce, the 
composition of which is a secret, and of which the use is even 
more common in brandy than in the addition of caramel to 
whiskey.

ABSINTHE. 


Absinthe belongs to a class of stimulants known as liquors 
or cordials. Itis prepared from strong alcohol and a mix- 
ture of aromatic substances, as wormwood (absinthium), 
anise, coriander, fennel, etc., and colored green by spinach, 
or other vegetable juice. Added to water it produces a 
peculiar opalescent appearance, due to the precipitation of 
the volatile oils, which, though soluble in alcohol, are insol- 
uble in water, and consequently separate on the dilution of 
the spirit. 

The volatile oil of wormwood, in large doses, exercises 
a powerful action on the organization ; it is said to produce a 
narcotic effect, and, when long continued, is believed to oc- 
casion disorder of the nervous system. 

The sample of absinthe examined was from Rh. F. M. 
Atwood, 19 Tremont street; it contained about 70 per 
cent. of alcohol, being about 20 per cent. stronger than 
brandy. 

It did not differ in its general character from the article 
described above; it was free from any adulteration, and 
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colored with a harmless vegetable color. Absinthe is com- 
monly considered one of the most injurious of all alcoholic 
liquors; and this opinion is doubtless correct, as the per- 
centage of alcohol is greater than in any other liquor, while 
the oil of absinthe occasions an increased diffusibility, and 
adds to the stimulant effects of the spirit. 


A sample of Champagne, from J. W. Pitcher, 2 Beacon 
street, was also submitted to examination. It was labelled 
“N. H. Schreider, Reims. Sillery Mousseux.” It con- 
tained 10.2 per cent. of alcohol, and 14 per cent. of 
sugar and extractive matter. It was of fair bouquet, and 
appeared to be free from adulteration. 

In conclusion it may be said, that although many of the 
samples, as stated above, appear to have been adulterated, 
there is a marked improvement, both in quality and a less 
number of cases of adulteration, over the samples examined 
two years ago. 

It is to be noted, also, that no poisonous or injurious adul- 
teration was detected in any of the samples.

The Joint Standing Committee on Salaries beg leave to 
submit herewith orders establishing the salaries of the sev- 
eral city officers for the year beginning on the first day of 
April, 1878. 

The committee, in compliance with the third section of the 
Joint Rules and Orders, have confined themselves to the 
consideration of the salaries of elected and appointed officers, 
and have not attempted to fix the salaries of subordinate 
officers and employés, believing that the committees and 
boards in charge of the several departments are better able 
to determine the value of the services rendered by their 
subordinates. 

The committee have not made any provision for the salary 
of the Superintendent of the Public Library, as, by a recent 
act passed by the Legislature, the Board of Trustees, incor- 
porated under said act, have the authority to fix the salaries 
of all the employés of the library. 

The changes proposed in the salaries, and allowances for 
clerk-hire, established during the last salary year, are as | 
follows : — 


An increase of $100 in the salary of the First Assistant 
Messenger. 
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An increase of $100 in the salary of each of the Deputy 
Collectors. 
An increase of $250 in the clerk-hire in the office of the City 
Clerk. 
An increase of $250 in the clerk-hire in the office of the 
Auditor of Accounts. 
An increase of $200 in the salary of the Superintendent of 
Mt. Washington-avenue bridge. 
An increase of $150 in the salary of the Superintendent of 
Charles-river bridge. 
An increase of $150 in the salary of the Superintendent of 
Warren bridge. 
Total amount of increase, $2,700. 


A reduction of $100 in the salary of the Second Assistant 
Messenger. 

A reduction of $200 in the salary of the Harbor Master. 

A reduction of $300 in the salary of one Registrar of Voters. 

A reduction of $500 in the salary of one member of the Bos- 
ton Water Board. 

A reduction of $1,600 in the clerk-hire in the Collector’s 
Department. 

Total amount of reduction, $2,700.

REPORT ON SALARIES. 


OrbDERED: That the salaries of the following officers, for 
the year beginning on the’ first day of April, one thousand 
eight hundred and seventy-eight, and until otherwise 
ordered (with the exception of His Honor the Mayor), 
shall be as herein mentioned, to be paid monthly, subject to 
the deduction of any and all sums due from such officers to 
the city. 


Section 1. The salary of the Mayor shall be as fixed by 
the Convention of the City Council on the twenty-first day 
of November, 1864, viz.: at the rate of Five Thousand 
Dollars per annum, beginning with the first Monday of 
January; and he shall be allowed the use of a horse and 
vehicle at the expense of the city. 

Sror. 2. The salary of the Mayor’s Clerk shall be at the 
rate of One Thousand Hight Hundred Dollars per annum. 

Snort. 3. The salary of the City Clerk shall be at the rate 
of Four Thousand Dollars per annum; and there shall be 
allowed a sum not exceeding Zen Thousand Five Hundred 
Dollars, to be paid to his assistant clerks during the salary 
year, in monthly instalments, through the office of the Auditor 
of Accounts, on a pay-roll certified to by the City Clerk.

To His Honor the Mayor and the City Council of Boston: — 


In pursuance of the above vote, the Record Commission- 
ers herewith submit a volume containing the early land grants 
and records of the town of Charlestown, being the documents 
comprised in one bound volume of the town and city 
archives as now arranged. In regard to this book the 
following statement has been made by Mr. Henry H. Edes, 
the gentleman who was selected by the City Government 


li City Document No. 39. 


of Charlestown, prior to annexation, to arrange the rec- 
ords : — 

“The volume which you have caused to be printed, and 
which is lettered ‘Charlestown Archives 34 | Book of Posses- 
sions | 1688-1802,’ comprises, besides the record of 1638, 
and the transfers made during the succeeding twenty years, 
all records relating to the laying out and conveyance of land 
and the survey of streets and highways, originally dispersed 
in several volumes of our public archives, which properly 
could be separated from the other matter contained in the 
volumes in which I found them in 1869. This breaking up 
of old volumes and creating of new ones has been done by 
authority and in pursuance of joint orders of the City 
Council of Charlestown, passed in June, 1869, and April, 
1870, directing a classification, arrangement, and binding of 
all the archives of the old town from 1629 to 1847, when, it 
was incorporated a city. The result of these orders will be 
such a consolidation and chronological arrangement of our 
records under a tew heads, such as (1) Town Records, (2) 
Treasury Records, (3) Vital Statistics, (4) Fire Depuart- 
ment, (5) Poor Department, (6) Schools, (7) Voters, (8) 
Jurors, etec., etc., that, when my labors are completed, the 
future inquirer for information contained in our archives 
will readily find within a small compass the greater part at 
least of all that is extant concerning the department in which 
he shall be making special inquiry. 

“ Referring to the editorial note on page 186 of your dhort: 
permit me to say that itis perfectly accurate so far as the sur- 
veys of 1767 and 1802 are concerned; but, unfortunately, 
the original reports of the committees which made the surveys 
of 1670 and 1714 are not now extant among our archives. 

“The first entry in the town records respecting the com- 
pilation of the ‘Book of Possessions’ occurs in volume ii. 
(generally referred to as ‘Greene’s Transcript’), folio 35 
(old pagination), and is in these words : — 


**<1638. The first month, The 26: day | Abra: Palmer, chosen by 
the Towne for keepeing the Towne Booke, as also to Record all pprieties 
of Houses, Lands, Meadow or Pasture, as any Inhabitants of ye ‘Towne 
are, or shall bee possest of accords : to an ordr of Court provided in 
yt. behalfe.’ 


“It is reasonable to presume that Mr. Palmer began his 
labors without unnecessary delay, and that the following 
entry was made on the completion of his work of engrossing 
the schedules handed in to him by the major portion of the 
inhabitants, since the mere clerical labor involved in exe- 
cuting this important commission was by no means incon- 
siderable,

“Mr. Palmer recorded a large proportion of the ‘ Posses- 
sions’ with his own hand; but there are many pages in the 
peculiar handwriting of Elder Nowell. Those persons who 
are familiar with the chirography of those gentlemen need no 
further confirmation of this fact than a glance at the record 
itself; but, as if to insure to posterity the fullest possible 
account of the preparation of this book, the town clerk of 
that period makes this entry : —

Mr. Nowell 20s. for helping in’ Acco :’ 


“Here we have a complete record of the authority under 
which the volume was prepared, and of the hands to which 
its compilation and engrossment were confided. 

“An order, imposing a fine upon deliquents, is here 
transcribed : —

««<«Tt was ordrd the first of 8 ber last, yt any that have not dd in A 
note of theire Lands to Mr Abra: Palmer to have entered in ye booke 
shall pay to the Towns use 2s.

“Tn this connection it should be remembered that Charles- 
town originally embraced within its limits the territory now 
coutained in Woburn, Burlington, Stoneham, Malden, Som- 
erville, and parts also of Reading, Medford, Cambridge, and 
West Cambridge. 

*“ Nor was the importance of maintaining the completeness 
of the record lost sight of, for in 1643 we tind the following 
entry : — 

*©« 1643. The 234 of the [TV month | 

«««Tt is ordrd yt all purchases & alienations of houses or Lands shall 

be Recorded in the Towne booke, & whosever shall neglect to Record 


any such purchase or Alienation for above A month shall forfeit five 
shillings.’ 


“This was followed by a more stringent order passed 
(probably in March) 
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“61644. 

«© Whereas it was form"y ordrd at A meeting an: 1643. in the 4th 
mo: That all purchases, & Alienacons of houses or Lands should bee 
Recorded in A Towne Booke upon a certaine penalty therein expresst, 
wceh notwithstandg hath beene neglected: It is now farther ordrd yt all 
Purchases, & Alienations yt have not beene formtly Recorded, or shall 
hereafter bee made for time to come, shall within A month after the 
publication of this ord’ bee brought in to the Secretary for the Towne 
affaires, upon the forfeiture of sixe shillings eight pence for every 
deffect, to bee levied by A Towne officer, & for every such Record the 
Secretary to have foure Pence.’ 


“Much to be regretted is the loss of the folio — appar- 
ently the only one that is missing in the whole volume — on 
which, as we learn from the ancient index, were recorded the 
possessions of the Rev. John Harvard, the founder of the 
College. It seems, indeed, as though a strange fatality 
attended everything pertaining to Harvard’s private life, his 
lineage and his possessions 5 and so few are the known facts 
concerning him that I have copied, verbatim, from our 
records the following entries certifying his admission as an 
Inhabitant and the esteem in which he was held by his con- 
temporaries : — 

‘©¢1637. The 15t day of the vi. month. | 


«©¢Mr. John Harvard is admitted A Townsman with pmise of such 
accomodations as wee best Can.’” 


‘¢¢1638. The 26 of the ii. month. | 

‘©¢Mr. Increase Nowell, Mr. Zachr Sims, Mr. Jn° Greene, Mr. 
Jno Harvard, Lieft Ralph Sprague & W™ Learned were desired to con- 
sidr of some things tending towards A body of Lawes, &c.’ 

“Since you have suggested that a full list of Town Clerks, 
or Recorders as they sometimes were termed, would give 
additional value to your report, I have prepared the follow- 
ing schedule, regretting that I have not at present at my 
command the time necessary to a scrutiny of the third and 
fourth volumes of our Town Records for the purpose of as- 
certaining if, buried in their obscure hieroglyphics which are 
intelligible only to a, practised eye, the precise date is pre- 
served of the appointment of Edward Burtt. Such an exam- 
ination as I have been able to make of these volumes fails to 
afford more than the approximate date appended to his name. 


“TOWN CLERKS OF CHARLESTOWN. 1629-1847. 


*IncrEASE Nowe. — There is no record of his first ap- 
pointment, but our earliest, extant, original records, dating 
from 1634, are in his handwriting. On the 22 (11) 1635, 
it was Ordered, ‘That Mr. Increase Nowell have 40s. for 
writeing the ordinary Transactions of the Town Last yeare.’ 

* ABRAHAM PALMER was chosen 26 (1) 16388. 
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“* JoHN GREENE. — Mr. Palmer was one of the Selectmen, 
as well as Town Clerk as late as Jan. 12, 1643-4. At the 
succeeding election, 2 (11) 1645, Elder Greene was elected 
in his stead, and appears to have entered upon the office of 
Recorder at the same time, although the records are silent as 
regards his formal appointment to that service at that lime. 

Tn fact the original record of the meeting held 2 (11) 
1645, is in Greene's handwriting, and is the first record of 
municipal proceedings preserved in the original, which oc- 
curs after a hiatus of eleven years, and follows Elder Now- 
ell’s record of a meeting in January, 1635. It is, therefore, 
safe to conclude that Elder Greene’s service as Recorder 
began 2 (11) 1645. 

© SaMUEL ADAMS! appears to have acted as Town Clerk at in- 
tervals between 1653 and 1661, and was honored with an 
election by the Inhabitants 3 (11) 1658, Elder Greene hav- 
ing died April 22 of that year. 

*EpwarD Burtt acted as Recorder in 1658, although I fail 
to find the precise date of his appointment. He served till 
about the year 1663.* 

* JamES Cary was chosen April 7, 1663. 

* LAWRENCE HAMMOND was chosen Jan. 27, 1672-3. 

“ James RussELL was chosen Jan. 14, 1677. 

* JoHN NEWELL was chosen March 11, 1678-9. 

“ NATHANIEL Dows [ Dowse] was chosen March 2, 1695-6. 

“ BengaMIn Dows, Jr., [ Dowse] was chosen Sept. 4, 1719. 

“THOMAS JENNER was chosen Sept. 12, 1720. 

* SaMUEL Puiprs was chosen March 7, 1725-6. 

* JoserH Puriuies was chosen March 4, 1727-8. 

“SETH SWEETSER was chosen Jan. 20, 1755. 

“WALTER RussELL was chosen March 2, 1778, but had 
acted as town clerk for several weeks previous to that time. 
Mr. Sweetser’s last entry in the records bears date Jan. 13, 
1778. 

* SAMUEL SWAN was chosen March 1, 1779. 

“'TimotHy TRUMBULL was chosen March 6, 1780. 

“ SAMUEL SWAN was chosen October 23, 1782. 

* SAMUEL HoLBrook was chosen March 3, 1783. 

* SAMUEL Payson was chosen March 5, 1787. 

“PuiLiips Payson was chosen August 3, 1801. 

* JoHN KETTELL was chosen March 3, 1806. 

* SAMUEL DEVENS was chosen March 2, 1812. 


‘« * Tt has been stated in print that Nicholas Shapley served as Town Clerk for a few 
months in 1662 — during the interval which elapsed between the retirement of Burtt 
and the election of Cary; but I doubt the accuracy of the statement, and am of 
opinion that Mr. Shapley served only as Clerk of the Writs, to which office he was 
chosen July 27, 1662.” 
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* JOHN KeETTELL was chosen March 1, 1813. 

* Davip DopGE was chosen March 7, 1814. 

© JouN KETTELL was chosen March 2, 1818. 

* CHARLES DEVENS was chosen September 30, 1822. 

© Davip DopGe was chosen March 7, 1825. 

“Mr. Dodge continued in office till the incorporation of 
the town as a city, and reluctantly consented to an election 
as first city clerk. The infirmities of age were upon him, 
and he retired from office before the close of the year for 
which he was elected, after more than twenty years of faith- 
ful service. To him we are deeply indebted for the excel- 
lent records of the period of his own term of service, and 
for the preservation and transmission of much valuable mat- 
ter that would have been irretrievably lost but for his zeal 
and watchful care and untiring industry. 

© T believe that the foregoing list includes the name of every 
person who held the office of Town Clerk or Recorder of 
the Town of Charlestown. It is possible, however, though 
not probable, that, for the reasons above stated, the name of 
some person who acted in that capacity for a few weeks or 
months by appointment of the Selectmen, may have been 
overlooked ; but such an omission, if there be any, is of 
slight importance.” * 


The Commissioners would add that, as in the previous 
volumes, they have not felt at liberty to insert any annota- 
tions. The liberality of the city is sufficiently taxed in 
placing the text of these records before the public in an accu- 
rate transcript. The only notes are such as relate to the text 
itself. It may also be added, that the index is not to be con- 
sidered a part of the volume, not having been prepared at the 


> 
cost of the city. Itis hoped, however, that it is both accurate 


and comprehensive, and that it will be found of service. 
It also seems proper to annex a statement of the cost of 
the volumes already issued : — 


‘«* Since I have had occasion to mention.the Charlestown records, covering the period 
from 1658 to 1695, and the great difficulty in consulting them experienced even by 
those persons who are most familiar with the exceedingly bad chirography in which 
they are written, I beg leave, respectfully, to call the attention of the Record Commis- 
sioners to these volumes. They have been carefully repaired and bound during the 
past decade, but even now are in a frail and perishing condition. 

‘‘ A single additional report, equal in size to the one you are about to issue, would 
suffice to present in type all the records now known to be extant of the municipal pro- 
ceedings of the Town otC barlestown, from its settlement down to about the year 1695 
These records treat largely of the grants made by the town to its early inhabitants, of 
boundaries, and the laying out of highways and commons; in fine, of matters which 
would greatly aid conveyancers and our City Engineers and Surveyors in the 
prosecution of their labors at the present time, could they but have the material in 
print. The Charlestown Records are unusually full as regards land matters; and when 
the extent of territory originally covered by the town, and the condition of the records 
themselves, are taken into consideration, the importance of printing them appears in 
the strongest possible light.”

The Commissioners may perhaps anticipate that other 
portions of the city, as Roxbury and Dorchester, may call 
for a similar publication of their records of early grants and 
possessions of land. 

There has also been a feeling manifested in favor of print- 
ing the first volume of deeds for Suffolk County, inasmuch 
as the expense would be but little greater than that of a 
manuscript copy. Certainly the old town of Boston requires 
a second volume of extracts from its records, to complete 
the grants of lots and the laying out of streets. 

Whilst the Commissioners will cheerfully discharge any 
duties of the above-named nature which may be assigned to 
them, they beg leave to repeat their previous notice that 
their main duty is still unfulfilled. The transcripts of the 
Church records, to supplement and complete the records pre- 
served by the City Registrar, are still to be made. They 
hope, therefore, to receive instructions during the next year, 
to make a beginning upon their most necessary and long- 
delayed work.

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It appears from a note by Mr. Edes that the remaining 
folios in this book originally constituted the final part of 
Town Records, Vol. If. (Greene’s Transcript), being 36 
leaves or 72 pages. These are original records, and begin 
with the Survey of the Town Highways made in 1670. The 
original reports are also preserved in the City Clerk’s office, 
and vary somewhat in some details. These now printed are, 
however, the formal and attested record, and it has not 


seemed necessary to collate them with any earlier drafts. —

Ercutn Rance Wayr.—Then we began at Kents Lane & 
measur’d to Lynde’ s House, is not shut up, & from thence North- 
erly 168 Rods & 4 shut up & improv’d by Lynde. then we 
measur'd still Northerly till we came to Menotomy Road 28 Rods 
& 3, shut up & improvy’d by Nathan Tufts. 

Mernotomy Roap, contTinurp.— From Nathan Tufts to Wat- 
son’s, formerly Quarrie Hill, a little way from the Corner leading 
to Menotomy is 4 Rods & 4 Feet. From the N W Corner of said 
Watson’s Land by the Brook to M’ Russell’s Land, is 4 Rods & 4 
Feet.

3ist. There is a way over the Bridge, between W™ Tufts Land 
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& Tho’ Ireland’s & Codmans Land, enclosd & Improv’d by said 
Tufts, which belongs to the Town. 

382d. There is a Triangular Piece of Ground in Kents Lane, 
the Corner of M* Russells Orchard, on which M* Choate has built 
an House, which belongs to the Town. 

338d. There is 2 of an Acre of Land, more or less, for a wat’- 
ring place at the bottom of the Range Way between Pierces & 
Nat: Tufts, improv’d chiefly by said Pierce & Tufts, which we 
advise the Town to dispose of. 

34th. There is a watring place just by M* Kents House, which 
belongs to the Town.

SURVEY OF 1802. 


[288.] Inconformity to a Vote of the Inhabitants of Charles- 
town, at their Meeting on the first of March, 1802, authorizing 
the Selectmen to appoint a Committee to ascertain the Town’s 
rights: We, the Subscribers, being appointed for that purpose, 
most respectfully submit the following report. 

We began at M* Benjamin Goodwins line, and measured over 
the Dock to Thomas Hoopers Wharf 74 feet, encroached by 
Hooper 2 feet 6 inches. 

. From the East corner of Mr Andrew Stimpson’s house to the 
South Corner of Mrs Gardiner’s is 43 feet, the house being ten 
feet, or thereabout, from the Cap of the Wharf, being the ex 
treme bounds of Mrs Gardner’s land towards Charles river. 

From the north Corner of Mr Brigden’s house over to Mr 
Ebenezer Austin’s fence is 37 feet 9 inches. Mr Ammi 
Tufts’ house has encroached 9 inches, and cellar doors in the 
street. 

Main Street. — From Eben’. Austin’s, west of the house to Mr 
Charles Coles opposite, is 39 feet 6 inches. From the South 
corner of Mr Trumbull’s house to Mr Russell’s bounds is 44 feet 
—encroached one foot 6 inches. At the South extreme of the 
Square from Devens house to Mr Russell’s land opposite is 50 feet.

From the South corner of Mallet’s store, improved by Capt. 
Waters, over to Pierce’s marsh, opposite, is 90 feet. From the 
South corner of Sam!, Swan jan’rs house over to Sam!. Swan’s 
marsh, opposite, is 90 feet. From the upper corner of the Cause- 
way of the road leading to Cambridge to Mrs Whittemore’s house, 
opposite, is 87 feet 9 inches. Length of the Causeway from the 
South corner of Mrs Whittemore’s house to the South corner of 
Mallett’s land is 463 feet. 


[290.] Water Srreer. — From Mr Richard Trumbull’s south 
corner of his house to Eben’. Austin’s, opposite, is 40 feet, and 
should continue forty feet through the street. Mr Benjamin Good- 
win has encroached at the north corner of his house 2 feet 4 inches. 
The north corner of the late Thomas Russell's Esq’. store has 
encroached 4 feet 6 inches.

From the north corner of Mr Seth Wyman’s barn to the wall op- 
posite is 2 rods 3 feet — about three rods above the School house 
the road is 2 rods wide. At the Brook it is two rods 8 feet. 
From the South east corner of Mr John Swan’s land to the wall 
opposite is 2 rods 13 feet. At the top of the hill between Seth 
Wyman’s & Gardner’s it is 2 rods 12 feet. Between Wyman’s 
and Wyman’s land the road is 2 rods. Between Wyman’s and 
Gardner’s land it is 2 rods 138 feet. Below Sam’. Gardner’s some 
person has put a Blacksmith’s shop nearly all in the road. At the 
South of Mr John Gardner’s house across the road is 26 feet; 
should be 33 feet; encroached by said Gardner, 7 feet. From the 
South corner of Mr John Gardner’s barn yard fence across the 
road is 3 rods 4 feet. At the bounds of Woburn & Charlestown 
from the north corner,of Mr Gardner’s wall to the opposite wall is 
3 rods 2 feet. 

Hurcutinsons Roap.— Mr John Hutchinson’s road is 2 rods 
from his house to Mr Seth Wymans, except, encroached by Mr 
Hutchinson’s Cow yard 1 rod. And Mr Daniel Reed, opposite to - 
Mr. Seth Wyman, 7 feet. 

First Rance way. — At the entrance of the first range way, on 
the Menotomy road, near the late Tho®. Russell Esqr’s land, to the 
Southward of the house, is 20 feet; should be 33 feet; and con- 
tinues 33 feet to Medford bounds — encroached by Mr Peter Tufts 
13 feet. 

SeconD Rance way. — At the east corner of the Range way on 
Medford bounds is 33 feet, inclosed and improved by Mr Jonathan 
Teel. 

From the west corner of the Church Lot to Mr Jon*. Teel’s land 
opposite is 25 feet; encroached by said Teel 8 feet. 

Tnirp Range way. — At the entrance of the third Range way, 
on Menotomy road, from Mr Philemon Russell’s wall to Mr James 
Russell’s is 23 feet; encroached 10 feet. At the east corner of the 
Range way on Medford line is 33 feet, enclosed by Smith and Ben- 
jamin Teel. 


First Rance way.— Then we measured from the South west 
corner of the watering place, on Medford road, opposite to Mr

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Joseph Phipp’s in a Southerly line 54 rods, apen. Then we measured 
still southerly 37 rods & 6 feet, enclosed by Michael Brigden. 
Then, southerly 7 rods, improved by Mr William Stearns; 
Then, still southerly 39 rods 8 feet, improved by [801.] Mr 
Samuell Ireland and Joseph Miller. 

Second Rance way. — Three pole Lane is open through out. 

Tuirp Rance way. — Then we measured from Medford or Me- 
notomy Road, Southerly and found the way open to the Widow 
Smiths Land; then we measured 27 rods, enclosed and improved 
by the Widow Smith; then we measured, still southerly, 48 rods, 
inclosed & improved by John Stone, ending at Milk row. 

FourtH RancE way. — Then we began at Milk row, at Mr Jon- 
athan Ireland’s, from thence to the cross road at the top of the hill, 
is open, it being a northerly direction. Then we measured from 
the north east corner of said Ireland’s stone wall. Then we meas- 
ured from the cross lane, top of the hill, northerly, 57 rods, 4 feet, 
inclosed and improved by Mr John Tufts. Then still northerly 91 
rods 6 feet to Menotomy or Medford road, inclosed and improved 
by Joseph Tufts. 

Firrh Rance way.— Then we measured the fifth Range way, 
on Menotomy road on Winter Hill, being 2 rods across the Range 
way, it remains open throughout ; encroached by Col. Hawkins by 
a short rail fence, in order to make a stone wall. On milk row 
Mr. ‘Thomas Rand has encroached 7 feet 4 inches. 

Sixtu Rance way.— Then we began at the Range way, at the 
entrance of the Range way above the quarry, 63 Rods, fenced on 
both sides, at the south and enclosed by barrs; from thence, still 
northerly, 56 rods and an half, inclosed and improved by Samuel 
Tufts; from thence 43 rods, improved by Sam! Kent and Mr. 
Thomas Rand; from thence, still northerly, 46 rods 6 feet, in- 
closed & improved by Doct: William Stearns; then still northerly 
51 rods, inclosed and improved by Mr Joseph Adams, ending at 
Menotomy road. 

SEVENTH RANGE way.— Then we began on Menotomy road, the 
Seventh Range way, measuring Southerly 42 rods, inclosed and 
improved by Timothy Tufts, Esq’; still Southerly 40 rods 4 feet, 
inclosed & improved by Mr Joseph Tufts; still Southerly 12 rods, 
inclosed and improved by Timothy Tufts, Esq"; still Southerly 11 
rods, inclosed and improved by Walter Russell; then still South- 
erly 424 rods, inclosed and improved by Timothy Tufts, Esq’; 
from thence to milk row is open. 

Eregnrn Rance way.— Then we began at the upper end of milk 
row, a little above Timothy Tufts, Esqr’s house, to measure the 
Eighth Range way, at the extreme of which it is inclosed by a wall 
and barrs. 


[302.] Eicuta Rance way.—From thence we measured 
northerly 111 rods & 12 feet, inciosed and improved by Timothy 
Tufts, Esq’; then still northerly 65 rods inclosed and improved by 
Dea: Gideon Frost; then still northerly 20 rods, enclosed and im- 
proved by Mr. Peter Tufts, to Menotomy road. 

Cross Lane.— Then we began at the fifth Range way, at the 
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top of the hill, easterley. to three pole lane, and measured 42 rods 
12 feet, inclosed by Mr John Tufts; then still easterly 204 rods, 
inclosed and improved by Mr Jon® Ireland; then still easterly 20 
rods 12 feet, inclosed by Mr. John Tufts and improved till we 
com? to the fourth Rangeway; then we measured on said Range- 
way southerly 10 rods till we come to the Church Lot, at the 
westerly corner; then measuring easterly 1194 Rods till we 
entered Fosdick’s square, (so called); then we measured the 
square, the westerley side 7 rods 7 feet; the south side 5 rods 3. 
feet ; easterly sidé 7 rods 6 feet; the northerly side 5 rods 3 feet ; 
from thence to three pole lane is 39 rods 6 feet; it appears that it 
is 14 rod wide through the whole lane. 

Mrnot’s Marsuo Roav.— Then we measured the passage way 
leading to Minot’s marsh (so called), east side of the brilge, east 
of Capt. Joseph Miller’s house on Cambridge road, 11 rods 5 feet 
long, one rod & a half wide. 

Dirty Marsu.— Then we measured the road leading to dirty 
marsh (so called), from Mousell’s gate, or Lamsons, through Mr. 
Andrew Kettell’s land, 47 rods 11 feet, in a northerly direction, 
14 rods wide; then we turned north westerly and measured 85 
rods 11 feet, till we came to a square piece of land, formerly 
called High Fields, measuring as follows: South-east side 7 rods 
8 feet; north-east side 7 rods 9 feet; north west side 7 rods; the 
south-west side 6 rods; from the east corner of the north east side 
of the square there is a way 14 rod wide, leading down to Mystic 
river, in a northerly line. 

Common way By BuLLARD’s Bripce.— From the west corner 
of Mr Cragie’s land on Cambridge road, formerly Mr Codman’s, 
over to the east corner of Mr John Tufts stone wall is 7 rods 13 
feet; from the east corner of Mr. John Tuft’s land above men- 
tioned, in a southerly direction 7 rods 11 feet; then turning 
westerly 5 rods to the Creek; then easterly, north side of the 
bridge, 4 rods to the Creek; then measuring across from Mr John 
Tult’s fence or wall over to Mr Cragie’s fence 8 rods 8 feet; from 
thence by the Creek to Cragie’s west corner, on the road to Cam- 
bridge is 12 rods. From Bullards Bridge (so called) to where the 
gate formerly stood, leading to Leachmore’s farm, is open, but 
encroached by Mr John Tufts 8 feet, and Col. Nath! Hawkins 4 
feet. From the gate there is a way to Mr Craigie’s upper pasture 
2 rods wide, but not on a Straight line. 


[303.] Rance way BETWEEN Cracic & SHED. — There is 
a way, between Mr Cragie’s land and Mr Eben" Shed’s leading to 
the marsh from Cambridge road, one rod wide. 

Burying PLace.— There is a way from the main street leading 
to and around the burying place, down to low water mark, and the 
flatts below belonging to the Town. 

At the Entrance of the road leading to Mystic river, between 
Mallet and Mallett, is 22 feet, at the extreme bounds of Malletts 
land, measuring 112 feet from the main road towards Mystic river ; 
from thence to the east corner of Mr Mallett’s bounds over to 
Malletts fence or stone wall is 47 feet 6 inches. From the entrance 
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of the main street to the South corner of the Land sold to Mr 
Hagar is 275 feet; all the land and flatts between Mallett’s and 
Hagar’s belongs to the Town; also all the flatts below Hagar. 
From the South corner of Hagar’s land over to Mallett’s is 25 feet, 
and so continues to low water mark. Mr Jotham Johnson and 
William Maxwell have encroached by setting a barn on the 
road. 

There is a way leading from Cambridge road on the South side, 
near Mr. Samuel Ireland’s, through Joseph Barrell, Esqr’s land, 
down to Ward’s marsh (formerly so called) ; at the last measure- 
ment, at the entrance it was 2 rods and 8 feet wide; at the back 
corner of Woods Lot 2 Rods 10 feet; then between Wood and 
Shed’s, at the turn, was 2 rods and 12 feet; from Wood’s land to 
Shed’s land, near the turn is 1 Rod 12 feet 6 inches; from Mil- 
ler’s to Shed’s near the turn is 1 rod 13 feet 6 inches; from the 
line between Lynd’s and Shed’s over to Miller’s is 2 rods 9 feet ; 
from the bounds between Lynd’s & Miller, over to James Miller’s 
was 2 rods & 14 feet; from Miller’s to Miller’s, near Miller's 
house is 2 rods 14 feet; at the end of said lane, there is a way 
leading about east to the Bull Lot (formerley so called), measuring 
204 rods in length & one rod wide; then said way turns southerly 
measuring 24 rods 7 feet, one rod wide; these were improved by 
Stephen Miller formerly ; then the said way runs 11 rods 54 f_et; 
formerly improved by Brigden the same width; it being part of 
the Bull lot to Brigden by Miller; then the said road runs beyond 
the Bull lot 15 rods 2% feet, two rods wide, formerly improved by 
Brigden ; then the said road is a little turning east and then runs 
Southerly, in the whole 41 rods 7 feet 6 inches, and two rods 
wide, which brings us down to a point called Ward’s marsh. 


[304.] There is a tract of Land belonging to the Town, 
in Stoneham at the upper part of Spot pond, called about Seventy 
acres. 

There are three pieces of land in Medford, bounding on Mystic 
river, mentioned in the late records; it is said to belong to the 
Town of Charlestown — 

Bounding as follows: 

First—on the river above the Bridge: Westerly by land 
formerly Mr. Jonathan Tufts, now Col. Royal’s, measuring ten rods 
& an half; Northerly on-said Tufts land next to the marsh seven 
rods, whence a two pole way runs down to the river — butting 
easterly on the Country road five rods and an half; and Southerly 
on the way that leads to the ford or landing place nine rods, which 
way is two rods wide to the landing place; improved by Mr. 
Hezekiah Blanchard. 

Second — There is a piece of land, about half an acre, belonging 
to the Town for a fishing place on mystick river, which is bounded 
as follows: bounding upon Royall’s, measuring from the road at 
the east end back to the River eight rods; from the said east end, 
along the road to a stake, measuring twenty four rods, Westerly ; 
and from the said stake to the river is two rods, all straight lines. 

Third — There is a piece of Land lying upon Mystic River, 
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belonging to the Town, bounding each side upon the hon’ble John 
Adams Esqr’s land, measuring Southwesterly twenty rods and an 
half; Northeasterly twenty eight rods and an half; Southeasterly 
on the Range way leading to the River two rods; the breadth at 
the bottom next to the river, northerly, thirteen rods and an half; 
which lies a little to the westward of Adams’ house.
